been” ſo eminent in our Nation it the Anatomical part, would 


have been the like in that alſo. Since it hath been onr anhappi- 
neſs to have that neglefled, T hope it will not be ill raktn if we 
that are Members of it do ſupply this defef by our own private 
Labours. This hath been already | done by Mr. Clowes , 
My. Woodall, and ſome others, whoſe Iaudable Example I have 
adventured to follow, and to put my own Papers in Print 3 that 
what was at firft intended for my private fatisfation, may be uſe- 


fal to others as well as to my ſelf. In doing this, Reader, Thave 


made a vertue of neceſſity, and imployed thoſe hours for the public 
ſervice, which a frequently-repeated Sickneſs hath for this twenty 
years laſt paſt deny d me the uſe of in my private occaſions. Tt 
hath pleaſed God by cafting me into ſuch a condition to give me 
opportunity of reading and thing, as well as prafliſing. Both 
which are netefſary to the accompliſhment not- only of an Author, 

but indeed of a Chirurgeon. 1 cannot be ſouncharitable tomy Bre- 

thren, as tb wiſh them the like Sickneſs to oblige them to the like 

Retirements for tontemplation and ſludy. But I do heartily wiſh, 

that what was neteſſity in me may be choice in them, v1z. that they 
would ſet apart ſoine time for refleftion upon their Labours, and 

for comparing the Emperical part of the Profeſſion with the Rati- 
onal. Theywill ſoon find how many Gaps do-flill lie open in this 

goodly Fabrick, and how much is wanting to make the Building 
compleat. What defefts do remain even in the Hiſtory of Diſeaſes 

themſelves, and the plain praftical things, wherein every expert 

Chirurgeon can corre the Authors he reads ? This well conſide- 

red cannot but ſpur him-on to add his Obſervations to the bulk of 

what hath been heretofore heaped up for this purpoſe, and to con- 

tribute his endeavours to the finiſhing of what hath been begun, 

and thus far carried on, by other hands. As to my own perfor- 

mance, Reader, I muſt tell thee, that what I have chiefly aimed at 
in this Book hath been, perſpicuity and conciſeneſs in the Inſlitutio- 

nary part of the ſame, and aptneſs in the annexed Obſervations ; 
that ſo the whole may be made eaſie to the young Chirurgeon, and 
as inftruflive as may be.

1. The Bloud it ſelf is the matter of many Tumours; and that two ſeve- 


ral ways. 

( :) When the ſerum is ſo extravaſated as to carry ſomething of the red or 
grumous part with it into the Tumour. In which caſe we find the /rflam- 
mation or Phlegmon, and the conſequences of that, viz. Gangrena, or Sphace- 
las, of which we have treated elſewhere: allo Eryfipelas, Furunculas, Epinytis, 
Tereminthus, Phyma, Phygethlon, Bubo, Parotis, C arbunculas, Paronychia, Per- 
io, and Pterygz1on. 

C 2.) When the whole maſs of Bloud is ſo driven into a Tumour, as that 
the grumus is either principally concerned, or at leaſt equally mixed with the 


ſerum. Examples of this are Varix, Ecchymoſts, Aneuriſma.

mours in general, deſcending from thence to as many of the Particulars as 
will be neceſſary for the Inſtruftion of the young Artiſt. 


CHAP IL 


Of Humoral Tumours in general, 


HE Cazsſes of theſe Tumoars have been ſufficiently handled in the Firſt 


Chapter, where we have diſcourſed how Tumours from Humours are 
produced: I ſhall here diſcourſe the Diagnoſtick, Prognoſtick, and Cure. 


It a Humoral Tumour be made by any external Cauſe, as by a Wound, Signs. 


Bruiſe, &c. it is eaſily diſcerned: but it there were no ſuch preceding Caule, 
yon may conclude rhat it ariſeth from within. In this latter caſe you may 
judge whether a Tumour be made by Fluxion or Congeſtion thus. 


That which is made by Congeſtion riſeth gradually, and is colleQted into a Tumours 
compa Tumour without any preceding cauſe or ſign of Fluxion, and is of GP 
made with little pain, unleſs it begin in the Joynts, or parts of exquiſite Senſe. hs 


And then allo in little Children the Tumour is ſome times made before it is 
diſcovered, and ſuppoſed a luxation of that Joynt, the Skin retaining its na- 
tural colour: yet as the Tumour encreaſeth, the veins are frequently ſwelled 
in the ſurface of it; and as the Matter makes its way outward, it ſome 
times inflames and becomes painful. 


If the Tumour be made by Fluxion, the part is affected with pain and Tumours 


{welleth ſuddenly, and is accompanied with Tenſion, Pulfation, and Fever. *

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Now when the tumour appears either before or with the Fever, no other 
Diſeaſe having preceded it, this is to be called Fluxion in the ſtricteſt ſenſe of 
the word. But there are two other forts of Tumours reducible to: Fluxion, 
and thoſe are made by, x. Tranſlation, 2. Attraction. 
Tumours Firſt, The 7rayſlation of. an Humour, in the ſenſe I here mean it, is that 
gy 279 fort of Fluxion which happens from within upon the Criſis of ſome forego- 
' ing Diſcaſe; which though it be really Fluxion, yet it differs from that which 
is ſtrictly ſo called by theſe circumſtances. r. In Tranſlation another Dil- 
eaſe preceded; in this, none art all. 2. In Fluxion, ftriatly fo called, the 
Skin is firſt afteed, and by degrees the neighbouring parts; in Tranſlation 
it is affected laſt, the Matter working it ſelf from within outwards, infomuch 
that you may find Matter in the Tumour before the Skin is much changed 
3. In Tranſlation there is often a real Extravaſation of the' ſerum of the bloud 
between the Interſtices of the Muſcles, which talleth from ſome higher place; 
nay, Pas it ſelf may be bred above in ſome inward Cavity, and fall down thi- 
ther actually formed before the Tumour begins: which 1s quite otherwiſe 
in Fluxion ſtrictly fo called. 
Tawours Secondly, The other ſort of Tumours reducible to Flaxion are thoſe that 
by Attra- are made by Attrattion: which if they do happen, ſome of the viſible Cau- 
ton. ſes mentioned Chap. x. did precede. 
Times of Tumours made by Fluxion have their feveral degrees and times, as their 
Tumov'5 Beginning, Augment, State, and Declination. Their Beginning is with the 
Fluxion, Extenſion of the part affeAed: the Increaſe, when it rifeth into a conſpicu- 
ous Tumour, and is then accompanied with Symptoms increaſing accor- 
_ diogly: the State is when the Tumour is made, and the Symptoms at the 
higheſt: the Declination is when the Tumour becomes leſs, and the Sym- 
ptoms abate. | | 
Progno- The Proguoſticks of Tumours in general are taken from the Part affeted, 
fticks. as it is of more excellence and uſe; allo as itis interna], or external. By how 
much the more noble the Part is, by ſo much the more dangerous. The inter- 
nal more dangerous than external. Prognoſticks are allo taken from the great- 
neſs of the Tumour, and Accidents that attend it; and from the quality of 
the Humour that raiſeth it, whether hot or cold, thick or thin, malign or be- 
nign: for according to theſe circumſtances the Cure is more or lefs difficult. 
The manner of its Termination is to be conſidered: whether by Diſcuſſi- 
on, viz. infenſible Tranſpiration; or ſuppuration, 2. e. the converting the 
Humour ( which raiſed the Tumour) into matter ; or by Corruption, when 
the part afteted is overcome by the ill quality of the matter, and putrefies; 
or by Induration, when the Tumour is hardned, and the Sypmtoms of pain 
diminiſhed; or by retraQion, when the Tumour ſuddenly diſappears, go- 
ing back into the Body. 
All Tumours which owe their original co Humours terminate one of 
theſe five ways. | 
Signs of x, The Signs of Diſcuſſion are the Relaxation, Diminution, and eaſe of the 
Diſcuſſion, 12rt, without Suppuration.

Yet it fre- 
quently happens. in crude Tumors, and thoſe that lie deep amongſt the 
Muſcles, that Matter is not ſo eaſily diſcover'd.

In the Cure of Tumours two things are chiefly to be conſidered : r. the 
nature of the Part ; 2. thenature of Tumour. 

L. In the Part it ſelf we are to conſider, 1. its Temperament, 2. its Con- 
formation, 3. Situation, 4. Senſe, 5. Ule. 

x. In Temperament, ſome are hot, as the Muſcles ; ſome cold, as the Ten- 
dons, Glandules, and other exanguous parts. Some are moderately moiſt in 
themſelves, and require to be treated with Medicines of the like nature, ſuch 
as are neither violently drying, nor too much moiſtening.as the Fleſhly parts : 
others dry in themſelves, yet require exiccants ; as Bones : others again over 
whelmed with perpetual Moiſture, by reaſon of their ſituation and ſpongy 
ſubſtance ; as the parts about the Annus, Vterus, Axillz, Inguina, &c.

Compoſition : which latter may conſiſt of ſeveral other leſſer, whether fimi- 
ar or __—_ : as a Thigh, of Bone, Muſcles, Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Mem- 


branes, &c. all which are duly- to be conſidered, that ſo the nature of the 
Fluxion, the Veſſels that feed it, the diſadvantages or advantages of the Part, 
the beſt way of Revulſion, Diſcuſſion, &c. my be the more readily ſuggeſted 
to the fancy. We may alſo thereby be informed what cavities or Interſtices 
may be there for the receit of Humour ; and how great the degeneration is 
from the natural ſtate or figure. 


3. Situation of the Part is of great importance - which, if it depend too. 


much, mult of neceflity be raiſed ;. otherwiſe the Fluxion will be encreaſed. 
Therefore. if it be a Hand or Arm, it muſt be raiſed to the Breaſt ; if a Leg, 
it muſt belaid on a Bed, Stool, or the like. 

4. The, Senfiblenefs of Parts is of much moment in the Cure of Tumours : 
which, it they light upon ſuch as are of over-acute ſenſe, produce exquiſite 
torments, ſuch as require often a more peculiar care of the Chirurgeon than 
the Tumour it ſelf. .. Alſo. its neighbourhood to ſuch a place obligeth us to 
prevent its reaching to it. 

5. The Zſe of a Part, as it is more or leſs noble, is very much to be atten- 
ded : whether it be of immediate importance to Life, as the Liver, Brain, 
Lungs,. Heart, &c..or to great andnoble uſes ; whether of ſenſe, as the Eye, 
Noſe, Ear; or of common excretion, as the Bladder, Anus ; or of generati- 
on,. asthe Teſlicles,, 7/terus, &c., Ofall which Circumſtancesgreat care is to 
be had,. that they may betrearcd accordingly. _ | 

. IL. Having thus conſidered the nature of the Part, you are next to attend to 
the Tumour ir ſelf,bothas:to its. Time and other circumſtances.As to its Time, 
if it bealready. in the State,you have no more todoþut to regard the conjundt 
caule,, wiz. the Matter already lodged there ; the due removal of which ſuſfi- 
ciently diſpoſeth ir.to; Cure : bur if it be only beginning, then the antecedent 
cauſes are; tobe likewiſe.conſidered, and toberemoved out of hand ; the Fluxi- 
on to be checked by evacuation of the Humour, by bleeding and purging, or 
by reyaition, deriyation, interception, repulſion, diſcuſſion, &c. 

Theſe ſeveral intentions will beſt be judged of by. viewing the quality. of 
the - FPSE: If it be hot,and made by Fluxion,then it is to be treated by the 
aforeſaid Method. If it be cold, and. made by Congeſtion, then purging only 
with reſolvents, diſcutients, and Sa of the Part, are to be made uſe

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of. Where the Tumours are mixed, the intentions of Cure ought to be'ſo 
too. Where AttraQion is the cauſe of Tumour, the cauſe of the Attraction 
ought to be removed; whether it be too much heat, drawing Medicines, bli-- 
ſtering Plaiſters, or the like. All which things as they will be ſufficiently 
handled in the Particulars when we come to them; fo it will be much for the: 
advantage of the young Artiſt, if we do here ſay ſomething of themin gene- 
ral. 

Now ſince Tumours cauſed by Fluxion are like to employ the forrines part 
of this Treatiſe, I ſhall begin with thoſe, and conſider them in their feveral 
eſtates, of Beginning, Increaſe, State, and Declination: 

In the Beginning I have already told you of Bleeding, which potently 
checketh Fluxion, and ovghr'to be proportioned to the greatneſs and vio- 
lence of the Diſcaſe. In-tender bodies and ſmall Tumours the evacuation 
needs not be much: but if otherwiſe the Fluxion be great, and the body 
ſtrong, we muſt take away large quantities. 

Beſides Bleeding, evacuation by Stool will be requiſite : and, indeed, tm- 
mediately before or after bleeding a Clyſter or ſome other Lenitive ought to 
be exhibited. Nor is that to be reſted inbut further purging,either by milder 
or ſtronger medicines,to- be attempted, ſuitably to rhe condition of the Patient. 
It is true that in hot Tumours there may feem to be only a Plethora, which 
notwithſtanding will requireevacuation by purging as well as bleeding ; -- 1f be- 
ing ſeldom found that a Tumour 1s cauſed by a meer Plethora without' Caco- 
chymzia ; which Cacochymia, if it doth not precede the Tumour, certainly ac- 
companieth it,- (as will be made more manifeft when we come to' treat - of 
particular Heads) and therefore requiresthe method now mentioned. 

Lenitive Purges are Sena, Rhabarb, Caſſia, Tamarinds, "Mauna, with Cremor

Soppurati- 2. If after the uſe of the milder Diſcutients propoſed in hot Tumours the 

oft. Symptoms of pain and inflammation do not leſſen, you ſhall then forbear 

the farther uſe of Diſcutients, and haſten concoction or Suppuration; which 
is indeed the work of Nature, by.the benefit of whoſe heat the Humours are 
digeſted, and pus generated. -If the heat be ſtrong, the Matter is for the moſt 
part wall concoted'; and being fo, it is white and of good conſiſtence, and 


not 
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not ill ſcented: but if the heat be weak, the Matter is otherwiſe. It is there- 
fore our work to cheriſh and increaſe the native heat in the affected Part, to 
perfect its ConcoQion: and that is furthered by hindering Tranſpiration, and 
defending it from outward air ; alſo by proportioning the quality of the Me- 
dicaments to the temper of the Part, and quality of the Tumour. And fora: 
much as our natural heat is temperate and moiſt, \uch allo ought the Medi- 
caments to be: they ought alſo to be emplaſtick. Yet it is not unfrequent to 
ſee a Suppuration made accidentally by cold Medicaments, which by a light, 
gentle aſtriction of the Pores do perform the office of Emplaſticks ; as 7#- 
gaentum album, Sorrel roaſted in embers. Nay, in cold Tumours I have 
ſeen Suppuration cauſed by the ſtronger Diſcutients. 

Tumours do ſuppurate ſooner or later according to the Humour of which, 
or the Place in which they are generated. Thoſe which are of Bloud, and 
in Fleſhy parts, do eaſieſt come to maturity. Thoſe which ariſe from other, 
Humours, and are near or in the Joynts, or Parts endued with little heat 
(eſpecially thoſe contained in a Cyzs) do difficultly ſuppurate. 

The Matter differeth according to the variety and mixture of the Hu- 
mours. Ot Bloud always proceeds laudable Matter, eſpecially if the native 
heat be ſtrong : but if other Humours be mixed with 1t, as they get predo- 
minancy, ſo is the Matter more or leſs crude. In Furuncles or Boils it is 
clammy, and not unlike pith. | 

In Abſceſſes made by Tranſlation the Matter js purulent, ſometimes white 
and well-coloured, other times partaking of a yellow or green, ſometimes 
of a brown colour; and is more or leſs fatid according to the time it hath 
there remained. : ] 

Tumours made by Tranſlation have ſometimes Matter in them from their 
firſt appearance - but it being commonly lodged deep under the Muſcles, the 
Matter is not felt till it hath raiſed the Tumour; which is not done withour 
pain, pulſation, &c. as in a Phlegmon, but deeper, and doth not affe&t the 
Skin with Inflammation ti! the Matter reach near it. In theſe Tumours we 
do not attend the Symptoms of Suppuration, but open them as ſoon as any 
quantity of Matter offers it ſelf. Whilſt the Matter is making, the native 
heat of the Part 1s to be preſerved and increaſed by Medicaments which may 
alleviate the pain, and further concoCtion. 


Suppuratives are of two forts: ſome are ſimple, others are compound. Suppura- 


The ſimple are Aqua tepida, with which if you foment the leſſer Phlegmons, it 


will ſuppurate, (and ſometimes by continuing its uſe it will diſcuſs them, wo forts, 


where the Matter is not fit for ſuppuration.) Zydrel/zam moderately heats 
and digeſts. Oleum maturum cheritheth the native heat, and ſupples and con- 
. cots Matter. Butter is maturative, and is profitably mixed with Anodynes 
and Suppuratives, eſpecially in ſoft delicate bodies. Oeſypum is alſo matura- 
tive; and fo are the Fats of all domeſtick Creatures. Fol. malue, viel. parie- 
tariz, mercurialis, brance urſing, deco&ted in Hydrelzo cum farina tritici, buty- 
ro, © vitellis ovorum, are Suppuratives. A raw Onion is ſharp and biting ; 
but roaſted under embers loſeth its acrimony, and ſuppurates Tumours thar 
are difficult to digeſt. The Lily-root is a known Suppurative. Out of theſe 
Simples Cataplaſms are made: as, Rt radic. althee, lilior. albor. an. ij. fol. 
tuſilag. malug, biſmalvz, an. M. j. cog. in brodio, terantur, adjefis far. ſem. 
lini 33. far. triticiZij. axung. porcine, butyri rec. an. ils. croci putv. ij. vitello 
ovi unius; Miſc. fiat Cataplaſma. In cold Tumours, or where the Matter lies 
deep, Re radic. bryonie, Lapathi acuti, an.

The Tumour being fappu- 
rated, be the Matter what it will, the evacuation of it is neceſlary, leſt it 
corrupt within, and corrode the Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Tendons, or the 
Bone, if it lie near one: in which caſes it is lawful to open it before the Tu- 
mour is all ſuppurated, So alſo in the Joynts, and in the Head, if the Ab- 
ſceſs lie over the Sutures: likewiſe in Abſceſles in ano, where, through rhe 
weakneſs of the Parr, a putrefaction is apt to follow; or in the fauces, where 
the neighbouring parts may ſuffer by conſent, and the Pariznt be in hazard of 
ſtrangling. In theſe caſes we wait not for perfe&t Suppuration, but by deep 
Scarification diſcharge the ſerous bloud, and prevent an Abſceſs. There is al- 
ſo care to be taken in Abſceſles of the Breaſt and Belly, where the Matter is in 
danger of breaking inwards. Yet by opening theſe too ſoon they ſomerimes 
apoſtemate again, or become crude, and difficult to digeſt and cure. 

3. The way of Opening them is twofold ; by Knife, or Cauſtick. 

They are of uſe according to the place rhat is afteed, and the quantity of 
Matter which is to be diſcharged. In the Face, where the Cicarrix may be 
unſeemly, [ncifion of them is beſt : but in large Abſceſſes, where the quantity 
of Matter is great, or where we would keep the Abſcels long open, or in a place 
where Bandage cannot be made to retain the 'Fent in, there a Cax/tick 1s moſt 


' proper. Authors do not generally approve fo well of the Cauſtick; yet Sen

»ertus propoſeth it in a Hernia aquoſa, where it is leaſt ſafe: for in truth thoſe 
cold Tumours do eſpecially require to be opened by Incifion; yet when the 
habit of body hath been tolerable, I have in that alſo uſed the Cauſtick with 
good ſucceſs, as I ſhall ſhew in the Cure thereof, and do commend it in the 
opening of large Abſceſles as moſt fate and cafie, the matter being thereby 
diſcharged plentifully. And if the Cauſtick be applied in the declining part, 
the Abſceſs is ſometimes near cured before the Eſcar ſeparates, (if the Mat- 
ter be not contained in ſome peculiar Cy/tis) and that without dilatation or 
Tents. Yet you ovght to be wary how you make Fontanels with them in 
hydropick or very fat People, by reaſon of the weakneſs of their natural 
heat. 

Of Cauſticks there are various ſorts; as of the /ixivium ſaponis, cinerum ſar- 
ment. vitis, filiquarum fabar. &c. boil'd to a ſolid conſiſtence : or in the boiling 
you may add to them wvitriolum Roman. pulver. from 5j. to Zij. alſo opium Iij. 
to Zvi. of the 1;xivium : or by a mixture of cal/x viva & lixiv. ſaponts you 
may make a Cauſtick. Theſe are the ſtronger ſorts in uſe amongſt us : not 


but that there are Cauſticks made with Arſenick , &'c. but, unlels it be in 


great Sarcomata or ſuch like, I uſe only a mild preparation of calx viva with 
a little common ſoap, and a third part of the Cauſtick-ſtone. In children 


and tender ſoft bodies [ often uſe ca/x viva made into paſie with a little black 


ſoap. In theſe two latter there is no fear of their ſpreading; a Pledgit of dry 
Lint and an Emplaſt. diachalciteos, or the like, is ſufficient defence, leaving 
them on till the next morning. But in the application of the ſtronger Cau- 
ſtick there is more caution required. Thoſe we endeavour to keep within 
compals by ſmall ſnips of Emplaſt. hoping thereby to defend the parts about : 
but, in ſpite of all our endeavours, they will ſpread farther than was deſigned, 
if they lie any while on the Part out of our ſight. For though the Part be out- 
wardly defended with Emplaſters, they will find a way under the skin, or at 
leaſt under the catica/a, to ſpread , according to the quantity of the liquid, 

falr in the Cauſtick. They do your work in leſs than an hour. 
The Elſcar being made, you may divide it, and ſtupe the part afſefted with 
wine or milk, and dreſs it up with «ngaent. ba/ilicon dipt in of, /ilior. warm,

being for the moſt part thinneſt there : and if it be not the moſt declining 
part, yet you may draw your knife towards it, for the more eafie diſcharge 

of the Matter, then that the inciſion be made according to the rectitude of 
the Fibres. If it be in the Groin or Arm-pit, it ought to be oblique: in 
other parts make ir according to the length of the member. 

In making the Incifion you are to avoid wounding the Vein, Artery, or 
Nerve : nor. muſt you diſcharge the Matter at once, eſpecially in great Ab- 
ſceſſes, leſt you over-weaken the heat of the Part, or cauſe fainting. 

The Inſtruments proper in opening Apoſtemations are made choice of ac- 

cording to the Part that is affeted, and the greatneſs of the Abſceſs. Ambr. 
Parey propoſeth ſome whereby you may more covertly open them : but we 
make uſe of Lancet or Knife, of which our Inſtrument- makers furniſh us 
with choice. If the Fauces be afteted, the Handle of your Knite ought to be 
Jong, and the Blade ſhort; ſome thereof crooked, and cutting on one or both 
ſides. Your Inſtruments ovght to be kept clean, for your credit; and ſharp, 
that you may perform the work with leſs pain. 

The Incifion being made, the Accidents or Symptoms that attend it are 
to be removed. In the firſt place the Bleeding 1s to be reſtrained, if any ſuch 
happen, ( which is very rare ) with pulv. Galeni ex thure (5 aloe mixed cam 
altumine ovi. How you ſhall dreſs it if open'd by Cauſtick, 1 have already 
ſhewed you. 

Fainting which ſometimes happneth through weakneſs or timorouſneſs Fainting: 
in the Patient, may be relieved by laying the Patient upon his back, and 
ſprinkling a little cold water on his face. But if the Fainting proceeded from 
ſome preceding ſickneſs, and is continued by the greatnels of the evacuation 
and noiſom corrupt Matter, you ſhall in ſuch cafes provide ſome cordial 
Juleps or EleCtuaries, of which he may take at pleaſure. As, Þ ſpec. diamarg.

The ſpirits may alſo be refreſhed with Epithemata made up of ſome of the 
aforeſaid diſtilld Waters and Cordial Species with ace?. rof. &c. which for 
want of a Phyſician you may preſcribe. bY 

You are inthe next place to conſider the Abſceſs, whether after the evacu- 
ation of Matter there remain any conſiderable hardneſs, either by reaſon that 
the Tumour was not enough ſuppurated, as in large Abſceſſes it frequently 
happens; or that it be affected with pain and inflammation. Therefore at 
your next dreſſing it may be reaſonable that you have a Fomentation ready Fomenra: 
of ſummitat. malve, biſmalve, flor. cham. ſummitat. abfiath. out of which a" 
Stupe may be wrung, and applied over the Abſceſs, to give a breathing to 

 1t, and you leiſure to conſider how to drefs it.

Derivation by Iſſues and Setons are uſual. Repulſion is proper in many of 
them, eſpecially that of Bandage in a:dematous Swellings of the Legs, Arms 
and Hands. 

But Diſcuſſion is the principal intention of the Chirurgeon ini this place , 
and ought to be done with hot Medicines: of which fortl have ſet you down 
ſome already, and more you will meet with 1n our particular Diſcourſe of 
thoſe Tumours. | 

Suppuration ſeldom happeneth' in theſe Tumours, unleſs there be an ad- 
mixture of bloud with it : in which caſe treat them with Suppuratives, as 
hath been ſaid, and open them. | 

After Apertion, the method of healing differs little from that of Abſceſles 
made by Fluxion : but of their Cure you ſhall be more informed in the 
Chapter of Oedema. 


The next thing that offers it ſelf to our conſideration is Dzet : and that is Diet. 


of two ſorts ; the one regarding Tumours made by Fluxion, the other thoſe 
by Congeſtion. 

In hot Tumours made by Fluxion we are to propoſe ſuch modetation as 
may take oft from the great ferment in the Bloud, whereby it may be rendred 
lels apt to flow into the weak Part. Taq which purpoſe the Ancients preſcri- 
bed ſuch a ſlender Diet as might only ſupport their Strength : yet with are- 
gard to Cuſtom,the Age and Conſtitution of the Patient,and greatneſs of the 
Inflammation. If the body be ſtrong and abound with Humours, and the 
Inflammation great, their Diet may be the more ſparing and cooling ; as Wa- 
ter-grewel, Panado, and ſuch like. Where the Inflammation is leſs, or the 
Patient weak, Chicken-broath, with Wood-ſforrel, Letrice, Purſelane, or a 
boil'd Chicken, a potched Egg, &c. and ſuch like meats of eafie digeſtion. 
To others, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit, and ſome ſorts of the firmeſt Fiſh. 
In great Inflammations there 1s commonly Fever attending, in which caſe 
they have little inclination to eat. Their, Drink ſhould be Ptifans, or a ſmall 
well-boil'd Ale. If Wine be allowed, it ought to be ſmall, or allay'd with wa- 
ter. Falopzus, in his Diſcourſe of hot Tumours, faith, he was wont where 
there was Plethora, to preſcribe panem lotum in aqua, aſperſo ſucco aurantiorum 
cum modico zaccari, a little Bread dipt in water, and ſprinkled with juyce of 
an Orange and Sugar, and that but twice the day ; and their Drink no 
better than water. Galen forbids Wine ; yet permits it to them qui habent 
ventriculum debilem, for their Stomach's fake : which is neceſſary to be ob- 
(erved; for unleſs that be kept up, in vain are all our endeavours. 

The Air ought to be temperate by art or nature. 

- All exercile js to be forborn: for the Bloud is thereby heated, and the Hu- 
mours made more fluid. Sleeping in the day is alſo forbidden, out of hopes 
they may reſt better in the night. 

1n Tumours by Congeſtion we allow fach a Diet asis heating and attenu- 
ating ; their Meat rather roaſted than boiled, and of good nourifhment ; as 
Mutton » Veal , Kid, Pullet, Rabbit, Chicken, Pheaſant, Partridge, Cock, 
Snipe, &c. All White-meats, Fiſh, Fruits, Sallets, are forbidden. Their Drink 
may be Ale or Beer : Wine is alſo allowed in theſe caſes : and their Drink. 
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may be medicated with Sarſaparila, China, lign. guazachs lentiſcinum ; as you 


may fee more particularly hereafter. 

The Air ought to be warm and attenuating. Sleep in the day is abſo- 
Jutely forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Paſſions of the 
mind are to be avoided both in this and all other Diſeaſes. 


CHAT. I1L 
Of Inflammation, or Phlegmon, 


[therto I have diſcourſed of Tumours in general. I ſhall now deſcend 
to particulars, and begin with P/legmon, or  /nflammation : both be- 


_ caule it is the firſt degeneration from good bloud, and in its own nature nea- 


reſt of kin to it ; and alſo becauſe it is the moſt frequent of Tumours hap- 
pening 11 Diſeaſes, Wounds, Contuſfions, Fractures, Luxations, Sc. Ir being 
alſo the uſual forerunner of many miſchicls that happen in man* of thoſe 
caſes, and conſequently the moſt obvious occaſion of exerciſing the Chirur- 
geon's kill. 

I define it, a large Tumour, hot, of a red colour, with pain, pulfation, ten- 
ſion, and a circumſcribed hardneſs. 

The Differences of it are either from the Situation ; inward, or outward. 
Or from the Part atteQted, whence it taketh a name. Asinwardly i in the Lungs 
it is called Peripneumonia ; ; in the Pleura, Plearitis; on the Diaphragma, Para- 
phrenitis; 1n the Brain, Phrentis; in the Throat, 4»gjaa: outwardly on the 
Throat, Angina notha ; 1n the Eyes Ophthalmia,&ee. Or, laſtly,trom the Matter : 
which if ſimple, it is a ſimple Phlegmon ; : if compound, it hath its denomina- 
tion from the Humour with which it is compounded, and lo is called Ery/1- 


pelatodes, Phlegmatodes, Oedematodes, Scirrhodes. 


The Cazſe of Phlegmon is generally a Plethora, having ſome acrimonious 
mixture ir the ſerum of the Bloud ; which latter i is the uſual matter of a 
Phlezmon, being caſt out of the veſſels, and lodged in the pores of the Skin, 
or other Part affe&ted withit. This ſerum being accompanied by the thinner 
parts of the Bloud grows red and angry, and, wanting its due regrels.into 
the Mals, firſt gathers into a hard Swelling, andin few days (if it be not dif- 
culled) ripens into Matter, and fo diſchargeth. 

The Signs of Phlegmon are, great pain, heat, inflamed red colour, and ſwel- 


ling, with hardneſs, pulſation, and tenfion. The Tumour growivg big and 


more colle&ed, a/Suppuration ſucceeds, and then the Symptoms abate. As 


the Tumour riſeth into a Cone, fo the Matter may be felt to flutuare, and 


the Skin becomes thin and pale, viz. of the colour of the ſubjacent Matter. 

The Prognoſ?ick isgood, when the Tumourinlenfibly exhales and reſolves : 
in'which caſe the ebullition abates, and the Bloud, being leis violent in its 
motion, paſleth gently by, and by degrees.\walloweth up that Humour into 
its chanels again which it had in the time of its ebullition caſt out; or atleaſt, 
having ſuftered the thinner parts to tranſpire, it receiveth the reſt; i; 

Next to this way of terminating a Ph/egmon, Suppuration 1s beſt, when 
the Matter of the Tumour ripens into a kindly pus. 

But it 1s of ill-contequence if the Tumour diſappear without abatement of 


Accidents, and the Fever {till continue. In this cafe either a Gangrene or 


ſome 
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ſome other grievous Symptom ſucceeds : or, if it were the Crifts'of a Fever;: 


that encreaſcrh, and the Life of the Patient is in great danger. 


It is alfo I when the Matter, inſtead of reſolving, hardens, and the pain. 


ceafeth. It foreſheweth a ſcirrhous Tumour approaching. . - -. 


Fat people are not ſo eaſily cured as lean. Nervous and tendinous : Parts 


have warſe Symptoms, and are harder of Cure, than fleſhy. ones. . | 
If after great Abſceſſes the Body be not purged and regulated, . they are apt. 
to fallinto ſome other Diſeaſe : otherwiſe they occaſion much Health.

The Fever which-attends Pain is removed by VenzſeRtion, or by the reſo- 


 \ution or ſuppuration of the Tumour. If it ſhall unhappily indurate or gan- 


grene, I refer you to thoſe Chapters of Scirrhus and Gangrena : yet I think, 
if the method be rightly obſerved which hath been propoſed, there will need 
no ſuch reference. : 

The moſt fafe and ſpeedy way. of curing Phlegmons is by Reſolvents. In 
Wounds, Contuſions and Uicers, Inflammations for the moſt part go off fo : 
and fo would the greateſt Phlegmors, if the foreſaid method were truly ob- 
ſerved. But the negled of timely Bleeding, and the too haſty application 
of Pultices of White-bread and Milk, render them incapable of Repellents : 
and for the moſt part of Diſcuſſion : whence followeth a neceſſity of Suppu- 
rating. | 

The medicaments that further Suppuration are ſuitable in their temper to 
the heat of the Part, ſo as to cheriſh it, and of an emplaſtick quality, hinde- 
ring Tranſpiration. So Oyls and Greaſe, which are ſcarce permitted in Dil- 
cutients, (tarther than to give good conſiſtence to the Medicine) are here 
proper. Theſe following are Suppuratives. KF radzc.althze, lilior. albor. an.5iv.

The going off of the Accidents of pain, heat, pulſation, &c. are good ſigns 
of Suppuration : but if the Matter lie deep, the Symptoms do not ceale till it 
be diſcharged ; nor is the Suppuration diſcerned in ſome of them —_—_— 

tnan 
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then by the fluctuation between your hands. In ſuch caſes, if you doubt 
Suppuration, continue the latter Cataplaſm : for it the Tumour be opened 
before the Matter be well concotted, it will be the ſlower... in healing, 

If the Tumour become more compact, and thruſt out ina Cone, and look 
pale, defer not the opening of it. For as the opening of Apoſtems before 
the Suppuration be perfected weakens the heat, and renders them crude: 
ſo the letting the Matter lie long after it is made gives way to 1ts putrefacti- 
on, whereby the Parts underneath corrupt, and the Abſcels becomes ſi- 
nuous. 

The manner of opening by Incifion or Cauſtick, together with all dire&i- 
ons neceſhary thereunto, have been ſufficiently treated of in the former Chap- 
ter. The Cure of it, by digeſting, deterging, 1ncarning and cicatrizing, you 
will ſee in the Treatiſe of Zlcers, and in the foilowing Obſervations. 

[ ſhall begin them with ſome inſtances of Ph/egmons in their very firſt ap- 
pzarance: though I may doubt whether you will allow them for ſuch, they 
being then ſo inconfiderably. ſmall, that the Patient himſelf thinketh it not 
worth while to ſend for a Chirurgeon. Nay, when the pain bath increaſed 
the Inflammation, and raiſed the Swelling big and hard, they for the moſt 
part permit them to be dreſſed by the next pretender to Chirurgery with pul- 
tices, as I have ſaid, of White bread and Milk, and do not conlult us till the 
Tumour be in its ſtate; and then it is too late to repel them. Sometimes 
we may diſcuſs them, but more frequently they ſuppurate, and are of longer 
Cure. Upon the conſiderations forementioned, it ſeemeth not eafie for me to 
give you ſuch inſtances of the beginning of a Phlegmon as may be ſuitable to 
the deſign of this Diſcourſe: therefore I have fer down the tewer of them, 
and taken them from ſuch accidental cauies as do generally make great Tu- 
mours, ( if ill handled,) that you may thereby learn how to prevent their 
growth by the timely applications propoſed in the method of Cure. 


Man of about thirty ſix years old, after a hard Journey on horſeback, ſit- r. obſer: 
ting upon a cold bench, was ſeiz'd witha pain in his right Hip, infomuch vena of 
that he was ſcarce able to get up to his Chamber. The next morning he com- ging © 
plained to me of his ill night's reſt by reaſon of that pain, he not being able Phlegmen 
to move that Joynt. I embrocated the Part with o/. rof. cam aceto, and appli- rms ighe 
ed an Empl. diachalcit. cum bolo, and let him bloud in the Arm about 3x. or- 
dered him a Clyſter that afternoon, and an Anodyne draught the night fol- 
lowing of 5 vj. ſyr. de meconio in ag. papaver. cum aqua cinnamomi hordeat. 
whereby he reſted better. I continued the Embrocation and Emplaſter, by 
which after a day or two the Fluxion was ſeemingly waſted; yet he complai- 
ned of a pain deeper in the Joynt. I then cauſed a Bryony-root to be digged 
freſh out of the earth, and being waſhed, cut and beaten to a pulp in a Stone- 
mortar, 1 chafed the pained Hip with it, and applied it in the form of a Ca- 
taplaſm. It did not lie weil on, but by the uſe of it two or three days it dif- 
cuſſed his pain, and he was cured. This began like a Phlegmon, and after- 
ward threatned a Sciatica: whither it would have tended I leave others to 
judge ; but from ſuch little beginnings the greateſt Phlegmons have taken 
their riſe. | | 
A Woman aged thirty four years walking in the ſtreet one evening, and 9. Obſer--- 
paſſing near a Coach and horſes, was bit in the right Breaſt by one of them. bro 
The next day the came to me, complaining of the pain, and ſhewed me her 
Breaſt. It was ſwelled to the bignels of a Hen's egg, with Inflammation and 
hardneſs, the print of the horſe's teeth remaining in the skin near two inches 
diſtant from each ſide. I dreſſed it with anguentum bafilic. and Ny wes +: 
| tne 
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the Tumour with ol. roſ. cum aceto, and applied an Empl. 8 bolo over all; then 
let her bloud, and ſent her that night an Anodyne draught of ag. papaver. 
rhe& ad. cinnam. hordeat. cum ſyrupi de meconio % vj. She was purged the next 
day with an Zafuf. ſenz, &c. By this method the pain and inflammation were 
remitted, and a great part of the hardneſs: the remainder was totally reſfol- 
ved by the application of «#zzert. bafilic. ſpread thick in the form of an Em- 
plaſter, and by repeating Purgations twice or thrice. 

A Man of about fourty years of age, of a full body, having (as he thought) 
heated himſelf in walking, took cold, and was ſeized with a ſtifineſs and 
pain in his left Thigh, about four fingers breadth above his Knee. The mor- 
ning after I faw it ſwelld and ſomewhat inflamed, 1 embrocated it cam ol. 
roſ. & aceto, and applied an Empl. oxal. then let him bloud about ten or 
twelve ounces, and adviſed a Clyſter that afternoon, and deſired him to for- 
bear full meals and ſtrong drink. The day after he was purged with pulvis 
Cornachin. and by repeating of the Embrocations and Emplaſter was cured 
of his Diſtemper. : 

A Maid-ſervant about twenty fix years of age, by reaſon of a ſuppreſ- 
ſion of the Menſtrua, was ſeized with a pain in her right Thigh on the out- 
ſide. It growing more painful by the application of gummy Emplaſters, I was 
ſent for, and ſaw an hard colleted Tumour of an oval figure lying under 
the muſculus membranoſus with Inflammation ; allo an Herpes over-ſpreading 
the Tumour and that ſide of the Thigh. It was certainly raiſed by their im- 
proper Applications. I let her bloud at leaſt twelve ounces, and applied a 
mixture of two parts anz#ent. nutrit. with one of populeon, and purged her 
the next day with pil. cochiz. By repeating the ſame Purgative three or four 
times, intermitting a day: or two between, and afterwards by the application 
of anguent. nutritum alone, the Inflammtion was cooled, the Herpes extin- 
guiſhed, and the Tumour waſted. 

A Woman of about forty years of age, ſcorbutical, and of a full body, 
was pained in her right Thigh on the inſide. Somewhat fhe applied her ſelf; 
but it growing more painful, I was permitted to ſee it. There was a hard 
Swelling with Inflammation, Pulfation, &c. as in a Phlegmor in its increaſe. 
I let her bloud about ten ounces, and embrocated it with ol. rf. & chamemel;, 
and applied cerat. Galen; on it ; and ſome hours after I ſent her that Cata- 
plaſm ex fol. malv. pariet. plantag. cum ſem. Cydon. &c. which ſhe applied. A 
Clyſter was that afternoon adminiſtred, and an Anodyne preſcribed. The 
next day ſhe was purged with this following Apozeme. R fol. ſenz 5 fs. rhabarb. 
51j. flor. ſambuci, macis, 2 1. fiat infuſ. in aq. matricarie 5 vilj. ſucc. auranti- 
or. Ziv. colat. adde manug 5 js. ſyr. de ſpina cervina 5vj. dividatur pro duabus 
dofibus. By the continued application of the Cataplaim the Tumour dimi- 
niſhed with the hardneſs. In the declining of it I left out the Repellents, and 
added, pulver. balauſ?. & baccar. myrtillor. and boyled them in Wine, and ad- 
ded only Mel in the place of the Oyl: by which I dried up the remaining 
Humour, and reſtored the Part to its former health. Yet ſhe would not be 
fati-fied without the application of an Emplaſter, which was Empl. e bolo. 

One of about fifty five years of age, of a full body, ſubjeA to Gout and 
Scurvy, was taken with a Fever, which after a few days terminated in a pain 
of his right Arm about the Bzceps, with Swelling and Inflammation. Carta- 
plaſms were applied of White bread and Milk: but the parts were thereby 
relaxed and rendred more fubjeCt to Fluxion, which ſwelled the Arm round 
and deep amongſt the Muſcles. A Chirurgeon was fetched, who, finding the 
Patient weak and treated by unhappy hands, declined the medling with 1t, 
as not having been conſulted more timely ; or, indeed, doubting how the _ 
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would fucceed. I was then fetched, and obſerving the Tumour great, and 
threatning the deſtruction of the Member, I ſtuped it with Wine, to give a 
breathing to it,till I could make a Fomentation more for my purpole ; which 
3 haſtened by putting a ſhovel-full of Wood-aſhes into-a quantity of water 
with a few herbs ; as ſummitat. abfinthii, centaur. cardui bened. flor. ſambuct. 
chamemeli, ſem. fanugreci, QC. Which being boijed and ſtrained, I added 
Brandy-wine to it, and fomented the ſwell'd Arm, and the while made a Ca- 
taplaſm ex far. horde: & fabar. with ſome of the aforementioned Ingrecients 
boiled in ſome of the ſame Fomentation, with the addition of me! com. and 
applied it. Being thus left alone to a&t without a Phyſician, T let him bloud 
in the other Arm, and preſcrib'd. a Clyſter and a Cordial Julep of aq. dra- 
cont. cardui bened.” & citr. ſpec. de hyacintho, cum ſyr. de ſucco citr. & carye- 
phillor. with ag. epidemica, allo an Anodyne draught to diſpoſe him to reſt 
that night ; which he did better than he had done many nights before. By 
the uſe of the Fomentation and Cataplaſm the Swelling ditcuſled, and our 
work went hopefully on : the Fevour appearing then but ſymptomatical leſſe- 
ned alſo,as the heat and pain mitigated. My next work was by Emollients to 
reſolve the hardnefs which ,oſſeſl the Muſcles and Tendons of the Arm and 
Elbow-joynt. To which purpoſe I fomented them with a DecoQion of fol. 
& radic. althee, malvg, tapſi barbati, rad. Iilior. fler. chamemeli, meliloti, ſem. 
liai, feaugraci, &c. made in Fleſh broath, and embrocated them with a mix- 
Lure of unzuent. dialthee cum ol. Iumbric. ex pedibus bovinis, and applied cera- 
zum Agrippine, with moderate Bandage over all. Thus I reſolved the hard- 
neſs, and ſomewhat reſtored the joyat : but the Arm continues weak to this 
day. 
A young man aged about twenty years, riding along journey in the heat 7; O-ter- 
of Summer, -put his bloud intoa ferment, which atteed his Bridle-hand with pyjegmen 
great pain, and produced an Inflammation with Tumour in that Wriſt. To fuppura- | 
remedy which, he was let bloud in the other Arm, and the Part difeaſed was pen = 
embrocated with ol. rof. cam aceto, and an Empl. e belo was applied ; and the 

ſecond day after he was purged with an Zaf#ſ. ſexz, &c. The Swelling increa- 

ſing, with Inflammation and hardneſs, the moderate repelling and diſcutient 
Cataplaſm ex malv. pariet. plantaz. &c. was applied. But this Patient being 

of a very ill habit of body,the Tumour encreaſed, and, collecting moreround, 
Aewed its inclination toſuppurate : wherefore I left out the Repellents, and 

added rad. lilior, albor. &c. by the application whereof it ſuppurated in few 

days after. I opened it by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a proportionable quan- 

tity of Matter well concocted, and haſtened the fall of the Eſcar by Lenients: 
During the Fluxion {which was in the Wriſt amongſt the Tendons) he com- 

plained of a ſoreneſs in that Axa, but took little notice of it, till, after the 
opening this, (the pain diminiſhing there) he felt that in his Arm-pit more 

ſore. I allo felt a ſmall Gland there, and applied an Empl. de mucilaginibus, 
ſuppoſing that would refolve it. After the ſeparation of the Eſcar, whilſt I 

was digeſting that Abſceſs, he was again purged: but the Swelling increaſed 

in the Axa, and ſuppurated, and was likewiſe opened by Cauſtick, and en- 
deavours uſed todigeſt that. But whilſt the former Abſceſs cured, this latter 
became more crude and ſinuous, and the Patient was ſeized with a Rigour, 

and a Fever followed ; for the Cure of which he was let bloud so2in and pur- 

ged, by Door Walter Needham his preſcription, with an Infoſion of ſena in 

a decott. tamarindor. with the addition of mana, ſjr. de pownis purg. & ſyr. de 

Jſpina cervina. By the repeating of this he was freed of his Fever, but the Ab-

conſideration we preſcribed him decot?. ſarſe, lign. Guaiaci, &C. By the drin-

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king thereof a few days the Abſceſs digeſted, and healed ſoon after to a 
Wonder. 
s. Obſer- A Maid of about twenty eight years old, of a groſs body, received by ac- 
var. of a cjdent a blow on her right Breaſt, it ſwelled, and grew hard and painful. 
CO After ſeveral applications, the hardneſs and pain rather encreaſing, the, ſul- 
red in the peRting a Cancer, came to me. I viewed it, but ſaw no Symptoms of it. 1 
Breaſt. embrocated it cam oleo & aceto roſac. and amplied an Empl. de minio cam ſa- 
- pone, and the day after let her bloud, and then purged her with Whey, Man- 
na and Cremor Tartar ; by which the hardneſs was ſeemingly reſolved for 
ſome time : but ſhe being irregular 4n her appetite, it ſwelled again as when I 
firſt ſaw it. Upon which conſideration I applied Emollients ; and ſeeing the 
Tumour increaſe, and ſhe impatient at the fight of it, I applied a Suppura- 
tive Cataplaſm ex rad. & fol. al:hez, rad. lilior. alb. &c. By the continued uſe 
of it ina few days it ſuppurated well, and I opened it by Cauſtick in the decli- 
ning part, and diſcharged a large quantity of Matter. I dreſſed the Abiceſs 
with Lenients, and continued the uſe of the Cataplaim till the: Eſcar ſepara- 
ted : then I deterg'd with mundif. Paracel, and applied Empl. de mucilag. 
and ſhortned the Tent. The Orifice growing leſs, and ſomewhat of the 
hardneſs yet remaining, I put in a ſhort Camicula of Lead, and kept the Ori- 
fice open, till the hardneſs was totally reſolved, and that it matter'd very lit- 
tle, or notatall ; then threw out the Tent, and applied a Pledgit of anger. 
diapompholig. and permitted it to heal': which it did in few-days. This was 
a pure Phlegmon, and lay deep in the Breaſt, and owed its ſpeedy Cure to. the 
perfet Suppuration was made in it before the Opening.

& croc. and in the interim let him bloud, and adviſed a Clyiter to be admi- 
niſtred that afternoon. If this perſon had been of a temperate life, and been 
ſet bloud when he ſent for the firſt emplaſter, this Tumour might have been 
happily repelled ; but it was now toolate to diſcuſs it : yetT repeated the appli- 
cation of that Cataplaſm till I ſaw it more colleed, and then [| haſtened Sup- 
puration, by one of the milder Suppuratives ſet down in the method of Cure ; 
by the uſe of which the Tumour was more colle&ed and raiſed into a, Cone 
and by its pale colour and thinnefs of the skin gave an aſſurance of a perfe& 
Suppuration. Then I applied ſome of the milder Cauſtick, with an Empl. 
diachyl. /impl. over it, and the Cataplaſm over all. The next day I took off 
the Dreſſings, with defign to divide the Eſcar : but it was done tomy hands, 
and a large quantity of a well-digeſted Matter was diſcharged. I fomented 
the Abſceſs with a Stupe wrung out of Milk, and dreſſed the Eſcar with a 
Pledgit of anguent. bafilic. dipt in ol. roſ. and continued the application of 
the Cataplaſm.

In the time of the Civil Wars a Gentleman in the Weſt-country was 10. Obſer- 


ſorely pained with an Inflammation and Swelling upon the os [lion on the left 
ſide. .Some one apply'd a Cataplaſm to it of White-bread and Milk with 
Hogs lard; a Medicament proper.to aſſwage pain, but being apphed in the 
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2ugment. in. a full Body, it relaxed the parts, and made way tor the influx and carions. 


increaſe of the Tumour. Upon farther complaint, ſome other of his ac- 
quaintance adviſed the application of Houleleek, Sc. by which the native 
heat ſuffocated, and the part gangrened. Sir Alexander Frafier, chief Phyfi- 
cian to his majeſty* and my lelf were fetched, and law the Tumour black 
and ſunk the compals of the palm of an hand. We made deep Sacrifications, 
and waſhed it with a Solution of .Zgyptzac. in ſpir. vini, and filled the inci- 
ſed parts, eſpecially in the circumterence between the found and gangre- 
ned parts, with Merc. pracipitat. and appl.ed over all a Cataplaſm, ſuch as you 
will find ſet down in the Chap. of Gazgrene. Where we had applied our 
Precipitate, we found a perte&t white Matter: it, was - but little in quantity, 
but by the uſe of the ſame Powder, we ſaw the Mortification ſtopt, and the 
Eſcar in few days after ſeparated with good digeſtion. The Ulcer was after- 
wards deterged with mundif. Paracel/i, and cured by Epuloticks, as in the 
Cure of Zlcers. | 


As Phlegmons are ſubject to. mortification: through unſeaſonable applicati- 11. Obfer- 


on of Medicaments in time of their ſtate ſo alſo in tat bodies they are apt to 
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gangrene after opening, if that Fat be not ſpeedily digeſted out. Thus it gangrened 
happened to a perſon labouring of a Phlezmon on the Os ſacrum. After the dif- _ Ope- 
charge of matter the Ulcer became crude and gangrened. Another Chirurgeon © 


who conſulted, who ſcarified the Abſcels and by his warm applications ſup- 
poſed he had extinguiſhed the Mortification: but it appearing otherwiſe, [ 
was fetched, and ſaw the lips and parts within gangrened and gleeting. We 
ſcarified the lips: but finding them to be gangrened more within than with- 
out, we pared them oft round, then ſcarified the Abſceſs; within, and cut out 
the putrefied Fat, and with an armed Probe dipt in o/eo garyophy4or. hot clean- 
ſed the Abſceſs, and fill'd the Scarifications with Merc. pracipitat. We then 
dreſſed up the Abſcels with a miixture of unguent. baſilicon & ol. terebinth. and 
applied Cataplaſms and Fomentations, as is uſual in ſuch caſes. The next 
day we came provided with actual Cauteries, but found the Abſceſs warm, 
and diſpoſing ro digeſtion in the. lips and fleſhy parts: and from that time it 


digeſted well. Bur in the 4afis of the Ulcer, where the Mortification had 
reached to the Perioſtewm, the ſlough ſeparated more ſlowly : but by the warm 


application of Lenjents it came oft, and the Ulcer happyly incarned. 
Over-ſtrit Bandage is a trequent cauſe of Phlegmoy, of which1 do make ob- 

ſervation for the cautioning of the young Chirurgeons in the caſe of Fonranels. 
A perſon of a plethorick body, aged about thirty years, being ſubje to hot 

Defluxions of ſharp Rheum, was adviſed to make a Fontanel in her Arm by

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Cauſtick. I applied the milder, with an Emplaſter and moderate Bandage Bandage. 
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to retain it on, with advice to ſlacken it, if there appeared cauſe. The next 
morning ſhe told me the' Bandage had been eafic all the dar, upon which 
account ſhe had not flackned it; but it pained her in the nicht, and ſwelled 
if her Arm. It did not fe<in too fſtreight; nay, {| think if it h+d been ſlacker, 
iii it would have ſlipt down ber Arm, being taper grown - bur tne Tumour 
Wt ſhewed the Bandage to be too hard. I looſened it, and took oft the Cauſtick ; 
£ where finding a ſmall Eſcar, I divided it and drefled it with wnguent. baftlic. 
with an Emplaſter to retain it on, leaving the Arm at liberty. She was eaſje 
| that day ; but sbout twelve of the clock at night ſhe was waken'd with the 
pain, and ſent to me. The Fontanel not being in fault, I returned her a 
olais wath o!. rof. cam aceto to Embrocate her Arm. The next morning I vi- 
'if ſited her: there appeared leis fulnefs and no heat, but ſhe complained of a 
" numbneſs in her Hand. I left her to the uſe of the Oyl: it wore oft in a day 
| or two. After the ſeparation of the Eſcar, I put in a Pea, and fitted it with 
Bandage: from which time it continued eafie. TI forelaw this diſturbance, 
and adviſed her to bleed and purge firſt, but could not prevail. 

In fat fleſhy Arms you may produce the like by a moderate ſtri&t Bandage, 
when the Humouvrs are in a fermenting diſpoſition. The way to avoid fuctz 
"HA inconvenience is, firſt to make evacuation by bleeding or purgiog: tor from 
' ſuch little beginnings greater evils do follow. And it this Fontanel had 

been made by the /apis cauſticas, it had penetrated deep, and might by ſuch a 
flux of Humours have been ſhrewdly diſturbed : or it it had been made by 
Incifion, it would have been inflamed; and then the conclution would have 
been, that it was made upon a Nerve or Tendon ; thong! poſlibly in ſuch far 
Arms there is none within halt an inch under it. 
13 Obſer- I ſhall give you another inflance in a Gentleman who came out of the 
va: 2:5 Countrey, and put himſelf into the hands of a Chirurgeon, in which cale I 
Bandage, Was conſulted. The Tumour was in his left Arm upon the Biceps, and was 
cauſed by over-ſtri& binding of his Iſſue. It was raiſed below the Bandage; 
and as it abounded with Matter, it diſcharged it ſclt into the Fontanel. The 
Cure was performed by the application of a Cauſtick upon the lower part of 
the Tumour, and the Matter was let out by cutting deep into the Eſcar; after 
which ir was digeſted and incarned by the ſame Chirurgecn, as in other Ab- 
ſceſles is uſual. - | 
Many inſtances we have of this kind in Infants, who cannot expreſs their 
crievances, eſpecially where lſſues are cut in their Arms. The Nurſes ſome- 
times binding them too ſlack, whereby the Pea ſlides out, and the Iſſue being 
almoſt cloſed before the next dreſiing, they, to recover their errour, force in 
another, and by too hard Bandage raiſe a Tumour with Inflammation, to the 
great diſturbance of the Child.

Galeni with good Bandage from the Hand upward: By this 
means the Humour was moderately repreſſed, and breathed forth, the Eſcar 
alſo ſeparated in the Fontanel; after which the Ulcer incarned with com- 
b- mecn Sarcoticks, and the Ulcerations about'it were cured by angaent. tute

ll | oy A perſon 
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A perſon of about forty five years of age, of a fail body, ſubject to va- 
rious Diſeaſes from plentitude and cacochymia, as Lethargy, &c. was lately in 
danger of ſinking under an Apoplectical Fit, but was treed of it by a tranſ- 
lation of thoſe Humours into his right Leg, with great Pain, and an Inflam- 
mation of a deep red colour poſlcſſing only the skin; but the Swelling was 
great, reaching from the gartering to the very Toes. It was Phlegmon ery/i- 
pelatodes, and in his caſe required to be breathed forth by Medicaments of a 
remperate quality, yet ſomewhat cooling. To which purpoſe I preſently 
fomented it with Claret-wine, and applied ceratum Galenz over all the Leg, 
with a moderate Bandage; then let him bloud, and directed him a Clyſter. 
The next morning 1] took oft the Dreſſings, and found his leg in a betrer 
condition. I bathed it with Clarer-wine wherein I had boiled ſummitat. ab- 
finthii, ſalvie, flor. ſambuci, roſ. rub. and applied the cerat. Galeni as before, 
and continued that method ſome days; he purging himfelt the while with 
Whey, Manna, and cremor Tartar. Thus the heat remitted, and the Swelling 
relaxed; yet the Caticula was fretted oft in ſeveral] parts, and I felt a ſmall 
colletion of Matter under -the skin on the infide of the Anckle; which I 
cave vent to by an Apertion with a Lancet, and diſcharged about a ſpoontul 
of a thin white Matter. I applied a Pledgit of bafi/icon upon it, and dreſſed 
the Veſtcations with anzuent. tutiz; by which in three or four days they were 
cured: after which I put him a laced Stoking on that Leg, whereby it was 
reduced to its right tone. I had made him Fontanels zzter fcapulas hereto- 
fore, which he continues to good purpoſe. | 

A Maid aged twenty four years was ſeized with a pain in her Head and R1- 
gour of a Fever; the ſecond or third day ſhe had an Inflammation in her 
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right Leg a little above her Knee and fo downward. After ſeveral applica- eryſipelats- 


tions of Perſley, Butter, &c. I ſaw it. The Inflammation was in the Skin, 
and reached down from the Knee in a red ſtreak about four fingers breadth to 
tke initep: That inflamed Skin was tenſe, but ſeemed to have Matter lying 
uader it. I made Apertion with a Lancet on the Knee, ana diſcharged a 
well-concoRed white Matter. I then made another Apertion lower, and an- 
other in the loweſt part, with like ſucceſs: the bloud allo trikled down in 
good quantity from the little wounds in the skin. I permitted them to bleed, 
ſhe having need of fuch an Evacuation; then dreſſed them up with anzaczr. 
baſilici cum vitelo ovi upon Pledgits of Lint, and applied cerat. Galeni over 
them with convenient Bandage. The next day ſhe was purged with Ele. 
lexitiv. and ncr leg was ſtuped with deced. ſalvie, betonice, flor. roſ. rub. We 
dreſted the Apertions as betore. This Maid was lately come out of the Coun- 
trey, and, by reaſon of the change of Air and courſe of life, abounded with 
Humours which required Evacuation: therefore during her Cure I let her 
bloud, and purged her twice or thrice, by which ſhe was reſtored to health ; 
and the Matter having been fo opportunely let out; the Inflammation went 
off, and the Apertures cured by a tew dreffings of unguent. tutti.

A Man aged about torty years, of a healthful complexion, haſtening from «5 ovier- 
London ( 1n the time of the Jaſt great Sickneſs} to his houſe in the Country _— of 
by great journeys on horſe.back, to avoid Infetion, which the Inns on the oy To 


Road were ſubject to, choſe to reſt himſelf on his way by lying down in the fl:tioo- 


fields, whilſt his horſe baited on the graſs near him. But heaving heated his 
body by journeying, he took cold by lying upon the ground, and in riſing 
telt a great pain in the region of his tight Kidney, and returned to his houle 
very ill. He conſulted the Phyſicians in his Neighbourhood. They at firſt 
ſuſpected ſome Diſeaſe in that Kidney : but there being no Symptoms of it in 
his Urine, they imputed it to ether cauſes, and preſcribed Remedies FF"

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dingly. - But the Cure not ſucceeding, they adviſed him to Buck/one Waters 
in the County of Derby: whither he went, and returned more pained. FR, 
being at that time in a neighbouring County, was ſent for, and found him in 
his Bed much emaciated. From the region of that Kidney down to his Hip 
and Thigh there appeared a more than ordinary tulneſs, and in that Groin 
there was a painfull Swelling, in which there ſeemed to be Matter, but it 
tay deep: I applied to it a ſuppurative Cataplaſm ex foliis & rad. althee, rad. 
lilior. albor. &c. to ſuppurate it. To the other pained parts | applied Empl. e 
bolo. By the uſe of the Cataplaſm the Tumour. 2» Inguine appeared daily 
more full of Matter, and ſeemed to me to be made by Tranflation; therefore 
E did not attend a perfect Suppuration, but applied a Cauſtick, and, cutting 
into the Eſcar deep, diſcharged a much greater quantity of Matter than that 
Cavity was capable of ; beſides, by its fatid ſmell it ſeemed to have been 
long made. I dreſſed it up with Lenients. From this Dreſling' his pain let: 
ſened ; but the Matter which diſcharged daily from it was very much. I 
made a ſearch with a Probe, and felt it paſs under the P4zs into the Muſcle 
Pfeas, (as T conjeRured:) upon fight of which I contented my ſelf in kee- 
ping the Orifice open for the diſcharge of the Matter, and prefcribed hin Vut 
neraries. The fulneſs from the region of that Kidney to the Hip continving' 
exceeding painfull, I made a Seton upon the latter, hoping thereby to give 
a vent to that Humour. The firſt three or four days it Matter'd little; but af- 
terward, in drawing the Seton, the Matrer burſt forth in great quantity : 
upon ſight whereof I cut the two Orifices into one, and took out the Setor, 
and dreſſed it up with Lenients. This was a fcet1d purvient Matter, and fee- 
med to be of the fame kind with the other which ditcharged from his Groin. 
His next great complaint was of pain 1n the region of that Kidney. I ſuppo- 
fing that the original Matter might ariſe from thence, and paſs inwardly to 
the Groin, and outwardly to the Hip, thought, if I could give a vent there, 
it might poſlibly intercept the Matter in 1ts courſe to the other Abſceſſes. | 
therefore applied a Cauftick upon the mott likely part. The firſt four or five 
days after the diviſion of the Eſcar there appeared no Matter ; but before it 
was quite feparated it made its way plentifully our, and the other Abſceſſes 
were more governable, and the Patient was certainly much relieved. But 
one afternoon, while he was lying in Bed, and telling us a ſtory of ſome pleg- 
fant paſſages in his Profeſſion, he ſuddenly died, we ſuppoſed from an erup- 
tion of rhe great Artery; for we found much bloud poured forth from all the 
Abſcefles, but eſpecially that on the region of that Kidney. During the time 
of his ſickneſs his Urine was without Bloud or Matter, and paſted treely with- 
out the leaſt diſturbance. I would gladly have opened his Body, but was 
not permitted. |

CHAP, 
Of Tumours from Mok. 


ME (though I cannot fay that it is often the matter) is certainly the 
occaſion of many Tumours of divers kinds. I know Authors make 
it the material Cauſe of many of the Diſeaſes of the Breaſts : but ſuch men 
muſt be underſtood wearily. For if by 2k in this aſſertion they mean Milk 
aQually generated, and ſeparated from the Bloud, then I know but few ca- 
ſesin which that can be ſuppoſed to be the matter of a Diſtemper : for when 
it 1s 1n that condition, it 1s laid up in certain t«bulz later, which, being ſpred 
all over the Breaſt, do unite their branches after the manner of Veins, ſtill 
growing into bigger trunks, till they do end at laſt in the Nipple. Now the 
mot1on of this Milk being de vaſis minoribus in majora, what is once ſepara- 
ted from the Bloud in the Glands of it into thoſe Veſſels bathnothing to ſtop 
its progreſs till it comes to the very place of its Exit from the Nipple. If any 
ſtop preternaturally happen, as the compreſſion of the Veſſel by ſome Tumour 
of a Glandule, or the like, then indeed a varicoſity of the Iateous Veſſels 
may ariſe : of which caſe you may lee an Obſervation inthe Chap. of Yarix. 
This caſe is rare ; but there be others very frequent : viz. That the Glan- 
dules through which Milk is ſeparated may either through fault of the Fer- 
ment by which they make that ſeparation produce divers variety of Diſtem- 
Pers, 
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pers, or through an indiſpoſition of their Pores not permit a due percolation 
of it from the Bloud. When any of theſe things happen, there is a diſtor- - 
bance in the Circulation, and Fluxion doth ariſe, which foon produceth a 
Tumour ſuitable to the Humour fo ſtirrd up; viz. Phlezmon, Oeclema, Scir- 
thus. Scrophala, yea fometime Cancer. 

This Diſcourſe may ſerve for a general account of the Cauſes of the Milky 
Tumours of the Breaſt, and may eaſily be enlarged to ſuch particular caſes a 
mav emerge. ; | 

The Differences may thus be enumerated. If the Ferment of the Dreafſt be 
over active and vigorous, it ſeparates Milk with two great violence, cauſing 
fhereby an over-fermentation in the Part, which uſually produceth a Phleg- 
mon, if the ſerum be hot, or partake much of Bloud : otherwile it raiſeth an 
Oedema ; or, it Matter dilpoſe to coagulation , a Scrophula + which are the 
moſt trequent ſpecies of Tumours generally reputed to arife from Milk. Any 
of theſe three may dezenerate into a Scirrhus, and that Scirrhus into a Cancer. 

The $175 are viſible. If the firſt happen, there are all the Symptoms of a 
Phlegmon, heat; redneſs, tenſion, pulſation, &c. if the ſecond, large diſtenſion, 
with pain, bat no heat : if a Scrophula, then hard kernels are eaſily felt and 
diſtinguiſhed, &c. 

Tumonrs made by the over-eagerneſs of the lafteous Ferment go eaſily off, 
if no other Symptom attend them : ſucking and drawing the Breaſt for the 
molt part diſchargeth the Milk as faſt as'it can be generated, and then all the 
evil is over. But if the Fermentation produce any diforder in the Bloud, the 
Patient finds more or leſs of danger according to the quality of . the Tumour 
produced : viz. a Phlegmon endangereth them of a Fever ; adematous Tu- 
mours are apt to grow ulcerous, and fometimes ſcrophuions and ſcirrhous, 
and become long of Cure, &c. 

Foraſmuch as it frequently happeneth to women in Cliuld-bed, that theie 
Breaſts do extraordinarily ſwell by reaſon of the aLundance of Milk which 
floweth into them, and that it flirreth up Inflammations, Apoſtcmations, &c. 
therefore their Dzet ought to be ſlender, and of fuch quality as may leis diſ- 
poſe the Humours to ferment : to which purpoſe I ſhall refer you to the re- 
ulation preſcribed in a Phlegmon. 

The Medicaments proper to diminiſh the Milk are, Lettice, Purſelane; 
Endive , Succory , Smallage , Sc. The ſeeds of wild Rue , Cummin, Ba- 
ſil, powdred and given to the quantity of 5j. daily in Broath, will dry up the 
Mill, as Authors write. | | | 

The Milk is uſually drawn out of the Breaſts by the Infant's ſucking them : 
bur in caſe the Child be fo weak it cannot ſuck, or doth not enough empty 
them, ſome others are to be admitted to help them ; or they may put young 
Whelps to ſuck tkem;or ſome neighbouring woman.But the Mother may draw 
her own Breaſts her ſelfby an Inſtrument fold for that purpoſe. 

The Tumour made by the Milk is reſtrained by the application of Night- 
ſhade, Lettice, Plantane, Vine-tops, Bramble-buds, Horſe-tail, &c. or ol. ref. 
myrtill. cum aceto, &c. as we uſually treat Phlegmons 1n the beginning, 

!t may be diſcuſſed by the application of Mints, Catmints, Rhue, ſem. fw- 


 nugrac. cumini, feniculi, &c. or dried up by the applying cloaths dipt in 


aqua calcis, or a Solution of ſacchar. Saturni in aqua ſpermat. ranar. during 
which time fine Tow may be ſprinkled with Ceruſe , and applied to the 
Armpits. Burt in the beginning of Fluxion weare rarely conſulted. 

Where I have by chance come in to women that have been much pained 
with ſwelling in their Breaſts from Milk , I have applied Empla/?. e bole, 


or a Cataplaſm of far. hordej, fabar. lentium , decocted in oxyme! , or 
cerat 
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-erat. oxelzum, or ſantalinum, and at the ſame: time Tow 'dipt in oxycrare 


under their Arms. | | : * 
If the Inflammation be gone too far towards a Suppuration, (which uſu- 
ally is before we are called) then it muſt 'be' promoted with Suppuratives, 


and open'd by Incifion or Cauſtick, and treated as a Phlegmon hath been. 


Where the Swelling hath been hard, and not inflamed, Be ſammitat. abfinth. Cure of 


palv. ij. ſem. lentium, faenugr act, feniculi, an.

Green Mints or Chickweed are common applications, and of good uſe; cither 
2lone, or mixt with other Medicaments, in all the hard Swellings of the 
Breaſt occaſioned: by Milk. All Emplaſters applied to the Breaſts ovght to 
have a hole ſnipt inthem for the Nipples, leſt they be'fretted by them; eſpe- 
cially that the Milk may be drawn forth: while the Medicaments lie on. 


Young Gentlewoman , endeavouring to dry up her Milk when it was !- Obfer- 


too late, put her Breaſt upon Apoſtemartion. [I preſcribed her an ano- + 
dyne Cataplaſm, and a day or two after applied a Cauſtick, and gave'vent to 
the Matter; then dreſſed the Eſcar with angaert. bafelic. and applied cerat. dz- 
althez over the whole Breaſt, and left her of the ſame Medicaments to dreſs 
herſelf with, and once in two' or three days viſited her. After the Eſcar ſe- 
parated, and the Matter was well diſcharged, I dreſt her with angxent. dia- 
pompholyg. and left her of the fame to finiſh the Cure. Many of theſe, where 
the Matter hatl: lain ſuperficial, I have cured as eafily. 


A young Woman after Child-bed was vexed with a Swelling in her Breaſt; 2. obſer- 
One was fetcht who poſſeſt her Relations that it was a Cancer, and treated '** 


her accordingly. But her Breaſt growing more painful, her Father, . much 
apprehending the danger of ſuch a Diſeaſe, came to Sr. Fra. Pr. and acquain- 
ted him with his Daughter's Diſtemper, and the Judgment that had been gi- 
ven of it ; deſiring that he would inſtantly go with him to fee his Daugh- 
rer. The Phyſician , wary in giving his Judgment in Chirurgery where 
there might happen any diſpute, adviſed the Father to take me along with 
them. We went together, expecting to ſee a Cancer in the Breaſt : we found 
her in bed bemoaning her condition. I viewed her Breaſt, and ſaw it very 
big and inflamed, and felt it all apoſtemated, and the Matter perfefly well 
tuppurated, the-skin thin and ready to break. I could ſcarce believe what 
I felt and ſaw. I declared the ſwelled breaſt to be a Phlegmon well ſuppura- 
red, and fit to open. The Phyſician looked and felt it ; bur, being prepol- 
ſefled with the contrary, did not readily give credit to what he felt. I then 
propoſed the applying a Cataplaſm of White-bread, and Milk, aſſuring them 
before morning they thould find a Porrenger-full of Matter diſcharged. They 
contented unto it. We took our leaves, and left them to apply it; they did 
lo : and the next morning the old Gentleman made the Phyſician a viſit, and 
confirmed the truth of what I had foretold, and by the uſe of unguent. bafili- 
cox. cured it without farther trouble. 

_ The Matter being well ſuppurated, and a convenient Opening made for 
diſcharge, they generally heal of themſelves, ifthe Habit of body be good : 
_ where it is otherwiſe, or irregularly treated, there it is vexatious in the 

ure. 


While I was dreffing a Patient in a Citizen's houſe, 1 was deſired to look 


upon the Breaſt of the Gentlewoman of the houſe. She: had lately lain in, var, 
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and from abundance of Milk and ill handling her right Breaſt had been apo- 
ſtemated, and was broken out in many holes. A woman famous in the City 
for drefiing ſore Breafts was her Chirurgeon, - I obſerved that the Breaſt had 
at firſt broke in the kpper part-in a ſmall pin-hole; and the Matter, not ha- 
ving had ſufficient diſcharge, had ſubſided, and fo made the other Openings, 
and afterwards paſſed an inch lower than any of 'the Openings, and could not 
be diſcharged otherwiſe than as it fill'd up the Sinus, and ran over, or was 


_ preſt from below upward with her hand, By this means the Breaſt continu- 


ed inflamed and apoſtemated ; inſomuch as it was impoſſible to cure it by 
that method till it had apoſtemated the whole Breaſt. T'pitied the Patienr, 
and wondred that: 4. woman ſo famed for ſuch Cures could be fo ignorant, 
and-yet-preſerve her credit with that Sex. 

I ſhewed the Patient the caule of her pain, and the unlikelihood of being 
ſuddenly cured by ſuch a-Chirurgeon, and prevailed with her to permit me 
to lay on a Cauſtick upon the depending Part ; and having made an Eſcar 
the compals of three-pence, opened it, and gave vent tothe Matter, and left 
her a little augaent. baſilic. to apply daily upon that Orifice, and ſome ungues. 
zutiz to dreis the reſt. By the uſe of which ſhe was cured in tew days without 
more directions from me. Yet the good Gentlewoman, I dare ſay, is of 1o 
kind-a nature, as ſhe would quarrel in defence of her She-Chirurgeon. 

A young Gentlewoman aiter Child-bed being indiſpoſed in her health, her 
left Breaſt became diſeaſed, and ſwelled. They contented themſelves with 
ſuch help as thoſe about them could afford. But after ſome days it growing 
more painful and ſwelled, the Apothecary brought in his Brother, who endea- 
voured Suppuration, and after ſome while gave vent to the Matter, and pro- 
ceeded in the Cure. But while he was dreſling thar Opentng, the Fluxion 
increaſed, ;and other Abſceſſes were raiſed, and trom the ſeveral Apoſtema- 
tions ſinuous Ulcers were afterwards made. Thus the work became difficult. 
I was conſulted. In the pulling out one of the Tents, a thin white Matter 
iſſued out in great quantity : my Brother Chirurgeon called it Milk ; but 
I thought it Matter, and obſerved the Abſcels to have begun deep in the body 
of the Glands, which, through length of time corrupting them, rendred the 
Swelling hard, and the Tent ſtopping in the Matter between Dreſſings had 
occaſioned that large diſcharge we then met with. The method of Cure con- 
ſiſted in the enlarging of that Orifice where the matter ſeemed to be detained, 
and then. to proceed with Deterſives, &c. They entertained me in the Cure, 
and | continued my Brother Chirurgon. We began with the application 
of a Cauſtick to the Part round about the Orifice, ſtopping the hole with 
Lint ; by which means in a ſhort time we made an caſte way for the Mat- 
tcr, and ſaw no reaſon afterwards to think it Milk. 

As the Eſcar ſeparated, a Fungus thruſt forth, which we ſprinkled with 
palv. pracipit. rub. dreſſing up the Eſcar with angxent. ba/ilic. and the other 
Openings with _«nzaent. diapomphol. and cerat. dialthez over a!]. After a more 
full ſeparation of that Eſcar, we, obſerving the Fungus to riic more large, ap- 
plied a Stupe wrung out of a decod?. ſummitat. ab/inth. rutz, menth. flor. rof. rub. 
balauſt. made in wine and water; and the while ſent for fome chalcanthum, 
which we applied upon the Funzas, and Pledgits of angaent. tutie over the ul- 
cerated parts. The fecond-day after we took oft Dreſſings, and found an Eſcar 
made by the Catheretick, which we thruſt off, and dreſſed it again with the 
ſame, and continued the uſe of Eſcaroticks. During thoſe applications we 
applied over the Breaſt the Empl. e bolo to reſtrain the Influx : but yet the 
Fungus increaſed upon us, and raiſed a Swelling between that and the other 
Orifices. Upon which conſideration we applied a large Cauſtick upon that 
dwel- 
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Swelling, which laid ſome of the other Ocifices into this; then divided the 
Eſcar, and dreſſed it up with Lenients, and covered the Fungas with Elcaro- 
ticks, where-ever it began to thruſt our, by which it was kept down. Bur 
after the ſeparation of this latter Eſcar, we ſeeing the Fungas great, and the 
way of extirpating it by Eſcaroticks ſlow, and tearing the 1!l conſequences of 
it, I preſt with my finger under it, and at once broke into 1t, and pulled it 
out in pieces; then fill'd up the place with Merc. precip. and mundif. Paracel. 
upon Pledgits, with the foreſaid Emplaſt. over the whole Breaſt and bound ir 
up. The ſecond day after that we opened it again. And by this ſame method 
often repeated we ſubdued the remainder of the Fungus, and railed a firm 
bafis on which we incarned, with an addition of pulv. rad. ireos, myrrhe, ſar- 
cocollz, to the forementioned Mundificative; and then applied cerar. Agrippe 
over the Breaſt, and in few days cicatrized it with a ſmooth Cicatrzx, the lips 
falling in by the benefit of nature, which was aſſiſted the while by Trauma- 
tick Decoctions, &c, as in fuch caſes is uſual. 

It happneth very often, when we have cured one Breaſt, the other ſwel- 
leth, from the abundance of Milk, and grows hard and apoſtemates. Some- 
times we have both Breaſts thus diſeaſed at one time. Such was the caſe of 5 0 
a Gentlewoman in Clarkenwel : both her Breaſts had been long ſwelled, and - 
after apoſtemared, by reaſon of the pain; ſeveral Abſceſſes were made and 
their Matter diſcharged by ſuch Openings. In progreſs of time the Ulcers be- 
came finuous and callous, with induration of the Glands. I was entertained 
her Chirurgeon, and began my work with Fomcncations and Cataplaſms 
diſcutient ard reſolving, as rad. S& fol. althze, hyoſcyami, ſummit. cicut@. menthe, 
rute, flor. ſambuci, ſem. fenug. lini, &c. with far. lentiam, hordei, axung. porc. 
anatis, anſeris, &Cc. and in dilating the Orifices, and deterging with mundif. 
Paracelf;, with Merc. pracip. and alumen, as I ſaw cauſe. While I was thus 
trying my endeavours by rhe merhod abovetaid, new diſturbances aroſs with- 
in, which put me upon the neceſſity of laying ſuch places open by Cauſtick 
as might beſt ſerve tor the diſcharge of Matter. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, 
I again deterg'd and healed them, as hath been ſhewed in ſuch like Ulcers. 

How they are to be treated when they are ſtrumous, ſcirrhous, or can- 


cerous, you may lee in their proper places. 


CHAP. V. 


Of Abſceſſ es and corroſrue Ulcers ariſmg from Diftempers 
of the Uterus in Child-bed. (Hh 


BY it is not the Breaſts only that are troubleſome to Womea by the fre- 
quent production of ſuch painful Diſeaſes. The eras is {though not 
altogether ſo frequently, yet) much more terribly affe&ted in Child-bed, p:o- 
ducing Fevers of very malignant and venomous natures, and ſoon making 
Phlegmons or worſe Tumours, ſometimes in the Zreras it ſelf, and ſometimes 
in other parts of the body, there being none of them on which the Uterine 
ferment hath not an influence. The exorbitances or degenerations of that, 
whether from a hurt in Labour, from part of the After-birth left behind, from 
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in the bloud as make it caſt out a Tumour, either upon the Part it ſelf, or elfe 
outwardly upon the Muſcles of the body, where when the light they prove 
corroſive, ſometimes eating out the fleſh in which they lodged, which falls 
off in whole pieces, without that Change of colour in the Skin which is in 
Ganegrenes ; infomuch that ſometimes the Bone it ſelf is laid bare by them. 

The Cauſes are, ( as I have ſaid) hard Labour, the @terus hurt, or part of 
the Secundine left behind, cold taken in Child-bed, and a prediſpoſition in 
the Humours by reaſon of their peccancy in quantity or quality. 

The S2s may be taken from their Cauſes, and the manner of the Ab- 
ſceſs may demonſtrate its malign nature and evil quality. 

The Prognoſtick may be taken from the largeneſs or other qualifications of 
the Abſceſs, and the Symptoms that happen to the body thereupon. If the 
Tumour happen only from ſome little diſturbance down to the Womb of a 
perſon otherwiſe of a good Habit of body, the Cure is hopefull : if part of the 
After-birth be retained, there is no hopes of Cure till that be removed; nay, 
if it ſtay ſo long as to induce a putrefattion of the Part, it will be too late then 
to remove it. | | 

If the body be cacochymical, the Tumours are apt to degererate into ver 
venomous and malignant Abſceſſes; which if they do not ſuddenly kill, do 
at leaſt produce ul-conditioned Ulcers hard of Cure, and for the moſt part 
mortal in the long run of the Diſeaſe. 

In the Care of thefe Abſceſles you are to inform your ſelf how the Womb 
is diſturbed, and appeaſe that : and if any part of the After-birth be left he- 
hind, to endeavour the bringing that away, and by good Sudorificks, Cor- 
dials, &c. to expel the venom, and fortifie the ſpirits againſt the malignity 
that is thereby contracted, and to contemperate the heat and acrimony by 
Juleps and Emulfions. 

The Swellings ariſing from theſe require to be treated in their beginning - 
with moderate Repellents and Diſcutients. Afterward, accordingly as the 
Matter predominates, make way for its diſcharge ; and cure them as in the 
Treatiſe of Ulcers is ſhewed. 


Young woman after Child-bed was ſeized with a great pain and Swel- 
ling in her left Groin and Thigh with Fever. Sir Charles Scarburgh 
and Door Weatherly were conſulted. They preſcribed Bleeding and leni- 
ent Purgatives, to evacuate the Humours; alſo cordial Juleps, Oc. to con- 
temperate the heat, and fortifie her ſpirits againſt malignity. I was alſo call'd 
in, and by moderate Repellents mixt with Diſcutients in Fomentations and 
Emplaſters with Bandage diſperſt the Humour in the Thigh, and reſtored 
that Part to its former temper: but in the mean time the Tumour increaſed 
in that Groin. I ſuppurated it after the manner of a Bubo, opened it, and 
endeavoured Deterſion: bur the Szus reaching down the Twiſt, the Mat- 
ter could not be diſcharged without laying it more open, as in ſinuous Ul- 
cers; by which method I cured it. 

A Gentlewoman in Child-Bed was ſeized with a Fever, and the ninth day 
complained of a pain in her right Foot. ' Sir John Hinton was the Phyſician, 
who treated her in the Fever, and had preſcribed Diſcutients, to breath our 
the impacted Matter in her Foot : but the pain increaſing, I aſſiſted, and ſaw 
the upper part of the Foot from the Inſtep to the Toes cedematous, but faw 
the inſide of the Ancle to the middle of the Sole of her foot inflamed, and 
ſeeming to apoſtemate. We, doubting the ill conſequences of an Apoſtema- 
tion in that Part amongſt the Tendons and Bones, and where the Skin is uſu- 


ally fo hard and tough as our ſtrongeſt Cauſticks will difficultly p_ 
olve 
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ſolved to endeavour a reſtraint of the Influx, and fo dry up the Humour af- 
fefting the Part: to which purpoſe we applied this; BÞ far. hordes 3vj. ſem. 
lini palv. 5vj. flor. cham. ſambuci pulv. an. 5iij. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. an. 55. Theſe 
were boiled in red Wine, with the addition of me/. roſ. & ol. myrtif. to the 
conſiſtence of an Emplaſter. It being night, ſhe was laid to reſt with an 
Anodyne draught. 

The next morning I found the Patient ſomewhat relieved, and taking off 
the Dreſſings ſaw the Tumour and Inflammation leſs. I continued the way 
of dreſſing, and applied Empl. e bolo, as an Intercipient, about the Ancle and 
upper part of the Foot, and by Compreſs and Bandage dreſſed it up. By the 
application of theſe Medicaments we dried up the Humour in few days, and 
the Foot was ſeemingly well; but ( whether it was for want of purging, there 
being ſome reaſon againſt it, or that the Humour wasonly reſtrained by vir- 
tue of the Dreſlings) there appeared again a Swelling on the Foot, and it 
apoſtemated in the Sole of the Foot in three ſeveral places; whica I opened by 
Cauſtick, to prevent the increaſe of Matter, and, dividing the Eſcars, gave 
vent to it, dreſſing them up with Lenients, Pledgits of ungaent. bafilicon, and 
the Emplaſt. as betore. 1 endeavored daily by Compreſs and Bandage to hin- 
der the flowing down of the Matter: but the poſition of the foot gave way, 
and it ſunk lower, and put me upon the neceſſity of intercepting its farther 
deſcent to the Heel by applying another Cauſtick, which proved eftectual 
to the diſcharge, ſo that the upper Orifices healed. But this laſt Eſcar ſepa- 
rated flowly, and left the great Tendon bare. I furthered its ſeparation by 
the uſe of ol. zerebinth. with auguent. bafilic. applied warm, and incarned the 
Tendon with a Sarcotick compoſed of a mixture of pulv. ireos, myrrh. ſarco- 
colle, & Merc. precipitat. with mel roſar. and terebinth. and cicatrized the 
Ulcer with Epuloticks. After it was cicatrized, the Sole of her foot was fo 
relaxed and tender, that upon the ſetting it on the ground it became very 
much ſubje& to pituitous Swelling : upon which account I cauſed ſuch a Fo- 
mentation to be made as is propoſed in the Cure of Oedema, and put on a 
laced Sock, by which the weak parts were ſtrengthned, and ſhe cured. 

A Lady in the Country of about twenty eight years of age, having gotten 3- Obſer- 
ſome hurt in Child-bed , was taken with a Fever, and about four days after was '** 
diſturbed with a pain in her right Groin near the Os 2/;oy, which ina few days 
after ſwelled with Inflammation, and became a large Tumour, reaching 
from thence over the Belly to the Os pubzs like a rowl of White-bread. They 
ſent for Mr. Robert Morrey, an expert Chirurgeon of Cheſter, who met DoQor 
Smith, an eminent Phyſician of Shrewsbury. The Lady did not permit them 
to ſee the Tumour, whereupon: they could give no certain Judgment of it, 
but preſcribed an anodyne Cataplaſm, which her women applied. Some few 
days after the Abſceſs brake, and then Mr. Morrey was fetched again, and ad- 
mitted to dreſs it. The Abſceſs was large, and diſcharged a great quantity 
of crude Matter making its way through the Skin by many Eruptions. He 
purpoſed the laying them into one: but the Patient not admitting of it, the 
Matter inſinuated it ſelf deep amongſt the Muſcles of that part of the Belly. 
She was then adviſed to take a Journey to Londey, but would not yield to it. [n 
progreſs of time the diſcharge of Matter rendred her lean and heQick : and 
at laſt, when ſhe was almoſt waſted with her Diſeaſe, ſhe was brought to 
London in a Litter. Sir Fr. Pr. and my (elf being ſent for, conſulted with 
Mr. Morrey. We viewed the Ulcer, and found it ſeated above the Os pubis, 
ſtretching towards the Os lion, diſcharging a purulent Matter. We dreſſed 
it with a proportionable Tent armed with «wgwert. bafilicon, Merc. pracipitat. 
and Empl, diachalcit. It was upon conſultation reſolved that the Sinus _— rr 
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laid open in order to the Cure; which accordingly was ſnipt up about two 
inches with a pair of Probe-ſciſſors, and the incited Lips dreſſed with the 
common Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum vitell. ovi. We afterwards proceeded with 
Detergents, mundif. Paracel/i, &c. After which Mr. Morrey took his leave of 
the Lady, and returned to Cheſter. Whilſt I treated this ſinuous U'cer, ſhe 
took her Vulnerary drinks and Balfſamicks, allo Cordial Jujeps made out of 


_ diſtilld Milk wherein had been infuſed proper ingredients to diſpoſe her 
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bloud to a better temper. But ſhe continued weak notwithſtanding atl our 
endeavours, and the Ulcer would not cure farther than it was laid open. 
Therefore with one ſnip more I laid it open to the very end, and dreſled it 
with Digeſtives, with good hopes of Cure. But after ſome days, finding the 
Matter not leflen, 1 made a ſearch, and felt a Sinus penetrate into tlie cavity 
of the Belly under the Os 71:0, Conſidering the Original of the Diſtemper, 
] judged it to penetrate into the Zrerus or neighbouring Glands, which I pre- 
ſumed were much {welled and ulcerated, and would be a work of time; there- 


fore propoſed to her the removing to ſome neighboring Village, to take tie 


benefit of the air. She did fo, and while ſhe was there I cured the Sms to 
the very penetration, and did hope rhat it might have been kept as a Fontanel. 
But it continued to matter very much. Upon which a Conſultation was 
call'd, wherein the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Molins adviſed a Salivation by Merc. 
dulcis. She aſſented unto it, and to that purpoſe ſhe was brought again to 
her Lodging in Town ; and by a few Doſes of Merc. dulcis a falivation, was 
raiſed by which the Matter leſſened, and the Ulcer dried. Buta Sorenets 
afteting her Mouth, as is uſual in Salivation, gave occaſion to a Chirurgeon, 
ſince dead, to infinuate himſelf into the Lady's Family, where he inveighed 
ſo much againſt the proceeding by Mercury, as leſſened my credit with them ; 
ſo that | was not capable afterwards to ſerve the Lady, Yet I prevailed fo far, 
as that Sir Alex. Frafter was conſulted; to whom (in their preſence) [ re- 
preſented the Condition of rhe Patient, and the method of our proceedings. 
He approved of what had been given, and aſſured the Lady it was the only 
way to cure her; and that if ſhe would drink a good Decodtion of Sarſa, 
with the Specificks uſually preſcribed in ſuch caſes, and afterwards put her 
ſelf into a diet of Aſſes milk, ſhe might enjoy a good health, and be obliged 
to acknowledge the good ſervice I had done her. But ſhe was prepoſleſſed 
with the ſcandal of Salivating, and went out of Town a few days after, and, 
I ſuppoſe not following the method preſcribed, proper after Mercary, lan- 
guiſhed under a Conſumption, as ſuch people generally do. No Mercary do- 
ing well, where the preſcribed method is not obſerved. 

An Apothecary's wife living in my neighbourhood in the 0/d-Baily, after 
a hard Child-bed Labour, was ſeized with a Fever, and great pain in her 
right Thigh, from the Groin and Hip downward to the Knee, ſwelling the 
Member round, without Inflammation or diſcolouring the Skin. Sir Fr. Pr. 
was the Phyſician, and I think Sir C. Scarb. The Chirurgeons were Mr. Bing 
and my (elf; and in the time of my Sicknels Mr. Meredith a Chirurgeon 
dreſſed her. We fomented the Parts diſeaſed with decof?. ſummitart. abfinth. 
majorane, beton. flor. roſ. rub. cham, meliloti, ſummit. anethi, ſem. lini, fanug, 
in wine and water, and made a Cataplaſm of the fame Fxces with the addi- 
tion of far. fabar. orobi and lextium, with oxymel, ol. cham. &c. But the whole 
Member being oppreſt and weakned by the Influx, it apoſtemated, and 
Matter was felt to fluftuate in ſeveral parts. We opened the moſt likely 
places by Cauſticks, and gave vent to a large quantity of purulent Matter. 
Then dreſſing the Eſcar with Lenients, we applied a Cataplaſm aad rowled 
it up, She was ſomewhat relieved, but reſted ill that night. At the nexr 
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dreſſing we enlarged the Opening with a pair of Sciſſors, and gave more 
way to the diſcharge of the Matter. Afterwards we continued our care in 
dreſſing her, and made-other Apertions in parts more declining, and endea- 
voured Deterſion by mundif. ex apio, &c. and by Injections made of rad. ari- 
foloch. rad. conſolid. ireos, ſarcocoliz, thuris, myrrhe, decocted in ag. hordet 
with mel roſs. Many endeavours were uſed to cure theſe Ulcers ; but the 
Matter grew more corroſive, and the fleſh within diſſolved, and we felt the 
Thigh-bone bare. The. Humours all emptied themſelves upon this weak 
Part : and, notwithſtanding all our endeavours, the Patient languiſhed, and 
died in the ſpace of eight weeks. | | | 

| was allo called to another, who in Child-bed laboured of an Ulcer in her 5. obſer- 
left Hip ; the Fleſh was corroded round the breadth of the palm of a hand, '** 
the whole piece ſeparated and fell off from the Bone, leaving ir bear, and the 
lips of the Ulcer ſordid without Inflammation or Tumour. I dreſfled the © 
Bone with extrad. ſcordii deſolved in ſpir. vini, and the Ulcer with mundif.. 
Paracel. cum Merc. pracipitat. Traumatick DecoCtions, Ballamicks, Corgeals, 
Opiats, Juleps, were preſcribed, and our work went on ſucceſsfully a while: 
the Bone exfoliating from the edges; and the lips of the Ulcer digeſted and 
incarned with Sarcoticks myrrh, aloes, ſarcocollz, cum ſyr. de roſ. ficcis. But 
in the while a vehement pain ſeized the other Thigh, and ir apoſtemated. 
We opened it on the out ſide, and felt the bone carious : we gave vent to a 
fetid Matter. I treated it as hath been faid in the former Obſervation : the 
Matter daily poured out, arid the Abſceſls grew more hollow. To add to 
her affliction, ſhe was tormented with a pain in her right Shouſder and in her 
left Knee, fo that ſhe was neceſlitated to lie upon her Hips, which exaſpera- 
ted them. At length the great diſcharge of Matter and extremity of pain 
waſted her, Oedematous Swellings aroſe in her Legs and Feet, and ſhe lan- 
guiſhed and died. | 

A young Gentlewoman was brought to Bed in the Country, and, being 5. Obſer-" 
ill delivered, became indiſpoſed with a Fever, and was pained in feveral parts '**: 
of her body. I found her grievouſly afflited with corroſive Ulcers lying 
deep in the fleſh to the Bone : whole pieces of fleſh ſeparated from the Os 
coccygis, and came off, leaving the Bones bare as that of a Skeleton. The fleſh 
alſo fell oft inround pieces from ſome other parts of her body. Upon theleft 
Side, a little below her Breſt, whilſt I was with her, I ſaw it begin with a 
round crack in the Skin, the compaſs of a Five-ſhilling-piece in Silver with- 
out Inflammation or Swelling, or other matter than a little Savies, It pene- 
trated deeper every day, andin three or four days fell off from the Perio/teum 
that covered the Ribs. I was much at a loſs what to dreſs theſe Ulcers with 
while they were cracking,. for they were dry and without tumefaQion of 
the lips. What the aQtual Cautery might here have done, I do not know. 
I ſprinkled Merc, precipitat. in ſome places, and in others alumen u/tam mixt 
with Pracipitate. I fomented ſome of them with lenient Deco@ions, as rad. 
althe, conſolid. fol. matuz, ſem. cydon. pſyllii, and the like. Others I treated 
with decott. abfinth. rute, ſcordii, centaurii, cardui benedift. made in a Lixiviez 
and Cataplaſms were accordingly applied; but nothing check'd them. After 
the Skin and Fleſh were ſeparated, the remaining lips looked as fleſh perboil'd; 
yet they afterwards digeſted, and became better conditioned : but this crea- 
ture had ſo many places of her Body diſeaſed, as the had not one free part to 
lie on. Our whole endeavours (after ſhe was dreſſed) were, how to con- 
trive Pillows to give her eaſe. The womans work was to quilt them ſeveral 
ways, and make this and that part hollow ſuitably to the caſe : ſome parts 
of the Pillows had to that purpoſe holes cut in them. Many ways were pro- 
poled, 
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poſed, but all to little purpoſe. She was always reſtleſs , frequently remo- 
ving, and roaring for eaſe. I being quite tired, Mr. Newman a Chirurgeon 
was ſent for, and relieved me. I ſoon returned again, and ſtayed till I grew 
diſeaſed my ſelf, and with much difficulty returned home ; then another Chi- 
rurgeon was ſent thither : and before I recovered of my own Sicknefls, I heard 


that ſhe died moſt painfully. 


CHAP VI. 
Of an Erylſipelas. 


N Ery/ipelas is generated of a hot Serum in the Bloud, and aftets the 

ſuperficies of the Skin with a ſhining, pale, red or citron colour, with- 
out Pulſation or circumſcribed Tumour, ſpreading from one place to another. 
It begins for the moſt part with ſome little Rigour, and is continued with a 
Fever. 

This Serum, according to its ſeveral degrees of receſs from its natural 
ſtate towards that of Choler , doth produce ſeveral Diſeaſes. When the 
Recels is leſs,and the ſharpneſs of it but little,then it doth only cauſe a reddiſh 
Bluſh upon the Skin : from which the name of Ery/pelas 1s,or at leaſt may be, 
derived ; which is therefore by ſome great Authors reckoned amongſt the fan- 
guineous Tumours, becauſe its colour repreſents Bloud. But what will they 
then fay of an Eryfipelas that appears yellow, as moſt of them do? why ſhould 
not this colour give it a new name from Choler 2 But Ithall in thisfubmir to 
the minds of others. However I dare adventure to add, that a farther pro- 
grels towards acrimony maketh an ZZerpes ; and if the accels of acrimony be 
very great, it maketh an Zerpes exedens. | 

Theſe Tumours are not alway ſimple,but do uſually mix themſelves with 
other Humours, and from thence get additional Epithets ; as Eryfipelas ede- 
wmatodes, phlegmonoides, ſcirrhodes, &c. But that which I propoſe to treat 
of is the Eryfipelas 4 Sangaine bilieſo, from cholerick Bloud , which afteas 
onely the outward Parts, none of which eſcape its tenuity and ſubtil- 
neſs,the Face, Head, Breaſt, Back, EmunQtories, Thighs, Legs and Arms : 
nay, when Bones lie bare, {and ſo become as it were external Parts expoſed 
to Air) they are allo ſubje to the ſame Malady ; as we too frequently find 
in Wounds of the Scull and other FraQtures. | 

The Humour it ſelf ſimply conſidered is very thin and fharp,muchafteQing 
the Pores of the Skin, in which ir uſually lodgeth ; and in a great meaſure 
oweth its confinement thither to an occJuſion of them, they being co- 
vered with a Cuticala, whoſe denſity hinders tranſpiration, from whence 
pain and redneſs ariſe: and oftentimes other Humours are invited thither, ſo 
that the Tumour enlargeth, and becometh compound. Whilſt it is ſimple, 
the Skin only is the ſeat of it, or the Perzo/teum, or a Bone that lieth bare: 
when it is compound, it will afte&t the Fleſh alſo, and other neighbouring 
Parts. : 

The Matter of this Ery/ipelas is already deſcribed to be a thin choſerick Hu- 
mour. The Fountain of it is the Bloud, which by its capillary Arteries dif- 
chargeth it upon that Part, as often as in bilious or malignant and peſtilential 


Fevcrs it is provoked thereunto. And this, if the diſcharge be ſufficient, is 
| called 
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called Critical : if it be not ſufficient, but that nature, having diſcharged part 
of the Matter, lieth down under the reſt, we call it Symptomatzcal. So allo 
when it appears in the beginning of a Fever, 1t is then reckoned as a Symp- 
tom thercof. Sometimes the Fever is vulgarly eſteemed a Symprom of it, 
viz. when the Eryfipelas is firſt taken notice of, as if it had preceded the Fe- 
ver : Whereas indeed there is no Ery/pelas that hath not a Fever, either viſible 
or latent, going before it. | 

External Cauſes do alſo concurr to the produttion of an Eryfpelas ; as Con- 
tuſions, Fractures, and ſuch like ; alſo the heat of the Sun, Fire, ſharp Medi- 
caments, &c. All which have this effe&t in cholerick Bodies, where the 
Bloud, being turgid with that Humour,meets with any occaſion of ſeparation 
of Parts. 

The Signs of an Eryſipelas are, a ſhining yellowiſh colour mixt with red Signs. 
here and there, vehement heat, with a pricking pain bliſtering the Skin, and 
creeping from one place to another. How it differeth from a Phlegmon may 
eaſily be diſcerned by comparing them: This lieth ſcattering in the Skin,ſcarce 
raiſing a Tumour ; whereas the Phlegmon lieth deep amongſt the Muſcles, with 
elevation and circumſcription, and is of a deep red colour. F 

A ſimple Ery/ipelas is not accompanied with cruel Symptoms - there is a jc. 
Fever, but that diminiſheth as the Ery/tpelas increaſeth, according to an A- 
phoriſm of Zzppocr. When the Matter is ſent from within outward, the v4 
ſceraare relieved, and the Patient recovers. This we ſee frequently in great 
Diſeaſes. But abexteriori introredire malum, the ſudden return of the Hu- 
mour inward is a bad fign, ill Symptoms frequently following, yea Death, 
eſpecially if the emuncories were affeted. Suppuration in an Ery/ipelas is 
not good,according to Galen in his Commentaries on the ſame Aphoriſm,ſpea- 
king of malign Ery/ipelas, which in ſuppurating do for the moſt part corrupt ; 
as we ſee by the diſcoloured Puſtulz which ariſe about them. Alſo an Ery- 
fipelas upon a bare Bone is ill ; and if a Delirium happen, the hopes is leſs. 

That Ery/ipelas which goeth off by Tranſpiration is beſt. 

In the Care of an Ery/ipelas you are to conſider the Habit of body : for © 
whilſt it abounds with bilious Humours, there 1s no admitting of Repellents ; 
and by Diſcutients you will increaſe the heat,and conſequently the Diſeaſe. 
Therefore we proceed in the Cure of this, as hath been ſaid in a Phlegmon, b 
Diet, Pharmacy, and Chirurgery. : 

Their Diet ought to be, as in hot Tumours, very ſparing, Grewels, Pa- 
nadoes, and Chicken broth, with cooling Herbs : their Drinks, Ptiſans, Bar- 
ley-cream, Emulſions, and Juleps made of diſti}Fd Waters, as aqua. borag. en- 
divie, acetoſe, laftuce, portulacg, QC. cum ſyr. e ſacco citr. limoy. granat. rub. 
idzi, violar. and the like ; avoiding Wine in theſe Diſeaſes. The Ancients 
allowedonly Water, and ro weaker ſtomachs Beverige. Reſt and Quiet of 
mind is here to be defired, and the belly to be kept-ſoluble. 

Concerning Phlebotomy there hath been much diſpute amongſt Writers; 
but they all agree that the Patient be let bloud,in caſe the Ery/ipelas low upon 
Wounds and ſuch like accidents, or where it affefteth the Head or Throat. 

In the former of them it is allowed to prevent a Phreaitis, which otherwiſe 
might enſue; and in the latter a Squinancy, in which there is danger of ſuf- 
focation. _But if the Ery/ipelas be ſimple, and bur in the Skin, we are then 
by Purgations only to evacuate the redundancy of Humours, and prevent 
the ebullition of Choler. The Purgatives ought to be lenient, fuch as have * 
been preſcribed in a Phlegmon : as caſſia, tamarinds, manna, cremor tartar. 
rhabarb. &c. in Whey, or in DecoCtions of Barley and opening Roots, with 
Syrups @ cichor. cum rhabarb. and de rhabarb. de rof. ſolutiv. alſo the Eled. leni- 
| F 
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tivum. diacathol. diaprun. e ſucco rof. Clyſters are allo moſt proper in theſe 
Diſeaſes. Having thus emptied the bowels, you may make Revulſion by 
Frition, Cupping, &c. and by Vomit, if the Ery/pelas be in the nether 
Parts. | 

In your applications to the Part afte&ted you are to conſider whether the 
Eryfipelas was from an internal Cauſe, or external ; allo whether it be great, 
or little. If it ariſe from an external Cauſe, you may fafely apply Retrige- 
rants without any preceding Evacuation, becauſe the Diſeaſe took its original 
meerly from the difafte&tion of the Part, whether it was from the ſcorching 
hear of the Sun, ſharp Medicines, Contuſion, or Fracture, &c. and not from 
the peccancy of the Humours. Therefore in ſuch caſes you are obliged to ap- 
peaſe the pain in the firſt place by lenient and cooling Medicaments. 

If from an internal Caule, then evacuation by Purgatives is always to pre- 
cede, unleſs the Ery/epelas be remote from the principal parts,or that the heat 
affecting the Member be vehement; in which caſe you fhall not infiſt upon 
Evacuation, but apply the milder Refrigerants to contemperate the heat, and 
afterwards proceed in evacuation of the bilious Humours. 

But if it be in the Head or Face, you are then to be cautious in your Appli. 
cations, Abſtinence or a very ſlender Diet being the beſt remedy to begin 
with) and to forbear to treat the Parts affeted till rhe Fry/ipelas have a while 
made its progreſs, and in ſome degrees ſpent its heat. But ifſomething muſt 
be done to fatisfie the Relations and By-ſtanders , let the Topick rather be of 
an exficcant qualitythan repellent, leſt ſome ill accident enſue. 

We ſhall begin with an Ery/pelas proceeding from external Cauſes. The 
Medicaments generally preſcribed in ſuch calcs are of a cooling humecting 
quality, not too much aſtringent, leſt you dry the Skin, and prohibit Tranl- 
piration, and the Humour included become ſharp, corroding the Parts, or ſtir 
up Apoſtemation. The Simples are, umbilicus Veneris, polygonum, plantag. 
trifolium paluſtre, portulac. pſyllium, ſempervivum, ſolanum. The Compounds 
are of various forts. Be ceruſſe 5 viy. Iithargyr. auri 5 iv. mucilag. ſem. pſyllii, 
cydon. extradt. in aq. ſolani, ſucci ſolani, umbilici Vener. an. 5i1j. aceti cochl. 
iv. ol. rof. © myrtill. an. this. ſevi vitulins Ziv. cog. ad ſuccor. conſumpt. deinde 
adde thuris pulv. 5X. cere q. ſ. fiat Ceratum. Ceratum Galeni is allo proper 
in theſe, ſo is angaent. nutritum, with a third part of Pop»/coy. Linen dipt in 
any of the aforeſaid Juices may be applied : but then they muſt be renewed 
as often as they dry ; otherwiſe they may increaſe the hear, and excoriate 
the Part. | 

They who do uſe ſtronger Repellents ought to be caretulleſt, in repreſſing 
the Inflammation, they do extinguiſh the natural heat of the Part, or ſtrike 
the Humour inward upon the viſcera. 

In the Ery/ipelas proceeding from internal Cauſes decotum ſalvie with a 
Solution of Caſtle foap is a good Fomentation ; and ceratum Galent applied 
after it is ſufficient. In thoſe which are critical, a Cerote of ol. o/ivar. cam 
cera alba hath hitherto ſerved my purpoſe. Ifthe heat be vehement, I renew 
the application daily ; otherwiſe every other day ſufficeth : and as the Bliſters 

ariſe, cut them to prevent Eroſion. If afterwards they do excoriate, I dreſs 
them with angaent. tutiz, or the following Unguent upon Pledgits of Lint, 
by which the ſerous Humour may be imbibed, and the Ulceration healed. 
If a Fomentation be neceſlary, that of o/;zhauum and Myrrh decoQted in Wine 
may beuſed. B troch. alb. Rhaſ. & tutie pulver. an. 5115. plumbi ufti 5 |. 
camphore 2 1. ceruſſe 5 115. ol. rof. 5vj. ſevi agnini 51. cer alb. g. ſ. fiat Vn- 
guentum in mortario plumbeo per duas horas agitatum. This will cicatrize them. 
Ia thoſe of the Head /#7ius propoleth nidum hirundinis pulver. & cum melle 
mixtum 
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mixtum. He anointed the Ery/pelas with a feather, and delivereth it to us 
as 2 Medicament drying without any repelling quality. The Decoction of 
Coleworts is alſo:commended to bath them. But, unleſs there be great Ex- 
coriation, it will be ſafer to leave the Cure of ſuch Ery/pelas to Nature, and 
evacuate and contemperate the heat by internal Medicaments. Nor ought 
we to be overforward in our applications to the Face or parts about it: yet 
in my Pradtice I have commonly uſed ag. calcis with ol. in; well ſhaken 
ropgether with good ſucceſs; as allo theſe tollowing, where I thought more 
Exficcation neceſſary. Take diſtilled Vinegar in which hath been boiled a 
piece of Lithargyr. or minium: aſter it is ſettled, pour off the cleareſt of it, 
and filter it : put ſome of this into a glaſs, and add ol. rof. to it, and ſhake 
them together. Or, in caſe of preſent uſe, take ſaccharum Saturni, and beat 
it up with the ſaid oyl. Either of thee applied with a Feather rwice or thrice 
a day will ſerve your purpoſe.

The Accidents which attend Ery/ipelas are the ſame as in a Phlegmon, and Corregi- 


do happen ny 4 the unſeaſonable uſe of Repellents: therefore when you _ _n 


ſee the heat go off, and the Skin relax, or when the Patient feeleth himſelf 
eaſed of that burning and pricking pain, forbear the uſe of your Repellents, 
and apply Reſolvents and Diſcutients, to corroborate the Part, and reſtore it 
to its natural tone. For though the Eryfpelas do not ariſe with any circum- 
ſcribed Tumour, yet in its progreſs the Member is ſwelled, and remains fo 
after the Ery/ipelas is breathed forth, and for want of Diſcuſſion doth fre- 
quently become a:dematous. Therefore to prevent that, it may be reafona- 
ble to foment the relaxed Parts with deco. ſummitat. abfinth. flor. cham. ſam- 
buci, roſ. rabr. &c. in Wine, with an addition of Brandy. If an Emplaſter 
be neceſlary, R farine fabar. orobi, an. 5iv. ſem. fa@nug. 5). flor. ſambuct, rof. 
rab. an. 5ilt; pulverizentur, cog. in hydromelite ad conſumptionem hamiditatis ; 
deinde adde ol. anethi & cham. q. ſ. fiat Emplaſtrum. Bur if the Ery/fpelas ter- 
minate in a hard Tumour, & rad. althze, lilior. an. 5jſs. ſem. lini & fenug. 
an. 51j. cog. in brodio capitis vervecini, © extrahatur mucilag. cui adde ol. ex 
pedibus bovinis, pingued. galline, ol. amygd. dulc. an 5ij. adip. agnin. & vitulin. 
av. 318. medullz 51). lithargyri aur. Fiv. cer 4. |. fiat Ceratum. 


Perſon of quality, labouring under ſome indiſpoſition of bady and ap- t- Obſer- 
prehenſion of a Fever, was by her Phyſicians advice let bloud about "*"* 


3 viy. in the left Arm. The ſecond day after ſhe felt that Arm pained, but 
moſt about the Bend of it near where the Vein was opened. I looked upon 
her Arm, and ſaw it was ſpred with a burning heat of a paliſh yellow colour, 
mixed with red here and there: the Skin was tenſe and ſhining, alſo rimpled 
and Bliſtered down from the Bend of the Arm to the Hand ; from the Elbow 
to the Shoulder it was of an inflamed red colour. The whole Arm was 
ſwelled by the influx of the Humour. This Ery/fpelas was thruſt forth by the 
ſtrength of nature, and poſſibly it might be invited thither by the Bandage. 
However it were, the Patient was relieved thereby ; ſhe acknowledging her 
ſelf more afte&ted with the pricking and burning heart in her Arm than any 
Sickneſs: yet ſhe was not without ſome Fever. I thought it not ſafe to be 
too buſie with Repellents in this caſe: for though I might thereby have pre- 
vented the increaſe, and cured it ſooner ; yet her Fever might have been by 
that means augmented, and her Recovery hazarded, ſhe being then with 
Child. Theretore I reſolved to give way for the Humour to ſpend it ſelf by 
Tranſpiration: to which purpoſe I fomented with a deco#. ſalvie with Caſtle- 
ſoap diffolved in it, and the while made a Cerote of o/. olivar. and Wax, and 
applicd it in ſeveral pieces upon the Arm, with Bandage to retain it on ; du- 
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ring which her body was kept ſoluble with Lenicnts, and a Peart-Julep pre- 
ſcribed to refreſh her Spirits. Her Diet was Chicken broth, Grewels, and 
the like. As the Bliſters aroſe, we fnipt them, and to ſome of the bigeſt of 
them applied angzent. tutie upon Pledgits. During thefe Applications the 
heat went off from the Parts it had firſt affeted, and ſpread up higher to the 
Breaſt and Scapala; it alſo aftteted the Hand and Fingers with Bliſters: bur 
the tops of them being cut off, they healed, the Inflammation breathed 
forth in four or five days after, and ſhe recovered; but by reaſon of the Fluxi- 
on her Arm was ſwelled. For the removeal of which I direfted them to fo- 
ment it with the DecoCtion preſcribed in the method of Cure, by which, 
with the help of Bandage, it diſcuſſed. The roughneſs of the Skin was at- 
terwards cleared with Pomatum. 
A Youth about ſeven or eight years old, labouring under a complication 
of Diſeaſes from his Meſentery and Kidneys, was ordered by his Phyſician 
to have a Fontanel made in his left Arm: I made it, and left it well dige- 
ſted. About ten days after.that Arm was over ſpread with an Ery/pelas from 
the Shoulder to the Wriſt, here and there bliſtered. I threw our the Pea, 
and dreſt the Ulcer with anzuert. bafilicon and Pracipitate,then fomented the 
Arm with Milk, applying over it ceratum Galeni with Bandage. By this 1 
deſigned to give tranſpiration to the Part whilſt the Phyſician did treat the 
Fever. The next day I renewed the Dreſſings in his prefence, and the Ulcer 
being ſomewhar digeſted, T put in a Pea by his advice, and dreſſed the Arm 
as before, thereby curing the Ery/epelas in few days: but the Child remaining 
indiſpoſed, the Ery/ipelas burſt forth again, and was allo cured by rhe ſame 
method. Then the Patient was purged, and ſent into the Air near Barner, 
where he drank thoſe Waters, and being thereby reiieved, was brought back 
to his Parents. But within few days after he relapſed, and an Ery/ipelas dif- 
charged it ſelf again on the fame Arm, with a ſmall Phlegmon below the El- 


| bow on the outſide. It ſuppurated, and was opened by a Cauſtick, and cu- 


red according to that Method. The Ery/ipelas was allo cured by the Cerote 
as before. After rhis the Child brake out of the Small pox, and by the great 
endeavours of the Phyſicians was freed of that Diſezſe; but Ianguiſhed and 
died ſoon afrer. Upon the opening of his body: a Stone of the bigneſs and 
ſhape of an Almond was found in his left Ureter. We remembred the con- 
ſtant pain he had in his Back long before the firſt Ery/pelas, and thought that 
might be the occaſional cauſe of all theſe Maladies ; viz. the continuation of 
pain cauſed many reiterated Fevers and Fermentations in the bloud, of which 
theſe forementioned Diſeaſes were the effets. A thing not rare in Chirurge- 
ry,-to find the Small-pox produced by the pain of an Ulcer, as alſo to break 
out after the curing of them. 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, having laboured many years 
under an Aſthma, was ſeized with a pain in his left Side, and a Pleurifte fol- 
lowed, with great oppreſſion in his Lungs, his former accuſtomed way of 
diſcharge by expeQoration being ſuppreſſed. Door Faſper Needham was 
ſent for. By his preſcription the Patient was let bloud ten ounces : Lohochs 
and PeQorals, alſo opening Apozems, were preſcribed, and Venzſecion re- 
peated; by which the Patient was relieved. Then a Fontanel was cut in 
his left Arm, which being digeſted, the Phyſician and Chirurgeon were di 
miſſed. A few days after the Patient relapſed, and an Ery{ipelas thruſt our 
the whole length of his Arm. 1 was fetch'd, and ſaw it ſwell'd, the Cuticula 
veſicated, and ſhining with a burning heat of a citron colour from the Fonta- 


. nel downward, but upward to the Shoulder it was more red. His Friends 


and himſelf thought the Inflammation to proceed through default of the Fon- 
_ tanel, 
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tanel, as not made in the right place. But that was an errour1n them : for it 
was 2 tranſlation of part of thar Humour which atte&ed lis Lungs, and was 
by the firength of nature diſcharged upon this Part, to which the too ſtrict 
Bandage might poſſible contribute; there being nothing more ordinary than 
{ach diſcharges upon Fontanels : and it was well for him that it there disbur- 
thend it ſelf; The Phyſician and my ſelf concluded it a pure Ery/pelas, and 
that it required to be breathed forth : to which purpoſe I applied a Cerote of 
Wax and Oyl overall the Arm, and puta leſſer Pea into the Fontanel with a 
Pledgit of ungaent. diapompholyg. and Emplaſt. diachalcit. rowling up the Arm 
trom the Hand to the Shoulder. :: The next day in dreſſing him I ſnipt the 
Bliſters, to let out the ſerous Humour, which might otherwiſehave ulcerated 
the-Skin.., The day after, obſerving the heat to gooff, I put in a larger Pea, 
and. dreſſed his Arm as I did the day before. In two or three days after, the 
Arm being as it were freed of the Eryfpelas, I fixed the Fontanel, (which he 
keeps to- this day :) but the Ery/pelas ſpread to toat Scapula and Clavicie, and 
ſo down to his Breaſt and Back. - Idreſfſed it with the fame Cerote, and letr 
him enough of ir for his Servants to dreſs him with: during which Purga- 
tives were repeated, and he was cured by the application of the faid Cerote. 


A perſon of about ſixty four years of age, of a melancholick dry Conſtitu- 4. Obſet: 
Var, 


tion, was in the Winter-ſeaſon taken with a Quartan-ague, and after the ſe- 


cond Fit was ſeized with a pain in his left Leg, which increafing, he fent for 


me. The Leg was inflamed from.the Knee to the Foot: the Inflammation of 
the Skin wasof a more deep red colour than is uſually feenina true Ery/epelas, 
it indeed partaking ſomewhat of a Phlegmon; but the Swelling was without 
circumſcripticn; it was tenſe and ſhining, made by a Tranſlation of his A- 
gue: fo that by this, if well managed, he was in a poſſibility of being 
ireed of that. Therefore I propoſed by Lentents to moderate the heat, and 
breath out the Humour. Having fatisfied him, that it was neceſfary to pro- 
ceed deliberately with it, I treated it as in the former Obſervation hath been 
faid, and dreſled it twice-or thrice with the ſaid Cerote; and, having aſlſwa- 
ged the heat and pain in it, I ſhewed his Servants how to drels ir, and gave 
direQions to the Patient in the regulation of his Diet, &c. and took my leave; 
advifing them not to dreſs it too often, Icſt upon ſo doing the Inflammation 
ſhould go off before the morbifick- Matter were ſpent. From the time the In- 
 flammacion was made in his Leg he had no more Fits of his Ague, and his 
Leg becam- well without the application of other Medicaments. Upon the 


going off of the Inflammation I made him a Fontanel in that Leg, which he

A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, of a full Body, with a ſhort 5. Obſer-

Neck and of a ſanguine Complexion, having long laboured under the appre- ** 


henſion of an Apoplexy his mouth having ſome while been a little diſtorted 
by a Paralyfis of his Cheek and Tongue, was let bloud iv the Neck about ten 
ounces. The night atter he was ſeized with a pain in his right Leg from his 
Knee to his Toes, with great Inflammation. For the appeaſing of which a 
Fomenration was brought him by ſome Pretender in Chirurgery, and applied 
with courſe woollen Stupes; one of which was bound upon his Leg. This 
Leg growing trom that time more painful, I was fetch'd to him ; when, ta- 
king off the Stupes, I found the Leg exceedingly inflamed and bliſtered, ſo 
that the ſtupe ſticking in the Sores had excoriated the Part with great pain 
and FJuxion, which drew after it a {mall Phlegmoy, There was in this pati- 
<nt great need of making Revulſion from his Head ; but this way by wool- 
ten Stupes was of too much danger to be continued. I wanted a Fomentati- 
on to cicanle and reireth the Parr, and, being in haſte, cauſed ſome water to 
be 
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be heated, with a handful of Wheat-bran: which being ſtrained, I bathed 
the Member with a Sponge; then applied wnguert. t417z upon Pledgits of 
Lint on the Excoriations, and a Cerote of Wax and Oyl over the Leg, and 


an anodyne Caraplaſm on the Tubercle. Thefe Dreflings were renewed daily,

till the Accidents were diminiſhed, and the Tumour ſuppurated. Then I gave 
a vent to the Matter, and proceeding by Digeſtion, made no haſt in the Cure, 
but expeded rather that the Plerhora ſhould be caried off che while by Pur- 
gatives, and the Patient relieved in his Head. The Phyſicians were of ano- 
ther mind, affirming that it would be time enough when his Leg thould be 
cured. - I was therefore obliged to haſten: however I made him a couple of 
Iflues zuter Scapulas; and having well-near cured that Tubercle in his Ham, 
left a Pea in it to keep it open as a Fontanel. Though that Leg was not fo 
fit for it, by reaſon of the great Inflammation it had laboured under; yet | 
thought all little enough for Derivation, and would gladly have continued 
the leg more ſore: but I obeyed my order, and left him cured of his Leg. 

A Gentlewoman of about forty years of age, of a full Body, was taken 
with Rigour and Fever. After ſome days ſhe complained of a pain in ker leſt 
Shoulder, and a pricking heat in that Arm. I was ſent for, and perceived 
it to be an Fry{pelas thruſting out: wherefore thinking ſhe might be much 
relieved thereby, I diſſwaded her from applying any thing to it. But the hear 
and pain increaſing, ſhe was adviſed to apply fome cooling Ointment to it, 
which was thought excellent for Inflammations. She permitted it; and it did 
indeed check the Inflammation, but her Fever increafed, with a Delirium 
She was let bloud, cupp'd and bliſtered, and all things were done to draw 
back the Matter ; but ſhe died. - | 

A Man of about 27. or 28. years old, riding abroad with ſome Friends in 
hot weather, his body being heated by Good-tellowſhip, was ſeized with an 
Eryfipelas in his Face. I preſently let him bloud, and barhed it with a decod?. 
falviz cum aw Veneto, and left direQtions to wet his Face often with ir. 
I alſodireced a Clyſter to be given him that night, and a Cordial Julep upon 
occalion. In the morning be was hor, and had reſted ill and the Eryfipelas 
was ſpred to his Neck, and aftected his lefr Ear with great pain, and reached 
up to his Forehead among(t the Hair. I let him bloud again, and adviſed 
him to keep his Bed, and put himſelf into a Sweat with a draught of Poſlet 
drink wherein had been boiled a little Harts horn, a few opening Roots and 
Marigold-flowers. I alſo ſent him a glaſs with aqua calcis with ol. lin; beat in 
it, with diretion to anoint his Face with a feather, it being very much 
heated and ſwelled : he was alſo purged with Lenients, fome of thoſe which 
have been ſet down in the method of Cure. By this method the Eryfipelas 
went quite off in 10. or 12. days. Then [ bathed it with decof?. malue wiol. 
&c. to bring off the Scurf, and afterwards with Butter-milk, to ſupple it, and 
anointed his Face with Pomaturm. 

A Gentleman ſome years ſince, very curious and neat in wearing his Hair, 
was perſwaded to permit it to be boiled as it grew on his Head: by which 
doing an Eryfipelas was raiſed in the hairy Scalp. I let him bloud in the Arm, 
and purged him with Lenients; all things elſe were done for Revulſion: but 
by reaſon of his Hair, there were no applications made to relieve the Part 
afte&ted; whereupon a Suppuration followed; which put me upon a neceflicy 
of cutting it off, and applying Fomentations diſcutient and drying. I mer 
with much difficulty in curing the Ulcer; but at laſt it was cured as a corro- 
five Zker, to which I refer you. 

An Eryipelas ariſing trom an internal Cauſe affeRing the Head requires the 
timely advice of a Phyſician, it frequently caufing grievous Accidents, as 
Fever, 
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Fever, Delirium, &c. and, being ſubject to great Ulcerations with putrefaQti- | 

on, doth frequently corrupt the Fleſh to the Bone. Sad inſtances may be 

given of theſe ; (they ending for the moſt part in Death : ) therefore it 

were to be wiſhed in ſuch cates, that the Hair be timely cut off, for it con- 

tributes much to the Eroſion that happens. | 
An Fryfipelas -affeQing the Face of a Perſon of Honour, he conſulted Sir 9 

Ch. Scarburgh and other Phyſicians : they preſcribed Bleeding to the quan- 

tity of eight ounces, alſo Clyſters and lenient Purgatives to keep his body 

ſoluble. Daring the time of Inflammation he was feveriſh and indiſpoſed, 

alſo ſubject ro Fainting and the like. In conſideration whereof he was advi- 

ſed to keep his bed, and ſometimes to diſpoſe himlelf to breathing Sweats 

with the Counteſs of Xent's Powder : cordial Juleps were alſo preſcribed 

him. The Ery/pe/as ſhiſted from one part to another in and about his Face. 

They applied no Medicaments to the Parts diſeaſed. In the declination of it 

I faw it ariſe again freſh in his. Forehead with a Swelling very high, only 

from the ſtreightneſs of his Cap: which I taking notice of , and adviſing it 

to be ſlackned, the Swelling ſunk. again in few hours. I inſtancethis only to 

ſhew how ſmall a thing will raiſe this diſturbance where the bilious Humours 

are in ferment. As his Ery/ipe/as ſpent it ſelf,they purged him, and he reco- 

vered. An Fry/ipelas ſometime affeQting one particular part of the Head or 

Face, as the Eye, Noſe or Ear, hath given much trouble to the Phyſician 

and Chirurgeon 1n removing it. | ; 
It is not many days ſince [ was called to one labouring of an Ery/ipelas on 10- Obiers 

her right Ear. It had been diſcaſed four or five days before I came : it was" 

prodigiouſly ſwelled and inflamed ; and, by reaſon of the acrimony of the 

Humour which was included between the Folds of the Ear and the Ear 

and Scalp, there was great Excoriation. I fomented it with decof. ſalviz 

cum ſapone, dreſſed it with that Preparation of acet. /itharg. cum ol. ro. 

above propoſed in the method of Cure, and left her ſome of it to dreſs her 

ſelf as occaſion ſhould offer ; then let her bloud, and direed a Clyſter to be 

oivenher. The next day I purged her with Whey and Manna, and repeated 

it again and again. She lived a few miles out of Town, which put me upon 

the neceſlity . of committing the Cure of it to themſelves , with DireQtions 

and Medicaments ſuch as I have above propoſed. It dried up the external 

heat ; but the Fluxion which lay more internally, after all apoſtemared, and 

was cured accordingly. 
[ was called in by my kind neighbour Door Denton to a young Woman 11- Obſer- 

who had been afflited with an Ery/ipelas, which had ſpread overall her Face : *** 

it had ſhifted often : at length ſhe was cured thereof by the faid Phyſician ; 

yet was the right Eye cloted with the Inflammation and Swelling from the 

reliques of that Ery/zpelas, and the lower Lid apoſtemated, and the Matter 

was ready to make its way inwardly into the hollow of the Eye. We opened 

it by Incifion, diſcharging a proportionable quantity of Matter ; the remain- 

der of which we digeſted and dried to a perfect Cicatrice by a»zuent. dia- 

pomphelygos, diſcuſſing the Tumour in the mean while by Fomentations.

CHAP. VIL 
Of a Furuncle or Boll. 


Trunculus is a painful Tubercle of the bigneſs of a Pigeon's Egg, with a 
broad bafrs, ariſing in a Cone. Ir is generally called a Bozl, and in its 
{tate is accompanied with Inflammation, Pulſation, and Tenſtoo. | 

It proceedeth from a groſs vicious bloud ſeparated from the reſt as unpro- 
fitable, and is caſt forth by the ſtrength of nature into the external parts of 
the body. 

Ir differeth as it is greater or leſs, and as it affects the Skin or lies deeper 
in the Fleſh : it is allo accounted malign, or benign. Thoſe that are more 
deep partake of the nature of a Carbuncle, and are miſtaken for ſuch,bur are 
not of ſoaduſt or corrupt an Humour. Furanculus diftereth alſo from a Car- 
buncle, in that this cometh to Suppuration, which the other never doth. 

A Furuncleis in its beginning round, hard, and inflamed; and as it increa- 
ſeth it riſeth up with an acute head, and ſometimes a Puſtule : and then it is 
more inflamed and paintul, (whence arifeth that expreſſion, As ſore as a 
Boil, ) eſpecially when it arrives at its ſtate, which is abcur theeighth or 
ninth day. If the Boil be malign, it is of a black dusky coiour : there is 
alſo a Fever and other untoward Symptoms, and a thin Saxzes iſſueth from 
it ; and if it doth digeſt, it is with much difficulty. 

Boils are for the moſt part without danger. The common ſort do predict 
Health, and frequently cure though nothing be applied to them; for they 
come to maturity and break of their own accord. But when they ariſe in 
nervous parts of the Arms or Legs, they effect the neighbouring Emun&ory. 
In the Noſe or Ears they are very painful, and-vexatious to cure. 

The Care conſiſts in the regulation of Diet and in Evacuation, like as in a 
Phlegmon ; only the Applications in theſe ought to be maturative, they al- 
ways terminating in Matter, and being as you may perceive by the tough- 
neſs of the Matter, not capable of Reſolution. 

The Maturatives are, rad. & fol. althzz, malvg, rad. lilior. uv paſſe, ficus, 
and all the Emollient Gums, galhanum, ammoniac. &. The compounds are, 
Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, de meliloto, tripharmacon, de mucilaginibus. In the 
extremity of pain you may aſlwage the heat with this or ſuch like : Bs muci- 
lag. ſem. pſyllii, althee, lint, an. 51S. far, hordei, 3). ol. lilior. axung. galling, 
an. 5j. butyri recent. 51S. croci 3). cum vitell. ovi fiat Cataplaſma. When the 
Tumour is broken, deterge that rough Matter with mundif. ex apo, and ap- 
ply this or ſuch like Cerote over the Tumour : B ſev cervini & wvitulint ay. 
S11j. axung. anſeris 55. terebinth. 3115. cer@ q. ſ. fiat Ceratum. 


þ a Man of about fifty years of age, of a healthy ftrong Body, journeying 
to London, a Boil roſe upon his Wriſt. Heapplied to it an Emplaſter of 
Shooemakers-wax. When he came to me it was hard and inflamed. I dreſſed 
it with the aboveſaid Cataplaſm, by which it ſuppurated. As the Puſtule 
fretted off, a hot Sanzes iſſued forth in a ſmall quantity. I dreſſed the Pu- 
ſtule with «nguent. bafilic. cum vitel. ovi upon a Pledgit, and continued the 
application of the Cataplaſm over all. The next day I took off the Dreſſings, 
and found the Cuticalacaſt off, and the acute end of the Boil red, and a thick 

white 
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white Matter ſticking in it. I dreſſed it as before, and the ſecon? day after 
again, andſaw the Cone or head of the Boil broken off, and that thick tough 
Matter lying in it ; which Matter likewiſe appeared round about through 
the ſeveral Eruptions it had made. I dreſſed it with mundif. ex apio, and ap- 
plied the Cerote Sev? cervini over it. The ſecond day alter I found the O- 
penings broke one into another, and the tough Matter ſticking in them as in a 
Honey-comb. At that time the Ulcer was near as broad as a Halt-crown. 
I continued the Mundificative and Cerote; and dreſſed it every other day. 
As this tough Matter digeſted out, it incarned underneath, and contracted, 
and healed as faſt,and cicatrized by the application of anguert. tutiz, leaving 
little Scar, and no hardneſs, behind it.

Some years fince I was ſent for early one morning to a Gentleman about 2. obſer- 


forty years of age, who was extremely pained with a boil on the out-{ide © 
his left Thigh. I pulled off the Emplaſter, which was of ga/zanum , and 
ſaw the Boil was 1n its ſtate, and teady to break. Ir was much inflamed, 
and the Puſtule was of a livid colour. I dreſſed the Puſtule with of. rof. cums 
vite/l. ovi, and applied over the inflamed Boil an Emplaſter of 4afilicou. I 
returned that night, and dreſſed it with the Cataplalm above preſcribe), by 
which it ſuppurated, the Caticula brake off, and a thin Sanies with ſome 
little Matter diſcharged. As the Boil came more to maturity, the Puſtule or 
head brake off, and made way for the Matter to digeſt out: and accordingly 
the Ulcer cured. An Empirick, angry that his Medicaments were thrown 
oft and mine applied, complained to a Perſon of Honour, whole Family I 
then attended, that this Gentleman laboured under a Carbuncle or Plague- 
ſore: but I cleared my ſelf ro that Perſon, and ſhall ſhew you 1n its proper 
place, that a Carbuncle is another kind of Boll.

A Gentleman near ſeventy years old was ſorely afflicted with a Faruncle 3. obſer- 
within his Noſtrils , and about his Noſe with great Inflammation and hard- '** 


neſs. I fomented the diſeaſed Parts with decott. ſummitat. althzz, malug, wil. 
flor. chamem. meliloti, ſem. lini & pſyl/ii, and with a Syringe injefed ſome of 
the ſame liquor into his Noſtrils, and applied the forementioned Catapiaſm 
over his Noſe. I purpoſed the letting him bloud in the Arm, but it would 
not be admitted by reaſon of his age: but by ſetting on Leeches behind his 
Ears I took away ſome bloud ; alſo by bliſtering the Neck and Shoulders 
I endeavoured Revulſion, by Clyſters kept his body ſoluble , and con- 
tinued the Applications, by which his pain was ſomewhat mitigated. AF 
ter five or fix days the Skin became thin, and a white tough Matter ſhewed 
it ſelf in ſeveral places within and about his Noſe, and gradually made its 
way through many ſmall Openings. I made.it more way here and there 
with the point of a Lancet, and dreſſed them cam wite/. owi G& ol. lilior. and 
continued the uſe of the Fomentation, and applied the Cerote. I was 
much troubled to think what would become of his Noſe, the exteriour 
and interiour parts being all ſtuft with that clammy Matter, fo that it 
would not iſſue out; and, when it ſhould, I doubted it would leave 
little coverture for the Cartilages. To haſten it out , I daily dropt in a 
mixture of mel roſ. cum ſucco apii decofted ; and by conveying a big 
Tent dipt in the fame into each Noſtril, I preſt the Matter outward, 
and ſometimes pull'd it away with my Forceps. It came out as if it had 
been broken pieces of the Spinalis medulla, and burſt ſome of the Openings 
into one another ; which I was ſorry to ſee: But the Matter not being ac- 
companied with acrimony , the hollowneſs filled up , and the diſtended 
Lips, falling near one another , agglutinated as the Matter digeſted _y

and by the compreſſion I made with my Tents within the Noftrils I iolar- 
ged them,and furthered the well cicatrizing of the Ulcer; which was infeRted 
in few daysatiter with Cicatrices not unſeem)y. 


CHAP. VIIL 
Of Epinyctis and Terminthus. 


Here are yet two forts of painful] Tubercles which I have met with in 
my practice: they are taken notice of by the Ancients under the 
names of Epznyctis and Terminthus; a couple of angry Puſtules, afteQting 
the Skin in the Arms, Hands and Thighs. They do -not differ much one 
_ © from another, ſo may well be entered together. 
Deſcripti- The Epiny#is is of the Bignels of a Lupin, of a dusky red, and ſometimes 
; of livid and pale colour, with great Inflammition and pain. It diſchar- 
geth firſt a Santes, then a bloudy Matter. 7erminthus is ftomewhat lels, of 
a blackiſh colour: it breaks and gleets, and within a day or two the Pu- 
ſtule ſeparates, and comes away.in a Slough, and from that time it digeſts 
and heals. 

Cauſe. They both proceed from an exceſſive heat in the Bloud, but are without 
malignity or danger, and cure with little difficulty, if there be no error com- 
mitted in Chirurgery. 

nes The Care conſiſts in. Evacuation by Bleeding, Purging, and regulation in 
Diet, Sc. as in a Phlegmon. | 

The external Applications commended to us by the Ancients are fol. cicu- 
tz, ſolan. plantag. cum polenta, or, Bk uvas paſſas mundatas, & contuſas ſuper- 
pone : and to waſhthem with agua ſalizta, todry up the Matter, and prevent 
Erofion ; afterwards to dreſs them with a mixture of equal parts of ſulphur 

. viv. and ſpum. argenti cum vino. 1 never was conſulted in theſe till they were 
arrived at their height, and then found Anodynes of moſt uſe, and applied 
ſuch as have been preſcribed in the former Chapter, and afterwards healed 
them with anguent. futi@. 


x. Obſer- Maid came recommended to me with the former of theſe Tubercles on 
ore-rfag the inſide of her Arm of the bigneſs of the greater fort of Lupins, of 


a livid colour, with a ſmall acute Puſtule rifing up in the middle of it. It 
was accompanied with great Inflammation, afteQing the Tendons with hard- 
neſs in the Joynt. I preſcribed her that Cataplaſm ex mucilag. ſem. pſylli, al- 
thee. lini, &c. as in the Chapter of Faruncle, and embrocated the Tendons 
afteted with ol. roſ. & cham. By this the Tubercle was brought near ſuppu- 
ration, the Puſtule firſt brake, and diſcharged a thin Sanzes. I dreſſed it cam 
vitello ovi, and about two days after the Tubercle it ſelf thruſt out a bloudy 
Matter. I dreſſed it with «»guents bafilic. added to the witel. ovi, and appli- 
ed cerat. dialthee, and continued the Embrocation. The Matter from that 
time was daily better digeſted, and the pain diminiſhed : it was healed with 
unzuent. diapompholig. and Empl. e bole. | | 
2. Ovſer- A young Gentleman having fuch another on the outfide of his Wriſt 
Emydic, Was recommended to ſome body who opened it by jncifion : but from that 
time 
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time ir became more exceeding painful, He came to me with it hard and 
ry and it had communicated its Anguiſh all along by tne Tendons and 
Nerves to that 4xi/la with ſeveral Glands. 1 embrocated the Arm from the 
4xilla to the Knuckles of that Hand with ol. ro. cum aceto, and applied Empl. 
> Zolo upon thoſe Glands. To the Tubercle I applied unguet. bafilir. cum ol. 
roſ. (pred indifferent thick in the form of an Emplaſter, and dreſſed it fo 
rwice a day. I purpoſed the next morning to have let him bloud ; but he 
was eaſter: and the fame night I felt rhe Tubercle ſofter, and ſaw a bloudy 
Matter thruſt.out. From that time it digeſted better, and the Accidents 
diminiſhed: in four or five days after the Glands reſolved, and the Ulcer 
cured by the application of ungaent. tutie, GtC. 

Of the latter fort there aroſe one in the Knuckle leading to the Fore-finger

of a Gentlewoman of about forty years of age. An old acquaintance of 7;,minthus, 


mine called me to the ſight of it. It was a ſmall Tubercle inflamed round 
its baſrs, having a black head, and a long inflamed Streak paſſing from it to a 
Fontanel which the had on that Arm. Whether it did run upward from the 
Puſtule to the Fontanel, and affect ir, or deſcend from it ro the Puſtule, I 
know not: however it was, there were marks of communication from one 
to the other, and both were painful, and the patient was indiſpoled with a 
Fever. In the Fontanel there was a {mall Orenge-pea, which I caſt out, and 
put in a common one, and dretſed it with Lenients, and an Emplſaſter to re- 
tain them on. I dreſſed the Puſtule with anguent. bafilic. cum wirel. ovi, and 
applied the foremenioned Cerote preſcribed in Furuncle. Ir ſuppurated the 
next day, and the head ot ir caſt off in a Slough. l clipped off the looſe skin 
from it, and dreſſed it with #nguert. tutiz, and in five or fix days cicatrized 
it. During the Cure the Patient was afflicted with a Diarrhea, which was 
purged off. After which ſhe was hot and feveriſh, and troubled with a 
Rheamatiſmus ; tor which ſhe was let bloud, and cured.

CHAP. - BY 
Of Inflammatory Tumours of the Glandules. 


Nder this Head I comprehend all thoſe Tumours of the Glandules 

which have Bloud for their eſſential ingredient. They are uſually rec- 

kon'd Phyma, Phygethlon, Bubo, Parotis. It is true that Strume and Scrofule 

do ſometimes partake of Bloud and become Phlegmonoide, &c. but that is not 

eſſential to them: witneſs the great numbers that never come to inflame or 
ſuppurate, 


F thoſe that are cſſentially bloudy Tumours, though few of them pure Phme: 
Phlegmons, P HT M As the firſt; which is an Inflammation afteQing peſcriptis 
the Glandules under the Jaws. I mean the conglobate Glands: viz. neither 92 


the internal lalivary, which Is Ranala; nor the external, which is Parotis. 
The name of Phyma is alſo given to the Phlegmonoide Tumours in and about 


the Anxs, becauſe'of their near reſemblance to glandulous Tumours, if they 
be not really ſuch. 


They are cauſed by a mixture of impure Bloud with Pitzita. Children are Cauſe, 


moſt ſubject to them; and in them they are haſtned by their wearing of 
Stays, a way to keep their Head-cloaths on. 
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The Tumour is round and hard; in time of Suppuration it inflames, and 
is accompanied with Pullation, Tenſion, &c. as in a Phlegmon, but doth loon- 
er ſuppurare. 

They have been taken by ſome for Strume: but they differ from a S!rama, 
which, being contained in a Cy/tzs,, doth require to ve eradicated by Eſcaro- 
ticks after Suppuration and diſcharge of its Matter ; but theſe after diſcharge 
of Matter are cured either of themſelves, or by the ordinary intenſtons of Di- 
geſtion, &c. They are without danger, and eafte of Cure. 

The method of Care is the ſame with that of the little Phlegmon: only 
theſe do not admit of Repellents; but from there very beginning muſt either 
be diſcuſſed, or brought to ſuppurate. And indeed all that I have ever feen 
did terminate by Suppuration. In the beginning we treat them with Empl. 
diachyl. cam gummi, de meliloto, and thelike : or, in caſe of pain, with matu- 
rative Cataplaſms, as hath been fet down in Phlegmon and Furunculus; as 
rad. althee, lilior. fem. lint, pſylſti, &c. 


A Gentleman fetch'd me one night from my houſe to ſee his only Child, 
about a year old, labouring of one of thoſe Tumours under the right Jaw : 
it was round and hard, of a pale colour, and was ſuppoſed the King's Evil. 
I applied Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, and in ſtead of the ſtay, put on a folded 
linen cloath about it, to retain the Dreſſing. After three or four days I viſited 
the Child again, and ſaw the Tumour red, tending to Suppuration. I then 
dreſſed with wngaent. bafilic. and a Plaiſter; and the third. day after, tecling the 
Tumour well ſuppurated, opened it by the milder Cauſtick, and ditcharged 
a Matter of good colour and conſiſtence. 1 dreſſed it with Lenients, and atter 
ſeparation of the Eſcar diſpoſed it to incarn by the common Sarcoticks, and 
by the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone; and afterwards with unguent. de lithargyro 
cured it in few days. 

Such another, but bigger,was that in a Girl of about nine years old, where 
Doctor Rugely was the Phyſician. She had been diſeaſed with a Fever and 
ſome Reliques of that Matter diſcharged themſelves in a ſwelling under the 
right Jaw as big as a Pullet's Egg. Ic was ſuppurated, and required vent, 
which I gave it by Inciſion ; but could not cure it till I had applied a Cau- 
ſtick upon the Depending part. The place not being very capable of Ban- 
dage, it could not be treated fo advantageouſly when opened by Incifion, and 
dreſſed with Tents: but after the laying it more open by Cauſtick, the Mat- 
ter plentifully diſcharged, and the Abſcels cured as the former. Many of 
theſe have been brought to me upon ſuſpicion of the Xivg's Evil: ſome of 
which my Servants have cured by my directionsafter the aboveſaid manner. 
You will meet with more of this Tumour in the Treatiſe of the Diſeaſes of 


the Podex. 


H1GET HLON is a Tumour afteing the glandulous parts under 
the Jaws, and is called Pawus. It diftereth from Phyma, in that it hath 
a mixture with Bzlzs, as the other had with Pztazta, and lies round and flat 
as a Cake under the Jaws. 
It 1s cured after the ſame manner as the other; ſo will not be worth the 
troubling the Reader with many Inſtances of it. I ſhall give you one, 
wherebyyou may diſtinguith it from Phyma and other Tumours. 


A little Girl was brought to me upon a ſuppoſition of having the Evil. 
She had a flat, hard, round Tumour lying under her Chin and part of the right 
Jaw down towards her Throat: it was of a yellowiſh red colour, not unkke 
that 
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that in an Ery/ipelas but without Veſication. | directed one of my Servants 
ro make a Cataplaſm ex rad. /ilior. alh. &c. by the application of which it 
ſuppurated in three or four days, and diſcharged a well-digeſted Matter; du- 
ring which the hardnels reſolved, and it cured in {even days by the only uſe 


of that Cataplaſm. 


HE Tumour called BUB 0 is an Inflammation of the Glandules in 


the EmunQtories of the Groin or Arm-pit. : 

it raketh its Differences from the quality of the Humour: and ſo they Piferes: 
are cither benign, or malign. The latter ſort are either venereal, or peſtt- 
lential. 

The Cauſes of Bubo are internal, or external. The former are vicious Hu- 
mours abounding in the Bloud or in the Nerves excreted ſometimes critically, 
ſometimes ſymptomatically. The external Cauſes may be pain affeQing the 
extcriour Parts: ſp a Wound in the Hand or Arm, nay the Finger, will 
affect the Arm pit with a Tumour. You have an Inſtance of it in Phlezmon. 
A Cancer in the Breaſt doth the fame. So an Ulcer in the Foot affects the 
Groin. In the Treatiſe of Strzma you may ſee ſome Inſtances of tr. 

A Fontanel in the Leg diſtempered with pain cauſed a ſwelling of 
Glands i#» Inzuine. | was conſulted about the Swelling, and, enquiring of 
the reaſon of the ſudden Tumour, found the Fontanel diſturbed by walking 
much that day. 1 dreſſed the Fontanel with Lenients; and the Tumours of 
the Glands i» Inguine, which were riſen like ſo many Scrofulz, relaxed, and 
were fcarce to be felt the next day. | 

A Bubo arifeth in the EmunGories with pain, Inflammation, hardneſs, &c. 8s 
as in a Phlegmon.- If it was made by Crifis, then a Fever preceded : If there 
were none, then other Cauſes muſt be enquired after: as, whether pain pre- 
ceded in ſome remote Part ; alſo whether it be peſtilential, or venereal. 

Buboes that are neither malign nor contagyous are not dangerous, if thee Progno- 
ſuppurate kindly, and are timely opened: but if the contrary happen, they BM 
may degenerate into Fi/tulz, and then are not without danger. If they pro- 
ceed from a Tranſlation of Matter, ( as ſomtimes from the Parts near the 
head of the Yena cava and top of the Breaſt or bottom of the Neck into the 
Arm-pits, or from the lower parts of the Belly in the Glands and other Parts 
near the ram z/iaci in the 7uguena) the Cure is difficult : and if the Lungs, 
above, or the ©rerus, or Bladder, or Redfum below, partake in the Tu- 
mour, it 15 more deſperate. 

A Bubo according to the uſual method of Praftice, ought not to be re- Cure. 
pelled - therefore in order to the Cure you are to conſider the Cauſe; and if 
it were by Crifis, you are either to breath it forth by Diſcutients, or haſten 
Maturation. If the Cri/:s be imperfect by reaſon of the weakneſs of the expul- 
five faculty, you ought by AttraQion to help it forward, either by Cupping- 
glaſſes, or by the application of ſour Leven, black Soap, ſfterc. columbin. 
ſem. frnapis, urtice, Figs, roaſted Onions, &c. Or, Þ cepem magnam, excave- 
tur, &- impleatur cavitas theriaca; deinde papyro involata cog. ſub cineribus 

calid. & cum ol. ſcorpion. fiat C ataplaſma, addendo fermenti acer. 5 i%. Miſe. 
Or, B: Empl. diachyl. cum gummi 51j. picis Burgund. ammoniac. ſolut. an. 515. 
pulv. ariſtoloch. rot. rad, gentiane, an. %j. cum ol. ſcorpion. fiat Ceratum. All 
the hot Gums are hereto proper. But if it be ſymptomatical it betokeneth 
Plethora, which ought to be removed by Bleeding, Purging is alſo neceſſary, 
both to carry. off the quantity, and alſo to amend the evil quality of the Hu- 
mour,Plethora,in this caſe being uſually cacochymical : yet muſt not our pur- 
ging be too violent, but only tuch as may affiſt nature in making a due fepa-

pain, and by moderate Diſcutients mixed with Repellents ſcatter that Hu- 
mour in the Emunftories. Bur if it will come to Suppuration, you {hall haſten 
the Opening of it, and digeſt, incarn and cicatrize it, as 1s ſaid in the general 


Chapter of A4bſceſſes, and will be ſhewed in the following Obſervations. 


Of Inflammatory T umours 


A Man of about fifty years old, of a full body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
was taken with a pain under his right Arm wita hardneſs and Inflamination. 
I was ſent for, and, concluding it a Bubo, thruſt forth by the ſtrength of na- 
ture, applied Empl. diachyl. cum guwmi, deſigning not to dreſs it again till it 
was near ſuppurated : but the Tumour increaſing with great pain and infla- 
med redneſs, I was put upon a neceſflity of applying anodyne Cataplaims. 
Within few days aſter, it being ſuppurated, I opened it by Inciſion, and dit- 
charged a well-concotcd Matter: then dreſſed it with anguent. ba/ilicon cum 
vitel/. ovi upon a Tent. and applicd an Empl. diachyl. tmpl. malaxed with un 
guent. dialthez, and afterwards dreſi:d it with mundif. Paracelſ. Having fo 
diſpoſed it to heal, I lefr Dreſſings, andafter three or tour days viſited the Pa- 
tient again: when, obierving the hardneſs digeſted off, and the Abſceſs fit 
ro Cicatrize, | ictt oft the uſe of the Tent, and dreſſed it with a Pledgit of 
anguent, diapomphol. and the Cerote over it, and left them wherewithal to 
finiſh the Cure. But a few days after they fent for me again. I fohd it 
ſwelled, and the Matter iſſuing from it thin and foetid, much more in quan- 
tity than I could expect. I enlarged the opening by Inciſion, and there came 
forth a Tent which in his Servants Dreſling had ſlipt into the Abſceſs. From 
that time the Matter leſſened, and the Abſcels cured without relapſe by the 
method aforeſaid. | 

A married Wife, of about thirty four years of age, having been long dif- 
eaſed with Hyſterical Fits, with a complicationof other Maladies,after many 
unſucceſsful attempts, was put into the hands of Sir Fra. Pr. who preſcribed 
Merc. dulc. 3). in conf. cichorit, The ſecond Dole falivared her ſixteen or feven- 
teen days, whereby ſhe was relieved for ſome months : but then ſhe com- 
plained of a pain in her left Groin, which growing - bigger, and raiſing the 
Partsabout it into a Tumour,ſhe.embrocated it by my advice with of. Jumbric. 
After a few days, the Tumour more increaſing with Inflammation and hard- 
neſs, Iapplied Emplaſt. mucilag. with a third part of Empl. diachyl. cum gumm. 
The fourth day after, feeling the Tumour ſuppurated, I opened it by a Cau- 
ſtick, and diſcharged a proportionable quantity of Matter well digeſted ; then 
dreſſed it with Lenients, to haſten the ſeparation of the Eſcar. While the 
Eſcar was ſeparating, a long ſtreak of red appeared ſtretching down from 
the /rgaenalong the middle of the Thigh toward the Ham, I embrocated it 
with ol. rof. and applied cerat. Galenz, The next day I felt Matter in it, and 
faw the inflamed Streak ſtretch lower down. I applied a little of my milder 
Cauſtick upon the upper part of it, which was about three fingers breadth 
from the Tumour i» Inguine, and gave vent to a little digeſted Matter, dreſ{- 
fing it with Lenients. This while the Abſceſs in the Groin wasin good tem- 
per, and diſpoſed to heal : but the aforeſaid inflamed Streak paſſed down to 
the Ham, and ſo along the Muſculus gaſtrocnemius to the great Tendon of ir 
which leads to the Heel,and had Matter in it the whole length. In leſs ſpace 
than four days I made Apertions in it in five ſeveral places , all by Cau- 
ſticks : the lowermoſt in the lower part of the Calf of the leg. Theſe diſ- 

charged the Matter, and were cured in few days ( after the Eſcars were le- 
parated) by the uſe of anguent. tutiz and the like, 
: Aſter 
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Aﬀter ſome months ſhe was ſeized with Convullive t witches, which ſhe 
obſerved to ariſe from the lower part of the Calf of the leg that had been 
affected with the Apoſtemations, and 1n rhe ſame place where the Matter be- 
fore terminated. Upon which conſideration rhe Phyſician preſcribed a Fon- 
tanel to be made in the very Part ; which accordingly I made,and kept open 
by a Pea, with an Emplaſter and laced Stocking : by which means the was 
freed of her Fits, and enjoyed a tolerable meaſure of health a long time 
alter. 

So a Lady labour ing under ſuch like Fits, which began on the out-fide of 
the Os ribiz near the Shin, was cured by making a Fontanel in that place, 
when other remedies failed. She continueth it to this day, I ſuppoſe. 

In another we made a Fontanel between the Thumb and Fore-tingers ; and 
in another in the Breaſt ; and in a Child behind the Ear : thofe Fits begin- 


ning there. 


4ROTIS isa Tumour in the Glandules behind and about the Ears, _ . 
generally called the EmunQories of the Brain ; though indeed they are Deſeriptis 
the external Fountains of the Saliva of the Mouth, as modern Authors do on. 
agree. 
> The immediate Cauſe is the Bloud offending in quantity or quality, as 1t Cauſe. 
hath admixture with the Ferment of the Parr, or with other Humours. Ir 
alſo happeneth by an external Cauſe, as Bruife or Wound, whereby bloud 
is extravaſated, and caſt out into theſe Glands behind the Ear on one fide or 
other, making a Parotid Tumour. 

They difter according to the Humour, and manner of generation. To Difte- 
the Humour ; as whether the Bloud be mixed with Choler, Phlegm, or Me- 28h 
lancholy. To the manner of generation ; and fo a Parotzis isa Symptom of a 
Fever, ora Crifis of it. Thoſe Fevers be uſually malignant that caſt out fuch 
Tumours : but ſometimes a Parotts riſeth imply. 

The Parotis is known by the Part it afte&ts with Tumorr, Pain and In: gigns, 
flammation,as having generally a great proportion of bloud mixed with other 
Humours, according as they are predominant. If it be malign or peſtilen- 
tial, there is Fever joyned with it. Whether it proceeded ſymptomarically 
or critically, the time of the Diſeaſe and Signs may demonſtrate. 

A Paretis without a Fever is leſs malign or dangerous than that which Froeno- 
ariſeth with one. They are aiſo leſs dangerous which attend long Fevers, —Þ 
than thoſe which follow acute ones. Thoſe which are thruſt forth by a Crifis 
are falutary and eaſily cured : but thoſe which happen after great Evacuati- 
ons, or Fever, without remiſſion of it, are pernicious and dangerous. Thoſe 
which break forth ſymptomatically, and ariſe from vicious 1ll-diſpoſed Hu- 
mours, are of difficult Cure, and dangerous. 

| In the Cure of this Tumour, you are toconſider whether it be ſymptom#- cure. 
tical, orcritical, or of what kind of Matter generated. | 

Tf it be critical, and come out kindly, the buſineſs is then by Lenients to 
mitigate the pain, and further Suppuration ;' as hath been ſaid before in Bu#o. 
But whether it be ſymptomatical or critical, with little or much Tumour, 
malign or benign, you ought not to uſe Repellents, leſt thereby you return 
the Matter from without inward. If the Inflammation be great, and the 
Accidents high, and Bloud abound, let it out , evacuating the Humour by 
lenient Purgatives, regulating the Patient's Diet , contemperating the Hu- 
mours as 1n Phlegmon, and embrocating with ol. lambric. chamem. &c. But 
it through any detect nature do not thruſt the Tumour. out as you would, 
you may further it by Cupping-glaſſes and attractives, as in Bubo hath been

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ſaid. Or if the Matter be crude and viſcid, you may apply powerful Diſcu- 


tients and with Emollients if you fear induration. But it after all it tend to 


Suppuration, then further it with Suppuratives ;. as | rad. lilior. cepar. ſub 
cineribus coftar. an. 5\v. mucilag. ſem. lint, 511%. far. tritic. 511. axung. porcing, 
unguent. bafilic. an. 5115. vitef. ovor. ij. croci 5ij. fiat Cataplaſma. The Mutter 
concoQted, you are to give it vent, and proceed in the Cure, as hath been 
ſaid in the former Chapter of Bebo. 


A Child aged about three years, by accident of a Fall, was feizeed with a 
Dizzineſs and ſome twitches of a Convulſion. A Fontanel was made in the 
Neck, and a Veſicatory applied inter ſcapalas : but the Child was not there- 
by much relieved. A Tumour afterwards thruſt out behind that Ear. I 
made a Fontanel under it, and derived the Matter thither, and rhereby the 
Child recovered. 

In Concuſſions and Fractures of the Cranium theſe Tumours are frequent, 
and are diſcuſſed by ol. cham. &c. or the Matter may, as hath been ſaid, by a 
Fontanel there under be nappily ſpent. 

The perſpiration in theſe Parts is to be regarded ; for the checking of it 
hath cauſed Convulſions, yea Death, in little Infants. 

A Gentlewoman aged about thirty years, of a ſtrong healthful Conſtitu- 
tion, was taken one night with a pain behind her right Ear ; it encreafed, and 
became very troubleſome. After three or four days ſhe ſent for me. The pain 
afteted the Temporal Muſcle with heat and Tumour, and her Head with 
Twitchings and frequent Startings. She kept her bed, and was faint and 
weak: {h2 had neither purged nor bled. I felt her Pulſe ſmall, which I 
judged to ve rather from oppreſſion than weakneſs, there being no conſide- 
rable cauſe for the latter. I perſ[waded her to be let bloud, which with ſome 
unwillingneſs the yielded to. I opened a Vein in her right Arm : the bloud 
flowing out in a full ſtream, and being ſerous, I took away ten ounces ; then 
embrocated the Tumour with ol. cham, warm, and dipt Wool in it, and ap- 
plied it upon the Part afteted. A Clyſter was given her ſome hours after, 
and an Emulſion preſcribed her, of which ſhe drank a good draught that 
night, and repeated it at pleaſure. The pain continuing, a Cataplaſm was 
applied ex rad. lilior. fol. malvu@, wiolar. flor. cham. ſem. fenug. made up with 
a few crums of White-bread, Saffron, Yolk of an egg, and ol. ſambuct 
the Parts being firſt fomented with ſome of the Decoction, and part of the 
Liquor caſt in with a Syringe; Wooll alſo was dipt in the ſame, and put into 
the Ear. By theſe Applications an Apoſtemation diſcharged it ſelf thereout ; 
yet the Tumour did not much ſlacken. Therefore I purged her with an [n- 
fuſion of ſena, rhabarb. &c. in which wasdiſſolved Manna, and ſyr. rof. pallid, 
whereby ſhe was ſomewhat relieved. - A day or two after I purged her with 
Whey, Manna, and Crem. tartar. and afterwards repeated it: the Tumour the 
while diſcuſſed, her Menſes came down, and ſhe recovered. 

| was ſent for to a Child of about two years of age diſeaſed with a large 
Tumour of an oval figure, hard and inflamed, under the right Ear. I em- 
brocated the Tumour with ol. /il;or. © cham. and direQed a Cataplaſm to be 
applicd of a few malve & viel. with the Crums of a White loaf boiled in 
Milk, and made up with axwuyxg. porcin. Yolk of an Egg, and a little Saffron. 
And the day atter, calling there again, and ſeeing the Tumour hard, I ad- 
viſed a Lily-root to be roaſted under embers, and beat up with the remain- 
ing Cataplalm : by which in two or three days it ſuppurated. I opened it 
by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a well-concoRted Matter, and in few days after 
cured it by Digeſtion, &c. -, 
Amongſt 
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Amongſt the many diſeaſed people that came to me at the publick Hea- 4. obſer- 


ling in November 1673- there was a Child of about two. years of age diſeaſed Y. 


with 2 hard inflamed Tumour Iying round behind the leſt Ear. I direQted 
one of my Servants to apply an Emplaſt. diachyl. cum gummi malaxed with 
unguent. dialthee : and the fourth day after, feeling it ſuppurated, we open- 
ed it by a Cauſtick about half an inch long in the declining Part, and gave 
vent to 2 well-concoted Matter. From that time it was dreſſed with «- 
uent. bafilic. in the form of a Cerote. Thus the hardnels was refolved, 
and, as the Matter diſcharged, the Abſceſs healed within in few days with 
little or no pain or trouble : whereas if it had been opened by Incifion, it 
muſt have been kept open by a Tent, and been rendred more painful and

-. An old Gentleman, a Servant to the King below ſtairs, brought his Son to 5: 
me, an infirm Youth of about thirteen years of age, having a large Tumour 


behind his right Ear ariſing from a crude Matter. It had been of ſome years 
growth. I applied Emplaſtr. ad ſtrumas cum ſtercore columbino, to diſculs it ; 
but it heated : whereupon I applied a Cataplaſm, one of the Suppuratives 
above mentioned, and-concotted'it ; then opened it by Cauſtick, and dif- 
charged a mixt crude Matter. The Ulcer being ſordid, I laid it more open, 
and dreſſed it with mwndif. Paracelf, with alum. uſt. and Merc. pracipitat. and 
-drefled the Efcar and inciſed Lips with Digeſtives. . After the ſeparation of 
the Eſcar , I deterged the Abſceſs more powerfully by the uſe of the Vitriol- 
ſtone and Precipitate, and afterwards incarned by the common Incarnative 
uſed in ſuch caſes, and cicatrized it ſmooth without any remaining hard- 
neſs : and the youth enjoys his health well ſince. ©

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having long laboured under Scor- 6. obfer- 
-butical affetions, was ſeized with a ſlow Fever ; his Head was afteted with '** 


'Vapours, and his Spirits oppreſſed : during which a Tumour aroſe behind 
his left Ear, and reach d down under that Jaw, growing big and hard, of a 
'dark red colour. ' We endeavoured 'by difcutient and emollient Cataplaſms 
and Embrocations of various forts ; but it would not yield to any of them.

CHAP. X. 


Of 4 Carbuncle. 


Carbuncle is a round hard Tumour ariſing ſomewhat like an angry Boil, 


—— of a dark red colour, accompanied with the higheſt circumſtances of 


pain and Inflammation, with many Zlcuſcala round about ir, never coming 
to digeſtion till it hath corrupted the Part which ut ſeizeth, fo that the whole 
piece cometh away, if the Patient recover. 

It oweth its Original to a very high Degeneration of the Bloud into a Hu- 
mour that is of a cauſtick quality, which fuddenly ariſing ſeizeth the Part 
and corrupteth it, burning it as it were to a coal, from whence i hath its 
Name. 

The Cauſes of theſe Degenerations of the Bloud are divers. The moſt uſu- 
al is a peſtilential Infetion. But it is not ſeldom found that the Humours 
of ſome bodies do corrupt intoſo great a degree of virulency, as to cauſe ſuch 
a Tumour when there is no appearance of a Plague. Hence 4tis that they 
are divided into peſtilential, and not peſtilential : which diſtinion hath re- 
ference more to the antecedent Cauſe than to the Tumour it ſelf. 

Therefore it is that, let the Carbuncle be of which fort it will, the Sym- 
ptoms attending it are much alike ; viz. xauſea, vomiting, dejetion of appe- 
tite, fremor, palpitation of the heart, frequent ſwouning, delirium, &c. 

The peſtilent is diſtinguiſhed from the non-peſtilent by the greatneſs of 
the Symptoms, and the [nfefion that is in the air. bb 

A great Carbuncle is more dangerous than a ſmall one, and the black is 
more pernicious than the inflamed red one. Thole that are in the Emunqto- 
ries, Throat, or near any principal Part, have more of danger then thoſe 
that are ſeated remote in the Limbs, eſpecially in the muſculous Fleſh, The 
moſt dangerous Symptom of all is the return of the Matter of the Carbuncle 
into the Bloud again. | 
 Inthe Cure of a Carbuncle two things offer themſelves to our confiderati- 
on : 1. the antecedent Cauſe, the over-heated corrupt Bloud abounding in 
the Body ; 2. the conjunQ, or the Humour afteing the Parc, and making 
'the Carbuncle. | 

In order to the firſt, a regulation in Diet ought to be obſerved, and the 
Bloud fermenting in the body to be evacuated by Veneſetion, eſpecially in 
thoſe that are not peſlilential, and that to fainting : but in the peſtilential 
it is judged not fo fafe, leſt thereby the maljgnity be-drawn inward ; |bur if 
youdo {ct bloud, it muſt be 1n the beginning , whilſt the-body is iſtrong {to 
bear it. And'foraſmuch as Bleeding ſcarce evacuates all the depraved |Hu- 
mours, therefore Parging is preſcribed, left by the abounding; of. carrupe Hu- 
mours the native heat ſhould be extinguilbed. But in -peſtilential: Carbuneles 
there is alſo a Caution required upon the ſame con(ideration.as in-Bleeding :: 
therefore we content our {elves with Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, aswas- 
#a, cafſia, clefuar. lenitiv. diaprun. and the like ; and praceed in reſiſting :the 
ma! gaty by alexipharmaca, viz. theriaca, Mithridat. eleft. de ous, confett. al- 
kerm. de byaciuths, &c. The heat of the bloud may be contemperated by ſ1- 
rup. faces citr. limo. acetoſ. borrag. bugloſ. &c. Or, Þ conſ. borrag, .bugloſs.

In treating the Carbuncle as it relates to the conjun& Cauſe, you ought 
to conſider the ſtrength of the Patient ; and if it be not likely to thruſt forth 
kindly, you are to endeavour by AttraQion to aſſiſt nature in the bringing it 
outward, by the application of a ſuch like Cataplaſm: B ſummzitar. rutz Mij. 
fermenti acris 5ij. ficus vet. num. vilj. piperts albi 51j. ſalis com. 51. Miſce. Or 
that Cataplaſm propoſed in the Diſcourſe of Bubo ex therzaca coft. in cepa ex- 
cavata, And, it there be ocaſion, Cupping-glaſſes may be applied to help 
it forward. But if the Body be ſtrong and plerhorick, and the Carbuncle 
thruſt forth with raging heat and pain, then that Cataplaſm preſcribed by 
Galen, ex foliis plantag, pan. tritic. decoed in Wine, may be of good uſe, it 
being by him commended to have the virtue moderately to repreſs the heat 
and to digeſt. Others have propoſed an Emplaſter of Plantane-leaves, Galls, 
Lentils, and Wheat-bran, beaten up with Vinegar, and having thus mitiga- 
ted its heat, they endeavour Suppuration. 

But 1 never ſaw a true Carbuncle ſuppurate: therefore if the aforeſaid Me: 
dicaments avail not, I adviſe the ſcarifying or cutting deep into it, to give a 
breathing to the Humour; then dreſs it with ſome Eſcarotick that may re- 
ſiſt its malignity, zroch. Andronis, polyide. Some Authors have propoſed 
the Cauſtick. Without doubt the actual Cautery timely applied on ſome of 
them would ſave the Patient much pain, and ſhorten the Cure: for the ma- 
lignity being thereby conſumed, the Eſcar might without much difficulty be 
digeſted, the heat about the Carbuncle alleviated the while by one of the 
above-mentioned Cataplaſms, and the Ulcer cured by the common method. 
But I refer this 'to the conſideration of the Chirurgeon; and ſhall give you 
an Inſtance of a Carbuncle to confirm what I have delivered. 


N the time of the laſt great Plague a Perſon of Honour, about fixty years 

of age, of a groſs Body and highly ſcorbutical, was after dinner ſeized 
with a Rigour and Vomiting. His Phyſician Sir Francis Prujean being out 
of Town, he ſent for me. IſuſpeQing it to be the beginning of ſome malign 
Fever, deſired to be excuſed, his condition requiring rather a knowing Phyfi- 
cian than a Chirurgeon: but I was afterwards fetch'd by a more powerful 
meſſenger, and found the Patient in his bed, vomiting, and in a burning Fe- 
ver. I adviſed the giving him Carduus Poſſet to further his Vomiting ; du- 
ring which I ſent for a mixture of theriaca Yeneta & conſe Iujule, and a cordial 
Julep of ag. dracont. &tc. as it is above ſet down in the method of Cure; of the 
former I gave him a morſel, and ſome of the Julep after it, and adviſed his Ser- 
vants to repeat the ule of them once in four hours. He reſted very diſquierly 
that night, but in the morning I found him more calm. 1 let him bloud, and 
directed a Clyſter to he given that afternoon.. As I was taking my leave of 
him he defired me to Jook upon his Back, it being very fore. I ſuppoſed 
his Fontanels (which he had long continued inter Scapalas ) were uneaſfie; 
and, making way to look upon them, I found his Malady four fingers breadth 
beneath the right Fontanel. It was a dark red Swelling, about the bigneſs of 
2 ſmall Cheſnut, lying very hard between the muſculous Fleſh and Skin, with 
many ſmall white Wheals about it of the ſimple Herpes. I was ſomewhat ſur- 
prized at the ſight, and dreſſed it haſtily up with unguent. bafilic. and retired to 
my houſe to make ready that Cataplaſm of Galex's, which I ſoon after applied, 
and continued the uſe of it ſome days: during which the Carbuncle increaſed 
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in breadth and hardneſs, the Zlcaſcula alſo ſpred round it. Upon which con- 
ſideration I applied the ſuppurative Cataplatm abovemention'd, to endeavour 
Maturation; and on the Zlcuſcala and Parts about anguent. nutritum, to calm 
the burning heat. The Patient's Body was kept loluble by Clyſters and leni- 
ent Purgatives; the cordial EleQtuary and Julep were allo trequently repea- 
ted, and his Diet was Broths with Wood-forrel and ſuch like Contempera- 
tives boild in them. Nevertheleſs the Fever continued, and the Patient lay 
dozed and ſomewhat delirous, as alſo troubled with a Sz#galtus and Aphthe. 
Obſerving him daily more indiſpoſed, and the Carbuncle increaſing in Bulk, 
and not likely to ſuppurate, I ſcarified deep into it, waſhed it with a Solution 
of theriaca Veneta & mel /Egyptiac. in aceto vini, then fill'd the Incifions with 
pulver. troch. polyidz, and applied a Cataplaſm over all ex farina orobi decotted 
in Oxymel. By the uſe of theſe Applications the Zlcaſcula dried, and the 
Carbuncle gleeted but by the uſe of Lenients it digeſted after a few days; 
and as the Eſcar ſeparated, a well conco&ted Matter ditcharged in great quan- 
tity daily more and more: yet the ſeparation of the mortified Carbuncle 
had left a very large Opening, and there appeared no conſiderable Swelling 
whereby one might judge the Cavity large. But feeling the Parts about, and 
preſſing my hand upon the right Clavicle and under that Axi4a, the Matter 
poured out abundantly ; yet theſe Parts were not inflamed during the growth 
of the Carbuncle. This put me upon a neceſſity of making an [nciſion pro- 
portionably, and, cutting off the flapping Lips to prevent the retention of 
Matter, I then dreſſed the Abſceſs with mundificat. ex apio, and the Tender Lips 
with the common Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum vitello ovi; and applied a Cata- 
plaſm ex farina kordei, fabar. flor. roſ. rub. &c. decoted in Oxymel, with Com- 
preſs and Bandage. We had often propoſed the conſulting a Phyſician, but 
thoſe of his acquaintance were out of Town. Accidentally I met with DoQor 
Tho, Cox about the twentieth day near the Patient's houſe,and prevailed with 
him to viſit this Perſon. He ſaw the Abſceſs dreſſed, and the Patient labou- 
ring under the Singultus and Aphthe, allo fo dozed as he ſcarce ſpake to the 
Phyſician. He preſcribed the Patient Cordials, and what elſe he thought 
neceſſary, and left ſeveral Preſcriptions for the Family. Until then they 
ſuſpeRed not the Diſeaſe ; though the Servants that waſhed his Linnen brake 
out in Blanes on there Hands and Arms as far as they were in the Sope-ſuds. 
From the Time I made that large Opening the Matter leſined, and the Ca- 
vities healed up by agglutination, the Ulcer incarned, and was cicatrized by 
the common Epuloticks. 

| The fame year 1 was fetched to a Child at nurſe in Weſtminſter, that had 
been ſome days ſick of a peſtilential Fever, during which a Carbuncle thruſt 
forth in the right Breaſt a little below the Clavicle, of the Compaſs of a 
broad Shilling; but ir was then ſunk, and of a black colour. I divided it, 
and gave vent to a bloudy ſerum, and ſaw the Fleſh underneath it found: it 
was without Inflammation. Idreſſed it up with warm Digeſtives, and ap- 
plied an Emplaſter of Mzthridare on it; then gave it ſome Elef. de ove dif 
ſolved ina ſpoonful of ag. theriacalis. I came too late, for the Child died a 
tew hours after. | 
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Aronychia, (o called by the Greeks, is a ſmall Swelling about the Nails Deſcripti- 
and ends of the Fingers, known amongſt the Lati»s by the name of 
Fanaritium : by the vulgar people amongſt us it is generally called a Whzt- Names, 
aw. 
4 There are two forts of Paronychiz: they both affte& one and the ſame Diferen- 
Part, and are frequently taken one for the other, but are very different in ©* 
their Symptoms. We ſhall diſtinguiſh them by the names of benign, and 
malign. The former riſe ſuperficially under the Catzzcula, and come fud- 
denly to Suppuration: whereas. the malign Paronychia lieth deep among{t 
the Ligaments and Tendons, and is flow in coming to maturity. I ſuppoſe 
it is that which is commonly called a Felon. 

The benign or milder Species takes it Original from a bilious hot ſerum : Cauſes. 
the other is commonly ſaid to proceed from Aduſtion in the Bloud with a 
mixture of Choler or ſalt Phlegm. ; 

Paronychie may truly be reckoned amongſt the Inflammations, they ari- 52%. 
ſing with great pain and burning heat, with Pulfation and Tenſion. The 
benign comes ſoon to maturation, and may be diſcerned by change of colour 
in the Cuticula, rhe Matter appearing under it as in a Bliſter. 

The Signs of a malign Paronychia are an intenſe vehement pain deep 
amongſt the Ligaments and Tendons, with .Fever, Fainting and a flow 
Suppuration. | 

The Prognoſtick may be made by what hath been delivered of them, vz. Do 
that the benign cometh ſoon to Suppuration, and is as eaſily cured : the worſt ** 
danger that can happen it 1s but a loſs of the Nall. 

The other, which lieth deep, is of a malign quality ; and, if it be not 
ſpeedily removed, will corrupt the Perzoſteum, rot the Bone, and ſoon extend 
its putrefaction to the next Joynt, and threaten the welfare of the Hand. 
| In the Cure of Paronychia Authors generally make no diſtintion. They Cure. 
propoſe evacuation by Bleeding, and the obſervance of a ſlender Diet, as in T0 pr" 
a Phlegmon. Concerning Topicks, they commend Repellents in the begin- ancients, 
ning of the Fluxion, bur not. with much aſtringency, ( unleſs as Intercipi- 
ents upon the Parts above )leſt the Matter ſhould thereby be impacted in the 
Part, and corrupt the Bone: yet the Medicaments they then preſcribe do all 
partake of that quality ; as, Be ol. roſ. & myrtill. cum ſucco ſelani & bol. Armen. 
and, þ galas virides cum aceto mixt. Others mix Lenients with them, as 
that of ſucc. ſolani, plantag. portulac. umbilic. Yener. mucilag. ſem. pſyllit, cum 
diftis ſuccis vel aceto extratt. to which they add bol. Armen. gallas & champhor. 
cum ol. rof. & myrtifl. and ungent. alb. Popul. &c. Others mix Diſcutients 
with Repellents : as that of Parcel. galla cum melle mixta; or, RB ol. maſtich. 

ol. olivar. matur. an. 5j. antimonii crad. 5\%. thuris 5iij. reſin. pini & cerg, a. 
q- S. Miſce ; or that ſulpharis vivi, fuliginis, allii, ſal. com. ſem. carui, an. p. eq. 
Miſce. In caſe of pain, B fol. malug, hyoſcyami, rad. althee, ſem. pſylii, lini, 
fenugrect : and theſe are Suppuratives, of which divers others are preſcri- 
bed by them. All which are proper 1n the benign” Paronychia, as they are 
ſer down, and ſome of them may be applicd to the malign one in its very be- 
8Laning ; but while you endeayour Suppuration in it the Bone will certainly 
corrupt 
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corrupt. Therefore if the pain go not off by the firſt Applications give 
breathing to the Humour by cutting deep into the part moſt atieRed, and 
then dreſs it up by ſuch like Lenients as follow : & ſem. ini, fenug. pulv. 
an. 51%. macilag. ſem. pſyll:i 5j. vitell. unius ovi, croci, an 5j. pingued. galling aut. 
butyri recent. q. ſ. fiat Cataplaſma. Or, dreſs it with «»guent. bajilic. by which 
the Wound will cure, if the Humour hath not altered the Part: if it hath 
proceed as ſhall be ſhewed in the following Obſervations. 

I ſhall begin with the Benign or milder Species, commonly called a Whze- 
flaw. It is a Diſeaſe ſo common, that I think there is none but knows what 
it is, and how to cure it. Yet I ſhall give you two or three Inſtances, the 
better to diſtinguiſh it from the other. 


Pareny- Child of about four years of age was brought to me whilſt I was dreſ- 
ch1a be- ſing a Patient in a Noble Family. The Child was pained with a ſmall 
i" obſcr. red Swelling about the inſide and root of the Nail of one of the Fingers. [ 
vat. applied a little cera?. Galen? upon it. The ſecond day after I found the Mat- 


ter ſhine under the Skin, and the Swelling lie like a Bliſter about part of the 
Nail. I opened it, as I had often ſeen the common people, by paſſing a 
Needle through the Skin: it diſcharged a thin yellow Matter, and by two 
Dreſſings with augzevt. bafilic. it cured. 

2. Obſer- Such another I met with in the Finger of a Friend lying upon one fide of the 

vat: Nail I opened it with a Lancet, and after the diſcharge of thc Matter pared 
away that ſide of the Nail, and dreſſed the Bliſter with a Pl-dgit of a»guent. 
tutizg. Himſelf cured it with ſome of the fame in two or three days. 

3. Obſer- A Gentleman came to me not long ſince with one of theſe very large upon 

me the pulp of one of his Thumbs; it lay like a great Bliſter. I let it out with 
my Lancet, and dreſſed it up with «gent. ba/ilic. and gave him ſome of the 
ſame to cure it. 

\ 4; obſer- _ Another ! ſaw lie under the fore-part of the Nail and Finger, very painful 

_ for the while, bur it quickly ſuppurated by Lenients. The Matter being let 
out, and part of the Nail cut away, it cured in a few days. But when this 
happens in ſcrophulous Children, or where acrimony abounds, the Cure is 
vexatious enough: but it doth ſeldom corrupt the Bone, nor is the pain con- 
ſiderable compared with that which paſſes under the name of a Felon or ma- 
lign Paronychia; of which I ſhall now give you ſome Inſtances. 


Parony- A Gentlewoman came to my houſe one night late, complaining exceed- 
chia ms- ingly of a pain in the pulp of one of her Fore-fingers. I looked upon it, and 
*ofer felt it hot, but ſaw nothing of Swelling whereby I could judge it fo ill. She 
vat, ſeemed ready to iwound with the pain. I propoſed the making Incifion in- 
to it to the Bone, not imagining ſo fearful a creature would have permitted 
it; but ſhe readily aſſented : whereupon I preſently made a Puncture deep 
in the moſt pained part to the Bone, and ſuffered it to bieed while I made a 
Dreſſing of «nguent. bafilicon to apply upon it with an Emplaſi. e bolo; which 
being applied, ſhe complained of the ſmarting of the Wound, but ſaid it was 
nothing to the pain ſhe felt before. The next day I waited upon her at her 
Lodging: ſhe had ſlept well that night and in perfed eaſe. I took off the 
Dreſſing, and faw the Wound agglutinated, then dreſſed it as the night be- 
fore, and from that time dreſſed it no more. After the ſame manner I have 
freed many in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. 
2. Obſer- A young Fellow attending in a Nqbleman's houſe was ſeized with a grie- 
__ vous pain in the pulp of one of his Fore-fingers, and cFne to me bemoaning 
his condition. The part afteRed felt hot, but ſeemed neither inflamed os 
[UC 
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much ſwelled. I preſt in the point of my [nciſion-khife into the place where 
he was moſt pained, and in the drawing out the Knife enlarged the Wound 
a little. There ſeemed to iflue out only a little Bloud; which I permitted a 
while to flow, then dreſſed it up with a Pledgit of wgaent. bafilicon and 2 
Emplaſtr. © bolo. The ſecond day aiter I met him, took oft the Dreſlings,and 
faw the Wound cured: and he ſaid the pain went off that night he went 


from me. 
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Another Young man ſerving in a Noble Family was afflicted with a pain 3- Obſer- 


in the pulp of one of his Thumbs, and after three or four days trial of fe-" 


veral Applications he was commended to me. His Thumb being inflamed 
and ſwelled, I made Incifion into it to the Bone : this not only bled, but 
gleeted a few drops. I dreſſed it with Lenients, and rowled it moderately, 
hoping thereby to agglutinate it. The ſecond day after I took off the Dreſ- 
ſings, and, finding the Wound open and vndigeſted, dreſſed it up with 32 
Doflil dipt in Merc. precipitat. with Emplaſter and Bandage. The third 
day after I dreſſed it again. The Doſfil came off with a Slough , and left 
the Ulcer diſpoſed to Dygeſtion. 1 dreſſed it with a leſs Doſfil ſpred with 
bafilicon and Praccipitate, with a Pledgit of ungzevt. diapompholiges , and an 
Emplaſter over it. From that day it digeſted, and cured in fix or leven. 
The occaſion of its not healing by Agglutination, as the others did, was from 
the alteration (I ſuppoſe) the /chor had began to make in the bottom of rhe 
Wound : which may, I think, enovgh ſhew the neceſlity of laying-theſe Tu- 
mours open moretimely, unleſs they have diſcovered ſome other way of dil- 
cuſſing the Humour : which I conſeſs I have not been able to make our, 
though I have tried many Medicaments commended in ſuch caſes. Fore/tus, 
in his fifth Book and ſixteenth Obſervation, ſets down ſome arcana in the 
Cure of it: but after.the trial of them, we find him foiled in the Care of 
his Patient and the fame Patient cured by another Chirurgeon, by the laying 
it open, and taking the rottep Bone our. | 
I ſhall now ſhew you what they are when they have been longer treated by 
Suppuratives,and the like. | _ 


A Servant to an officer of the Court was hrought to me ſorely alicted 4. Obſer- 
with one of theſe Paronychiz in his Fore finger by the ſide gf the Nail. He 


had been under hands that had treated it with Medicaments till the putre- 
tatian within had rotted the Ligaments and. Perioſteum, and bared the Bane 
of the firſt Joint,and apaſtemated it to the third Joint.- I laid it open by Inquli- 
on from the yery end of the Finger downwards the length of the Abſc (5, and 
dreſſed it with Merc. pracipitar. applying Dgſſils over it ſpred with 2 Digeſtive 
to keep the Lips of the Wound diſtended, and with long ſnips of .Emp!. 4;a- 
chalcit. rowled it up, leaving way berween for the Matter toil 

which I repeated 2 moderate Bandage to preſs out the Matter in the Part, and 
reſtrain the Influx, and reduce the Finger to its former ſhape. The third da 
1 dreſſed it again, and, finding the Ulcer ſordid and over-grown with looſe 
fleſh, rubb'g.it with the Vitrjol-ſtone, filling the Ulcer again with Merc. preci- 
pitar. and dreſſed it yp as before. By this method I deterged the Ulcer, and 
with Sarcoticks incarned.it, and. by the application of Epuloticks with Ban- 
dape cicatrized.it, and reduged the Finger to its natural ſhape, ſo that he -re-

A Lady commended a Poor woman.to me, who brought her Child, a little 5- 0bſer- 


ry end of the Fore-finger and under the Nail. The «nd of the Finger was 
rotted away, and the Bone ſticking out bare : the Nail was alſo rotten, and 
heaved up by the putrefation underneath.it. I togk hold. of the Nail with 


Boy of about. five years .of age, grievauſly diſeaſed of a Paronychia on the ve- " 
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my Forceps, deſigning, to cut it off, (it lying in my way ;) but it ſeparated 
off from the root more eaſily. I alſo pinch'd off as much of the end of the 


| Bone as was naked, rubbd the loofe Fleth gnd the remaining Bone with 


my Vitriol-ſtone, and applied a Pledgit of Lint dipt in a Solution of 7/ufur. 
vitriolt next the Bone, then filld the Ulcer with Pracipitate, laying over it 
an Emplaſtr. ungaent. & lithargyro with a moderate Bandage. The third day 


I dreffed it again, and found a ſeparation of the corrupt fleſh : but the Mat- 


ter was more than I could reafonably expe from ſuch an Ulcer. Whereupon 
T made a farther ſearch, aud found a Sizus running the length of the ſecond 
Joint. I preſently made an Inciſion that length, and filld up the Opening 
with Doflils dipt in Lenients, then dreſſed the more corrupt parts with the 
ſame Medicaments as before, and rowled it up. The third day after I took 
oft the Dreſlings, and found the Bone covered with its Perzo/feum in the Sinus 


' I had laſt opened : but it was full of a looſe Fleſh the whole length. I dreſſed 


it as I had done the former ; the Vitriol-Stone vang. of great uſe in theſe U]- 
cers which ſo abound with luxurious Fleſh amongſt the Tendons : for by it 
the corrupt Fleſh is 'dried up without offending the Nerves, Tendons, or o- 
ther ſound Parts ; and the Ulcer may be deterged, according as it is touched, 
more or leſs; and the Bone it felf, where it 15 bare or carious, may be driey 
by it, and diſpoſed to mouider off. Where the Zyperſarcofts was great, there 
I alſo ſprinkled it with Precipitate, whereby Imore ſpeedily freed rhe Ulcer 
of its putrefation ; and by the. application of long ſnips of Emplaſter rowled 
about the Finger I reſtrained the influx of Humour. By moderate Com- 
preſſion I reſtored the Finger to its true ſhape; and by the common Epuloticks 
cicatrized it, without more loſs of the 'Bone' than what I cur off at the firſt 
Drefling, the Stump exfoliating inſenfibly. 


Whilſt I had the'honour to attend the King at the Z7ague, a Woman rela- 


ted to one of the Princeſs Royal's Servants had been lamentably afflicted with 
one of theſe malign Ulcers in the Fore-finger of her right Hand : by reaſon of 
the long application of Suppuratives the Bones of the firſt and: ſecond Joinr 
wererotted, and the putrefation had ſpred round, and corrupted their Liga- 


-- ments,” I made Incifion the length of the Abſceſs,and upon farther ſearch fee- 


ling the Bones riot only rotten; but looſe, I took them both out , and ſe- 
parated the' Nail from ſome. part of the Ligament to which it adhered; then 
deterg'd the Ulcer by filling it with Precipitate, dreſſed the Lips with Di- 
geſtives,” and rowled it up. After I had thus deterged it, and by Compreſles 
and Bandage reduced the Finger to a better figure, I leſt off the uſe of Doſ- 
fils, and by Tong pieces'of Emplaſter brought the Lips together, and left the

 TheWifeof aBirmaker attending the Court, whilſt we Were at S.Johnſtor's - 
Scotland, 
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Scotland, was ſeized with a pain in the end of her Fore-finger, and defired my 
advice. I told her the nature of the Diſeaſe, and ſhewed her the neceſſity of 
making a PunQture with an Inciſton-knife into the pained Part: but ſhe went 
murmuring away from me, and made ule of ſome other, who endeavoured to 
ſuppurate it. In the while T made her a viſit or two to perſwade her from 
that method ; but ſhe would not permit me to open it. Some while after, the 
putrefaction being increaſed, it made its way out, and diſcharged ſome of its 
Sordes. This they called Suppuration, and promiſed themſelves a ſpeedy 
Cure, cenſuring me for adviſing her to open it before Maturation. But 
in theſe Abſceſſes the Suppuration is falſe, and rarely happens till rhe Bone 
and Ligaments are corrupted: which after a while the finding too true, made 
friends to me; at whoſe defire I viſited her, and found the Finger miſerably 
ſwelled, and the Ulcer ſordid, the Bone lying rotten in it. I dreffed it wirh 
Deterlives, and offered to her conſideration, whether ſhe would permit the 
Ulcer to be cut open, ( for Cauſticks are of ill uſe in Ulcers with Caries in theſe 
Parts,) and dreſſed with ſuch Medicaments as might cleanle it, and diſpoſe 
the Bone to exfoliate, which would be along work, and uncertain; or that 
ſhe would without more delay permit it to be cut off,and thereby have it ſpee- 


dily cured. After ſome demurr, ſhe tubmitted to the latter; and I cur itoff 


with a Chiſel, dreſſed up the. Stump with pulv. Galeni cum albumine ovi, 
and rowled it on. The ſecond day after I dreſſed it cum terebinth. & witell. 
ovi, &c. and digeſted it ; and aiterwards 1 incarncd it with the common Sarco- 
ticks, and cicatrized it in few days with. anguezt. deficcat. rubr. and Pledgits 
dipt in agua calcis. She gave me a zreat many good words for the ridding her 
of ſuch a painful Finger, but never forgave me thc neglect ( as ſhe called it } 
of dreſſing it with Suppuratives; ſhe ſuppoſing that | could fo have cured it, 
and would not. It was a crime which might be the eaſllier forgiven her, ſince 
we meet with it {o often in ſome of our. own Profeſſion. 
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Terygion is an Excreſcence cf fleſh about the Nails of the Fingers or Toes. Guſt. 


A Whitflaw ariſing about the Nails is often the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe in 
the Fingers: it is alſo cauſed by ſome Bruiſe of the fleſh under or about the 
Nails. Sometime an Excreſcence ariſeth from the root of the Nails by reaſon 


of ſome Puſtule that preceded; in which caſe the Membrane underneath is 


often concerned. 


It happeneth alſo in the Toes through ſome Bruiſe or preſſure of the Nail, 
eſpecially where the Nail is thick and hard, as ſome over-grown Nails are, 


whence pain and Inflammation is ſtirred up, and an eruption of Matter fol- 


loweth, which being exaſperated by a continual pricking or preflure of the 
Nail, the Ulceration ſpreads and corrupts it, and thruſts out Excreſcences 
and looſe fleſh round about. When this happeneth in poor people, who travel 
much 1n the wet and dirt, and want that accommodation which is neceſſary 
to keep their feet dry and clean, the Matter corrupts the Tendons and Bones; 
as I have frequently ſeen amongſt our common Souldiers in the timeof the Ci 


vil wars, and amongſt ſome of the poor people that come out of the Coun-

try 
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try in the time of publick Healing, to be touched for the Xing's Evil, 
They take their Difference from the Cauſe, and Part which they affedt: ſome 
riſing ſuperficially in the ſides of the Nail with eroſion; whereas others, ari- 
ſing from the Tendons, corrupt the Bones. 2+ oh 
Signs. The Signs are evident, viz. the Ulceration and Excreſcences appearing abour 
the root or ſides of or under the Nails with pain. If it affte& rhe Tendons or 
Membrane under the Nail, the pain is more vehement : if the Bone be corrup- 
ted, the putrefative Smell will diſcover it. 
Progno- [In the PrerygionaffeQting the Skin there is nogreat difficulty of Cure: if the 
flick. Nail be pared away, the Ulceration will ſoon heal. Bur if it ariſe (rom the 
Tendons or Membrane at the root of the Nail, the work 1s more hard, and in 
old people, or Bodies il] habited, 1t 15 apt to gangrene. 
In the Cure of the ſuperficial Ulcerattons with looſe fleſh arifing about the 
Nail, you are in the firſt place to cut away the Nail, thar you may apply your 
Medicaments to the Ulceration, which-may conſume or dry the looſe fleſh and 
cicatrize it : in which caſe you may uſea httledry Lint, or Lint dipt in ag. cal- 
cis and dried, or palv. cort.. graxat. balauſt. terr. figillat. lap. tutiz ; in ſtronger 
habits, Merc. precipitat. You are to avoid the application of moiſt or greaſy 
Medicaments, for they rot the Nails, and increaſe the Ulceration. The Excre- 
ſcences ariſing from the Tendons or Membrane at the roots of the Nails, require 
Medicaments more powerfully drying; ſuch as are zs u/tum, ſquame tris, calx 
viva, troch, polyide, Andronis, Muſe : yea the Cauſtick-ſtone warily uſed, Merc. 
precipit. and the Vitriol or Alume-ſtone, may ſerve to cicatrize the Ulcer.

CHAP. XIII. 
Of Pernio. 


JErnio is a peculiar Inflammation,and belongeth to Bloud,it raiſeth a thick 
_red Swelling with itching pain in the Hands and Feet. 

' Thoſe affeting the Hands are generally called Ch:/4/azes, and under that 
notion [ haveſeen them in the Faces of ſome tender perſons,who do not often 
expoſe'rhem to the air without a mask. When they affe& the Feet they are 
called K'ibes. 

Tais Diſeaſe happens ſometimes in people of age, but more often in Chil- 

The outward Casſe is the nipping cold air in the Winter ſeaſon, which pier- 
ceth the Skin, maketh painful.Swellings,and at the fame time ſhutteth up the 
Pores ſo as the Humour cannot tranſpire , whereupon it corrupts and raiſes 
little Wheals or Blifſters, which ulcerate the Cxticula , and corrode into the 
Skin, and ſometimes deeper, as in Kibes is frequently ſeen. | 

The internal Caufe may be taken from ſome indiſpoſition of the Bloud. 

The S7gns are manifeſt in the back of the Hands and Fingers, they appea- |! 
ring/as we generally expreſs them,ſwelled with cold. They are of a thick red 
colour, and thruſt out many ſmall Wheals which itch very much, and being 
rubb'd do' ulcerate and chop the Skin, and diſcharge a thin Humour. AX'ibes 
appear aiter the ſame manner in the Heels. h | : 

Chilblanes are exempt from danger, but are vexatious, and not eaſie to 

cure 
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cure whilſt the cold weather laſts, and being cured are apt to return yearly. 
The #ibes may prove dangerous, and difficult ro cure, it they be any whit 
neglefed, the Matter being apt-to ulcerate the Fleſh to the Bone, and ſome- 
times gangrene. ag JPY B 

In the Cure the manner of living is to be conſidered, eſpecially that they *** 
defend themſelves from cold, and keep their Feet dry and warm. . Of the 
Medicaments proper in this Diſcaſe ſome are preſervative, while the Skin is 
whole ; and others are curative, and neceſſary when they are whealed and 
ulcerated. : | 

The Preſervatives are, as I have ſaid, to cloath the Parts warm, that the 
Pores may be open to give a breathing to the Humour : to which purpoſe 
furred Gloves and woolen Mittens and Socks are to be commended , alfo 
Dog-skin Gloves for the poorer fort ; the richer may have oiled Gloves. 
Socks dipt in Brandy-wine and worn are preventive. The Mariners to pre- 

_ vent this Diſeaſe in their Hands dip their Mittens in Sea water, and having 

wrung out the water, draw them on. All Fomentations, whether it be freſh 
water, or Beef or Fiſh broth, are proper to further Tranſpiration. In the 
Cure we commend the DecoRion of warm Plants, as Wormwood, Southern- 
wood, Mugwort, Marjoram, Thyme, Hyiſſop, Rue, Roſemary, Bays and 
Juniper, with their Berries. Turneps are the? ſpecifick, and if they be fro- 
zen they are more efficacious.

Of-a Varix. 


"Fltherto T have treated of Tumours ariſing from'the ſerous part of the 


nal trom pure Bloud ; and they are of three forts, Yarix, Ecchymofis, and 
Auneuriſtna. DER | 

Parix is the dilatation of a Vein * it -happeneth in divers parts of the Body. ; 
but for the moſt part the Thighs and Legs, the Teſticles and. hzmorrhoidal 
Veins, and-in Women the Belly, are frequently afteQed. 


[t proceedeth from the reſtagnition of groſs Bloud, which being tranſmit- 


ted into the Veins,cither by reaſon of the depending of the Part,or from ſome 
other preſſure upon the Veſſtl,or elſe by itsown groſneſs, proves unapt for Cir- 
culation. Then,in ſtead of continuing its current proportionably to the other: 
Parts, it ſtops in the place and coagulates, and by degrees increaſeth it ſelf by 
the acceſſionof the like particles out of the ſucceeding Blond ; and, inlarging 
its bulk, dilaterh its Veſſels into a capacity big enough to receive it. This 
coagulation of Bloud in a Yarix'is not ſo entire as to ſtop the pallage wholly 
up. For the ſucceeding current alway forceth at leaſt; its thinner parts by the 
ſides-of the Coagaulum, and conſequently helpeth the dilatation. But it Leth' 
lazily there, and ſuffers the reſt of the ſtream to paſs by it. This moſt com- 
monly happens in cutaneous Veſſels, where the Veins have.nq aſſiſtance from 
muſcular Fleſh which by frequent preſſure would otherwiſe be apt to ſqueeze 
it forwards. To which it may be added, that the Valves of the Vein fo ſwelled, 
whether naturally or accidentally, are weakned, and do not ſufficiently ſaup- 
port the Bloud in its aſcent ; fo that, falling down upon the ſides of the: Veſt}, 
the weight of it is too great to be driven forward by the venal motion of the 
Bloud. | © 
All yew of the Body are capable of Varices,though they are moſt qymfnon- 
ly in the depending ones, as the Thighs, Belly , hxmorrhoidal "a ay 
. eſticles 


. | Blond: I ſhall now deliver ſomewhat of thoſe which take their origi- 
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Teſticles, &c. for the reaſon aforeſaid. . But in other places, where depen- 
ding cannot be the cauſe 'of the Check of Circulation, we do ſee Yarices to 
grow. ; LE: wh : 
in ſome places it oweth its original to natural Caules; as to the generation 
of Milk in the Breaſts, and of the Fztus in the Womb: in both which cafes, 
Nature being obliged to ſpend the nutritious Serum upon the uſes there inten- 
ded, the bloud returns thick, and is apt to reſtagnate, and uſually increaſeth 
the Veins at thoſe times to ſix or ſeven, it may be ten, times their natural big- 
neſs: which very accident is by Door Walter Needham (in his Book De for- 
matu fetis) made uſe of as an argument to prove, that the nutritious juices 
are carried to thoſe places by the Arteries, and not by any peculiar Vellels. 
But it alſo preternaturaliy falleth out ſo in Tumours of the Breaſts and other 
Parts: in all which (but moſt viſibly in Caxcers) the Veſſels inlarge, and the 
Veins become varicous. The cauſe of which may be referred either to the co- 
agulation of the Serum, or grumouſneſs of the Bloud, or to the obſtruQion of 
the Vein ſomewhere in its paſſage by ſome anguſtation upon it by part of the 
Tumour; from whence it will often happen that the Vein beyond it hath its 
current ſtopped, and is forced to ſwell, Nay, not only the contraQtion of 
the Veſſels by preternatural Tumours doth this, bur alſo any other Preſſure. 
As in a Woman with Child, the burthen lying upon the Ramus zlzacus on ei- 
ther ſide of the body, makes the Thigh and Leg on all that fide Varicous. 
Streight gartering doth the like in the Leg. So the weight of the Teſlicles or 
the preſſure of a Bolſter-Truſs, and in caſe of Rupture, renders them varicous 
Riding much on horſeback doth the like, by reafon of the preſſure that is 
made upon the inſide of the Thigh by the Saddle, to which it uſually clings ; 
eſpecially if you ride with long Stirrups. So allo by much walking and in 
Labouring. people Yarices uſually happen, being occaſioned, as I ſuppole, by 
the perpetual contrattion rhe Muſcles are put upon in ſtanding, which being 
ſo contracted do preſs upon the upper branches of the Veins in the Thigh, 
and ſlreighten them, thereby hindering the free aſcent of the bloud. 


The are eaſily known in what external Parts ſoever they are, by the tur- Signs. 


gency, the crooked figure of the Veins, and azure colour, which is more or 
leſs apparent as the Veins lie ſuperficial or deep. | 

The Sign of a Hernia varicoſa is, the unequal knotted Tumour in the vein 
leading to the Teſticle, with a relaxation of the ſame Tefſticle: and when the 
Teſticles are inflated with Wind, the Vein is alſo diſtended and painful. 
What rhe-Signs are of the Hzmorrhoidal Yarices, and how they are to be 
treated, you may ſee 1n their peculiar Treatiſe. 


Parices are not dangerous in themſelves, they rather free the Patient from Progno 


imminent Diſcaſes, eſpecially thoſe of Melancholy ; according to that Apho- 
riſm of Hippocrates, Inſanis fi varices vel hemorrhoides ſuperveniunt, fit inſanie 
ſolutio, Which words are to be underſtood of Veins if they grow very large, 
or if they break and run: but if they flow intemperately, Cachex:a, Droplie, 
Conſumption, and ſuch like Diſeaſes, follow. So, on the contrary, if they be 
unſeaſonably ſuppreſt, Madneſs, Pleurifie, Cougbing of bloud, pain in the 
Kidneys, Apoplexies, &c. do follow. The Hernia varicoſa or Circocele is dif- 
ficult to cure, as the reſt are. |

The Yarices ought not to be cured, unleſs they be painful, or that they be cure. 


extended into a large Tumour, or ulcerate and bleed much: for as I have 
ſaid, they preſerve health. Bur if there be a neceſſity of curing them,it ought 
ro begin with Purging and Bleeding, nor once or twice, but often repeated ; 
and if the Yiſcera be-in fault they ought ro be ſtrengthned and amended; after

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and thoſe to be appl:ed with convenient Bandage, to preſs back the bloud co- 
agulating in the Veſſel, and moderately reſiſt the Current. If theſe ſuffice nor, 
then, according to the ancient practice, youare to proceed by Setion, dividing 
the Skin and ſeparating' the Teguments; and having raiſed the varicous 
Vein, you are to pals a Ligature above and another beneath it, making a de- 
ligation of them; then ſlit the Vein, caſt out the groſs Bloud, and afterwards 
digeſt and heal it, as is after faid in an Aneuriſma. With what ſuccels this 
hath been done, you may read in the Works of Fabricius Hildanus : and whe- 
ther the pain be little or much worth the while, you may ſee Marzus his Ar- 
gument thereof in his Life ſet down by Plutarch. In my PraQticeT have met 
many diſeaſed with varicous Swellings in the Thighs, Legs, Belly, &c. ſome 
of them very large, and as unſightly as troubleſome: but I never met with 
one Patient that cared to hear of the' Cure by Ligature, nor indeed have I 
ſeen any great reaſon for it. For it the unſightlinets and pain be in the Legs, 
it may be helped by the wearing a laced Stocking, placing a Card, peice of 
Vellum or beaten Lead between them. AJaced Trowze will do as much for 
the Thigh. When they afie& the Belly, they may be reſtrained by a Bracer, 
without much trouble to the Patient, or inconvenience to his health. Bur 
if you ſuſpe& it, you may in great Yarices both purge and bleed them. The 
Medicaments externally applied are balau/t. cortices granat. roſ. rubr. nuc. cu- 
preſs. Empl. Ceſaris, unguent. ſumach. &c. 

The Cure of the Hernia vartcoſa is by: good Bandage, vz. a Bag Truſs and, 
the ſame Medicaments above mentioned: bur it they be diſtended with 
Wind, treat them as flatulent Tumours. How the Yarices when ulcerated 
ought to be dreſſed and cured, you may ſee in the Treatiſe of Zlcers. 


CHAP. XV. 
Of an Ecchymolis. 


Nother ſort of Tumour ariſing from meer Bloud 1s the Ecchymofrs, cal- 
led by the Latins Suffuſto or Sagiliatio: which two latter are more pro- 
per to the Eye than other Parts. . 

Ecchymofis may be defined, an Extravaſation of the Bloud in or under the 
Skin or any other Part, the Skin remaining whole. 

It is an eruption of Bloud from the leſſer Veſſels in the Skin or near it, 
whether from Blow, Bruiſe, Fall, or Prick of a Lancet in Chirurgery, when 
the Orifice of the Vein lieth not dire&ly under the Orifice made in the Skin, 
ſo as that the whole ſtream may diſcharge there, and after bleeding both be 
cloſed together. For if when you cloſe the outermoſt the inner lieth open, it 
will make a Sugillation. 

Theſe external Eftuſions are the Subje& of this Chapter. 

To the better underſtanding of the nature of thele, it will be neceſſary to 
divide the Bloud into two parts, Serum and Grumas. 

The Serum is that fluid ſubſtance which floweth about the Coagulum or Gru- 
as in the Chirurgeon's Porringer. It is not only the nutritious juice that 
nouriſheth all the parts of the Body,bur alſo the Balſam that heals it; and 1s that 
thing that is capable of digeſtion, diſcuſſion, and many other alterations. This 
is the Yehiculum of the Grumus, and whilſt it circulates doth keep it fluid, and 
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cauſerh its perpetual motion through all the Veſſels and Pores, as long as they 
continue incorporate together. And in extravaſation, if the effuſion be nor 
great, it will by degrees {wallow up the Grumas, diſſolving it and returning it 
into the Veins again: but if the effuſion be great. ſo that the Grams, ſeparates 
from the Seram in the Contuſion, there it difficultly re-uniterth with the Serans 
= again, much leſs digeſts, bur either putrefieth in the Part, making Inflamma- 
tion, and ſometimes Gangrenes; or elſe, which is more ſeldom, hardens there 
and dries, making only a morbus in numerts partium. Such a one Doctor Wal. 
ter Needham and my elf ſaw in the Foot of a young Gentlewoman, who was 
our Patient upon another account. |

CHAP. XVL 


Of-an Aneuriſma. 


I N Anenriſma, according to my Deſcription, is an Ecchymofrs, and indeed 
the higheſt Species of it. But fince Authors have given another ac- 
count of that Tumour, and have allowed it a peculiar Chapter I have done 
fo too ; therather, becauſe the nature of the Veſſel through which the Ef- 
fuſion is made doth require a different method of Cure. | 

Deſcripri- Tt is a Tumour'ſoft, white, and yielding to the touch, but rifeth again up- 
ol on the removal of your finger ; and is for the moſt part accompanied with 

pulſation of the Artery. 

Opinion It is raiſed, according to the Opinion of Authors, by dilatation or relaxa- 
of the An- tjon of the Artery ; they ſuppoſing the Bloud to have burſt its paſſage 
et through the firſt Coat, anddilated the ſecond, thereby raiſing the Tumour: 
And this ſome of them have delivered to us fo poſitively, as if they had 'in 
opening found the exteriour Coat fo dilated. This I my felf was taught, 
and ſome while believed : but not having been able by my praQtice to diſco- 
ver one Aneuriſma made by dilatation or relaxation of the outward Coat, I 
am apt to believe that there is no ſuch thing, but that it takes its riſe _ 
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Chap/XVIT. Of an Anenriſma, 

Bloud burſting quire-+throvgh the Artery into the interſtices of the Muſcles, 
where it raiſeth a Tumour ſuitable to rhe Cavity it findeth, growing bigger 
or leſs, of this'or that ſhape, as the Muſcles give way. But this Tumour con- 
fiſts of Bloud extravaſlated; the Artery lying undilated the while. I do there- 
fore ſuſpect the /pollibility of an Aneariſma by the dilatation of the outward or 
ſofter Coat of the Artery, - becauſe it ſeems improbable that a force big 
enough to butt the inward Coat,. which is fo rough and firm, ſhould leave 
the exteriour;;being ſofter'and weaker, whole, and go our fo leiſurely into ir 
as to give it time fordilaration. Thoſe which'T have met with did all come 
from downrighteruption through both the Coats: and thoſe that come from 
external-Pundures rib of.ineceffity begin with a breach of the external 
Coat firſt, it being next theLancer, or other Weapon that made the diviſion, 
Sennertus would have it'roheal again, though 'contrary to my experience, 
who have. always found-it open as well as the internal : and indeed reaſon 
muſt tell us, that the'conftant eruptions of bloud'out of the Artery in every 
Pulſe muſt needs keep'it open ; hay,” the Bloud:keeps not within the bounds 
of-any one Membrane,-but-Thave ſeen it extravaſared through all rhe inter- 
ſtices of the Muſcles of thewhole Arm. * 

The Cauſes of Aneurrſma's are divers, internal, or external. 1x. The inter- Cauſes 
nal Cauſe is, the impetuofity of the Blond, which moving with greater vio- 
lence in its Chanels than the Artery can ſuſtain; 'doth forceits way through 
the. ſide of the Veſſel; and, burſting a hole in it, doth iſſue into the ſpace that 
lieth between it and the weighbouring Muſcles, there incraſfating the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles, and framing it ſelf a neſt. Le 

This Impetas may riſe firſt from” the quantity of the Bloud. Either when it 
15 more than the Veſſecan containza caſe that ſeldom happens to produce an 
Aneuriſma in any conſpicuous Veſſel; but if any ſuch thing be, it'opens at 
the Noſe, or Lungs, or inthe Brain, (there cauſing an Apoplexy ;) or in the 
Stomach, Guts, Anus, &c.” Or elſe when this Bloud is not really more than 
the whole Body naturally ſhould contain, but by violent Paſſion or Motion in 
ſtirring, is too. forcibly;driven forwards from' the Heart towards ſome peculiar 
Artery ; when the farther progreſs being (it may be) intercepted by ſome 
violent contraQtion of the Muſcles through which it muſt paſs, it of neceflity 
breaks the Veſſel: and: thus in violent Vomiting and other Straining Avea- 
riſma's are often made in the Neck, Arms, Legs, &c. 

Secondly, from the quality of the Bloud,” which being too ſharp or thin, 
erodes the Vefſlel ; or, being highly fermented by other cauſes, burſts 
through all. | 

This Bloud, though extravaſated, doth uſually pulſe :' partly , becauſe 
the body of the Artery from which it breaks doth paſs through it, andby its 
Pulſe doth agitate that'; and partly, becauſe in every ſuch Pulſe ſome addi- 
tion of Bloud is made ro the Tumour. Yet this Pulſe is chiefly in ſmall 
Aneuriſma's or ſuperficial ones; for in the greater the motion of the Artery 
1s not always felt. | 

2. The external Cauſes are punQure by Lancet or Weapon, cutting, brui- 
ſing, eroſion, or whatever elſe may divide the Coats of the Arteries. 

The Differences of an Aneuriſma are either from its magnitude, fituation, or Diffc- 
ſhape.” From the Magnitude it is denominated great or little, poſſeſſing the af 
whole member or a' part. From its Situation,/it is ſuperficial near the Skin, or 
deep in theMuſcles.From its Shape : either it keeps the ſhape ofthe Part ; which 
uſually happens when the Orifice in the Artery is ſmall, fo that the Bloud. 
comes out {eifurely, and finds the neighbour Membranes ſo well united as to 
keep it within a certain channel, which Membranes are allo fortified by an

While I endeavoured to 
keep the Bloud within the Abſcels, it inſinuated between the Muſcles, making 
the Calf of the Leg hollow to the very Tendon: therefore, after I was ſecu- 
red of the Bleeding, I made way for the eafie diſcharge of Matter, and deter- 
ged the Abſceſs with mundif. Parcelſ. To the Excoriations I continued the 
uſe of Epuloticks, and nouriſhed my Patient with good Broths, Caudles, &c. 
by which he recovered firength apace. The ſharp Humours being evacuated 
with his Bloud, the Abſceſs incarned by the application of the common Sar- 
coticks, and he was cured in lefs than a Month, recovering allo the perfet 
uſe of his Leg. | 
Some years ſince I was deſired to givea viſit to a man lying in my way to 
White-hall. He had a large white Tumour poſſeſſing the fore-part of his right 
Thigh of few months growth: it was ſoft from the firſt appearance, and ob- 
ſerved by the Patient to be bigger and leſſer one time than another. I conſi- 
dered the Swelling, and concluded it an Aneuriſma. That there was no Pul- 
ſation to be felt in it, was becauſe it lay deep amongſt the Muſcles, in which 
caſe the Pulſe is frequently intercepted. There lay a gummy Emplaſter up- 
on it, and an attempt had been made to open it by Cauſtick; but it not pe- 
netrating deep enough, the Eſcar ſeparated without reaching near the Cavity. 
I declared to the Patient my thoughts, 0/z. that the ſwelling proceeded from 
Bloud poured forth of its Veſſels, either by Eroſion from within, or by ſome 
outward cauſe, as by Riding, &c. and, adviſed him not to permit the Tumour 
to be opened, deſiring that, if his Chirurgeon ſhould perſiſt in the ſuppurating 
or opening of it, he would ſend to me to meet him. Some few days after the 
Patient fent me notice that his Chirurgeon had been with him, and reſolved 
to open it : whereupon I took the next opportunity to ſpeak with the Chirur- 
eon, and went along with him to his Patient ; where I endeavoured to per- 
wade him that the Swelling aroſe from Bloud, and withal propoſed a pallia- 
tive Cure by a laced Trowze and ſome good Reſtrictive. But the Chirurgeon 
declared himſelf, poſitively for the opening of it. 1, ſeeing his reſolution, re- 
plied, Since you are ſo opinionated, you may (if you think good ) make a 
trial of the Tumour by thruſting a ſmall Lancet direQly into the middle of it; 
and if upon pulling out of the Lancet it appear mattery, you may lay it more 
open; if it appear bloudy, you may more caſily cure it than one made by a 
Cauſtick. He readily afſentred to the trial, and the Patient rejoycing in the 
propoſal, he atteinpted it with a Lancet : but not thruſting it deep enough to 
reach the Cavity, I took the Lancet, and, paſſing it into the ſame Opening he 


had made, thruſt it direaly down into the Cavity, and pulled it out bloudy ; 
but 
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but not one drop followed it. The Chirurgeon nut being therewith ſatisfied, I 
wiſhed him to paſs a ſmall Probe down into the Opening. He did ſo: andI 
alſo made a ſearch with the ſame Probe, and felc the Cavity large and full of 
Liquids, which was certainly Bloud, the Probe coming out bloudy. I perſwa- 
cd the Patient to keep his Bed till that PunCture ſhould be agglutinated, and 
adviſed the Chirurgeon to be careful in the Cure of it. We dreſſed .it with a 
Pledgit of /iniment. Arcei, with Emplaſter and Bandage: to the uſe.of which 
4Medicine | left them, not doubting of their care in healing up fo ſmali a Pun- 
ure. About ten days after, walking near the door in a dark evening weary, 
and defirous to reſt my ſelf, the thoughts of this poor man enclined me togo 
into the houſe. I enquired of the Land-lady if he was within. She replied, He 
is dying: That upon his rifing out of his Bed the Bloud had burſt forth excel- 
ſively : That the Chirurgeon had for ſome days endeavoured to ſtop it, but 
had ſince left the Patient, and a Neighbour-woman had applied a Pultice to 
it; and that the Chamber ſtunk fo extreamly as it would poiſon me'to go 
into it. | went up, and found the room ſcattered with ſtinking bloudy Cloaths, 
and the poor Man languiſhing in his Bed, which was not cleanlier. I ſent pre- 
ſently away for the Chirurgeon, and in the while made Rowlers and Com- 
| preſſes, and ſent for ſome Yeaſt and Wheat-flower. The Chirurgeon being 
come, we ſpred a mixture of them upon cloaths, and armed ſeveral Tents 
with the fame. Having thus prepared our Dreſſings as the time would permit, 
we took oft the bloudy ones, and held the Orifice cloſe while we cleanſed the 
Thigh from the Pultice and Bloud, then ſtopped the Orifice with a Tent pro- 
portionably, and applied our Agglutinatives over, with Compreſs and Ban- 
 dage wrung out of Oxycrate. We rowled the Member moderately ſtraight, 
then laid him clean, and cauſed a meſs of Caudle to be given him, and encou- 
raged him with hopes of recovery. The Chirurgeon pleaded for himſelf, that 
| he thonght the Patient had been dead. | 
Three or four days after we dreſſed him again, and found him muchrecrui- 
ted in his Spirits, he not having bled one drop: and indeed the Emplaſters 
- adhered as cloſe to the Skin as we could defire. After we had taken out the 
Tent, abundance of grumous Bloud, iflued forth: we cleanſed it away, .and 
ſThaked into the Abſcels about a dram of Merc. precipitat. and though we had 
then choice of Medicaments, yet we applied the ſame as before, and continued 
that method of Dreſſings, till the Bloud was converted to Matter. Then we 
lit open the Orifice, and dreſſed it as a ſinuous Ulcer. After ſome days, obſer 
ving that the Matter could not diſcharge while he kept his Bed till the Abſceſs 
Was full to run over, we cauſed him to riſe out of it: but that lictle while he 
was up he ſwouned; wherefore we put him to bed again, .and allowed him 
ſtronger nouriſhment, and by a Seton-needle made way for the diſcharge of 
Matter to more advantage. The Abſceſs being, well diſpoſed. to cure,.1 left 
him again .to his Chirurgeon, who cured him. RM 
This experiment of opening Axeuriſma's by PunQure is not to be imitated, 
unleſs it be in ſuch caſes as this, where both Patient and Chirurgeon are ſo10-

Some years ſince, while I dwelt in the 0/4-Baily, 1 was conſulted in the, obfer- 
caſe of a Man who in his letting bloud was pricked in the Artery. The Arte-vat- 
ry did not bleed outwardly, but diſcharged it ſelf between the Muſcles. The 
Tumour, being miſtaken for a-punRture of a Nerve or Tendon, was fomented 
_ with Diſcutients, whereby I found it much inlarged, and not only the inſide 
but the outſide of the Arm ſwelled above and beneath the Elbow, with a Pul- 
fation in thoſe remote Parts. I cauſed an Emplaſter to be made of ſome of the

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applied it cver the Arm to the AxiJa with Compreſs and Bandage. I then let 
him blond, and diſpoſed him to reſt with an Anodyne draught, and preſcribed 
him Emulſions and cooling Juleps, with- ſuch a Diet as might incraſſate his 
Bloud. A day or two after | ſtrengthened the former Bandage by a laced Sleeve 
and Glove, by which for ſome time much of the Bloud was returned back into 
the Artery, and the Arm ſeemed in a hopeful way of recovery : but through 
irregularity the Arm ſwelled again, and the Patient grew weary of us, and 
gave ear to every prattle; and ſo it happened that an Empirick was com- 
mended to them, as having an excellent Medicament to ſtop Bleeding. He 
was fetcht, and undertook the Cure, and removed the Patient nearer his Lod- 
ging, where he treated him: but he being ignorant in making the Bandage, 
or poſſibly not thinking it ſo neceſſary, the Arm ſwelled, and the Tumour 
on the inſide of the Arm being ſoft and prominent, he concluded it a bag of 
Matter, (as he called it) and applied a few bruiſed, Herbs to it, which eat 
into the Skins, and made way for the Bloud to burft forth abundantly ; info- 
much as a neighbouring Chirurgeon was ſent for, and he called others, who 


' together made a ſhifr to ſtop it at that time. But his Arm grangrened, ſo that 


within few days after they prepared for the cutting it off. The Patient's Re- 
lations, being acquainted with the accident, ſent me to them. I ſaw it ampu- 
tated, and the Patient put into his Bed.

lier there. Mr. Gardner was his Chirurgeon. The Tumour was large, much 


inflamed, and painful, with little or no Pulſation : but the Accident which 
gave riſe to the Tumour enough confirmed it an Aneuriſma. My opinion was, 
that a Tumour ſo inflamed was not capable of ſuch Bandage whereby they 
might hope to return the Bloud back into the Artery. Nor indeed was it rea- 
ſonable to ſuppoſe that ſuch a putrefaQtive heat as ſeemed to be incloſed in that 
Swelling was capable of being thruſt back or retained long there, without 
making its own way by. a Gangrene: and of what danger ſuch an Eruption 
might be to the Patient, if a Chirurgeon were nor at hand, I left to their con- 
ſideration. Then in order to the removal of che Tumour there were bnt two 
ways, viz. Amputation ofthe Arm, or cutting into the Tumour, and making 
Deligation of the Artery ; which latter I commended to them. They aſſen- 
ted to the Deligation: only the Patient deſired a day or two to prepare him-- 
ſelf. We applied Empl. e bolo, with a moderate Bandage to reſtrain the 
increaſe of the Tumour the while. The fourth day after we met again, and, 
having all things ready, the Patient was placed in a Chair towards the light. 
I rook off the Dreſſings, and made a Ligature four fingers breadth above the 
Tumour, on which Mr. Hol/ier made a gripe. Some other held the Hand and 
lower part of the Arm, whilſt I made Inciſion down the length of the Tu- 


- mour. That done, | threw out the grumous Bloud with my fingers, and clean- 


ted\ the Wound with a Sponge. Thea deſiring Mr. Zo/lier to ſlacken his hand 
_ upon 
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upon which the Artery diſcovered it ſelf by the bloud ſpurting out, I paſſed 
my Needle under the upper part of the Artery, and tied that, and cut off che 
cad of the Ligature. Near the Wound made in the Artery by letting bloud 
there was a cartilaginous body formed, which hindred my coming to che Ar- 
tery ; I cut 1t away, then paſled my Needle, and made A ſecond Ligature. 
We dreſſed it up with Pledgits [pred with the common Digeſtive ex terebinth. 
dipt in pulv. Galeni, and applied Empl. diachalcit, malaxed with ol. rof. and 
rowled it up to the eaſe of the Patient; then put him into his bed, and preſcribed 
him an Anodyne draught to take that night. The next day I viſited him, and 
found him in much eaſe: he had ſlept well with halt the draught was deſigned 
him, and was not troubled with thoſe fainting firs which he had been ſubject 
ro before the Operation. The third day we took him out of his bed to drels his 
Arm. In taking of the Dreſſing we found all fafe, and the Lips of the wound 
tending to digeſtion, Mr. Holter, who held the Arm above, ſeeing no Bloud 
flow from the Wound, for experience fake griped it harder: upon which the 
Bloud of a ſudden dropped from the fleſhy parts and Capillaries in great drops, 
as if it had been preſſed out, of a Sponge. I wondered at the manner of its 
bleeding, not minding what he had done: but he ſlackning his hand, it cea- 


ſed as ſoon. Which may ſhew the ill conſequence of over-hard binding in Caution. 


the dreſſing of Wounds, Ulcers, &c. We dreſſed the Wound with the Dige- 
ſtive as betore, and ſo continued it till the wound was well digeſted. From 
that time we dreſſed ir with Sarcoticks, rubbed the looſe fleſh with the 


 Vitriol ſtone, and haſtened the cicatrizing of it with ag. medicamentoſ., &c. 


I faw the Ligatures fall off, and the Wound cicatrizing, then left ir to his 
Chirurgeon, it being at that time indeed almoſt cicarrized. The Patient made 
me a viſit a while after, and ſhewed me that he could uſe that Arm as well as 
the other. .

CHAP. XVIL 
.4..Of an Herpes. 


ME pes:bath its name a;ſerpendo, from its creeping quality : it is alſo cal- Names. 

; led Formica ambwlativa® corroſiva; and, by Celſus, Ignis ſacer. It procee- 
deth trom: pure -Choler. (as it is yet thought) ſeparated from the other Hu- 
mours, and caſt out into the Superficies of the Skin. 


There are. three Species of them, diftering from each other according to z. Species, 


the Humour, of which they are generated. The firſt is the Simple Herpes, 
proceeding from pure Choler. The ſecond is the Herpes miliaris, wherein there 
1s an admixture of a ſalt wateriſh Humour. The third Species is Herpes exe- 
dens, where;the Humour added to the Bi/is partaketh of much acrimony, and 
proves, exceeding corroſive. 


The Simple Herpes is a Puſtule of a yellowiſh inflamed colour with a ſharp $inpte 
head: it cometh ſoon to maturity, and the Matter is viſible in the npper part #2" 


of it whilſt its bafis is inflamed ; but in the eruption of the Matter the Inflam- 
mation goeth ofi, and it healeth. In the face they frequently appear mg. 
L 2 an 
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and ſo they will in other parts of the body, and are generally taken notice 
of as cholerick Puſtules: but they do often appear over-ſpreading the Back, 
Sides, or Breaſt, and are accompanied with an Eryfipelas, and have a Fever 


joined with them; being in this caſe known by the name of Shingles. 


The Herpes miliaris riſeth in a claſter of ſmall Wheals little differing from 
the colour of the Skin. They are firſt diſcovered by their itching, and being 
rubbed or ſcratched they weep a thin wateriſh Humour : from that time 2 Scab 
appeareth in the head of each of them of the form of a Millet-ſeed, from whence 
the Tumour hath its name. As the Puſtules heal in one place, they uſually break 
out in another. 

Herpes exedens is ſaid to be rather an Ulcer than a Tumour, but is indeed 
an Ulcer with Tumour, it riſing in the Skin in a ſmall Tubercle, on the top 
whereof there appeareth an Ulcer like a pin-hole. It is for the moſt part with- 
out Inflammation or Pain. When it ariſeth alone it is ſcarce taken notice of, it 
mattering but little unleſs it be picked, and then it ſcabs ſoon after with a 
thin Scurf. But in progreſs of time it ſheweth its ill condition, by eating away 
the Skin, and indurates the fleſh underneath and Parts about. Sometime [ have 
ſeen theſe Ulcers arife in the Skin ſomewhat diſtant one from another, makin 
an unequal furrow ; as from the upper Lip by the Noſtril creeping to that ſide 
of the Noſe, ſo to the ridge of it, and down again to that corner of the Eye, 
healing in ſome places while it eat deep into the fleſh in others, 

This Herpes in Lues venerea frequently arifeth from a Simple Herpes, while 
the Mater is ſhut in by the Scab, it cp; re making an Ul- 
cer; when it breaketh out, appearing like a Honey-comb, bigger or leſs, and 
of a round or long figure, accordingly as the Diſeaſe hath more or lefs ma- 
henity. 

The Simple Herpes is neither dangerous, nor difficult of cure; but in the 
Face it may be exaſperated by picking or ſcratching, and grow corroſive, other- 
wiſe it will heal of it ſelf. When it firſt overſpreads a Parr, the Patient is indif- 
poſed with Fever; but as it cometh to Matter, rhat indiſpoſition goeth off. 

As an Ery/pelas doth ſometime terminate in a Zerpes, fo an Herpes is fre- 
quently accompanied by an Ery/tpelas. 

The Herpes miliaris is without Fever, but is difficult of Cure, eſpecially if it 
affe& the Face, Noſe or Ears. If the Cure be neglefted, it cateth deep into the 
Fleſh; and then, in what Part ſfoever it is, the cure 1s hard to accompliſh. 

The Herpes exedens is molt difficult of cure, and if it be not timely treated, 
it certainly terminates in a Phagedzna or Cancer : but when it ariſeth fron 
Laes venerea, the very worlt is curable. 

As to internal Remedies; a Simple Herpes is cured much hike an Eryfipelas, 
by evacuation and contemperation of choler. Ferpes miHiaris' cometh mar © 
the nature of an Itch, and is ro be treated with; Purparives and Alterdtivts 
much of the ſame kind with what is propoſed for that. ' For the Cure of the 
exedens I refer you to the Treatife of Zlcers. CH. = 

External Applications alſo in the Simple Herpes do imitate thoſe of Eryfepelas, 
but ovght to be more drying; as polygonum, equiſerum,; millefoliumn, plantag. ſo 
lanum, &c. whoſe Juices may either be applied upon cloaths wet therein, or elfe 
be mixed with l;thargyrum auri & argenti, ceruſſa, thtta, bolus armen. (0 a5 by 
addition of of. rof. myrtif. and Wax to make Cerars or Ointments: as, BR face.

I fomen- 
ted the Leg in the mornings, and ſometimes in the evening, (as we had rime) 
with a DecoCtion of polygonum, plantag, equiſet. flor. roſ. rabr. and dreſſed it 
with unzuent. album camphorat. cum albumine ovi, with an addition of a- 
guent. tutiz, ſpred upon little pieces of Linen, and1laid on at ſuch diſtance as the 
Matter might get out between,then rowled on a Comprels preſt cut of the Fo- 
mentation. But the Fluxion was ſo great, and the Marter fo very ſharp, that 
for a while it would yield to no Applications. But after he had the conveniency 
of a Coach to reſt his Leg, I madea ſhift tocicatrize the Ulcerations by apply- 
ing bits of Linen dipt in the aforeſaid DecoCtion, and laying Pledgits ſpred 
with «ngacnt. tutiz, &c. upon the edges of the Ulcerations over the Linen, 
with Compreſſes and Bandage. The Matter was well diſcharged between 
Dreſlings, by which means the Ulcer was digeſted and healed. Surry 
Of the Cure of theſe Ulcerations with 7ntemperies humida you may. read 
more particularly in their proper Chapter in the Treatiſe of Z/cers.. 
5. Obſer- One came to me having anextream itching in the Palm of one'of his hands.

Galenz, let her 
bloud that evening,and the next morning purged her with Whey, Manna and 
crem. tartar. and that afternoon, when her Phyſick had done working, I dreſ- 
ſed the fimple Herpes with the Ceroteas before ; then clipt off the Hair from 
the Herpes miliaris and parts about, and with a ſtrong /xivium bathed that 
Herpes, and waſhed off the branny Scales; then applied that Unguent with 
the auripigmentum mentioned in the method of Cure. It was very painful, 
but by twice applying the malice of the Diſeaſe was extinguiſhed ; and after- 
ward by anointing it with «»gzext. roſatum the pain was removed, and the 
Herpes miliaris and Serpigo appeared well cured. The Herpes beneath matte- 
red,and were dried up with the common Epuloticks. I then made her Fon- 
tanels in her Legs; ſince which time ſhe enjoys good health. |

CHAP. XVIII 
Of an Ocedema. 


Aving ſhewed you how Bloud and Choler become offenſive when di- 
ſturbed and thrown out of their proper Sphere,I ſhall now proceed to 
ſpeak of that Tumour which hath its riſe from. the Pit#ita or Phlegm, and is 
known by the name of Oedema. | 
It is a ſoft cold Tumour without change of colour, pulſation , heat or Pefinici 
in, unleſs it be from the diſtenſion of the Part it affects. T0 
The Cauſe of Oedema is, as in other preternatural Tumours, Antecedent, Cauſes. 
and Conjundt. 
The Antecedent Cauſes are either remote, as default in Diet, Air, Exer- 
ciſe, &c. alſo old Contuſions, Luxations, FraQtures, &c. or more immediate, 
as the pituitous Humour abounding in the Body. 
The Conjun@Q Cauſe is the ſame Humour colleQed into a Tumour, which 
is done for the moſt part by Congeſtion, theſe cold Tumours being rarely 
made by Fluxion. : 
Oedema in it ſelf is not dangerous; people of groſs bodies and good fellows 
are frequently ſubje to them, yet live to old age. But in co umptive and +» ag 
Hydropical bodies it is of ill conſequence, not as it is a Diſeaſe, but as it fore- 
ſhews a decay of native heat. Thoſe Oedamata that attend accidents of 
OI _ _ _ __ dangerous, _ difficult to cure: bur if an 
edema grow hard and painful, there 1s fear of a Scirrhus; or if i | 
of a long and Tedious Cure olds oe 
In the Cure of an Oedema three things are required: firſt, preventing the cure. 
generation of the pituitous Matter; ſecondly, evacuating the groſs Humours 
that abound in the body; which is the immediate Cauſe of the Diſeaſe; third- 
ly, the Cure of the Tumour it ſelf, which is effeed by external Remedies. 
The 
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The firſt of theſe is performed by regulating the Patient in his manner of 
living ; as in Diet,Air,Exerciſe, Sleeping, Watching, Paſſions of the mind, &c. 
As, that his Bread be of pure Wheat, well baked with CorreQives, as Carra- 
way, _ Fenil, or Aniſe-ſeeds : that his Meat be fleſh of good nouriſhment and 
caſte digeſtion, Mutton, Veal, Pullet,Rabbit, Chicken, &c. that his Drink be 
Ale well boiled and medicated. Wine1s allo commended ; but moderation in 
drinking is defired. The Air ought tobe dry and heating, the very removal 
into hotter Countries being often the Cure of this Diſeaſe. Exerciſe is requi- 
red, to ſtir up the native heat, and to waſte the Crudities. Steep in the day- 
time is forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Melancholy is to 
be avoided, and Venery if the Body be weak. 

The ſecond confiſtsin preſcribing ſuch Remedies as may attenuate , open 
Obſtrutions, and evacuate the 'pituitous Humour. Bleeding is not alway 
proper, yet may be admitted if there be Ple7hora. Purging is neceſſary, and in 
order thereto you may begin thus ; Þ rad. api, petroſelini, an.

frath. card. bene ie! ſcord. caſſie lign. calam. aromat. &c. but alſo with ſtomachi- 
cal Unguents and Emplaſters, of which you may find ſufficient ſet down in 
the London diſpenſatory. Cordial EleQtuaries and digeſtive Powders are alſo 
uſefull, whereof I ſhall give you ſome. BK: corſ. anth. 51. cort. citri condit. 5%. 
nuc. moſeat. condit. 5vj. ſpec. diarrhod. Jij. cum ſyr. de cort. citri & ſyr. gariophyll. 
fiat EleAuarium : of which the Patient may take the quantity of a Nutmeg 
often in a day. Or this : B ſem. anifi & fenic. cond. an. 55. coriand. & caruz 
condit. an. 5ji>. cimnam. pulv. Jiv. ſpec. aromat. roſat. 5ij. fiat pulvis. A ſpoonful 
of this may be taken after Dinner, or at any other time. Alſo DecoQtions of 
fſarſaparilla, lign. guaiaci, ſaſſafras, with Antiſcorbuticks, &c. adding Wine, 
aq. mirabilis, or the like cordial water to it, to make it more grateful and 
hearty in the Stomach. | 

The third concerneth the handling of the Tumourit ſelf: and that varies, 
according as it is in its beginning, ſtate, or declination. 

In the beginning, the Medicaments may be ſuch as do moderately repel, 
not violently,leſt the Humour of which the Tumour proceedeth, being for the 
molt part groſs, be thereby made more tough : beſides, Repellents are not ſo 
proper in congeſted Tumours. When we uſe them, tt is rather to ſtrengthen the 
Part,than to repel ; therefore we mix with them ſuch as have an RE 

| an 
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and difcutient faculry. One of the milder is Bay-falt with Oyl of Olives: In 
ſmall Swellings proceeding from the weakneis of the Part Brandy-wane, or 4 
Solution of Bay-lalt in Spaniſh Wine, or the Party's own Urine, may ferve 
ſufficiently to attenuate and dry up the humidity, and ſtrengthen the Part. 

In the ſtate when the Tumours are large, they,require Medicaments more 
refolvent and diſcutient: and the better to diſpoſe them toirarefaRtion;: you 
may begin with ſuch a Fomentation as this :  ſammzrtat .ab/inthi,abrotoni, ori- 
gani, calaminthe, puleg1i, ſambuci, chamemeli, rute, ſalvie, an.

Bandage is of great help in the cure of theſe pituitous Swellings : :indeea 
wc can do. nothing conſiderable without them. - Thoſe T.eſpecially. recom- 
mend to you are the Jaced Stocking, Trowſe, Sleeve and Glove. They; as 
ſiting moſt firmly, may be worn with the greateſt advantage, and with the 
leaſt trouble or prejudice to the health of the Patient; yer do they. require 
your conlideration and care how they be laced : for by the unequal/hard la- 
cing of them you may raiſe a Tumour, and by an. equal over-ſ{treight/heing 
You may emaciate the moſt fleſhy Leg. Many inſtances may. begivenof the 
former, and | ſhall give you one of the latter, - FF 

A perſon of a ſedentary life, who had been vexed with an Ulcer in one of 
is Legs, was adviſed by his Chirurgeon to wear a laced Stocking; and ha- 
ving thereby cured.the Ulcer, he thought fit to.continue the uſe of the Stock- 
ng ſome while, which he did: but minding more his Study than his Leg, 
he laced the Stocking every morning ſtreighter, till his Leg became fo-weak 
that it could ſcarce ſupport his body. I was fetched, and ſurprized taſee his 
Leg ſo dwindled away, wondering how he could lace it ſo ſmall without Cau- 
fing Inflammation, or indeed ſuffer it to be ſo extenuated:withour taking 


' more timely notice of 1t. I preſently cauſed the Stocking to be unlaced; and 


his Leg to be bathed with warm water, and embrocated with ol. /umbricor. 
by which it plumped again in few days, and recovered its former ſtrength. 


Gentleman ofabout thirty years of age, having laboured long of wr + VRP 7. Obſers 
/ \ tan Ague, was afflicted with a phlegmatick Swelling in his right Hand var. of a.. 


from the Fingers ends to the Arm,as full as the Skin could bold,both back and ou 


Palm, the Joynts ftift and uſeleſs. The Tumour was painful by reaſon of the 
great diſtention of Parts, and was thereby rendred hard, yer yielded to the im- 
pretiion of my Fingers. Do@or Z*»thall had purged him frequently ; but-the 
Tumour not y1elding thereto, he put him. into my hands. 1-began my work 
with the milder Fomentation preſcribed in the method of Cure, and embroca- 
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ted it with ol. cham. & rutac. cam ſale comm. applied over the whole Swelling 
Emplaſtr. diaſulpharis, rowled it up, and placed it high up to his Breaſt. I 
continued this method ſorne days without much advantage, then left off the 
uſe of the Emplaſter, and applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hordei, &c, as it is ſet 
down in the method of Cure, and continued the Fomentation and Embrocati- 
on; by the uſe of which the Tumour did ſomewhat diſcuſs. But, according 
to my long Obſervance, theſe crude Tumours cannot throughly diſcuſs with- 
out the help of a more ſtri& Bandage; therefore, having thus diſpoſed them for 
Bandage, I cauſeda Glove to be made of ſtrong Leather, ſlitting the back and 
fingers, and making Eylet-holes to draw it cloſe. Then having applied the 
Cerote above preſcribed, with a compreſs of cloath over it, and a piece of 
Vellum to defend the Hand from the Lace, 1 laced the Glove on moderately 
ſtreight to the eaſe of the Patient, and ſtreightned ut ſtill dayly. But from that 
time I did notdrefs the Hand more than once in four or five days, and then 
fomented and dreſſed it as I had done before,laying Compreſies upon the Palm 
of the hand and elſewhere as I faw occaſion. As the Swelling diminiſhed the 
Glove became too big; we therefore put on another leſs and began again to 
purge him, and preſcribed him decott. ſarſe /ign. guazaci, &c. and from that 
time we purged him once a week with extrad. radi: & calomel. By this method 
I diſcuſſed this Tumour in the midſt of Winter, he nor keeping his Chamber 
but. when he took Phyfick : yet there remained a ſtifneſs in the Joints of the 
Wriſt and Fingers, and the Arm was extreamly emaciated. For the nouriſhing 
of it I made a Fontanel in that Arm, and in order to the relaxation of the 
ſtifneſs of the Joynts of his Hand, I fomented them with emollient Herbs boil- 
ed in Fleſh-broth, and embrocated them daily with of. Jambricor: applying a 
Cerote of anguent. dialthzz and Wax over all. His Hand was alſo ſometimes 
put into Grains or a Beaſt's Belly. After which we drefſed his Hand, and la- 
ced on the Glove, as before we were accuſtomed to do, and direted him to 
wear afurred Glove to keep it warm. By this method his Arm grew fat, 
and his Hand flexible and {ſtrong before March. 

A Widow-woman aged. fifty fix years, of a groſs Body, having been long 
ſubje& ro Swellings in her Legs and Feet, was at laſt thereby confined to her 
Bed. They were pituitous, and yielded to the impreſſion of my fingers; yet 
were hard, and ſomewhat inflamed, and painful: which latter was occaſio- 
ned, I ſuppoſe, from the extraordinary influx of Humour. I purpoſed to have 
begun my Cure with Purgatives- but ſhe, having no uſe of her Legs, would 
not be perſwaded to Phyſick. I fomented her Legs and Feet one after ano- 
ther with the milder Fotus preſcribed in the method of Cure, embrocated 
them with ol. cham. /:lior. cum aceto, and applied a Cerote of ungaent. dialth. 
with an addition of Wax, and 5j. of of, cham. chymic. with good Bandage 
from the Toes to the Knee. I repeated this way of Dreſling twice aday, till I 
had mollified and reſolved ſomewhat of the Tumour and hardneſs; then 
made the Fomentation more diſcutient by the addition of Salt and Sulphur 
viv. and ſome days after cauſed a pair of laced Stockings to be put on, and la- 
ced them daily ſtreighter. But from that time I dreſſed her Legs bur once in 
three or four days, unleſs it were that the Skin were fretted by the Salts or her 
ſcratching them. In which caſe I took them off, and bathed her Legs with 
warm water, and applied cerat. Galeni on them. Thus her Feet and Legs were 
made leſs, and her Stockings taken in accordingly,till the Swellings were quite 
diſcuſt, and her Legs and Feet reſtored to their true ſhape, which was in leſs 
than eight weeks; during which I purged*ker with that Apozeme preſcribed 
in the method of Cure, and made her Fontanels in her Legs, and continued 
the uſe of the laced Stockings. I thought this Widow had been dead, ill _ 
a 
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12ſt Summer ſhe ſent to me for an Emplaſter for a pain in her Shoulder; it

Obſer- 
whom [I had ſeen many years before in Fraxce afflicted with pituitous Swel- 75, - 

 lings in his Legs and Feet, came over into England, and put himſelf into rhe Legs, &c. 

' hands of Sir Fr. Prujean, he then labouring under a complication of Diſeaſes, 

- of which thoſe Swellings in his Legs and Feet wereonly a Symptom.By Cha- 
lybiatsand Antiſcorbuticks he was relieved, and reſtored to a tolerable good 
health ; but thoſe Swellings in his Legs did not lefſen. Upon which conſide- 

' ration I was ſent for, and propoſed the laced Stockings as the only remedy. 

It being allowed of by the Phyſician, I fomented his Legs with the milder 
Fomentation above preſcribed, embrocated them as above faid in the prece- 
ding Obſervation, and rowled them up from the Feet aboye the Knees. After 
three or four days I put him on Jaced Stockings with Knee-pieces, and by a 
moderate lacing of them reſtored the Legs and Feet to a better ſhape thanthey 
had been'in many years before,and he enjoyed a better health. After the-wea- 
ring them ſome months longer, his Legs grew ſo well, that he frequently dif- 
continued the uſe of them many months: yet when he perceived any fulneſs 
in them, he did put them on again, withour adviſing us about it. Nine years 
after this. Perſon was diſeaſed with a Carbuncle : atter the Curing whereof 
his Legs, Thighs and Belly ſwelled-extraordinarily. By Purging and Anriſcor- 
buticks his Belly funk ; and by laced Stockings and Towzers the Swellings 
in his Legs and Thighs went off, and they continued well without farther 
uſe of the laced Stockings, he enjoying a good health ſome years afterwards. 

In the time of the laſt great Plague, while I was in the Country, I was 4. Obſers 
ſetched to a perſon of worth,of about ſeventy years of age, lying in bed dif- EY 
eaſed with a cold phlegmatick Tumour in his right Thigh, foft, and yielding Thigh. 
to the impreſſion of my fingers. Doctor Bowles had been with him, and pre- 

ſcribed a Fomentarion with Embrocations to be daily applied: I approved of 
whar had been done : but the weather being then extream cold, the ground 
covered with Froſt and Snow, I thought he might get cold in the time of 
Dreſſing; and beſides, without a ſtrict Bandage it was not likely to remove 
that Tumour. Therefore I offered to their conſideration, whether a Flannel 
Trowze might not be made to lace ſtreight upon that Thigh, to cheriſh the 
native heat of the Part,and defer the Cure of the Tumour till the Spring. The 
Patient approved of it, and declared that he would return to Loxdox about that 
time, and conſult us there in order to his Cure. This being his refolution,l di- 
reed his Servants to make a 'Trowze ofa fine Dimity, lined with a ſoft Flan- 
nel, with Eylet-holes, to lace on the out-ſide, with a Waſt-band fitted to the 
upper part of it. The Trowze being made, I ſaw it laced on, a piece of Spa- 
»iſh Leather being placed under the Lacing, ro defend his Thigh from being 
burt by it. The lower part of the Trowze was tacked to a Cotton Stocking he 
put on that Leg. I defired (in caſe that Leg ſhould ſwell ) they would put 
on a laced Stocking with a Knee-piece.Afrer | was gone,there were ſome Ob- 
xQions made againſt this Bandage: but the Patient,findingeaſe by it,continu- - 
ed the uſe of it, andcame to Londonin the Spring of the year, and ſent for Sir 
Fr. Prujean, Door Bowles, and my ſelf, to meet Sir Edw. Alſton and Mr. L: a 
Chirurgeon at his houſe,to conſult his health. We met, and found the Patient 
walking in a large Dining-room. He gave us an account of the Swelling in 
his Thigh, and how it was cured by the Bandage I had direQted in the Coun- 
try. He allo related to us how he had been over-perſwaded to have the Calf of 
that Leg bliſtered, and of the pain ir gave him, and that a Fontanel had been: 
made in the ſame Leg ; which he was allo forced to heal up by reaſon of the 
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with AP® the painincreaſed, and that Leg ſwelled from the Hip to the very Toes ex- 
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pain. (Theſe were made after I had been with him. ) He farther declared the 
Objefions had been made againſt the Bandage,and aid, he had therefore ſent 
for us together, to have our Opinions how to regulate himſelf for the future. 
The Phyſicians did all approve of the Bandage, and allowed his wearing laced 
Stockings on his Legs in caſe they ſhould ſwell, and preſcribed him a ſtoma- 
ghical Pill and ſome peQtoral Syrups to take for a Cough he was fubjeR to. 
Some while after the Patient's Legs ſwelling again, I put him on laced Stoc- 
kings, which he did wear till they recovered their tone. Afterwards, as occa- 
ſion offered, he wore them, or left them off. During the time he wore them, 
he commonly bathed his Legs with warm water at night (by my direQion ) 
once a week to refreſh rhem, and put freſh Stockings 
Thus helived happily ſome years and died of Old age. | 

A Youth aged about x5 years was diſeaſed with the Small-pox, and foon 
afterwards with a Rhewmatiſmus , which eſpecially afflited the Scapalz and 
right /ſchion. During theſe Diſtempers the Phyſicians endeavoured by fre- 
quent Bleeding, Sudorificks , &c. to take off the Ferment in the bloud-: but 


ceedingly,and ſeemed adematous. On each of the Scapulz there alſo appeared 
a large Tumour without inflammation. Theſe latter we judged to be full of 
Matter, and accordingly I opened them by inciſion, and diſcharged a great 
quantity of purulent Matter. We dreſſed them with «ngaent. bafilicon upon 
Pledgits. The Swelling in the Leg we ſtuped with a DecoQtion of warm 
Plants ina common Lixivie, adding to it ſome Brandy -wine. After we had 


well fomented it, weembrocated the whole Member with ol. ol;zvz and a Solu- K* 


tion of common Salt ; then rowled it from the 'Toes up to the Hip, ' and placed 
the Foot and lower part of the Leg ſo high upon Pillows as might hinder the 
deſcent of the Humours. We alſo laid him upon his left Side, to give eaſe 
to alarge Ulceration upon the Os coxendiczs, which was occaſioned by his long 
lying upon that Part. After we had thus dreſſed him, my Kinſman Fagques 
Wiſeman took the Care of him, and 1n four or five days removedthe Swelling 
out of the Foot, Leg, Knee, and lower part of the Thigh, to the great caſe of 
the Patient : but the while the upper part of the Thigh and Hip ſwelled the 
more ; alſo an Anaſarcous Tumour ſtretched the Scrotzam to fuch a bulk as 
hindred his lying longer upon his Side. At the fight of which I ſcarified it 
with a Lancet gave vent to that ſerous Humour, applied a warm Stupe on 
it wrung out of the forementioned DecoQtion, and thereby freed the Scrotaum 
ſo perfeAtly well as it became no more diſeaſed. The Abſceſs i» Scapulis 
continued to matter much, and the Bones were felt bare in both of them - 
but upon making new Apertions in the Parts more declining,the Matter diſ- 
charged eaſily, and they cured within three weeks after. But in the mean 
time the Tumour in the upper part of the Thigh became painful daily 'more 
and more. Feeling Matter fluctuate in it, we opened it by Incifion, and diſ- 


charged a large quantity of Matter indifferently concofted : yet we could not 


by ſearch of Probe diſcover any Sinus conſiderable ; but,by preſſure with-our 
hands upon the Os ſacram and back-fide of the //;zov, we ſaw the Matter flow 
freſh-out of the Abſceſs : upon which account care was taken to make Com- 
preſſure by Bandage upon that Part. Whilſt this Abſceſs became the care of 
the Chirurgeons, there was conſideration had of Internals, to diſpoſe the Hu- 
mours toa healing condition. Bur, alas ! he was ſo emaciated, weakand reſt- 
leſs by reaſon of new Ulcerations which were riſen upon the Os coccygis and 


both Hips, that we only preſcribed him good Broths and ſuch Meat as might 


nouriſh him; and at laſt, for his more eaſe, we placed him direQly upon his 
Belly ; and thereby the Ulcers which had been made by lying on the places 


afore- 


on the next morning. 
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aforeſaid were difpoſed to cure, and the Matter which lodged deep in the up- 

per part of the Thigh and ſchion, rc. by this poſition made its way down by 

the Os i/ion, and flowed more plentifully. Upon fight whereof that Opening 

was inlarged about two or three inches, for the more tree diſcharge. From 

that time the Matter daily leſſened, and accordingly the Tumour diminiſhed, 

\ the Abſceſs and external Ulcerations healed, and the Patient viſibly recovered 
his ſtrength, infomuch that we hoped our work had been well-nigh at an end. 
But he not being able tolie ſolong, upon his Belly, the Ulcerations on his Back 
and Hips increaſed, and proved exceedingly vexatious, alſo the Swelling up- 
on the /ſchion grew big, and ſo painful, that it contraQted that Leg. Fomen- 
tations and Cataplaſms powerfully diſcutient and refolvent were for ſome 
time applied: they proving ineffetua], we applied a ſtong Cauftick on the 
middle of that Tumour, and cur into it: but it appearing dry and callous, we 
filled up the Apertion with Pracipitate. While we were digeſting out thar 
Callus, Embrocations were uſed to the contracted Tendons, and the Ulcerarti- 
ons, &c. were daily dreſſed, whereby in the ſpace of fix weeks they were all 
cured, and the Patient reſtored to the uſe of that Leg, but as yet he makes 

uſe of Crurches to ſupport his weak body. 

I was ſent for to an Infant of about a year old, diſeaſed with a ſoft white & 0 

Tumour in the midſt of her right Thigh yielding to the impreſſion of my fin- an 
_ gers: it was of a very large ſize, without much complaint of pain. I embroca- c_ 

red the Swelling with ol. ro. and Bay-falt, and applied an Emplaſter of diachyl. © * Wan 
treat. cam aceto, with Bandage over it. After a few days continuance of theſe 
Dreſſings, finding the Tumour not to leſſen, I fomented it with the milder 
Diſcutients ſet down in the method of Cure, and applied Emplaſt. diaſulph. 
by the uſe of which it ſeemed to diſſolve ; but afterwards it increaſed again, 
and became hard, ofa dusky colour, andas it were fixed to the Bone. Then [ 
applied a Cataplaſm ex mucilag. rad. althee, lilior. ſem. lini © fenu greci, &c. 
. endeavouring Reſolution : but it inflamed, and ſuppurated deep amongſt 
the Muſcles. I continued Suppuratives, and after a tew days, the Matter 
being more concoCted, opened it, and gave vent to a fetid Matter; then 
dreſling up the Abſceſs with «»gent. bafilicon upon a Tent, I embrocated it 
with ol. rof. applied the fame Cataplaſm, and afterwards deterged it with 
mundif. Paracelſ. and incarned and cicatrized it as hath been faid in large 
Phlegmons. 

A poor Woman brought a Child to me diſeaſed, as ſhe was told, of the 7. 0bfer- 

King's Evil; as indeed now-adays every Diſeaſe that appears dangerous or 7, 
difficult of cure is ſent to us as the Evil. He was about fix years of age, and had Thigh. 
a'large Tumour on the inſide of his right Thigh. It was not the Ev, but, the 
Child ſeeming an obje& of Charity, I offered her the Cure of it; and at the 
fame time, while the Child lay upon the Table, I made Incifion into it with- 
out asking leave, and diſcharged, I believe, near a Chamber-por full ofa crude 
Matter; then dreſled it up with Pledgits of angaenr. bafilicon and Emplaſtr. dia- 
chalcit. with Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day ſhe brought him again 
to me, and then the Skin ſeemed much contracted ; yet it bagg'd, and had 
near a Porrenger-tull of Matter init. T laid it'open that way with a pair of 
Probe-ſciffors, and dreffed it afterwards once more. My ſervants from that 
time continued to do it, till ſhe thought ſhe could cure it her ſelf. 

A Child of about four years of age, having been ſeized with a Fever in the g. ovvr- 
Autumn, languiſhed the Winter following under various Diſcaſes, and was lame var. of 
by reaſon of ſome {wellings about the right Hip and Thigh. Dr. Denton was 10%, af 
his-Phyfician, who'having recovered the Child toa tolerable meaſure of health, mours in- 
took me along with him to.confider thoſe Swellings. There was one round 2s a. 

Tumour o.. 
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Tumour near the Hip, the other was on the fore-part of the Thigh, very 
farge: they had all the ſigns of flatulent Tumours (except the Sound.) We 
applied Emplaſtr. diaſulph. and put on a laced Trowze with a Compreſs upon 
the Tumours, and deferred the farther proſecution of the Cure till the wea- 
ther grew warmer; and then, finding the Tumours unreſolved, we fomented 
them with Diſcutients boiled in a common Lix:vim, and repeated the uſe of 


* the former Emplaſter, by which the Tumour on the outſide diſcuſſed, (if it did 
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not paſs its Matter into the other : ) which ſoon after I opened in the moſt 
declining part four fingers breadth above the Knee, and, inſtead of Wind, 
diſcharged a large Porrenger-full of a clay-coloured fatid Matter. The Open- 
ing was made by Cauſtick: it ſerved for the eaſie diſcharge of the Matter, 
which after a few days leſſened, and by Compreſſion the Part agglutinated 
above, and cured without farther inlarging or putting in a Tenr. 

A Gentleman of about thirty years of age having from his youth been vex- 
ed with a fiſtulous Ulcer in his right Teſticle, in progreſs of time a Tumour 
aroſe in the lower Belly over the Pabes, ſtretching to the right Groin. He con-= 
ſulted Mr. Fenman and my ſelf. The Swelling was hard and painful, but 
without Inflammation. We ſuppoſed it to ariſe trom an eftuſion of Seram 
through all the hypogaſtrick Arteries. That of the Teſticle we believed to 
come from Juices caſt in by the ſpermatick Veſſels, which, meeting with a 
check in their progreſs, made the whole Tefſticle fcirrhous, and the Ulcer, as 1 
ſaid, fiſtulous. We begun our Applications to the Tumour with a diſcutient 
Cataplaſm ex far. fabar. hordez, ſem. lini, fenugraci, flor. ſambuci, cham. pulver. 
in oxymel. hoping to ſcatter the Humour: we alſo endeavoured Revulſion 
by Venzſedion, Clylſters, and lenient Purgatives. Door Short was conſulted 
and aſſiſted all along in the Cure. While we were endeavouring to diſcuſs the 
Tumour, it began to inflame and tend to Suppuration. Upon fight whereof 


we ſuppurated it, and opened it by Cauſtick about two inches long near the |} 


Os zlion, and diſcharged a large quantity of Matter. As the Eſcar ſeparated, 
we endeavoured Digeſtion, and cheriſhed the Parts by good Fomentations, ad- 
ding Compreſs and Bandage to preſs out the Matter; the Phyſician having 


the while preſcribed a decott. ſarſe, chine, &c. with proper vulnerary Plantsand 


Balfamicks, purging by intervals. Yet notwithſtanding theſe endeavours, the 
Abſceſs became more ſinuous, and put us upon a neceſſity of laying it open the 
whole length as it lay tranſverſe the Belly. The Matter was thereby more 
eaſily diſcharged; bur, by reafon of its virulency, it corroded under the Lips 
of the Ulcer, rendring them ſinuous and jagged, and the Peritonzum bare in 


ſome places. The leaſt application of a Cathzretick exaſperated it, &c. The 


rubbing of a callous Lip with the Cauſtick-ſtone gave him a fit of the Colick. 
Upon which conſiderations we exhibited a few grains of Turbith mineral, 
which gave him three or four Vomits. By the repeating of that ſome times he. 
falivated, and the Ulcer afterwards became well diſpoled and cured. ' The 
Teſticle was grown to the Scrotum, and paſſed its Matter through it in two 
ſeveral places: there was alſo another S$i»us which paſſed through the body of 
the Teſticle downwards. We had been ſome while endeavouring to conſume 
the Calloſities of theſe by Emollients outwardly applied, as alſo by Cathere- 
ticks inwardly upon Tents into the Ulcer : but failing in the latter, we laid 
open the Sis on the fide of the Teſticle from one Orifice to the other, and 
digeſted and healed it; then paſs'd a Seton-needle through the other Sus, & 
made way beneath for diſcharge of the Matter. When that lower Orifice was 


ro, Obſer- digeſted, we pulled out the Ligature, and kept it open with a Tent, and there-

by drained the Matter from the uppermoſt parts, and cured the Teſticle. 


A Man came out of re/azd diſeaſed with a large Tumour in the lower Belly 
deep 
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deep under the Muſcles, without Inflammation, hardneſs or Pulfation: it 
was moſt prominent towards the left /»guer, and ſomewhat heated, The 
Tumour had been long growing, and of late very painful. I applied an Empl. 


 Ceſaris over the whole Tumour, and fitted him with a Bracer to bear a part of 


the weight of it, deſigning that way to palliate it. By theſe he was ſomewhat 
relieved, and made a Journey with ſome of his Friends into the North, pur- 
poſing to drink the Waters at Xraresbrook : but by reaſon of his pain he fop- 

ed at Tork; and, meeting with no hopes of Cure there, he returned hither, 
and ſent for me. I went, and found him in his Bed full of pain, and that part 
of the Tumour in the Groin ſwelled and inflamed, and full of Matter, as [ 
thought: but, doubting the ſucceſs, I deſired he would conſult ſome eminent 
Men of my Profeſſion. He made choice of Mr. 7ho. Z7ollier. We conſidered 
the ſituation of the Tumour, the time and manner of its growth, with the 
Symptoms all along attending it, and concluded it originally a Tumour by 
Congeſtion; ſuppoſing the pain to proceed from ſome acrimony in the Se- 
rum, which falling into this declining Part putrefied Upon this ſuppoſiti- 
on we complied with the Patient and his Friends deſires, opened the Tu- 
mour in that Groin by Incifion, and diſcharged about half a large Porrenger 
of a bloudy Serum. We then laid it more open, and, obſerving nothing more 
to come forth, made a ſearch with our fingers, and feeling nothing but Fat, 
dreſſed it up with Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. with Emplaſter and Bandage. 


The Patient was eaſed of his pain, and reſted well rhat night. The third day 


we met again, and found him as well as might reaſonably be expeRed: bur 
from the time we' opened the Tumour he had not been outof his Bed. Ta- 
king off the Dreſſings, we found the Tumour ſunk, and a little Matter from 
the Lips of the Wound; but from the Abſceſs there was only a Gleet diſchar- 


ged. We fomented the whole Belly with deco@. abfinth flor. cham. ſambaci, &c. 


made in Wine, and drefled up the Abſceſs with'Digeſtives as before. We were 
not fatisfied with our work, yet had no Symptoms of its penetration : he brea- 
thed well, and his Urine and Stools were good. At our next dreſſing we ſaw 
the Ulcer had gleeted much, and the Opening appeared full of a greaſy Fat 
ſoiled, as rhe Omentam will be after it hath been'ſome time corrupted by the 
air. We pulled ſome of it out, and, having made a Ligature under it, cut it 
oft and dreſſed up the Patient as before. We were inclinable to think thar 


what we had cut off was part of the Omertum: but then why ſhould nor the 


Iateſtines thruſt out 2 To clear this Doubt, I brought the next day an InjeRion 
made of a DecoCtion of ſome Vulneraries, ex rad. ireos, ariftoloch. rot. myrrh. 
aloe, ſarcocoll. mel. roſ. and a little ſpir. vint, and caſt ſome of it up with a 
Syringe. Tt came out again. We repeated the Experiment, till we had well 
ſatisfied our ſelves that it came all out again: which confirmed to us that the 
Abſcels was not within the cavity of the Belly amongſt the Bowels. But 
the caſting up of this InjeQtion gave the Patient a Colick, upop which we 
uſed it no more. The Lips of the Abſceſs digeſted well, but from within it 
only gleeted, and thruſt out Fat, which we daily cut off without the loſs of 
a drop of bloud, and drefſed up the Abſceſs with mundif. ex apio, continuing 
the ule of diſcutient Fomentations and Cataplaſms.. We very much. deſired 
to ſee our Patient up out of his Bed: but he apprehended that his Guts would 
tumble out; and the more Fat we pulled away, the more he deſponded, and 
in the ſpace of two Months languiſhed and died. I reſolved to open his Body, 
and to that purpoſe made my Inciſion down from the Cartilag. enfiformis to 
the Pubes, and from the Navel croſs over. Then it appeared plainly that the 
Tumour was made by abundance of a ſoft white pray Fat lying berween the 
Peritonzum and Mulckes of the lower Belly. The Peritonzum was ſound, not 
the 
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the leaſt tainted, yet lay ſo bare, that the molt curious Anatomilt could not 


by Diſſe&ion more expoſe it. | ; 

If this perſon had bur roſe out of his Bed to the Cloſe-ſtool, nay, if be had 
but roſe upon his Knees to urine, the Fat had ſlipt out at the fame time; for- 
it lay looſe floating upon the Peritonzum. After I had removed the Fat, I divi- 
ded the Peritonzum, and there I ſaw all the Yiſcera ſound and ſweet as ever [ 


beheld in any dead body in my life. 


CHAP. XIX 
Of'a Scirrhus. 


whe #- CUCirrhus hath hitherto amongſt Authors been reputed to have its Original 
hy from Melancholy and cough Phlegm: the truth of which Idare not deny 
" before I know what is meant by thoke words. For in progres of diſcourſe 
the Writers upon this Subject do divide Melancholy into zataral, and preterna- 
tural: a Diſtintion by whom begun 1 do not ar preſent remember, but conti- 
. nued and uſed by all Writers of the latter Ages. , Men that make this Diſlin- 
Qion do ſuppoſe the xatura! Melancholy tobe the terreſtrious part ofthe Bloud, 
but not yet to have exceeded the bounds of a ſanguineous element - preterna- 
2zral to be ſuch as hath contracted a more than ordinarily fixed or terreſtrious 
quality by a fault in concoQion, which if it be only a Humour fo fixed, may 
be called preternatural Melancholy. If the bloud was very hot and acrimoni- 
- Ous, it hath been preſumed to be burnt, 2nd hath gone by the name of Choler 
adult: but then it is not ofthe lame kind or family. Of theſe morein the Trea- 
fiſe of Cancers. -; / 94 
I defire not to wade into controverſies of this nature,fitter for the Schools 
than a praQical Dilcourſe- it may ſuffice to give ſuch a notion of Melancholy 
as may be agreeable to the common conceptions of men verſed inthe Faculty. 
{f we fo derive our Notion, we may conſider the.Bloud to be bred out of 
Chyle, which in the laReous Veſſels is white, but when it eaters the Veins it 7 
by degrees groweth to be pellucid- and then 1s called Sera, and in ſome caſes 
Pitzita; and at laſt, when it is red, we call it Bload. Which Bloud confiſts of |k* 
much Salr and Sulphur, without which neither the animal Spirits nor the ſolid = 
Parts rhemſelves could be made. According to the degrees of fixedneſs and vo- 
{arility that theſe Salts and Sulplurs do acquire, the Bloud is more or leſs flo- 
rid, and the whole Habit of body of a better or worle Conftitution. If theſe 
Parts arrive £o their due volatility the whole Habit is Sanguine- if they be 
too fixed, it is Melancholick, according to the old phraſe; which is indeed fo 
far from being Aduſtios, that it is rather a Crudity, and the body in this caſe 
differs from a Sanguine condition as a green Apple doth froma ripe one. It be- 
ing the fault of the Bloud that the Chyle having met with too great acidity 
1a the firſt concoftion, doth not ever acquire a genuine ripenels, bur is apt up- 
on occaſion to concrete it ſelf upon the.Fibres ot the Tendons or Muſcles out- 
wardly, and upon the Yiſcera inwardly : which Concretion, where it happens, 
35 that Tumour which we call Scirrhas. Z 
The Differences of Scirrhus muſt be taken from the various mixture that 
happens in the Juices of the Bloud, For Bloud, being made at ſeveral times, 


may partake of many ſeveral qualities; ſome of which gay be produced io th 
_ . Maſs 
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Maſs of Bloud, and ſome in the Part it lelf, either by the peculiar Ferment 
thereof, or elſe by the alteration it may receive from applications of Medica> 
ments. If a falſe Ferment. in the Ventricle vitiate the Digeſtion, in ſtead of 
co0d and laudable Chyle, we often find the produtt to be peccant, either in 
acidity, or acrimony, or ſome other quality. If it be Acrimony, when it comes 
into the Bloud it produceth many hot Diſeaſes, and often Cancers of which 
more hereafter. if a mere crade Acidity, then the body is liable to a Scirrhas - 
but that Scirrhus, according to the various mixtures it may meet with of Bloud 
that went before, may be ſo compounded as to make thoſe ſeveral Species whicti 
we call Scirrhus, phlegmonoides, eryſipelatodes, edematodes, 8&6. Nay, though 
the whole Bloud may be troubled with one uniform” Diſtemper, which ma 
diſpoſe it to the raiſing of a Phlegmon, Eryſipelas,Oedema,&c. yet the applic; 
ons of Medicines to a Part fo affeQted' may be ſuch as, exhaling too ſuddenly 
the thinner Juices, may make the cruder portion that remains, in ſtead of 
repining into a due Digeſtion, harden into a Scirrbus: or elſe by Medicines 
that cool too much the whole Maſs may be kept in its ctudity, and fo fixed ir 
the Part as to become hard. | ik -5-6 4 
The exquiſite or true Scirrhus hith no ſenſe ; the imperfe& Scirrhas hath Signs. 
ſome ſenſe,if it be preſſed upon. The Tumour is hard, immoveable, and of a 
dark redcolour ; if Pituita be mixed with it, then it is of a livid colour. If 
a Scirrhas be the original Diſeaſe of the Part, and not the affect of ſome orher 
that hath been ill handled, it begins uſually ſmall like a Verchor Pea, and by 
degrees increaſeth, without ſhifting or changing of place. IF it be the effef 'of 
ſomeother Tumour that rerminated in'ir, asa Phlegmon, Ec: then the Accidents 
proper to that Tumour did ſuddenly change into thoſe of a Scirrhus: of which 
you.may ſee more in their proper place. - © {Reel F 
The true or exquiſite Scirrhus, being altogether without ſenſe, admits of no Progno- 
Cure. The reaſon is, becauſe the induration of the Part is ſo great, that it will fick- 
not open to receive the free afflux of Bloud into ir, but keeps its own hardneſs 
in deſpight of all Applications, and thereby the uſe of Medicaments is rende-

1f Phlegm 'abonnd, 
oceed as hath been propoſed in Oedema, and forbear Bleeding. "0 
he Plethora evacuated,you may endeavour Revulſfion to the contrary Parts 
by Friction, Cupping, Fontanels, Sc. . In Obſtructions of the: Hzmorrhoids 
Leeches may be:applied; and in ſupprefion of the Mer/iraa a Vein may be 
opened in the Arm or Leg, | | 

The third Intenfion is performed in treating the Tumour it ſelf in which 
theſe DireRions are to be followed. Trp Gs you do not uſe Repellents; for 
cold and tough Humours, of which theſe Swellings-are created, are not capa- 
ble of returning back as hot Humours, but do increaſe the more thereby.” In 
the next place, - you ought to be cautious in; the uſe of Emollients alone ; for 
thereby they are frequently exaſperated,and- terminate in Cancers. You ought 
alſo to avoid the uſe of the ſtronger Diſcutients,leſt thereby you reſolve the ſe- 
rous thin Humours, and convert the groſler part into a more folid ſubſtance. 
Therefore you are to confider well the Habit of the Body, and whether the 
Scirrhus be recent or old, and what the Parts are that beatiedted, and propor- 
tion; your Medicaments accordingly. be +. 

As to the Habit of the Body : young people, and ſuch as liveefteminately, 
qreuire to be treated with milder Reſolvents than thoſe who live:a labouring 
life... So alſo a Sczrrhas in its recency, whilſt it is in its augment, requireth 
milder Applications than the confirmed or inveterate one. And thoſe Scirrhi 
ariſing in theFleſhy parts will more cafily reſolve than thoſe on the Liga- 
ments and 'Tendons. | 

The milder Reſolvents are þutyrum rec. adeps galinac. ol. amygdal. dalc. lilior. 
adeps anſer.,guatis. ſevum vitulin. bircinum, vaccinam, axung. porcin. vet. rad. at- 
tbe, lilior. &c. The ſtrongerare radices cucumeris agreſt. bryonie, figil. Sole= 
monis, ireos, pix navalis .liguida, terebinth.. gum. galban. ammoniac. bdelliam, 
opopanax, &c.

Perſon of Honour near 4o years of age, of a full Body, had been long ſub- 1. obſer- 
je to cedematous Swellings in both her Legs from the Knees downs '** 
wards: for the remedying of which many Applications had been made abroad 
during the time ſhe was in Prance ; but;by reaſon of her conſtant attendance 
there, they continued ſwelling,and in progreſs of time the Matrer indurated and 
became Scirrhous, not only-along her Shins, but the muſculous Fleſh onthe 
Calves of her Legs and Ancles. The Cure was difficult ; but ſhe promiſing to 
keep her Chamber, I undertook it. She conſulted Sir Alex.” Fraf. who pre- 
pared her body by Purging, &c. after which began my work with rhe Fo- 
mentation er down in the method of Cure, her Servants bathing her Legs 
with a Sponge morning andevening ; after which they were embrocated cum 
oleo ex ped. bovinis & ol. lumbric. Then I applied a Cerote on them of anguenr. 
dialthzzand Wax,and rowled them moderately on to retain the Dreflings : af- 
ter which ſhe reſted her ſelf upon a Bed or Pallet daily. Whilſt this Perſon 
was under Cure, there happened a private DiſſeRtion of a ſornd Body at our 
Hall, whence I colle&ted a good quantity of Fat, which I clarified, and, at- 
ter the fomenting of her Legs, I embrocated them with it twice a day ; to 
which I imputed very much the Recovery ; for from that time the hardneſs 
viſibly reſolved,and in a Month's ſpace they were reſtored. During rhis me- 
thod of Dreſſing ſhe was frequently purged, and a Fontanel made in each Leg. 
Suſpeting her Legs might ſwell upon her firſt going abroad, I cauſed a pair 
of laced Stockings to be put on, which ſhe did wear ſome few days: but'obſer- 
ving they did not ſwell, ſhe not only left them off, but healed up the Fontanels. 
A Gentleman of about fifty years of age by a Fall brake his lower Jaw, the 2 Obſer- 

Cure whereof you may ſee in the Treatiſe of Fraftares. About half a year af- '*< 
ter the ſame Patient complained of a hard Tumour fixed under that Ear and 
Maxilla, of a dark red colour, not fo much painful, as uneafie from the hard 
binding of the Parts together. It was an imperfe&t Scirrhns,and notunlike to 

_ end ina Cancer. Sir Charles Scarbargh, Phy fician to his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of 7ork, and one of His Majeſty's Phyſicians, was conlulted, and by his 
preſcription the Patient was let bloud, and ſeveral times purged. I fomented 
the Tumour with the Fotus above mentioned, and embrocated it with ol. lilor. 
ſambuci, and unguent. dialthee, applying Empl. diachyl.' cam gummi, andafter- 
wards a Cataplaſm ex fol. cicute, rad. lilior. ſem. lini, fenugreci, &c. During 
theſe Applications little hard Tubercles roſe in the body of the Tumour, (as 
I have ſometime ſeen riſe about the Lips of inveterate cancerated Ulcers,) and 
after ſome days brakeand gleeted,bur would not digeſt. In the preſenceof the 
Phyfician I cut into them , filled them with Precipitate, applied anguen- 
tum bafilicon on them, and continued the uſe of Fomentations, &c. The 
Precipitate not digeſting them,l rubbed into rhem with a Cauſtick-ſtone divi- 
ded the Eſcars, and filled them with Przcipitate, from that time haſtening ſe- 
paration of the Sloughs. Then by the Vitriol ſtone and Przcipitate 1 dererged 
them. As theſe digeſted,the hardneſs relolved;and I cured them with ungwert. 
tutiz. The Patient being cured, we ſent for Mr. Goſling, to inform himſelf 
whether any carious Tooth or Stump affeRed that Jaw. He pulled our one ; 
but whether that was rhe cauſe I much doubr. |

One of about fifty years of age, of a full Body, came to me with a hard Tu- 
mour af about four inches in length lying on the outſide of his right Thigh, 
cloſe to the Muſculus vaſtus externus, of a livid colour mixt with a dark red. 
It was occaſioned by a Fall upon a Threſhold of a door, which bruiſed the 
Part, and Iſuppoſe made a large extravaſation, which,for want of timely dif- 
cuſſing, dried and hardened. The Tumour was ſenſible, but not otherwiſe 
painful than as it numm'd that ſide of the Leg, and fo cauſed a Lameneſs. 1 
began with VenzſeQion,and purged him frequently with decod. epithymi, Kc. 
during which I fomented the Tumour with the Fotas propoſed 'iq the method 
of Cure; and beat and pulped the fizces of it, and with fariv. Jentzum & hordes 


cum axung. anſeris & ol. lilior. made up a Cataplaſm and applied it. Tembroea- 


ted the benumm'd Parts with o! /ambricor. and made him a Fontanel on that 
ſide-of the Leg. After I had continued theſe Applications ſome days, I added 7 
more Cicuta to the Cataplaſm, and boiled it in Wine and Water. By the fre 7 
quent application of the Cicuta the Skin was fretted ; in which caſe I omitted ® 
the uſe of it, and applied the milder refolvent Emplaſter ſet down in the me- 
thod of Cure, and embrocated the Tumour with axung. humana. By this me- 
thod I reſolved the Tumour, and diſmiſſed him cured. | | 

I could give you ſome other inſtances of theſe imperfeQ Scirrhiz but they 
not diftcring in their Cure, I ſhall forbear, and conclude this Chapter with 
one inſtance of a Scirrhas which may ſerve to ſhew what the Diſeaſe is when 


heightened by acrimony or evil quality. 
A Gentlewoman aged forty eight years,of a full Body,having been long diſ-

neſs of breath , &c. at length recovered her health by the preſcriptions of 
Do@tor Denton,and enjoyed it the ſpace of a year ; but was then ſeized with 
a ſtreightneſs and pain in her right Breaſt, which increaſiog much with In- 
flammation, ſhe came again to her Phyſician, who ſent for me. - At the firſt 
ſight it ſeemed to me a confirmed Cancer fixed to the Ribs : but upon more 
mature deliberation and handling of it, I found the Diſeaſe was in the Skin, 
and that the Glands and muſculous fleſh underneath it were not hard,or other- 
wiſe affeQed than asthey were bound in by the intenſe hardneſs of the Skin, 
which kept them immoveable. From that uneaſfineſs an Ery/pelas was raiſed, 


| which overſpred the Skin of the Breaſt and Parts about with great heat. We 


ſuppoſed the hardneſs proceeded from a concretion of the nutritious Juices : 
but how to relieve her was the difficulty. We applied over the Parts affected 
cerat. Galenj to repreſs the heat, and ſupplied her with Medicaments to dreſs 
her ſelf, that ſhe might, according to her deſire, retire to her houſe in the 
Country, where ſhe was let bloud,and purged with mana and  cremor tartar. 
diſſolved in Whey ; and her Houſe being near Epſom, the was afterwards pur- 
ged with thoſe Waters. But, after all, growing more indiſpoſed, ſhe retur- 
ned to Loxdox: at which time I ſaw her Breaſt inflamed and excoriated, alſo 


ſeveral hard Tubercles riſen in the Skin which gleeted much. The Scirrhus 


was alſo ſpred up that ſide of the Neck by the Huſcul. maſto;des to the Os hu 
meri and Scapula, and ſo under that Axila, and down that fide. We dreffed 
ſome ofthe Excoriations with angzent. tutiz Yigonis, and others with Pledpits 
dipt in this following Lotion; B ag. ſpermat. ranar. tb j. ſem. cydox. 5ij. Pow 
plantag. 5j. infand.. calide per quatuor horas: colaturg adde troch. alb. Rhaf. 
paly. 5j. ſacchar. Satarni I1S. And over all we applied ſome of this following 
Cerote: Þ mucilag. ſem. cydon. pſyti extratt.” cum aqua ſolani, an. 5 iv. unguen. 
ti nutriti 51ij. unguent. popul. 5 vz. cere albe q.ſ. fiat Ceratum. Thus the In- 
flammation was remitted, and the excoriations healed in ſome places, and 
checked in others. Many internal Remedies were alſo preſcribed, gp pts 3% 

rdials, 
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Cordials, &c, according to the accidents which happened. During the while 

| was in the Country other Chirurgeons were conſulted; but without ſucceſs ; 

the Scirrhas,ſtill ſpreading,over-ran the other Breaſt and fide of the Neck,and 

in few weeks rendred her Neck tiff arid immoveable : and;. by reaſon of the 
Compreſſion which was made in the Axi/a and about the Shoulder,there was 

a reſtagnation of the Humours, and the Attn” ſwelled to the Fingers ends. 

We fomented the Arr with a decod. fol. & rad. althee, fol. violar. plantag.ſts

lani, ſalicis, lenticule paluſtris, flor. cham. meliloti, ſem. liti, fenugr. and endea- 
voured by. Embrocationsand Cerots, Emollierits and Refolvents, to fuccour 
theſe Parts : but all-this while ſhe was eithet afMjAed with Colicks, or Diat- 
rhea, or Vomiting. We endeavoured to carry oft the Matter by Calome/. in- 
wardly,and by Mercurial Unguents outwardly, and wotild have falivared her, 
if ſhe would have permitted. The weather growing hot, and her Lodgings 
being too ſtreight, ſhe removed again to her houſe in the Country, where ſhe 
was viſited:by us, I ſaw the Scirrhas affefting both ſides of her Neck, her 
Shoulders, Arms, Breaſts and Sides, and beginning to invade the Skin of het 
Loins and Hips ; yet ſhe was not at that time ſick or painted, but eat her Din- 
ner well, She at length grew weary of Medicine, and with patience endt- 
red the remaining Accidents of her Diſeaſe till it kifled her. She was ſeized 
with this Scirrhus in May, and died in Azzaft following. I 
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CHAP. XX. 
Of Warts and Corns, 


| Aving run through the Diſcourſe of Scirrhas, I ſhall make bold to add 

ro it ſomething concerning Warts and Corns,as being more reducible ro 

that Head than to any other that I know : they being for the moſt part indbra- 
ted Tumours ; and though ſometimes we find them ſoft, yet that is upon ſfonte 
admixture of anextraneous Humour that makes the Tumour compound. 

Warts and Corns are both of them cutaneous Tumours, bur do differ from Gauie «t 
each other by. this moſt eſſential Difference : A War? beginneth' in the Carzs, Wat: 
and ſeemeth to be either an effloreſcence of the Serum of the Bloud, which, 
hardning in the ſurface of the Skin, maketh a dry Tumour ; or elſe ſome 

| ſmall luxuriancy of the little Arteries of the Cxtis, which do thruſt out them- 
ſelves, making a petty Sarcoma which we call a ſoft Wart. According to the, __ 
variety of the Tumour, it is ſometitnes whole with a ſtnooth ſurface; ſome: ces. ; 
times chappd and uneven. According to the manner of their production;ſome- 
times they ariſe by a general exudation out of the Catis,' with a broad-baffs, 
and are called Yerruce ſeſiles, ſometimes 2 few-Capillaries putting out toge- 
ther do, after they have grown to a ſmall length , inlarge themſelves into a 
greater compaſs, and make the penſile Tumour we call Acrochordoy. 
| The Corn,onthe other fide, beginneth in the Cuticula with its bafts outward, Cauſe of 
owing its origin to an outward Compreſſion, and'thence derives ic ſelf inward £8. 
into the Skin,nay,often through it to the Membranes, Tendons,& Cartilages, 
to which it frequently unites it ſelf,to the no ſmall -diſturbavee of the Patienr. 
It groweth inany part that is liable to great preſſure; rhe Toes ahd Feet, che 
Lips of Trumpetters, the Ears of Ladies, &c. The hardeſt part of Crt 
| ually 
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uſually in the middle;thruſting it ſelf in like a Nail; whence it hath its Latie 
appellation of C/avus.That hard part doth often turn black,making a ſpeck in 
the middle, which in ſome Countries gives it the name of a Bird's eye. The 
outſides are ſofter, not ſo horny as the former, but {till ſcirrhous, 'and do ei- 


- ther prohibit acceſs into the hole whence the Corn grew, if it have been cut 


out ; or elſe ſuffer themſelves to be crowded into the place.that was voided by 
exciſion,there hardniog into a new Corn of the like ſolidiry with the former. 

But it is not always that Corns are hard ; they often-are foft between the 
Toes, where the Compreſſion is not great, and ſometimes have Inflammation 
joined with them : which variety is ordinarily obſerved,and eaſily reduced to 
the common heads. : 

There need no Sigzs be given of Warts, they being ſo:apparent. And for 
Corns, whether they be hard or ſoft, the pain will diſcover them : yet in the - 
ſoft Corns the Skin is for the moſt part whiter than the reft. | 

Warts.do often fall away :of themſelves; whereas Corns are ſcarce ever fo 
cured that they return not again. . 

The Medicaments commended in the Cure of Warts are many. Thoſe 
which are moſt eafie to be had in; the Country are,the green Rindsof Willows 
beaten,. the Juice of Marigolds, Celandine, all the Spprges, a Garden-ſnail 
ſprinkled with Salt. If you rub them with any of rhefe, they will fall off. 
01. vitrioli or ol. ſulphuris will certainly deſtroy them. | have ſeen ſome burn 
them out by running a hot Needle into the roots of them. There are other 
ways,as by rubbing them with raw. Beef,and burying it. But when any great 
one falls into my hands, I make a ſpeedjer riddance of it by Ligature or 
Cauſtick. Where it is capable of being tied, I make a Ligature :' in others, 
where it is not, the Cauſtick-ſtone alone will do it. : 

The Cure of Corns is in paring them off, and applying red foft Wax : or, 
Be. picis navalis 53. Empl. diachyl. magy. 5ij. gum. galban, diſſolut. in aceto 5 (>. 
falis ammoniaci 23. Miſce ; or, B aluminis, vitrioli Ungarici, auripigment. ana 
pars. equal. pulveriz. & miſceantur cum aceto. All which are proper as wellin 


the ſoft as in the hard Corns. 


Young Lady, having been long vexed with 'an unſeemly over grown 
"\ Wart uponone of her Fore-fingers,defired my help. 1rubb'd the chapp'd 
head of it with a Cauſtick-ſtone till ir was ſoft and black, then ſcraped it off, 
and rubb'd the remaining root with ſome of the ſame tillI judged it was era- 
dicated, then waſhed out rhe Salts, and dreſſed it cum unguent. bafilic. . with 
a few drops of ol. terebinth. which madeteparation of the Elcar, and cured it. 
In another young perſon,where they were ſmall in the 4afis,: Þ tiedſome of 
them cloſe by the-roots with a Silk, others I ſnipt of with a pair'of Sciſſors, 
not regarding the dropping ofrhe bloud upon the neighbouring Parts, which 
is thought to infe&t them, and beget others. Then I rubbed the roots of them 
all wich a Cauſtick-ſtone, and digeſted the Sloughs out as above ſaid, and 
they cicatrized of themſelves the while. | 
Yet you ought to be cautious how you meddle with thoſe growing upon 
the Knuckles : for Warts there, being for the moſt part near the Tendons,can- 
not well be extirpated without offending them, and ſo are conſequently ſubject 
to Fluxion, and corrupt the Cartilages or Bone. | 
This was the caſe of a Perſon of Goaliry aged about fifty years,of a Pletho- 
rick Body,who had a Wart upon the firſt Joint of one of her Fore-fingers.It was 
imprucencly undertaken by ſome pretender to Chirurgery, and treated as ill ; 
ſo that after. many Months endeavours he was diſmiſked,and a more knowing 
Chirurgeon entertained, who found much difficulty in the Cure,yet made -

ſhifr to cicatrize it : brit it ſwelled again, and diſcharged patt of its Matter 
by the ſide of that Nail. Upon ſight whereof I was conſulted, and ſaw a thin 
Tchor weeping through the old Cicatrix at an Opening not bigger than a ſmall 
Pin-hole. The Lady: importuning me to undertake the Cure, 1 ſprinkled the 
Orifice with Prezcipitate, whereby I cruſted in the Matter to thin the Skin, 
which the next day T opened, and by ſearch of a Probe felt the ale 
rotted. 1 informed the Patient of the neceſſity of taking an inciſion pro- 
portionably large in'forder to the Exfoliation, and withal repreſented the 
difficulty; and offered to her conſideration the more certain and ſpeedy way 
by cutting-off thar Joinr. She with little derhur conſented to it. All things 
being immediately prepared, I chopr off that Joint, tteſſed it up with pul- 
ver. Galeni, and afterwards digeſted it, and cuted it, 4s hath been ſhewed in

A Perſon of quality complained to me of a pain in the Joint of her great 2- Obſees 
Toe and Sole of that Foot : underneath the Toes ſhe faid her pain was fo '** 


much, that ſhe could nejther go in the day upon it, nor ſleep in the night. 
L looked upon them, and, ſuppoſing they mighr be ſoft Corns, ſent for a Corn- 
cutter. He cut away the thick Skin to the quick, as we thought; but ſhe con- 
tinued in much pain, and ſending for me the next morning, told me ſhe had 
not keen in bed that night by reaſon of her exceeding pain. I ſaſpefted they 
had been cut too cloſe, and were feſtering ; but.in looking upon them I ſaw no 
heat or diſturbance; yet upon preſling, niy fingers on them ſhe complained 
much. 1, concluding there was fome fault under the Skin, reſolved to find 
it out: to which purpoſe 1 rubbed one of theſe places with a Cauſtick-ſtone, 
and ſcraped away the Skin as it ſoftned, and, periettating more deep, gave 
vent to ar extravaſated Bloud. I ſerved the reſt fo, and found the like Blond 
in every one of them: the quantity did not exceed the kernel | of a Cherry- 
ſtone. I dreſſed them all with' angaent. baflicon"atid ar Empl. diapatm. over 
them, and thereby they cicatrized iri twice or thrice dreſſing : bar from the 
firſt dreſſing her pain ceaſed, and fhe continueth fince' without complaint. 
In the Cure of the hard Cornsof the Feet'or Toes T do not buſie my ſelf, if 
ſuch Emplaſters as have been propoſed fail, they may ſend for the Corn-cut- 
ter. But if through-pain a Fluxion be occaſioned; and the Part apoftemate, it 
may then be worth rhe Conſulting a Chirvrgeon; for perierally they" pene- 
trate to the Periofteum:; and if the Apoſtemation doth nor foul this Bone im-

A young Lady about fifteen years of age had an Apoſtemarion on the out- 
fide of one of her Toes. It was occaſioned by the hard preſſure of a Corn up- 
on the Joint of it, and had continued ſome months diſcharging its Matter 
through the middle of the Corn, in ſpite of the endeavours that had been tri- 
ed by Corn-cutters and others. Upon ſight of it, the Skin which covered the 
Ulcer appeared {to my judgment) callous within,. and not capable of unj- 
ring with the parts underneath. Upon which conſideration I ſtopt the'Ori- 
fice with Lint, arid, rubbing the Skin with a Cauſtick-ſtone, removed that 
falſe cover ; then dreſſed it with anguer?. bafilicon warm ; by which it was 
digeſted, and afterwards cicatrized. Ren 

Another havirig an Apoſtemation on the outſide of her little Toe by reaſoh 
of its hard Preſſure, I opened it by Incifion, and diſcharged the Matter ; and 
afterwards perceiving the Matter retained unger the callous looſe Skin, 1 
ſnipt it off with my Sciſſors, whereby ſhe was freed of her Corn, and the 
Ulcer was ſoon cured by the aboveſaid Ungueat. . 


A young Gentlewoman came to Loxdon with an Ulcer in one of her Toes, 


that next to the littleone. It was on the middle Joint,occafioned by the pref- 
ſure of a Corn. Do@tor Walter Needham commended her to my hands. We 
dilated the Ulcer, and diſcovered the Bone carious. We adviſed her to keep 
her Chamber in order to the Exfoliation of it, and withal put her in mind 
that it was the work of nature, and required time for the perfefting of ir. 
Upon which ſhe demanded how long-the Wound might be curing if the Toe 
were cut off: and being told fourteen days; ſhe replied, Cut it off. We did 
ſo, and cured it accordingly by the method uſual in ſuch Extirpations. | 


CHAP. XXI. 
Of a Cancer. 


Ancer is the name of a Tumour ariſing ( as it is thought ) from an aduſt 
or attabilious Humour. It is round, unequally hard, and ( if not infla- 
med-) of a livid or brown colour, with exquiſite pricking pain : the Veins 
appear turgid in the Skin upon the ſurface of the Tumour. 
The Cauſe of a Cancer is uſually faid to be aduſtion of Humours, which 
upon an over-coricodion or rather broiling grow retorrid and ſharp. 

[ cannot imagine what heat theſe Authors ſuppoſe tobe in the Body which 
is capable of making ſuch an Aduftion as is here ſpoken of. I rather impute 
the corroſive venom that attends this Tumour to the materials of which it is 
made, than to any extraordinary. heat ; and that becauſe we ſee the higheſt Fe- 
ver not attended with a Cancer, and on the contrary a Cancer not often attend- 
ed with any extremity of heat: ſo that it cannot be Aduſtion rhar is the cauſe of 
the Malady. Burt I rather think the matter of the Humour to be in fault, which 
by ſome error in concoQion became ſharp and corroſive, (it may be arſenical, 
as appears by the Sloughs we ſometimes find made in a night. ) This Humour, 
being of it ſelf ſharp and corroſive, is apt to convert whatever comes toit of 
Bloud into the fame acrimony with itſelf: which is cafie to be done by mixing 


ſuch an acrimonious Ferment with a liquor that abounds with acid Salts, os ; 
che

the Bloud of ſuch men uſually doth. Being ſuch, it doth increaſe apace while 


the Skin is yer whole; but much more when, upon breach ol Skin, the ac- 
ceſſion of air adds to the vigour of the ferment, upon which it grows fierce, 
and thruſts it {elf out into angus and Tubercles, &c. | | 

' The remote Cauſe of this Tumour is,cither a fault in the original Conftitu- 
tion of the Body ; or an acquired one, as by Bruife, Tumours, ill handling, &c. 
Or it may be an error in Diet, w2z. a great acrimony in the meats and drinks 
meeting with a fault in the firſt Concoaion, which, not being afterwards Cor- 
re&cd in the Guts, ſuffers this acrimonious matter to aſcend into the Bloud ; 
where if it find vent in the Menſtrua in Women, or by the Hzmorrhoids, or 
by Hzmorrhagia, or Urine, or the like, the miſchief may be prevented : but 
if upon any defedt in thoſe the Humours divert to ſome other peculiar Part, 
then the foundation of this Diſeaſe is laid, whether it be in the Breaſts, or 
other Glandulous and ſpongy Parts,or indeed any other Part of the Body. 


The Differences of Cancers are many ; ſome whereof are with Ulceration, ou 
others not. The Cancer not ulcerated is of two forts. The one is viſible and 


evident to the ſight in the exteriour Parts of the Body, and beareth the name 
of 2 Canceroas Tumour : the other is within the Body, and is called a Latent or 
Occult Cancer, and poſleſſes the Zterus, Anus, Palate, Ic. Others call all thoſe 
Cancers Occult which are not ulcerated, amongſt which may be reckoned thoſe 
which are felt in the Glands of the Breaſts, &c. Of theſe ſome are looſe and 
moveable,and ſometimes ſo hard that they have knocked againſt one another 
like Pebbles; if it be not more fit to call them Sczrrhz: others again are hard 


and fixed to the Bones. Some lie ſuperficially under the Skin; whereas others 


are deeper in the Fleſh. Other Differences may be taken from the Humour 
to which they owe their Original.If they Matter be not very corroſive, their 
growth is ſlow, and they are not very painfull. Thele are called the milder 
fort, of which I have had many under my care; and ſome, of thoſe afteting 
the Breaſt I'have palliated a long time with eaſfie Remedies. If any man will, 
in ſtead of 9/4 or occult Cancers, call them ſcirrhous Cancers, I ſhall nor 
gainſay him. | 


Such was the caſe of a Lady that laboured many years of an ulcerated 1. Obſer- 
Cancer. It had eat deep into her left Breaſt, and was fixed to the Ribs, but ?F%...;..

Breaſt is hard and immovable. She enjoys a good health, and is like to live 
long for any thing of diſturbance ſhe ar preſent ſuffereth by it. 


Ir 1s not long fince that Doftor Walter Needham and my ſelf were deſired 4. ovter- 
to look upon a Gentlewoman's Breaſt in the City. We found a Tumour hard va: 


and fixed, which had been ſome years ulcerated, and was judged a Cancer by 


thoſe who had before ſeen it; but it was not painful. We judged it a ſcir- 


rhous Cancer, as indeed all the forementioned, are or at leaſt ſeem to partake 

much of a Scirrhus yet by ill handling or increaſe of Acrimony they fre- 

quently terminate in raging Cancers, and torment the Patient with exquiſite. 
darting pains. Some Inſtances whereof I ſhall-ſet down, to make the young 

Chirurgeon more cautious in undertaking the Cure of thern. 


An old Gentlewoman came to me with a Syelling behind the right Ear, 4- Ovicr- 
ſuppoſing it the Xing's Evil, The Tumour was of the bigneſs of a Pigeon's"* 
O | 
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egg, but lay more flat: it was hard and fixed, of a dark red colour, with a 


 pricking pain. | aſſured her Friends that the Swelling was cancerous, and 


gave them caution in applying Suppuratives. But there wanted not one who 
undertook the Cure by breaking of it; upon which it became more painful. 
I was ſent for, and faw it ulcerated deep, with ſtinking Sloughs, and thick 
Lips ſtanding vp. It was ſpred under her Ear, and fo horribly painful that 
ſhe ſeemed diſtraed therewith. 

So a Girl of ten years old had a hard round Tumour 1n her left Cheek; by 
the uſe of Diſcutients it heated and became painful, that Eye inflamed, and 
the Temporal Muſcle ſwelled : it reached downward, and afflited that Jaw 
and Tonſil, rotting the Bones underneath, without breaking the Skin. She 
loſt her Eye, and died ſoon after Lethargick. | 

A Lady coming to Town with a Swelling in her left Breaſt conſulted ſome 
of our Profeſſion, and at laſt me. She faid ſhe had fome years ſince Kernels in 
her Breaſt, which were judged the Xing's Evil; upori conſideration of which 
ſhe was preſented to his MAFESTT, and touched. In progreſs of time 


_ they ſwelled, and, her Breaſt being extremely painful, ſhe deſired my Judg- 


ment of it. The Swelling was large and round, and greatly inflamed, under 
which it was ſoft, and ſeemed to have Matter init. The Parts more diſtant 
were hard, and ſeveral Tubercles lying under the Skin made it unequal: yet 
the Breaſt was not fixed. She urged me inſtantly to deliver my thoughts of it ; 
which to decline, I turned from her, and told her Friend it was a Cancer, and 
that I ſaw no hopes to fave her life but by cutting it off. He wiſhed me tocon- 
ſider how I delivered ſuch Judgement of it, two Chirurgeons having lately af- 
ſured her the contrary, they taking it for a Phlegmon. But I, not being uſed 
to guide my Judgment by what others delivered, confirmed to him what Thad 
before faid by a fad prediQtion, which befel her within few weeks after. And 
indeed there was no way then to deal with it but by cutting off her Breaſt. 

In another, who conſulted me about a pain in her Breaſt, I felt one of the 
Glands ſwelled. 1 adviſed her to refrain the handling it, and to avoid the la- 
cing herſelf too ſtreight. It lay ſome years quiet , but then the death of her 
Husband happening, and one afflition following another, and the Menſtrua 
ſtopping, the Humours fermented in this Gland, and afterwards the Breaſt 
ſwelled, and ſeemed to apoſtemate. Some were fo wile as to aſſure her it was 
a ſimple Apoſtcmation, and required Digeſtives: whoſe advice ſhe was per- 
ſwaded to follow, till ſhe became extreamly pained, and then ſhe ſent for me. 
It was without Inflammation, but ſwelled very big, and ſeemed to be all of 
Matter ; yet was not without hard Tubercles and other Symptoms to ſhew it 


would terminate in a Cancer whenſoever it ſhould break. Therefore I refuſed 


to open it, but adviſed the beſt I could to give her eaſe, and promiſed to 
come to her, if after it brake ſhe would ſend to me.

the Inflammation, ſo may be. thought full of Matter; but if you then open 
them, they will only-gleet. If you aſſwage that heat, the ſame place indu- 
rates again. Yet I have frequently ſeen a_Phlegmon ſuppurate in ſome part of 
the Cancer: and after the cutting off a Cancer ! have found an apoſteination 
of well-concoQed Matter in the body of it. And ſo-it was in that Cancer my 
Friend Mr. Nurſe cat off in the preſence of Doftor Walter Needham and ſe- 
veral of us. If pituitous Humours abound in the Body, an &dematous Tu- 
mour may be found affeQing ſome exteriour part of the cancerous Tumour : 
in which cafe the Swelling ſomewhat reſembles a Tumonr- made by Con- 
ſtion. Theſe are they that grow to ſuch .a great bulk, and are pale or li- 
vid, with a mixture of a brown colour, and have thoſe turgid Veins ſtretching 
over the Skin': whence Authors have likened them to Crabs, and theſe Veins 
to their Clos, and from thence impoſed upon them the name of Cancer. The 
many Tubercles lying under the Skin make the Tumour round and unequal : 
at laſt they break; and from that time, be the Matter much or little, they, ul- 
cerate, thruſt out hard painful Lips, diſcharge a ſtinking Gleet and, fix to.the 
Ribs. as if they were nailed to them, and in progreſs are of a horrible aſpect. 
Of all the Diſeaſes which afflict mankind the Cancer is the moſt grievoug 
and rebellious, and is generally incurable, by reaſon of its corroſive and ma- 
lign venom fermenting in the Humours, which fo far as wecan yet find, 
yeilds neither to Parging, Bleeding, Repellents, Diſcutients, Suppuratives, 
nor any other Medicine inward or outward. | 

Thoſe which lie ſuperficially under the Skin may be attempted by the Chi- 
rurgeon's hand: or if they riſe from an external cauſe, as Bruife, &c. though 
they lie deeper, they may be cut off, or otherwiſe extirpated. But thoſe that 
ariſe from a corroſive quality in the Humours, though they may be cur off or 
otherwiſe extirpated, yet the ſucceſs is moſt doubttul. Nor do Cancers in 
the Mouth or other internal Parts cicatrize well, though they be extirpated 


by Knife or Fire. 


The Cure of a Cancer in genera! confifteth in theſe three Intentions: firſt, 


in the generation of good Bloud, ſecondly, in correfting and evacuating 


of the atrabilious Humours in the Body ; thirdly, in preventing the growth of 
the Tumour, and dilpofing it to Diſcuſſion. 

We endeavour to perform the firſt Intention by an exact regulation in Di- 
et and way of living, adviſing to abſtain from ſuch falt, ſharp and groſs 
Meats as may diſpoſe the Bloud to acrimony, and make choice of the contra- 
ry, ſuch as are cooling and moiſtning, of eaſe digeſtion and good nouriſh- 
ment, as hath been propoſed in the Chapter of a Scirrhas. | 

The ſecond Intention is, in preparing and purging off the acrimonious Hu- 
mours. If there be Plethora, or a ſuppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids.or Menſes a 
Vein may be opened, and a Clyſter given. The Humours may alſo be evacu- 
ated by lenient Purgatives, as decod. epithymz, ſenne Gereonis : or this; Be flor.

The third Intention. 1s, fo reſtrain the growth' of the Tumour, and mode- 
rately diſcuſs it. Whilſghe Hamours are evacuating, we apply Repellents 
and afterward we add Dilcutients. The Repellents ought to be of the milder 
' fort, leſt they render the 'Humours too groſs and unfit for Reſolution ; as, 
Lattar. portalac. plantag. umbilic. Ven. ſolanam ſempervioam, Lentils boiled in 
Vinegar, alſo Clay tempered with Vinegar. F 

The Medicaments. ready compounded are, anguent. a/bum, nutrituam, popu- 
teon, tutiz, de plamb. aſto, Lead it ſelf. Andall the Unguents preſcribed ought 
to be wrought in a leaden Mortar. Lead beaten into thin /aming is uſually 
worn iti theſe cales; fo is Gold after the fame manner. 

'The Oyl of Frogs is commended in this caſe, and is made by baking them 
with butter in their mouths. Frog-ſpawn-water is of good uſe in the Sum- 
mer, if cloaths be dipt in it and applied: but they ought to be ſhifted as they 
dry, and freſh ones applied. The often changing them in the Winter may 
cauſe the Patient to take cold; therefore you may apply then this or ſuch like 
Cerote : Be ranar. virid.

If notwithſtanding all your endeavours the Tumour increaſe, and be like 
to-ulcerate, you may do well to forewarn the. Patient of the danger: and 
if it be looſe, and in a place where it may be ſafely extirpated, propoſe it to 
them, leſt afterwards they deſire it when it is too'late. a 

That you may be the more ſucceſsfull in the Operation, I ſhall offer to your 
conſidetation theſe few Qualifications. Firſt, that the Patient be of a ſtrong 
Conſtitution, and of a tolerable good Habit of body, and-not. in a declinin 
age, when the Menſtrua are ceaſed, Secondly, that the Cancer be looſe, ts 
the Ax;/4 free from painfull Glands. It were alfo to be wiſhed thar the Cancer 
took its Original fron) ſome Accident, as a Bruiſe, Tc. Thirdly, that the 
Operation be perforined in the Spring or Autungh of the year: leſt through

cantham of other Eſcaroticks I do not approve : for you cannot apply them 
G to the mouths of the Arteries but they will corrode the adjacent "=

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and cauſe pain, which ought not to be, eſpecially in a Cancer. Beſides, they 
require a ſtrict Bandage, which is very troubleſome on the Breaſts. To avoid 
which inconveniences, I propoſe the ſtopping of the Bloud by a ſmall Button- 
cautery; which I acknowledge is nor done without ſome pain, but that is 
momentary, and ſerves to correct the indiſpofition of the Part - whereas the 
other lieth gnawing ſo long as it is upon the Part, and rendreth-it crude and 
ill difpoſed. There ought to be aQtual Cauteries of different forts ready hea- 
ted in ſome corner of the Chamber, leſt in the Extirpation there happen to be 
left ſome reliques of a'cancerous Gland behind. All things being ready, the 
Patient muſt be placed in a Chair to the light, and held ſteady.. It is then at 
the Operatour's choice, whether he will make a Ligature about the Zafis of 
the cancerous Tumour, or pull it to him with one hand while he cuts it off 
with the other. For the cutting into the Breaſt, and pulling out the cancera- 
red Knot, rarely ſucceeds well : nor indeed is every Breaſt i capable of being 
freed of the Cancer when it is cut off by, making a Ligature. If the Cancer be 
cut off clear, your buſineſs is then to ſtop.the bloud as yob pleaſe: but if any 
Scirrhoſity remain, you ſhall do well to conſume it by anal. Cautery. The 
Ancients uſed in theſe Operations to permit them to bleed freely, nay proyo- 
kedthem to itby cruſhing the bloud out; after which the aftual Cautery was 
applicd all over, then they dreſſed the Wound a Burn : But according to 
my method pulv.

If in cicattizing it the Lips do grow callous, attempt the eradicating it 
timely by aftval Cautery, whilſt it is within a narrow compaſs, and lieth in 
the ſuperficies : for if you defer it till it hath ſeized the muſculous Fleſh, it will 
be too late, it -being then; ſcarce 'capable of Palliation. Yet fome Authors 
have left us Preſcriptions whereby they give us hopes to cure them, or extir- 
pate them.. Thoſe they have offered to us for the Cure are much theſame with 
what I have already fet down: viz.

Guido hath 
commended rous Arſenick poudered and ſprinkled daily- upon them, the Eſcar 
being firſt pulled off. Rzverzzs in his Obſervations tells of a Cancer that was 
extirpated by this Application: Be ag. fortis 5j. ſablimati crudi 5 viij. ſalis Arme- 
wiact 51). arſenici 5j.

of good Defenſatives. By the authority of ſome of theſe Authors young Chi- 
rurgeons have been ſometimes engaged to their prejudice: and ſome years 
ſince an eminent Chirurgeon, fince deceaſed, undertook the eradicating of an 
ulcerated Cancer in the Breaſt of a Woman that had ſtrength and courage to 
endure it. He applied the ſtrongeſt of the forementioned Eſcaroticks: they 
penetrated deep, and made great Sloughs, which he pulled off, and by repeat- 
ing the Eſcaroticks raiſed new; but the uſe of them was not long continued: 
for the Gleet partaking of the Corrofives ulcerated the adjacent Parts; and 
the Cancer was ſo enraged by the Eſcaroticks, as ſhewed there was no good 
to be done by them. Indeed if they had contrived Medicaments that could 
have penetrated deep with little pain, there might have been ſome hopes of 
ſucceſs. So cancerous Excreſcences and Ulcers in the Mouth are increaſed by 
the touching them with ol. vitrio/. ſaiphur, &c. Upon which conſideration there 
remain but two ways, either the actual Cautery, or palliative Medicines. If 
the cancer be in ſuch a place as you may hope to eradicate it, the aQtual Cau- 
tery is then a ſure help: but not by applying it lightly upon the upper parts; 
but by thruſting at the root with a Scoop or Chiſel-like Cautery, carrying it 
away before you. If there remain any rags of it, with a proportionable But- 
ton-cautery burn it down to a cruſt : but if thus cannot be effected, then en- 
deavour Palliation by fuch Medicaments as above have been propoſed; and 
in caſe the Menſtrua or Hemorrhoids be ſtopt, bleed by VenzſeRion or by 
Leeches, and make Fontanels: for by ſuch means many people live tolerably 
well who have Cancers ulcerated ; when others, who ailed Jeſs, by their im- 
patience are dead. As you may ſee amongſt the following Obſervations.

I fomented her Breaſt with a DecoQion of ſomie of the aboveſaid Plants, 
and with ſome of the Unguents preſcribed in the method" of Cure of Can- 
cers ulcerated dreſſed her up, by which ſhe was reſtored to'fuch a condition as 
ro return to her houſe in the Country. About half a year after her Phyfician 
writ to me,and by her order offered me a ſufficient Reward with convenience 
anſwerable to come to her. To which 1 returned for anſwer, That if he could 
propoſe how I might extirpate the Cancer or palliate it otherwiſe than I had 
direRed her from hence, 1 would gladly make a Jotirney to her: otherwiſe I 
defired to be excuſed. How long ſhe lived afterward, I have not heard. 

A Perſon of Honour aged about thirty eight years was taken with a pain 
in her right Breaſt, ſhe thought from ſome Bruiſe. A while after ſhe felt a 
hardneſs two fingers breadth above the Nipple, which growing more'pain- 
ful, ſhe put her ſelf into the hands of foinie who pretended to cure its. but the 
bloud burſt*our at the Nipple the while, which eaſed her of the pain. During 
this the Nipple contrated inward, and by the large and frequent bleeding

the Humours became ſharp, afteQing her Kidneys, and at other times her _ 


Hands and Arms , with a Rheumatiſmus : mean while her Breaſt was eafter. 
Thus ſhe ſuffered ſome years under the Fermentation of ſharp Humours in 
one part or other, but for the moſt part in her Breaſt, which in progreſs of 
tine raiſed it into a great unequal Tumour of abrown and livid colour, with 
turgid Veins overſpreading it. Door Whiſtler had been often conſulted by 
her, and relieved her as otten by Purging, Venzſefion, Leeches, Trauma- 
tick Decotions, &c. | 
The Cancer growing great, and the Tubercles ready to disburthen themm- 
ſelvesof the corrupt Serum which diſtended them, I was conſulted, and, obſer- 
ving the danger the Patient was in,defired a Conſultation, & that Dr. Whi/?- 
ler,who had dilcontinued his Viſits,might be preſent,with Sir 47. Fraf.Dr. Wal- 
ter Needham, and Mr. Zolier Chirurgeon,to join in the Conſultation. Accor- 
dingly we met,and conſidered the Cancer. It was of a very ill aſpe&t, ready 
co burſt and not fixed. But I, apprehending that after its eruption it would 
fix, and rage, as is uſual at ſuch times, offered to their conſideration the ta- 
king off the Breaſt while it was capable of it, leſt afterwards it ſhould be obje- 
Cted as a fault. Trariſing from an outward cauſe,gave me the more encourage- 
ment : but the Patient not admitting of it, we conſulted how to treat it. Cor- 
dials, Emulſions and Anodyne draughts were preſcribed ; external Medica- 
ments were alſo conſidered to calm the heat of the Cancer. Some few days at- 


ter a ſtinking Gleet burſt its way out in greatquantity by aſmall Opening,to 


the great eaſe of the Patient : upon which the Tubercles and Breaſt ſunk, and, 
aiter the caſting forth of ſome corrupt Sloughs,the Matter became well _ 
| ” the 
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the Breaſt alſo contraQing into an uniform ſhape, grew leſs than the other, 
and the Patient recovered ſtrength to riſe out of her Bed. Door Whi/tler ar- 
tended the Cure,and by good Balſamicks, Traumatick Decotions, &c. diſpo- 
ſed the Humours to better temper,inſomuch as the Lady appeared abroad, to 
the wonder of thoſe that had feen her fome weeks before. She being ſo reco- 
vered it became a queſtion whether jt had ever been cancerated. But ſince 
that there have happened new Eruptions, and there yet remaineth ſuch hard: 
neſs and inequality in it as will demonſtrate what it was. 

The year before the Sickneſs a young Woman came to me complaining of 
a grievous pain in her right Breaſt. She was of a healthy Complexion, 
and her Breaſt ſeemed to look as well : but in handling of it Idid feel a couple 
of hard Glands. She had conſulted others, and came to me to cut them our. 
] difiwaded her at that time from ſuch thoughts, by telling her the inward 
Cauſe was firſt to be removed, and the Humours better diſpoſed. To which 
purpoſe ſhe was let bloud, purged with Infuſions of Sea, &c, and adviſed 
to drink the Waters of Epſom and Tunbridge. I alſo direted her ſome of the 
Medicaments ſet down in the method of Cure, to alleviate her pain. Some 
weeks after ſhe came again, and told me ſhe was informed that ſhe ſhould nor 
be eaſed of her. pain till thoſe Knots were taken out. I told her thoſe Glands 
lay deep, and the muſculous Fleſh and Parts about were infeted with the 
fame Juices, and conſequently the Operation could not be ſucceſsful unleſs 
the Breaſt were cut off. Upon which ſhe departed from me unſatisfied, and 
ſome days after put her ſelf into the hands of another, who cut out thofe 


| Glands, and endeavoured to cure. But it grew cancerous; and then he cut off 


the whole Breaſt. Some months after, when it was near cured, ſhe came and 
ſhewed it me with much joy. I felt it hard round about, and ſuſpeRted it 
would not cure ; as indeed it did not : for ſome months after ſhe came again 
to me with it ulcerated deep and wide into the peRoral Muſcle and Parts 
about, and fixed to the Ribs. She grievouſly bemoaned her misfortune, in 
permitting it to be cut off. By this and ſuch like work I have been taught 
not to cut off Breaſts that cancerate from an internal Cauſe. I did what L 
could to eaſe her pain by palliating the Ulcer, butit was too late. 
In the time of my waiting at the publick Healings there came to me a 
Country-maid, aged about twenty fix years, of a ſickly Complexion, diſeaſed 
ith a Cancer in her right Breaſt ariſing from ſome accidental Bruife. It firſt 
ſwelled, then grew hard, and inprogreſs of time ulcerated, and had frequently 
bled to the quantity of a quart at a time, and ſometimes to two quarts as her 
Friends told me. I conſidered the Breaſt as incurable, and judged the bleeding 
to ariſe from a Fungas which lay too deep to be reached by any Medicament: 
therefore thought it reaſonable to propoſe to them the extirpation of the 
Breaſt before it ſhould be fixed to the Ribs. They had tried many things un- 
ſucceſsfully in the Country : and, being now informed that it was not the 
King's Evil,they were not unwilling that it ſhould be cut off,but. took time to 
conſider of it,and about a monthafrer came to me again reſolved for the work. 
The taking off of this Breaſt happened to be ſeaſonable for the experimen- 
ting of the Royal Stiptick liquor which was given me the morning before 
by His M 4AFESTT's command : upon which conſideration I provided no 
other Aſtringent than a couple of Buttons made of Lint which lay wet in a. 
{poonful of that Water. But, in order to the bringing the Lips of the Wound 
together, I had prepared a couple of Needles with a ſtrong twiſted Thread ce- 
red, allo a Digeſtive ex terebinth.cum vitelo ovi,&c. ſpred upon Pledgits, with 
Cornpreſs and Bandage. Being thus provided, I attended ſome Friends who 


deſired to fee the efficacy of the Water. But Doctor Walter Needham being

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come, and it growing late in the evening, we proceeded in thework. He pulled 
vp the Breaſt while | madea Ligature upon the 4afts of ir, and cut it off. "The 
two Arteries bled forcibly out, till Doctor Needham applicd a wet Button on 
the one, and my Kinſman Jaqzes Wiſeman applied the other. That of the 
Do@or's ſtopt the Bleeding at that very inſtant, and the Compreſs adhered to 
it; but the bloud dribbled from under the other: which we ſuppoſed hap- 
pened by reaſon of the bloud ſtreaming upon it in the putting it on. Butby the 
application of a freſh Butron the Bleeding there alſoſtopped. 'During this the 
Lips of the wound were brought nearer ro each other by a croſs ſtich. We 
then applied our Digeſtive with convenient Bandage over it, and laid the Pa- 
tient in her Bed. In our abſence ſhe fainted, and upon the drinking a draught 
of cold water vomitted, and her Breaſt bled through the Dreſſings. Upon fight 
thereof I took off the Dreſſings, and ſeeing one of the Arteries ſeepe, I appli- 
ed a freſh Doſlil, and ſtopt it: bur it being night, and dreading miſchief 
might happen if it ſhould bleed again, I ſent for a ſmall Button cautery, and 
that way ſecured it. The third day we took off the dreſſings, and found it well 
digeſted; and from that time ir cured daily. But ſhe complained of a-ſoar- 
neſs of that ſide of her Throat, which ſhe had done ever fince her Breaſt was 
-cut off, and within a week after of a ſhortneſs of breath ; upon which ſhe was 
let bloud; and by my Friend's preſcriptions ſhe was alſo purged with #»fuf. 
ſenne, rhabarb. &c. and afterwards with pil. fetidz, &c. Her Breaſt being 
near cicatrized, ſhe was ſupplied with Dreſſings, and returned to the Coun- 
try the ſixth week after the cutting ir off. Bur ſhe continued there indiſpo- 
ſed, and the Crcatrix, by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of Humours, fretted off, 
and inlarged the Ulcer very much : whereupon ſhe returned to me again. I 
dreſſed the Ulcer with a»gzezt. tutiz, &c. and let herbloud; then purged her 
as aboveſfaid, made her a Fontanel in her left Arm, and in few weeks cica- 
trized her Breaſt. Since which time I have ſeen her often in Town in very 
good health, and her Breaſt firmly cicatrized, without pain or hardneſs. 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having ſome ſcirrhous Glands in her. 10. obſer» 
left Breaſt, was impatient to have them diſcuſſed or ſuppurated-to which pur- *** 
poſe ſhe conſulred ſeveral of our Profeſſion, and afterwards my ſelf. She was 
under the hands of ſome Empiricks, that were endeavouring by Pultices to 
break it - there was alſo a Fontanel made in the lower part of the Breaſt under 
the Tumour, ſhe hoping that way toſpend it. I adviſed her to forbear theuſe 
of ſuch Applications as might heat her Breaſt, telling her the ill conſequence 
in breaking thoſe Swellings. She did nor approve of what'I faid, but purſued 
her deſign. Sorme time after a falſe Suppuration was'made in her Breaſt-andan 
effuſion of bloud followed; and by the continued: uſe of Pultices the Ulcer in- 
krged, and by frequent Bleeding her Body emaciated. She'being very.near 
waſted by a new Eruption ſent tor me. I toppedthe Bleeding'by the applica- 
tion-of pulv. ſang. dracon. with Pledgits of unguent. deficcatroum" rubrum;" with 
a ſoft cap of 'Fow preſſed out of Oxycrate. The next day I took off theDrefling, 
and found it: had not bled. I alfo obſerved the Tumour to be'a meer: Fwgas, 
and the Ulcer:an Excoriation of 'the Skin which encompaſſed-it round, and 
the frequent Bleeding occaſioned by Eſcaroticks and hot Cataplaſms,' 1 
dreſſed the Breaſt with Epuloticks, as avguent. tutie Yigonis, and ſuch/like,and 
with cloaths \dipt_ in ag. ſpermat. raxar.. with ſacchar.

Ober-- A ian about twenty eight years of age came out of the Country recommen- 
Gorcn ded to me with a Cancer on his left Cheek,ſtretching ir felf from that ſide of 
the lefs his Noſe cloſe under the lower Eye-lid to the external Canthas, ſo making a 
Check. compaſs downwards. It was broad in its Zaffs, and roſe copped like a Sugar- 
Joaf. It gleeted, and was accompanied with Inflammation and much pain. 
He had alſo ſome ſcirrhous Glands under that Jaw. The extirpation of this 
Cancer had been attempted in the Country, but it growing afterwards big- 
ger, and threatning his Eye lately with Inflammation, he haſtned vp, and im- 
portuned me to undertake it. I complied with his deſire, and four or five days 
after, having prepared all things ready, viz. actual Cauteries, Digeſtives, De- 
fenſatives, Bandage, &c. DoQtor Walter Needbam and my Kinſman Jaques 
IWViſemas being aſfiſting, I pulled the Tumour towards me with the one hand, 
during which I made my Incifion cloſe by the Eye-lid, and cut it ſmooth off, 
as cloſe to the Os jugale as I could do it; avoiding the Perio/teum. The bloud art 
firſt ſpurted out forcibly from many Capillaries beſides two conſiderable Arte- 
ries: we permitted them to bleed a while. The leſſer Veſſels ſtopped of them- 
ſelves, and we cauterized the greater afterwards. Then viewing our work, 
and obſerving ſome relique of the Cancer remaining above the external Can: 
thus, we conſumed it by actual Cautery, and dreſſed up the Wound with our 
Digeſtive, with Embrocations, Defenſatives, and moderate Bandage to retain 
them. The third day we took off Dreſſings, faw it well diſpoſed to digeſt and 
dreſſed it as before. The ſecond day atter, dreſſing it again, the Cancer ap- 
peared riſing from the fide of the Noſe and Eye lid; it alſo over-ſpread the 
"Cheek-bone. I dreſſed it as I had done the time before, and the next time 
came prepared with aQual Cauteries, and conſumed it all, then dreſſed it up 
with Lenients. From that time the Ulcer healed daily, and contracted in 
ten days ſpace to the half: yet fince that it begins to bud again here and

I undertook it: for ſuppoſing it a' Cancer, it ovght the rather to be extirpa- 
ted whilſt itaffefted ſome particular Part that was capable of it. The ill con- 
ſequence of ſuch omiſſions may be judged by the following Obſervations. F 
readily undertook the freeing her of the Excreſcence by aQtual Cautery : which 
ſhe conſenting to, I cauſed a Scoop-like Cautery to be made proportionably 
big, to thruſt off the Excreſcence at once with its root : then ſent for La Roche, 
we punched out the ſtumps of the Teeth that were in my way. Then, one 
of my Servants holding her Head ſteady whilſt another held her lower Lip 
 down'dtid her Torigve'on one fide, I preſſed with the Cautery well heated into 
the lower part of the Gum, and extirpated it quite; then with a Bolt-cautery 
confined and dried the lax and rotten 4affs: which being done, ſhe held in 
Shth'a' decoth. border oum ſem, cydoxior. and uſed it daily till the Eſcar ſe- 
{CI then made her a deco. plantag, equiſet. ſummitat. rubi; flor. "of rab. 
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balauſt. cum ſyr. de rof. ficcis, with which and the Vitriol-ſtone I cicatrized the 
Ulcer firmly. I neither purged her, nor let her bloud ; ſuppoſing the latter 
would be more ſeaſonable after in caſe of Inflammation: but there happening 
none, that was- omitted. And ſo was the Purging, I ſuppoſing it might put 
the Humours rather upon a Ferment. She was cured in lefs thanthree weeks, 
and continueth well. 


A perſon of about fifty years of age, of a ſtrong Conſtitution, by craking. 1s. obfer- 
of an Apricockſtone cauſed a-pain amongſt the great Teeth of his upper 'Jaw '* 


on the left fide. From that time that part of the Gum ſwelled, and one Tooth 
grew looſe, and after ſome time a Fungas thruſt the Toothout. A French-man, 
Chirurgeon to is Regiment, endeavoured to conſume the Fungus with o/eum 
vitriol; and (uch like: but it increaſing ſpred farther,and affeQed the whole Jaw, 
inſomuch as all his Teeth dropt out to the Septum. The Fungas greatly increa- 
ſing thruſt out two diſtin Lips,the one whereof ſtretched out the Cheek,and 
the other overſpread that fide of the Roof of his Mouth. The Patient being in 
this condition came up to Loxdon, and called to a Conſultation Sir Fra. Fr. 
and Doctor Bate Phyſicians : of Chirurgeons there were Mr. Arris, Mr. E4- 
ward Molin (deceaſed,) Mr. Shunbub, a German, Chirurgeon to his Grace the 


Duke of Albemarle, Mr. Troatbeck, and my ſelf. We, being, met, ſaw the Pati- 


ent dreſſed ; his Chirurgeon pulling 'out a Tent very big and long from be- 
tween the two Fung/ in that place where the Diſeaſe began. After we had feve- 
rally conſidered the Malady, we withdrew to conſult, and, unanimouſly con- 
cluding it an ulcerated Cancer, propoſed various Remedies in-order to Palliati- 
on ; as ſhaving the Hair of his head, applying 'Cephalicks, a Seton. in the 
Neck, Fontanels, Bliſtering, Bleeding, Purging, &c. Coming to the Patient 
with the Preſcriptions, he asked what way we: had deſigned tocure him. After 
ſome pauſe, (for we haying no hopes of curing: him, had not-diſcourſed-of 
that,) Sir Fra. Pr. anſwered, the Attempt of Cure in: ſuch-Ulcers ;had- been 
always unſucceſsful and extream painful, viz. by \Burning, and. thereby the 
Diſeaſe hath been for the moſt part exaſperated, and the Life of the Patient 
ſhortned. The ſame was aftirmed by us all. The Patient replied, God's will be 
done. I pray goand conſider of the way : for I had rather die than live thus. 
We withdrew, and reſolved to comply with his defire, returning ſuddenly 
again to him with that Anſwer, and commended to him Mr. Edward Molin, 
that excellent Operatour. But he refuſed it, as being preingaged to go out of 


Town. It was then put upon me : and at their deſire [undertook it, -and gave - 


direQions for the making afual Cauteries of various forts, ſome Bolt-like, 
others like Chiſels, others of other faſhions. There . were inſtruments allo 
made to defend his Tongue and Lips. While theſe were making, the Patient 
was let bloud, purged, and prepared for the work. That done, we met again, 
and had the Inftrument-maker attending to heat the Cauteries, and mend or 
alter them as occaſion ſhould offer. One of the Aſſiſtants held his Head and up- 
per Lip,whilſt 1 with a Specs oris held down the Tongue with the one hand, 
and with the other paſſed a plain Chiſel-cautery juſt under the upper Lip into 
the body of that part of the Cancer which ſtretched it (elf along the Root of 
the mouth to the Palate, and repeated the uſe of that-faſhioned Cautery till I 
had made a ſeparation of fo much. The carrying the Cautery thus in the 
middle of that cancerous Lip was the way to preſerve the ſound parts from 
being ſcorched with the reflexion of the glowing Iron. It was allo a great en- 
couragement to the Patient to ſee ſuch gobbets burnt off with fo. little pain. 
After I had ſcooped off what I could of that Lip,then with. Olive and Bolt- 
like Canteries by burning I dried up the remainder to a cruſt. That done, 1 
went to work with the other cancerous Lip which lay ſtretched along that 

part 
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part of the Jaw to the Cheek, and raiſed it up as a Trumpeter's 'in the time 
of ſounding. Ipaſſed a Chiſel:cautery into the body of that, and made a rid- 
dance of a great part of it, cutting and burning rhrough the A4/veos/z, which 
were as rotten as dirtytill the Patient grew weary, and the Phyſicians thought 
it was enough for that time. We then gave him of this Lotion. to hold in lis 
Mouth to cool it : B ſem. cydontor. 5). ſem. pſyl/ii & papaver. alhi an. 5ij. ex- 
trahantur mucores in aq. plantaz. ſolan. & ranar. an. part. &q. That night he 
was laid to reſt with this ; BR ag. paralyſeos 51j. ag. thertacalis Siij. ſyr de me- 
conto 5vy. Miſc. | 
The next day in the afternoon the two Phyſicians and ſome of the Chirur- 
eons met me at the Patient's Chamber. He had ſlept well,and was for the 
work, he ſaid, placing himſelf very chearfully in the Light. Renewing my 
work,and feeling with my Finger the length of that Lip ſtretching by the Roof 
of the mouth, I felt a moiſture in a chink , which 1 ſearched with a Probe, 
and found a hollownelſs over the Roof, from whence there iſſued Matter.. On 
the other ſide,which I burnt laſt;the Fleſh was high.l began with that over the 
Roof,and burnt all that part dry, and left it lying hollow like an Arch : then 


 burat the other fide with Olive and Bolt-cauteries down towards the 4afis of 


the Atveoli, and found the remaining Sockets full of the ſame looſe Fleſh. I 
burnt into each of them, and at the ſame time dried them what I could; and 
where-ever I ſaw any Excreſcence, I conſumed it, and thereby ſmoothed my 
work. It was not eaſie to diſtinguiſh the found from the unfound by reaſon 
of the ſwelling in the neighbouring Parts.It was alſo much more painful to the 
Patient, as the ſenſe of the Nerves and Membranes were more exquiſite than 
that of the hard Lips which I conſumed the day before. Yet he fat cheartully, 
till I declared that T had tiot left a cranny uncauterized : then he roſe, and wa- 
ſhed his Mouth with ſome of the forementioned Mucilage,to which there were 
ſome beaten whites of new-laid Eggs added. His conſtant Drink was this : 3: 
rad. ſarſaparillz 5 vj. infand. in aq. font. i is. per horas ij. tum add. rad. ſcor- 
zonere@ 51iij. ſummitat. majorane, meliſſe, an. M. 1. flor. cordial. an. M iS, pom, 
redolent. num. vj. cog. ad tertie partis conſumption. We decoits praſcript. it j 1%. 
canor fluviat. cott. nam. xvj. amyedal. dulc. num. vj. nac. pin. 511j. manus. Chriſtz 
perlate 5j. fiat Emulfio. Of which latter he took thrice a day. About 12 ofthe 
clock that night he ſent for me, and told me I had changed his pain : It was 
before,ſaid he, a gnawing pricking pain, but now it 15 burning hot ; yet, ſaid 
he,lI did not ſend tor you fo much to eaſe my pain,as to rejoyce with mein my 
recovery.I embrocated the Cheek cam oleo & acetoroſac.and atterwards applied 
ſoft cloaths dipt in the ſame,adviſing him to hold ſome of his formerly-preſcri- 
bed Lotion in his Mouth, and gave him a dravght of his Anodyne,which laid 
him to ſleep. In the morning, when he wakened, he called his pain a com. 
fortable heat. His Phyſicians preſcribed him a Clyſter, and this cordial Electu- 
ary and Julep : 3 pulp conf. lujule, gariophyll. an. 5 3 i>. confe@. de hyacin- 
tho 5 j iS. marg.preparat.5j. magiſt.e coralliis 5ij. ſyr. garyophyll. q. ſ. fiat Opiatum; 
capiat q. nuc. moſchat. 3 horis medicinalibus, ſuperbibend. Julep. ſequens ; B: 
aqu. ceraſor. nigror. flor. tilize, an. 5vj. ag. theriacalis 51j. ſyr. garyophyÞ. 5ſt. 
Miſc. 1 viſited him daily, and where I ſaw looſe fleſh ariſe, I burnt it down 
with one Cautery or other moderately heated. A learned Perſon viſiting him 
often,and for the moſt part finding me there drying and ſmoothing my work 
with the Actual Cautery,ſuſpeted the event,and went out from us mumbling 
that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Quibus ſunt Cancri in Palato, Sede,Utero, &c. ft 
arantur ulcera , cicatrice induci won poſſant. It much diſturbed me , but I 
proſecuted my Cure more induſtriouſly ; and by drying the looſe Fleſh where- 
EE CPP REI tho anew, 1 fpoted them yo calÞ'ob, 00-08 
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Fleſh to a hard Ca/as, which cicatrized with the adjacent Parts. In the time 
of the cicatrizing I preſcribed him this Water to waſh his Mouth before and 
aſter meat : BR ag. plantag, equiſeti, fragor. an. Ih j. flor. ro. rub. balauſt. ay. 
M. j {>. cog.ad 3. partis conſumptionem ; colature add. ſyr.diamoron, de rof ſiccis,an. 
5 j 1d. acet. roſac. 5 vj. Miſc, By this method he was cured 1n the ſpace of ſix 
weeks with a firmand ſmooth Cicatrix. Door Bate whiſpered Sir Fra. Pr. 
that it would not hold a Month : but it held ſeven years, or thereabouts. O- 
thers of our Profeſſion, who at our firſt Conſultation had declared it an incu- 
rable Cancer, did afterwards, when they ſaw it cured, declare amongſt their 
Companions that it was ng Cancer. Such an irreſiſtible Diſeaſe is a Cancer. 

In the year ſixty eight the ſame perſon, being at his houſe in the Country, 
was taken with a Fever, which after ſome days terminared by a Crzi/s in the 
outſide of the ſame Cheek from which the cancerated Jaw bad been extirpa- 
ted. They dreſſed it with Pultices of Chickweed and the like , by which ir 
ſuppurated, and cares its thin Matter by ſmall Eruptions ; the groſler 
remaining rendred the Ulcer {ord.d and callous. Upon which they ſent for a 
Chirurgeon, and aiterwards for a Phyſician of that Country. They dreſſed 
it about half a year. It not yielding to their Applications, they conſulted me 
by a Letter: to which Lreturned Anſwer, that I ſuſpected it cancerous. Upon 
the receipt of it, he came to Londen, belicving at the worſt I could born it 
out. He here conſulted divers eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons. It was 
now a Cancer, and indeed not capable of extirpation, having ſeized that ſide | 
of his Throat. I attempted ſome part of it within by the AQtual Cautery - but (3 
it not ſucceeding, and [ being foon after fetched into the Ccuntry others were. | 
employed : but after all he languiſhed and died. 

A Captain of a Company in one of Hs M4FEST7T's Regiments of !7: pee 
Foot quartering in the North of Eng/aud was troubled with a ſmall Excre- Canceruns 
ſcence under his Tongue, He confulted the Phyſicians and Chirurgeons in his 9derthe 
neighbourhood - bur it increaſing with pain, he was perſ[waded by his Friends Ty 
to come to London to me. - But after he came ro Town, he met with ſome 
who told him that fuch a ſmall thing was not worth the troubling me. Upon 
which he went to fome other,and,having got ſomewhat to dreſs it, he returned 
to his Command in ſome of rhe neighbouring Counties , and there fell into 
the Chirurgeons hands, where it increaſing and ſpreading much infeQed the 
internal ſalivary Glandules on both fides the Tongue, all the lower left Max- 
ia, and-part of the right. *Twas fixing upon the lower Lip, the Teeth 
all looſe, and fome of them fallen out : there were alſo ſome Glands with- 
out under the Jaws. In this condition he came to me. I acquainted his Friends 
that it was a Cancer,and incurable. If an attempt was to be made in hopes of 
Cure, it was to be by burning it out. They conlulted their Friends : and af- + 
terwards DoQtor 7ho. Cox, DoQor Walter Needham and my ſelf met. It was 
concluded by them, that there was no other way or hopes to cure him : how 
that might ſucceed we doubted. If he would have it attempted, it ſhould be 
at his deſfire,and not upon any aſſurance from us to cure him thereby : for in- 
deed it was doubtful. - The next day he ſent for us to meet at his Chamber 
in order to the extirpation. Accordingly, we met , and having Mr. Goſling 
with us, and our-aQtual Cauteries and all things ready, we placed the Pati- 
ent 1n a clear light,then pulled out the Tceth that lay looſe,and as it were bu- 
ried in the Fungus. Then having his Head held firm, and his lower Lip defen- 
ded, I paſſed in a plain Chiſel cautery under the Fungus, as low as I could, to 
ivoid [corching of the Lip, and thruſt it forward towards the Tongue, by 
which I brought off that Pangas and the rotten Alveolzar twice or thrice re- 
peating the Cautery ; then with Bolt-cauteries dried the 4afis to a cruſt. pr 
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with a Scoop-cautery I made a thruſt at the Fungus over-ſpreading the le(t | 
Jaw, and made ſeparation of that, and what was rotten of the Alveol;: then 
with Olive and Bolt-cautertes I dried that as well as he would permir, and let

The next day we met again,and found our Patient much relieved with the 
good night's reſt he had gor : he was chearfull, and-refolved for the work. | 
began with Bolt and Olive cauteries to makean end of drying that Fungys on 
the ieft Jaw ; which having done, I burnt the ſalivary Glands on both ſides 
of the Tongue : then I placed a Tin-inſtrument between the Tongue and rhe 
Excreſcence which was rooted on the Raxwla, of the ſhape of a Criſ/ta, thick 
and hard, bearing the Tip of the Tongue backward. The Torgue thus de- 
fended,l thruſt at the root of it with a Bolt cautery by which ! eradicated 2nd 
burar ir off. Having thus cleared the Mouth of the Furg?, I delired the Phy- 
ficians Judgment of it-: they looked, and liked what was done: the Patient 
waſhed and cooled his Mouth with the fame Lotion as before,and had liberty 
to repeat the uſe of the Opiate and Cordial. 

The next day we met again, and found our Patient well ſatisfied witl 
what had been done, it being only ſtiff and hot, otherwiſe not painful, and 
he could take his ſuſtenance wich more eafie and Guſto. The Phy licians pre- 
ſcribed him this Clyſter to make his Body ſoluble : Bk decot?. com. 5 x. eledt. le- 
xitiv.

By the extirpation of the 
Fungus within, the hard Glands under the Chaps withour diſſolved : but the 


Patient nap permitting me to keep down the . Fargas afterwards as it aroſe, 
it quickly over-ran all his Mouth, and thoſe Glands twelled again and Apoſte- 
mated, and afterwards indurated amongſt the internal Muſcles of the Larynx, 
and haſtned his Death. Yet long before that he admitted me to ule the actual 
Cautery,but ſo ſparingly as it ſignified nothing. Indeed ſome Empiricks pro- 
miſed him great hopes of Cure by their Specificks : but heJanguiſhed and died 
notwithſtandigg all our endeavours. 


Thus another perſon of about ſixty years of age, having, been long diſeaſed 


var. ofa with a Cancer on the left ſide of his Tongue, ſtaid in the Country till it had 


corrupted one half from the root to the Tip of it, as alſo the Ranula and Salt- 


Tongue, vals of that ſide,as well the external as internal parts. Then being at a loſs what 


to do, he came up to London recommended to Doctor Walter Needham tor 
Cure ; 
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Cure: who, ſecing his caſe ſodeplorable, adviſed him to conſult others. Hz 
aſfenting to it, Door Micklethwait, Mr. Arras, Mr. Holler and my ſelf met 
Door Needham. Art a Conſultation we propoſed to palliate the Ditcale. 
But he declared to us that he came to Town with reſolution to have the Cure 
atrempied, though he died under ir. We endeavoured to difſwade him trom it; 
but he perſiſted earneſtly 17 the having it attempted : to which weat laſt com- 
plied and agreed to cut oft that part of his Tongue, and to cauterize the tor- 
did Ulcer that lay on that fide of his Mouth between that Jaw and his 
Tongue. To which purpoſe we preſently fent for ſome actual Cautery,and in 
the preſence of that Company I put into his Mouth a Raſpatory, and, fixing 
it between the Root of his Tongue and edge of that Tonſil, pulled away the 
corrupt Fleſh; and then with Olive-cauteries burnt that to a cruſt. Having, 
as we ſuppoſed, conſumed the Cancer there, I paſſed a Probe with a Ligature 
into the Ulcer under the Tongue,and brought it out above through a Tubercle, 
then, pulling his Tongue forward, I cur off the cancerated part as it lay, ac- 
cording to its length, from the Tip to the Root of the Tongue : and after I 
had permitted jt a while to bleed, ] cauterized it. We then gave him of a 
decott. hordei, cydon. &c. to cool his Mouth,and treated him as hath been ſaid 
in the preceeding Obſervation. In this Patient the Eſcars ſeparated, and the 


Ulcers digeſted,and that part of the Tongue near the Toni] cicatrized ; but 


the while a hard Swelling aroſe in his right Thigh, and became fo painful, 
that he was forced to keep his Bed : the Matter fermented alſo in the falival 
Glands, and made Apoſtemations on the outſide under the Jaws : of which 
together he languiſhed and died. 

Theſe unſucceſsful attempts may render us extream cruel to thoſe who ſeel 
not the miſery thoſe poor creatures ſuffer with Cancers in their Mouths. 

If the Cancer be but in ſome particular part, as the Tongue, Gum, &c. 
though the Patients have no certain hopes of being cured by Knife or Fire,yet 
they generally put it to trial ſooner or later. How much more then ſhall theſe 
poor creatures, who have Cancers over-ſpreading their Mouth, eating and 


gnawing the Fleſh, Nerves and Bones ? who, beſides the danger they ate in 


every minute of being choaked with a fierce Catarrh, do ſufter hunger and 
thirſt ; and if they can ſwallow Broth, Caudleor Drink, yer is it with an un- 
ſavoury taſt,by reaſon of its paſſing through ſuch ſore corrupr Parts,from which 
putrefaction their ſtomach nauſcates its ſuſtenance, and their Spirits are infe- 
Qed with the ſtink, whence Fainting frequently happens; Sleep is a ſtranger to 
their eyes,their Slumber very troubleſome,and Death is only their defire. Ar 
ſuch a time as this 1t is not to be wondred if they try a doubtful Remedy, 
though painful. What I have attempted of this kind hath been ar the ear- 
neſt requeſt of the Patientsand their Friends, and by the authority of a Conſul- 
tation of eminent Phyſiciansand Chirurgeons. That the Cure ſucceeded nor, 
muſt be imputed to the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and may teach others how 
dangerous it is to neglect the conſulting the experienced Chirurgeon while the 
Diſeaſe is recent, and eaſe to be eradicated. | 
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CHAP. XXII. 
Of Noli me tangere. 


Uthours in their Chapter of Cancer do uſually mention Nolt me tauzere 

2nd Lupss. Theſe two moſt Men eſteem to be but particular names of a 
Cancer when it 1s fixed in ſome peculiar place: as in the Face, Noſle or Lip it 
is called Noli me taxgere ; in the Legs and Shins, Lupus. Whence it is plain 
that our vulgar language uſeth the name of Wolf in a large ſenſe, applying it 
very often to the Breaſts,and indeed any other place, where the Cancer grow- 
eth highly corroſive. I ſhall think it more inſtruQtive to the young Chirurge- 
on, it I appropriate this word Nolz me tangere to a ſmall round acuminated 
Tubercle, which hath not much pain,unleſs it be touched or rubbed,or other- 
wiſe exaſperated by Topicks. Concerning which Regeras faith , that Cancer 
plas corrodit uno die quam Noli me tangere in ano menſe. But if ſo exaſperated, it 
is immediately enraged, and becomes a true Cancer. Such as theſe are ſome- 
times found in the Face and Lips ; but do likewiſe happen in all other parts 
of the Body. I have ſeen them in the Arm. Particularly a perſon of about (ix- 
ty years of age, of a healthy Conſtitution, hath one in the outſide of his right 
Arm, alittle above the Elbow. He weareth a Cup upon it of a light wood, 
with Straps faſtned to it, which brace it on, and defend the Part from the 
preſſure of his Sleeve.He fent for me one morning toſee it when he was in bed, 
his Armlying out covered with a light mantle. He turned up his Sleeve, took 
off the Cup, and ſhewed it me. The Tubercle was ſmall, of a blewiſh colour, 
and looked as ifit had been a Yarzx : it was without Inflammation, hardneſs, 
or change of colour in the parts about it. He did not permit me to look long 


upon it: the while I did, I faw it riſe into a Tumour as big as a Kernel of a 


- Obſervar, 


Hzazel-nut. Such another I ſaw in the Arm of a Woman ot about forty years 
of age of a blew colour, on the out-ſide of her Arm - but it was not defended 
from the preſſure of her Sleeve. I offered to undertake the Cureof them both 
but they had been diſlwaded by moſt of thoſe that had ſeen them. I ſhould 
not have doubted of good Succels, having before ſeen a perſon ſo diſeaſed and 
cured by an Eminent Chirurgeon in his time, who by the application of an 
aQual Cautery burned it to the Fleſh,ſuppoſing it had Jain no deeper ; but af- 
ter the ſeparation of the Eſcar it rifing again, he burned it deeper, and from 


that time 1t returned no more. 
V \ fem I was attending a Noble Family in the Country,a Perſonofqua- 
lity in the neighbourhood ſent his only Daughter of about eleven 
years of age tome. She was diſeaſed with an unequal Tubercle upon her left 
Cheek, ot the compaſs of a half Guinny when undiſturbed ; but if any thing 
were applicd to it, 1t heated the whole Cheek. It was a great blemiſh to her 
Beauty ,upon which very account her Parents had much endeavoured to have 
it cured, or at leaſt to be diſpoſed ro ſuch a calm temper, as it might bear a 
black Patch. Some weeks after the Lady her Mother brought her to Loxdor,

formam unguenti,addendo camph diſſolut. in ag.roſ-gr.vj. This was applied ſpred 
thin upon Sarſenet : but is immediately ſwelled and heated all the Cheek. | 
then took it off, and anointed the inflamed parts about the Tubercle : bur ir 
did not agree with it. We wiped it off again, and by expoſing it to the air it 
cooled,and returned in a day or two to its former kemper. After I had tried 
ſeveral Medicaments unſucceſsfully, a Friend gave mea black concreted Juice 
to work into a Paſte to cover the Diſcaſe,it being all the Mother then deſired 
from me : and this being laid upon it,adhered to it as if it had been Pitch,and 
ſeemed to agree well with it. But after four or five days it heated her Cheek, 
and was taken off. Upon which the Mother grew impatient, and had ſome 
thoughts of going with her Daughter into Gloxceſterſhire to a Man there who 
pretends to the Cure of Cancers. Which coming to my knowledge,I made an 
offer to Doctor Stanly to undertake the Cure by extirpating that Tubercle by 
the actual Cautery. But he replying,that the very mention of it would fright 
them out of Town ; I then propoſed it by Cauſtick to the Lady-mother : 
which the accepted, upon a promiſe not to do it whilſt ſhe wasin Town,nor 
then till | heard from her inthe Country. Some while after ſhe went into the 
Country, and wrote to ſome of her Friends to fee the work done. Upon the 

receipt of which I met Dodtor Szaxly and them ; and, having placed the Pa- 

tient in a clear light, I drew a line with Ink how far I intended to burn, and 

they took the compals exactly in a piece of paper,which they kept. I began 

with a Cauſtick-ſtone pointed, and preſſed upon the middle of the Tubercle, 

burning deep into it; and, to quicken the work, I touched it with of. vitriolz 

upon a Stick,and then with the Cauſtick-ſtone interchangeably, till Thad con- 

ſumed the Tubercle and the parts within the marked Line. The while I was 

thus working. I dried up the Salts which mixed with the /chor with armed 

| Probes. Having thus finiſhed the work as I deſigned,to the fatisfaRtion of the 

Phyſician and Relations, I waſhed out the Salts of the Cauſtick with Wine 

warmed, then divided the Eſcar, and waſhed it again with Milk, till I had 

freed the Eſcar and the Part from pain; then I dreſſed it with angaent. baftlic.. 
cum oleo rof. on a Pledgit, and applied an Empl. e bolo over all. By theſe Leni- 
ents the Eicar ſeparated, and left a deep round Ulcer : which in few days I di- 
geſted with w2zuent. baſilic. magn. & Merc. precip. and incarned and cicatrized 
with anguent. tuti@, GC. but within ten days after it broke out again. . We re- 

peated Purging with calomel. Bezoard. miner.&c. and healed it up with a firm 
Cicatrix by the aforeſaid method, adding a few drops of tin. vitrioli dalc. in 

aqua rubi, From which time it hath continued well, ſhe not having worn any 
Mouch upon it of late years, I have now under cure one of this kind ; but,it 

not being perfeCted, I ſhall inſert it in the Treatiſe of Srrume. 


CHAP. XXIIL 
Of Wateriſh Tumours. 


W447 or ZTyaropical Tumoursare the eftetsof an extravalated Serum, 
| which according to the place on which it lights doth denominate 

the Diſeaſe. 
It it fall inwardly into the Cavities of the Belly , it is Zydrops aſcites ; of 
the Thorax, Hydrops peftoris ; of the Scull, ZZydrocephalus: which name it alfo 
retains 
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Of Wateriſh Tumonrs. Book I. 


retains if it affe&t the ontward parts of the Head. When it is lodged between 
the Skin and the Fleſh, or in the Interſtices of the Muſcles, it is 4naſarca : in 
the Scrotum, Hydrocele, or Hernia aqueſa, &Cc. 

Wateriſh 'Tumours rhat are external difter from the phlegmatick by their 
ſhining and the manner of their pitting. Hydropicfl Sucllings,tt they be pure, 
do gliſter and are pellucid, they take impreſlion eaſily, and do as ſoon loſe ir. 
Oedemata receive the impreſſion eaſily alſo, but they keep it longer. The tranſ- 
parency in the furface or change trom the natural colour in the Skin is leſs than 
in the other. Bur theſe Humours are very apt to mtx both in the 4naſarca and 
other Swellings; which where they do, the Symptoms are confounded. 

Aſcites differs from 7ympanites by its weight, ard the ſwagging of the wa- 
ter in the Belly ; whereas the Tumour in a Zymparites is more light, equal, 
hard, and,ſay Authors, ſounds like a Drum. | | 

Cauſes of Wateriſh Tumours are whatever may either increafe the Serum 
of the Bloud beyond its proportion,or reſtrain it in any part of the Body pre- 
ternaturally,ſo that,wanting its natural courſe,it ſtagnates in ſome one or more 
places. Of the former ſort are ill Digeſtion in the Stomach ; defect of San- 
guification, which is frequent in intemperate perſons ; alſo great Hzmorrha- 
gies, where the Bloud, being weakened by much diminution of its quantity, is 
not able to digeſt the Aliments aſſumed, but lets them run into Seram, from 
which Cauſe alone ſeveral wateriſh Tumours ariſe; ſo alſo any defe& in the 
Fermentsof the Yiſcera,as when. the Kidneys do not ſeparate the Serum from 
the Bloud, or the conglobate Glands do not their office ; likewiſe too great 
acrimony 1n the Bloud, which, though hot in it ſelf, yet melts down the Bloud 
intoa thin Serum, as in hot Catarrhs. Of the latter fort are, x. a check of 
tranſpiration through the Pores of the Skin, which keeps 1n a greater part of 
the thinner Serum, and forceth it to ſtop in the body : 2. retention of Urine: 
3. the forming of ſome Cyſzs in whichit 1s contained : 4. its extravaſation in 
any part of the body, external or internal. 

Wateriſh Tumours are, as we have reckoned, interna! or externa], 

The 1nternal ones are deſcribed in Phyſick-books ; and their $77»s ſhall be 
given particularly by meas I have occaſion. 

The external, if they be pure indeed and very much external, do by a viſt- 
ble reſplendency betray themſelves to the eye; thoſe eipecially that lie near 
the Caticala and Cutis making a very thin peliucid Tumour. Thoſe that lie dee- 
per under the Skin do ſhine leſs : yet in fome of them, it in a dark room you 
ſhade them,as Women do an Egge with their hands,and hold a Candle to the 
other-{ide,you will find at leaſt a faint tranſparency. Thoſe that he yet dee- 
per, or are containedin a Cy/#zs,do not diſcolour the Skin at all, nor cauſe any 
conſiderable pain: but if the Swelling be large, you may by ſhaking it per- 
ceive an undulartion. | p 

Watery Tumours as ſuch portend no danger to the life of the Patient, unleſs 
the#7ſcera be obſtructed or otherwiſe tainted.If ſuch Obſtrutions'sr Corrup- 
tions happen,the meaſure of the danger 1s to be taken from the degree of the 
Corruption. Thoſe inward Tumours are more dangerous than the ourward ; 

and the more noble the Part afteed, the more important the danger. 

In the Cure of theſe Tumours there are four Intentions required. 

The firſt conſiſts in a regulation of Diet and manner of living : the-ſecongd, 


1n evacuation of rhoſe ſerous Humours by Stool, Urine,or Trantpiration :: the 


third, in reQifying the ConcoRtion, and reſtoring the Yiſcera to their vatural 
ſtate: the fourth, concerning the Tumour it ſelf, is performed by Diſcutients 


and Exficcants, or by Apertion. Ss 
- © T: The Diet ovght to be with great moderation, exceſs in cating or drin- 


king 
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king being prejudicial to their Cure. As to the quality of it, Phyſicians ge- 
nerally preſcribe it drying and attenuating, ſucl: as hath been propoſed in rhe 
Chapter of Oedema; and afrer that manner they ought to regulate their way 
of living: yer it is nor unfrequent to fee theſe Tamours ariſe from a hor 
Cauſe, in which c:ſe cooling Diets are requiſite. | 

2. The ſecond [ntention is uſually performed by Purging with fuch things 
as are preſcribed in Oedematovs caſes. Only here there ought to be a more 
particular regard had to the Zydragoga,as elaterium, camboya, ſambucus, ebulus, 
rad. bryonie, ſyr. de ſpina cervina, &c. If the Caule be hot, Bletding and Barnet 
Waters may be neceſſary, of which you may find ſome Inſtances. 

3. The third [atention, of reſtoring or reQifying the Yiſcera, ought to be 
the work of the Phyſician. 


4. The fourth Intention 15,of removing the conjund& matter by drying and - 


diſeutient Medicaments ; for which all rhoſe ſet down in Oedematous and 
Flatulent Tumours are ſuitable. Rk ſummztat. abrotoni, abſinth. origani, cala- 
minth. majoranz,an. M. ij. flor. ſambaci, chamem. anthos, roſ. rub an. M. j. baccar. 
lauri, juniperi, an. 51j. coquantur in f. q. aque font. towhich may be added Wine, 
Vinegar, Salr, Sulphur, or Alume. Or you may make the DecoQtion in the 
common Lixivie, if the Tumour require it. You may alſo embrocate with 
ſuch like; B ſalts nitri 5x. piperis albi 5vj. eaphorb. 514..00. laurin. 5vj. Miſc. and 
apply rhis over rhe Part affeed ; Þ ſem. aniſt cumin, bace. myrtil. lauri, an. 51&. 
ſacci ebuli iv. ol. rutac. & cere q. ſ. fiat Ceratum, If by application of theſe or 
the like Medicaments the Cure ſucceed nor, it may be reaſonable to make A- 
pet tion, and give vent to the Water, and proceed in the Cure as ſhall be ſhewed 
in the following Obſervations. Where the Fydrops hath afteted the Breaſt, 1 
have not ſeen any operation attempred by letting out the Water, the Diſeaſe 
it ſelf being rarely diſcovered till after the death of the Patient. In ſome ſuch | 
have taken out about a gallon. Nor is there often found better ſucceſs where 
the Water affects the Belly, as in the 4/cztes : it being for the moſt part the 
product of long chronick Diſeaſes, which either tock their original from or 
ended in Obſtructions of the YViſcera; in which caſes the Cure uſually depends 
upon the Phyſician; the beſt aſſiſtance of the Chirurgeon being that of Ban- 


dage, which, if applied even to the whole Belly by a ſtrong Dimiree or Zoland 


Bracer made to encompals the Abdomen, and tied or laced behind, may con- 
duce much to the prevention of a ſudden increaſe of the Swelling. - 

The like or greater ſuccels we may hope for in Anafarcous Swellings, 
where the Legs, Arms, Hands, Sc. are afteRed, to which a ſtreight Stocking, 
Sleeve, Gc. being accommodated doth uſually repreſs rhe Humour, and dif- 

oe it to be carried off another way by Medicine. 

Where the 4ſcztes follows HZemorrhagie, Fever, or any acute Diſeaſe it ad- 
mits more often of Cure: but thoſe of our Profeſſion are rarely confulred 
while there is hopes thereof by internal Remedies, which is ſo long as the 
Patient hath ſtrength to bear them. - Ar laſt, when the Yiſcera are tainted, 
the evacuation of the Water haſtens their deaths, and the Operation is ſcan- 
dalized: whereas if the Paracente/is were made in time, better ſucceſs might 
be expected. 

The way of making a Paracentefis or Tapping hath been variouſly ſet down, 
according to the ſeveral fancies of Chirurgeons. Some have made the Apertion 
in the Navel by Bodkin, Needle, &c. others three fingers below it on either 
Side, chufing that on which the Patient did leaſt lie; for the Orifice ought to 
lie uppermoſt, to prevent too great an effuſion. Thoſe that open below the Na- 
vel have likewiſe deviſed ſeveral ways. Some take up the Skin, and perforate 


that firſt; then make a Perforation in the Peritonzum. A method not Re 
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cable where the belly is very hard and ſtiff with much Fat between the Skin 
and Muſcles. Therefore it is that we generaliy ſtrike through all at once. 
The worſt way isby Cauſtick, and Inciſion aſter that. ; 

But the down right Puncture, being the beſt of Cures, is to beſo managed 
as that the Serum may not fly out all at once, but be retained according to the 
defire of the Chirurgeon ; nothing being ſo pernicious to the Patient as great 


Evacuations, though of an excrementitious Humour. Hence it is that much 
Art hath been uſed in this affair as to deſignation of quantity and contrivance 
of Inftrament. Barbett hath lately publiſhed the uſe of an hollow Needle, 
which, being thruſt in, will let out whatquantity you pleaſe, but being pulled 
out leaves little or no paſſage in the Skin. The repeated intruſion of this into 
the ſame or into freſh holes (ſaythe and Sylvius) will evacuate Water at your 
pleaſure. Truly, the whilſt the Belly is diſtended with abundance of Water, 
it may ſucceed well: but they themſelves dare not pretend farther than the 
Evacuation of half the Liquor, for by that time you will be in; danger of 
wounding the inteſtines. Several Experiments I have made of that Inſtru- 
ment, and one lately, rather to fatisfie the Patient and his Relations that the 
Swelling was an Aſcites, than that we could propoſe any Cureby it. I made 
the Apertion in the preſence of Mr. Zo4jer : We dvcharged about a pint of 
Water,and part of that by a Catheter - for, feeling ſome oppoſition in the ca- 
vity withio the Abdomen which obſtruted the flowing of the Water, I pulled 
the pointed Canmala out : and it was well I did, for afterwards in opening 
the dead body I found the Inteſtines floating above rhe Water, though there 
were above gwo gallons in the Belly. Upon which Obſervations I do con- 
clude it a very unfit Inſtrument to diſcharge a Dropſie : beſides, our people 
will not admit of ſo many Openings as would be neceſſary to empty an Hy- 
dropical Belly. This very perſon,as earneſt as he was at firſt for the Operation, 
choſe rather to die with the Waterin his Belly than ſuffer a ſecond Apertion. 

I therefore do conclude the good old way of a Canmula made taper-wiſe 
with-holes in the ſide, whoſe diſcription you may find in Parexs,to be the beſt ; 
which being conveyed through a hole made by puncture may be kept in by 
Bandage till the Water be evacuated, the hole of it being ſtopped by a Screw 
or otherwiſe, as you will find in the aforeſaid Author. I ſhall now give you 
ſome Obſervations of this Work , though it be for the moſt part unſuccels- 
ful : as indeed what can be expected from rotten Yiſcera 2 


A Woman near fifty years of age, of a groſs body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
laboured of an Aſcites a long time : after much Phy ſick ineffeQually taken, 
the Water burſt its way through the-Skin by a ſmall Opening on her right 
Side, near the place where we uſually make the Paracentefis ; and after ſome 
days, the Aperture wearing larger, the Water flowed more abundantly. | 
was fetched, and ſtoped up the Orifice with a Tent of Lint, applying a Pitch- 
plaiſter, and over that another of Yeaſt and Wheat-flower, with Compreſs 
and Bandage. Then [ adviſed her to lie on the contrary Side, by which that 
part was kept dry. The fourth day I epened it, and gave vent by a Cannula to 
three pints of Water ; then bound it up again. As the Belly emptied, the 
Opening contracted : Therefore I put in a Cana, retaining it in - with 
Comprels and Bracer, andthereby diſcharged the Water at pleaſure, and at- 
terwards left it to her own and her Servants ordering. I viſited her ſome 


while after; and, finding moſt part of the Water diſcharged, I took out the 


Cannula, and permitted it tocure. The Water ſeeped out ſometime upon ri- 

ſing or lying on that Side ; but ſhe was a ſtrong Woman, and recovered. 
A young Man of about eighteen years of age tell from a Fever into a Quar- 
tang 
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tane Ague, which held him long, and ended in an Aſcites: his Belly ſwelled 


exceedingly, and he became extenuated. While he languiſhed 1n this deplorable 
condition , one undertook the Cure of him, by letting out the Water with a 
Thorn thruſt -into his Navel, ( though it were not at all ſwelled up.) The 


Water was let our gradually, and a ſticking Plaiſter only applied over it. Thus 


in a month's ſpace it was evacuated, and the Belly contracted proportionably. 
During this Evacuation he took opening Broths and Apozems. After the 
Water was diſcharged, 2nd the PunQture cured, he continued extreamly ema- 
ciated, and the Skin of his body and limbs was withered ; yet he was ordered 
to be ler bloud abour {ix ounces: at which time he was fo very a Skeleton, 
and his Skin hung lo looſe, that I doubted how I could hoid it over the Vein 
to open ir. Yet after this I ſaw him Far, and perfectly cured. 
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_. A Gentlewomaa of abour thirty eight years old laboured of an 4ſctes witli 3. Obſer- 


Anafarcous Swellings on ber Belly, Thighs and Legs; and, having taken much 
Phyſick unſucceſsfully in the Town, was removed to her houfe in the Country 
to die: bur after ſome while being tired with the weight and ſtretching pain 
of her Belly, ſhe ſent tor me to give vent to the Water. I went provided for 
the work, and found the Patient reſolved to undergo the Opening. Other 
Symptoms to encourage me I had none. The next morning, ſhe having pre- 
pared her ſelf, and being placed or that fide 1he could beſt lie upon during the 
Evacuation, her Bracer, being well fitted, I made the Perforation according to 
cuſtom three fingers below the Navel on the upper ſide.

kings. After ſome reaſoning with me about the uſe of them, he complied and 
I caſed a pair to be made, and laced them on. They were eaſe and did all 
I defigned by them. He was able to walk to his Cloſet, and take the air in 
his coach, and was well pleaſed with them. Burt afterwards, being informed 
by ſome body of great inconveniences that might happen to him from the 
wearing of them, he cauſed them to be pulled oft ; upon which his Legs ſwel- 
led again, and he. was confined to his bed whereby his Hips and Back galled :

| was then in queſt of windy Tumours, and thought this might be one, 
having Symptoms notunlike it, the Sound excepted.

which ſhe gladly accepting, I ordered my Servants to make ready Aſtrin- 
gents and Bandage. Then I made an Appertion into it with a Knife, upon 
which a Water forced out : we received it in a Chamber-pot. Whilſt it was 
diſcharging, I ſlit up the Tumour, and gave way to the Dregs, which were 
like Honey, but not contained in a Cy/tzs, I cut off as much of the Skin as 
was ſuperfiuent, and brought the reſt together, dreſſing it up with the com- 
mon Digeſtive ex 7ercbhinth. &c. with a reſtrictive Emplaſter, Compreſs, and 
Bandage. Being thus dreſſed ſhe walked with her She-friend, more briskly

ſubdivides it ſelf into many others. 
Definiti- It may be generally defined, a wateriſh Swelling'of the Scrotum. 

- This may be either part of another more general*Tumour, or elſe an origt- 
Cences, nal Diſeaſe of that place. When it 15 part 'of another Tumour, the Body 1s 
Hydropical, viz. either Anafarcous or Aſcitical: in both which cafes it 1s 
frequent to fee the Cod ſwelled up after the manner-of an Anaſarca. And 
indeed,when in Aſcitical caſes we'find a Swelling of the Teſticle, there is fo: 
the moſt partan A4»aſarca of the lower parts 6f the Belly joyned with it. When 
it is an original Tamour of the Part; 4 iether heth without the Tunica vagi- 
nalis, affeRing the whole Scrorum "or cle 'is contained within the faid Tu- 
nicle, or at leaſt ina Cy#is of its own: in which caſe you will find one fide

of the Body. This Extravalation may be cauſed from ſome Bruiſe by Blow, 


Fall, &c. 
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The Cauſes of Hydrocele are the fame with thoſe of a Dropſie, at leaſt when Cuſcs. 


Signs of an 77ydrocele may be taken from the diſtemper of them. Yzz. Signs, 


x. The Anaſarcous Hydrocele may be known by the ſplendour, ſoftneſs 
and-thickneſs of the Scrotum. It taketh impreſſion irom the fingers eaſily, 
and may be wrought like fofſt Wax. The Prepuce is uſually ſwelled, if it 
attend the Dropſte of that name. 5: 

2.. The ſimple Hernia aqueſa, as it aftets the whole Scrotam fills it like a 
Bladder, and diſcovers it ſelt by its ſhining, | 
 _ 3- When the Zadreocele lieth within the Zanica vaginalis, between it and the 
Teſticles, or in a peculiar Cy/tzs, the Scrotum is proportionably ſtretched, and 
ſomewhat wrinkled ; and indeed at firſt ſight it is not unlike an Hernia inte/ti- 
aalis or zirbalis: but you may diſtinguiſh them by preſſing with your fingers 
upon the ProduQtion, which when you do, bid the Patient cough; if nothing 
preſs upon your hand like wind, it is an Z7ydrocele. If the Water be lodged in 
the. 7unica vaginalis of both Teſticles, the Swelling appears double. 


This Diſeaſe is more or leſs dangerous according as it is complicated. That Prognos 
which is joyned with a Dropſie cannot be cured, unleſs that be firſt cured: yer 


it ſometimes ſerves to diſcharge anaſarcous Swellings, in the Parts lying above 
it. Thoſe which ariſe from an external Cauſe are more eafily cured. If the 
Habit of body be tolerably good, the Hydrocele may be cured ; and if it be 
bad, the Water may be let out as often as it fills, without danger. 


| In the Cure of theſe Tumours there is requireda regulation in Diet and Cure: 
manner of living, as hath been ſet down in the preceding Diſcourſe of Wate- 


riſh Tumours in general : only here they are to be proportioned according to 
the greatnels of the Malady and the Accidents that attend them. They alfo 
require to be treated with ſuch Diſcutients and exſiccants as have been there 
| propoſed, and you muſt retain your. Applications cloſe to the Part to which 
they ate applied. A Bag-truls is neceſſary, it ſerving allo to ſuſtain the Part, 
leſt by the weight of the Humour the Tumour 'be increaſed - ailo after the 
diſcharge of the Water it furthers the corrugation of the Scrotum. q 

While the Swellings are ſmall, they may haply yield to Diſcutients. An 
accidental Bruiſe, by ſtirring up an Inflammation, hath ſometime diſpoſed 
them to diſcuſſion, If they rend to Suppuration, further it by Suppvratives, 
as 10 a Phlegmon hath been ſhewed, and treat them as ſuch. Bur if the Tumour 
have any quantity of Water in it, your ſpeedieſt way of Cure is by giving 
vent; If it be an Azaſarca that poſſeſſeth the whole Scrotum, the way to diſ- 
charge it is either by Scarification, or by a Seton. | 

Scarification 1s proper when only the Scrotzum is Anafarcous, If it be 
made by Punfture with a Lancet, the Water will diſcharge in few hours, and 
the Wounds agglutinate ſoon after without other Application than a. warm 
Stupe. An he whereof you tmay ſee in the Obſervations of Oedema. 

If there be an Azaſarca of the Belly, the Seton is moſt proper, in conſide- 
ration of the time which is required for ſuch an Evacuation. It ought to be 


made tranſverſe the Scrotum 1n the depending parr. Ir is tobe kept open till 


the Serofity be diſcharged; and the while you are to preſerve the native heat 
of the Part by the application of warm Stupes wrung out of wine, wherein 
have been boiled ſummitat. abfinthii, majoranz, flor. chamem. roſ, rub, balauſt, bace, 
myrtiÞ, nuc, cuprefſ. &c. And take care leſt the Scrozum excoriate from the

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ſharpneſs of the Humour and- inflame: for in Hydropical bodies it is apt to 
gangrene. If you apprehend ſuch miſchief, pull our the Seton. 

In the Opening the other Species of Hydrocele, you are to confider the quan- 
tity of Mater, and the place it is lodged in. If it have not a pint of Water jn 
it, forbear opening it till it be bigger, leſt you hurt the Tefſticle: beſide, it is 
not worth the while. But if 1t be a child that labours of it, you may open ir 
though there be ſcarce half a pint of Water. In order to the Opening tlicm, 
you are to place the Patient in a clear light - then with the one hand to pres 
vpon the Production, that the Tumour may be more tenſe: and if the #y. 
dracele be in a Man, your Servant ought to preſs with his hand upon the other 
ſide, that the Scrotum may be the more ſteady. You are to make the PunAure 
in the depending Part, and avoid the cutting of the greater Veins lying: up- 
on the Scrotum, leſt thereby the Water be made bloudy, and you be thought 
to have hurt ſome Part within. You are to make the Apertion big enovgh 
to receive a ſmall Cannala, which you are immediately to put in, and keep it 
there till you have drawn out all the Water. That done, apply a Pledgit of 
wnguent. baſilicon, and an Emplaſter to retain it on, with a Flanel Stupe wrung 
out of an aſtringent Decoction, and put ſuch a Bag-truſs on as may keep your 
Dreflings cloſe. By this method you will in two or three days find the Pun- 
Qure cured, and the Scrotum contrafted;: Yet it may be reaſonable to apply 
an Empl:ſtr. Caſaris, or (ome other aſtringent Emplaſter, over the Scrotum, 
and to pur on a leſs Truſs, which the Patient may wear for more ſecurity. 
For they are apt to fill again with Water once 1n a year or two, if the Habit 
of body abound with ſerous Humours. | 

If the Water be lodged in a Cy/zzs, or within the proper Coats of the Teſticle 
or Teſticles, they require accordingly to be opened diſtinaly. And in theſe 
Hydrocele's you are to be carefull to paſs in your Carnzula, and keep it 1n till the 
laſt drop of Watcr be diſcharged : for if by any accident it flip out, you will 
ſcarce get it in again; the inner Tunicle hanging looſe, the holes may not an- 
ſwer each other; nor is the Tumour capable of being opened ſo well again as 
at firſt: and if you leave any Water behind, the Operation will be thought 
ill done. The Water diſcharged, you are to proceed in the Cure as above 
faid. What hath been kitherto delivered of theſe ZZydrocele's doth only con- 
cern the palliative Cure. | 

If you purpoſe the perfe& Cure, you ought then to make the Apertion large 
on one fide of the Scrotxm reaching towards the Production, in fuch manner 
aSit may lie according to the length of the Teſticle, that vou may open it at- 
ter the Water is diſcharged, and thereby the better apply your Medicaments 
to it in caſe it be affketed. In theſe Operations the Patient ſhould be of a 


_ tolerable good Habit of body, and in his not declining age: for whether they 


be made by Incifion or Cauſtick, they are. generally ſubje& to Inflammari- 
on, Colick and Fever, till Suppuration be made. In which caſe Bleeding and 
Clyſters are neceſſary, and outwardly Lenients and Anodynes are to be ap- 
plied, alſo good Fomentations to keep up the natural heat : of which you will 
find ſome Inſtances amongſt the following Obſervations. | 


A Boy of about fix or ſeven years old was brought to me labouring of an - 
Aſcites, with an Hernia aquoſa in Scroto, and Anaſfarcous Swellings poſleſſing 
the outſide of the Scrotum and Prepuce. I made an Apertion on the left fide of 
the Scrotum in a depending Part, and, paſſing in a Cannula, diſcharged near a 
pint of Water; then fomerited it with warm Stupes wrung out of red Wine. 
While I was fomenting it, ſuſpeQting the Anafarcous Humour would ſoon fill 


up the Scrotwum again, it the Apertion were not kept open, I therefore _— 
| v aclay 
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_ delay thruſt a Seton-needle with a ſmall twiſt of Silk through the Aperture be- 
fore made, and paſled it out tranſverie the Scrotum, about an inch diſtant from 
the firſt opening ; then cut oft the Seton from the Needle, and tied the ends to- 
gether, faſtening them with an Emplaſter above upon the Scrotum, and truſied 
it cloſe with a warm Flanel Stupe, covering alſo the Pexzs, and diſmiſſed them 
with directions to ſtupe it at leaſt thrice a day with a Decoft. abfanth. flor. roſ- 
rub. &c. as it is propoſed in the method of Cure. If in this caſe the Stupes be 
not often {kifted, - the ſerous Humour, which ſo continually drops into it, will 
excoriate the Scrotum, and ſtir upa painful Inflammation. Some few days after 
| I viſited the Patient, 'and ſaw the Swelling in the Prepuce and Scrotum dil- 
cuſſed, the Seton having well diſcharged its part. I cut out the Seton, and 
dreſſed the Ulcers-with «ngaent. tutiz, by which they healed; and by the 


continued ule of the Fomentation in a few days the Scrotum contracted. 


A Gentleman of about ſixty years old came to Loydox diſeaſed with a Hernia 2. Obſer- 
aquoſa, The lower parts of his Belly and upper parts of his Thighs were Ana- 73% 
farcous: 'the Prepuce and Scrotam were not free from it. Sir Fr. Pr. being his :quſz 


Phyſician adviſed the opening of the Tumour, and was preſent the next day : "i! 4na- 


where, having all things ready, t placed the'Patient in a Chair to the light, the 
Phyſician laying his hand upon one fide of the Scrotumy while mine was on the * 
other ſide. I made a PunQture in a declining Parr, then paſſed in a Cannula, 
and let out about rhree pints of Water 1n'a Baſon. It was much of the colour 
of Urine' in healthful people. The Water diſcharged, I pulled out the Canrula, 
and applied a warm Stupe, and truſſed it up cloſe. In the ſpace of two or 
three days the Anaſarca diſcuſſed, and the Scrotum, contraQted and cured. 1 
applied an Emplaſter Czſaris over the Scrotum, and fitted him with a Truſs ac- 
cordingly. Two years after I opened this Tumour again.

A Man of about forty years'of age, of a ſtrong Conſtitution and ſanguine 3. obfer- 
Complexion, being of late years Aſthmatick, was about two months ſince '*; * *® 


ſwelled with an Aſczzes and an Anaſarca of his Belly, Scrotam, Thighs and 


Legs. Dr. Denton and Dr. Brook were his Phyſicians, and conſulted me in f#rcous 


the Chirurgery, eſpecially in that of the Scrotum, which was very much 
diſtended ( as we ſuppoſed ) with Water, the external parts being ( as I have &c. 

faid ) Anaſarcous. ep 
I propoſed Scarification in order to the preſent diſcharge of the Azaſarca : 
but, in conſideration of the neceſſity that appeared of continuing a vent to the 
ſerous Humours, which would moſt certainly afte& the Scrotum whilſt any 
thing of the Zdrops remained in the parts above, we refolved upon the uſe of 
a Seton. To whicli purpoſe the Patient was ſeated upon the ſide of his Bed, and 
a Baſon piaced under the Scrotam. I raiſed up the Anafarcous Skin, and, 
whilſt Dr. Brook held part of it, paſſed through the Needle with a twiſted 
Silk. Immediately upon the Apertion there diſcharged a bloudy Serum; (as 
it ſeemed to us by thecandle light, ) which we-permitred to low to the quan- 
tity of at leaſt a pint and a half: during which the colour not changing, we 
ſept to the window with the Baſon, and ſaw it a pure florid bloud; ſo alſo 
was that which flowed the while into a Porringer. Upon ſight whereof I 
pull'd out the Seton, and placed a Servant's fingers upon the two Apertions, 
till I haſtily made Dreſſings ready of farin. tritic. cum albumine ovor. ſpred 
upon a couple of Pledgits and upon linen cloath in the form of a Plaiſter, 
which [ applied upon that part of the Scrotum with Compreſs and Bandage, 
whereby the bleeding was ſtopt. We did not perceive that he was the leaſt 
_diſcompoſed by the Evacuation. The ſecond day after we met again, and faw 
the Patient walking in his Chamber marvellouſly relieved both in his breath 
and ſtrength. He formerly took his reſt by leaning upon his Knees and Elbows; 
but that night he/ſlept lying down in his Bed, and had diſcharged in - ab-

fence above a gallon of Urine well coloured, and made more than a quart du- 
ring our being in the houſe. In the taking oft Dreſſings the Apertions were 
ſeemingly healed, and had not bled one drop after the application of thoſe'Em- 
plaſters. We fomented the Scrotum, and truſſed it vp. His Phyfſicians'preſcribed 
antiſcorbutical Juices, cordial Juleps, &c. The ſecond day atter we met again, 
and, feeing the Scrotam big, made Scarification by puncture of a Laricet. The 
bloud trickted down apace ; but after a whife it ſtopt, and a Serum flowed forth. 
A warm ftupe was applied, and renewed often, and continued the moſt part 
of that night; during which the Seram was plentifully diſcharged, and he 
urined well. At our next meeting, which was within two or three days, we 
found onr cure ſucceed well; but the Scrotum was big, and likely to be ſo 
whilſt there remained any Water in the Abdomen or Parts about. Upon which 
confideration we were inclined to wake a Seton again : but ſuſpetting a new 
effuſion of bloud, we contented our ſelves at that time in making an Apertion 
with that Spear-pomted Camma deſcribed by Barberr.. It bled at firſt opening 
about two ounces, then gleeted a ſerous Hamour. We dreſſed it as before; 
and thereby the Serum was diſcharged for the ſpace of three or four days : 
during which the Patient removed from Ms-Lodging at Zime-houſe into the 
' Town, nearer his Phyſicians. Then we agair pierced the Scrotum witha round 
Needle and twiſted Silk, whereby the bleeding: was reſtrained, and the Seroſi- 
ty diſcharged : but the Scrozum, from that time began to indurare, and thereby 
ſtreightned the Seton, and ſtopt the Water in its paſſage. Upon fight whereo 

we fomented the Scrotum with Emollients and Diſcutients, viz, ex foliis & ra- 
dic. althze,bryonie,cucumeris ſylveſt. ſummitat. ebuli, flor. ſambuci, ſem. fenugraci, 
&c. and of the Fzces made a Cataplaſm, with an addition of farin. hord. lentium, 
axunz. porcin. &c. During theſe applications the Patient was purged with Zy- 
dragoga once in two days, whereby great quantities of wateriſh Humours were 
each time evacuated. The Juices were alſo repeated thoſe days he intermit- 
ted Purging. Thus the Patient was daily relieved, the hardneſs i» Scroto re- 
ſolving as the Seton digeſted, and indeed the Scrotum was well-nigh reſtored 
to its natural bigneſs. We then deſtgned Scarification of his Legs, to evacuate 
that Seram: but he not permitting it, we fomented them, with Diſcutients, and 
embrocating afterwards cam oleo olivar. aceto & ſale, werowled them from the 
Toes upwards; and having that way diſpoſed the Parts for ſtreight Stockings, 
we laced them on, and fitted laced Trouzes to the Thighs. During which the 
Patient was frequently purged to much advantage; yet the ſwelled Thighs 
and Legs did not yield to our Bandage, but continued hard and painful. He 
was alſo ſtreightned in breathing, and often delirous, and too much debllite- 
ted to bear ſo frequent Purging as was requiſite to evacuate the daily increaſe 
of Water. Upon which conſideration we ſcarified his Legs and Feet, and by 
the application of Cupping-glafles diſcharged a quantity of bloudy Serum - 
from which time the evacuation of Serum was continued by the application 
of warm ſtupes and Emplaſters- About ten days after, having notice that 
his Legs and Feet were exceeding painful, I made him a viſit, and found him 
upon his Feet: his Stockings being pull'd off, I faw his Legs inflamed, and 
in one place livid, and the very Toes inflamed, alſo bliſtered, and in ſome 
parts livid. I ſcarified them and Fomented them with decof?. ſummit, abfinth. 
flor. rof. balauſt. itn wvino rubro; then dreſſed the Scarification with «nguent. 
bafilic. hot and applied cerat. Galeni with moderate expulfive Bandage from 
the Feet to the Knees; then put him into Bed, placing bis Legs upon Pil- 
lows, to prevent the deſcent of Humours. The next day the Patient was let 
. bloud about ten ounces, from which time he began again to urine plentiful 
ly, and thereby was freed of the Del;rium and difficulty of breathing, the 
Inflamations of his Legs and Feet went off, and thoſe Ulcerations healed - 
yet 
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yet there afterwards appeared a ſmall colleftion of Matter upon one of 
his Legs; which being diſcharged, and diſpoſed to cure, the patient was 
apain purged, and is at this preſerit in a hopeful way of Recovery, his 
Belly, Thighs and Legs being ſoft, and in a manner reſtored to their natural 
ſtate and his Phyſicians are ſending him into the freſh Air to perfe& his 
health. 
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A Gentleman of about twenty ſeven years of age came to Loxdon diſeaſed 4. Obſer- 


with a Swelling i» Scrotoe. Dr. Walter Needham was his Phyſician. It was 
ſoft, and poſſeſt the Tunicles of the right Teſticle, making a Swelling only 
in that Teſticle.

We made comprelſlion npon the Production of that Teſticle, and concluded

That eyen- 
ing, taking oft the Dreſfings, 1 found the Eſcar dry, and the Parts about it 
ſwelled and beginning to' inflame. I-fomented it with deco. ab/inth.- 26% 
roy | cham. 
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cham. ſambuci. roſ. rub. &c. in vino rubro, and applied unzuent. baſilicon 2s be- 
tore, and a Cataplaſm ex far. hord. fabar. 6c. decofted, in Oxymel over the 
diſeaſed part. In the next Dreſſings I added o/. terebinth.to the aforclaid Un- 
guent, and continued the uſe of the Fomentation and Cataplaſm. By theſe 
Applications the Ulcer tended to digeſtion, and the Eſcar ſeparated; but the 
Swelling continued big. I then applied the Cataplaſm mentioned 1a the for- 
mer Obſervation, doubling the quantity of cicuta, and drefſed the Ulcer with 
mundif. Paracelſ. cum pracipitat. After a few days I ovſeryed 1n dreſling of the 
Ulcer a rotten Slough to lie within, which I. took hold of with my Forceps, 
and feeling it looſe pulled it out. It was the corrupt Cy/zs. Upon the com- 
ing away of which the Tumour ſunk. I drefled it up with Doflils ſpred with 

' the Mundificative, and upon the Ulcer without. applied unguent. diapomphe- 
lygos, as alſo where the cicuta had bliftered the Scrotum. From this dreſling 
the Ulcer digeſted well. My endeavour was then todry up the humidity, and 
contra@ that part of the Scrotam: which I did by adding flor. balault. nuc. cu- - 
preſſ.flmach, &c. to the former Fomentation of red Wine, and by a Cataplaſm 
of far. hordei & fabar. boiled up in ſome of the faid Fomentation: Whilſt I 
was healing the Ulcer within, a hard Swelling aroſe near the Prodution, 
and a Fungus thruſt out from. that Part of the Teſticle. Upon ſearch I found 
that occaſioned the hard Swelling; whereupon I laid. that part open by a 
Snip with a pair of Sciſſors, and covered the Fungas with Pracipitate and 
Doſlils of Lint; and by the uſe of that and the Vitrio-ſtone I conſumed ir, 
and cured the Ulcer. od £ 

. After the Patient had a little recovered his ſtrength, Tbegan with the other 
by Incifion, making, it about an inch in length, ſuppoſing ir would ſooner 
digeſt, and thereby . eſcape thoſe accidents. It diſcharged. the like Matter as 
the other did. He ſuffered alſo Colick and Fever, till. the corrupt Cyfis di- 
geſted out, which was the ſpace of ten or twelve days. After which the 
Ulcer digeſted, and by the fame method it healed, and the Scrorum. contratt- 
ed, ſo as it was not eaſe to judge that it had. ever been diſeaſed. The Patient 
is yet alive, and hath : never been diſturbed in.thoſs Parts ſince. |

'The other more internal Hydrocephalus, afteQing the Parts within, is an 
effufion of Serem within the Scull, either between it and the Dura mater, - or 
between that and the Pia mater. It is not leſs frequent to find this Serum fo 


extravaſated to coagulate into a ſtiff gelatinous ſubſtance all about the Veſ- 


ſels nnder the bafis of the Brain, and thence to involve all the Roots and the 
Caadex of the Spinal marrow, quite over the Nates and Teſtes and Glandula 
pinealis, reaching into the Ventricles of the Brain. Many inſtances of this 
kind I could give you in Rickety children: but theſe things are not to be dif- 
covered till the Patient be dead. | 
The Signs are ſuitable to the Part affected, and the quality of the Humour. 
If it lie immediately under the hairy Scalp, and poſſeſs it, all the whole Head 
muſt be ſwelled. If the Matter within be cedematous, it will pit under your 
finger - if it be a pure Serum, it will return to its feat when your finger is 
taken off. The Face is pale and ſwelled, fo alfo are the Eye-lids, ſometimes 
bloudy and ſhining. In the increaſe of it, it ſometimes thruſts out a Tumour 
like a Wen, but the Fluctuationof it ſheweth it to be Water. If it be between 
the Cranium and Pericranium, you may feel the Cranium bare and a Flucua- 
tion between it and the Pericranmm. If it lie between the Cranium and Dura 
mater, the Sutures are looſe, fo that you may often bury your finger between 
them. When it heth under the Dara mater, it maketh that ſwell, and fre- 
quently thruſts it felf through between ſome of the Sutyres of the Scull; as 
particularly it did in a young Child, of which anon. What is within the 
Ventrcles of the Brain is not eafily diſcovered whilſt the Patient is alive 
only it may be gueſſed at by great Stupidicy and Inſenſibility, if any ſuch 
thing be. » | 
| Doftor Walte.: Needham did tell me of one that in Bedlam was obſerved to 
ſit upright with his back to a wall without ſpeaking or opening his Eyes for 
many months, only fome odd mimical geſtures he ufed. Upon his death 
he was opened by order of Door Thomas A/en, Phyſician of the place. An 
cedematous Tumour was found to occupy all the upper part of the Cerebrum 
between it and the Pia mater, which deſcending by the poſteriour parts of it 
did poſſeſs the entrance into the two Ventricles, the G/andula pineal;s it (elf 
being turned into a Bladder of water. Be tz | 
But the Story cited out of Yeſalius by Sermertus'is yet more wonderful, 
of a-young Girl, tharkept her Senſes well enough, yer her Head ſwelled fo 
great as to hold nine pints of Water. The like Obſervations we find in H7/- 
danus, Kirkringius, and others, where the Brain hath been fo little, and fo 
oddly placed, that the whole hath been judged to be Water. By which we . 
may judge that Stupidity, though, when 'we find it, it'may pive Ns cauſe of 
ſuſpicion that ſuch a Tumour is there lodged, yet it is-not the neceſhary con- 
comitant of the Diſeaſe. 9. 2d: 14 Bs 
Children labouring of this Diſcaſe are for the moſt part very unhealthful,

Tf the Humour-doth not'diſcuſs by the aforementioned Remedies, you may 
let the Water out by ſmall Apertions, that it may as it were inſenſibly dif- 
charge; and' the while continue the uſe of the milder Diſcutients and Exfic- 
cants'toreſtore the ScaJp to its natural tone. But if, through length of time, 
the Humour hath united-ir felf into a Tumour of ſome particular Part, if you 
be ſatisfied that it doth not ariſe from within the Scull, you may cur into it, 
and let out the Water ; or, if it hatha ſmall a/is, make a Ligature on it, and 
cut it off; -But-if you ſappoſe it ariſeth-from within the Scull, forbear the 
extirpating it. | 
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A Child of about four years of age was brought to me, ſuppoſed to have r. obfer-

Child was cured only by the Fontanels behind the Ears. | 


In a Child of half a year old, labouring under a watery Swelling of the 2. obſer- 
upper part of the Head between the hairy Scalp ard Pericranizm, I made _ of 
Ifſues behind the Ears and in the Neck, and fomented the Head with a De- jj,1us. 


cottion of the milder Diſcutients and Exſiccants boiled in red Wine. But it 
being cold weather, they rather deſired an Emplaſter. In compliance with 
their deſires a cephalick Emplaſter was applied. After ſome time it made 
ſuch an itching and ſoarneſs, as put us upon the neceſſity of taking it off; 
which was not done without difficulty, the Scalp being much excoriated un- 
derneath. We fomented it again as aboveſaid, and applied Cole-wort leaves on 
the Parts affeted. It healed up in few days, and the Diſeaſe was not much 
leſſened: the Iflues behind the Ears alſo healed as the Eſcars caſt off. Having 
applicd ſeveral Medicaments unſucceſsfully, I made two or three PunQtures 
into the Scalp, and let the Water out; then applied a Cataplaſm ex far. fa- 
bar. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ.. bacc. myrtill. & ſummit. hyſſop. pulver. de- 
coed in red Wine. By the uſe of this and the foreſaid Fomentation the 
Child was cured. | 


A Gentleman of about forty years of age, having a large Tumour on the , gy. 
Os lambdoides bigger than a Gooſe-egg, was commended to me by Sir Fra. Pr. rat. of 
I ſhaved the Hair from about it, brought the bafs in by a Ligature, and cut arg 


it off; then made a croſs Stich, taking up the Artery with the ſame Stich, 
and brought the Lips as cloſe as conveniently I could; then dreſſed up the 
Wound with pulv. Galevi cum albumine ovi, and applied an Emplaſtr. e bolo 
over all, with Compreſs and Bandage. The Humour was a crude Serum, as

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in #hydrocele; only in the bottom of it there were dregs that ſeemed to be a 
melicereous Matter, . The third day after, finding the Wound tending to 
digeſtion, | dreſſed it with the common Digeſtive ex terebinthina: after Di- 
geſtion I cut the Stitches, and incarned and cicatrized it in few days by the 
uſual Medicamerits fet down in Wounds'of the Head. Many as big I have

CHAP. XXIV. 
Of Scabs and Itch, \ 


Cauſes, Fter Wateriſh Tumours I find Authors frequently treating of the: Scab + 
or /tch; a Diſeaſe which ſeems to have its ' Qriginal either from abun- - 
dance of vicious Salt in the Bloud, or poſlibly from a local Ferment in the 
Skin. Fes = | 
A Scab catched by InfeQtion ſeems pretty manifeſtly to owe. its Origin to 
a local ferment, there being no other fault in the Body than what lieth in the 
Skin it ſelf, and converteth the nutritious Juices thither conveyed into the. 
Diſeaſe here mentioned. And it's probable that moſt other Itches do begin'in 
the fame place, there being in the Skin a vicious Ferment which makes a 
Concodtion accordingly, and conſequently cauſeth all the other Degenera- 
tions that happen. Theſe Degenerations do increaſe to a farther infe@ion, 
if the Bloud abound with a falt Serum; in which caſe the Fermentation be- 
cometh exorbitant, the Diſeaſe groweth more vigorous, ſpreads farther in- 
ward, and infeQts the whole maſs. | 
This way, I fay, the Itch is very often generated, preſſing from without 
inward: nay, I believe that moſt commonly it ſo happens. But I do not de- 
ny that.it may likewiſe riſe from within, as ſome of the greater forts of Scabs 
certainly do. | 
Diffe- The Differences may be taken from the Cauſe, and accordingly as it atieQs 
rences. the whole Body, or ſome particular Part, as the Hands, &c. 
The Diſeaſe needs not much deſcription; it's known by its naſtineſs and 
: win: > and upon that account is more important than it would otherwiſe be 
thonght. | 
Progno- The Scab or Itch 1s not eſteemed dangerous to life when it proceedeth 
ai, froman outward Inſetion. Bur if it owe its Original to an inward indiſpoſi- 
tion of the Bloud,. it may -prove dangerous; either when it is accidentally 
ſtopped by external Applications and cauſes, upon which a -— 
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Epilepſies, Confumptions, and many. other like Accidents, have ariſen : nay 
when the Scab hath not been hindred in its untoward progreſs, the Bloud 
hath notwithſtanding been wholly corrupted, and the Patient brought ro the 
grave. Another miſchief it hath, viz. InfeQtion, eſpecially if the Scab be 
moiſt and full of ftubtil Humoars.. Upon all theſe accounts, both of the Tur- 
pitude, Daoger, and InteRtion, it Is convenient to- propound a Cure. 

_ Whether this Diſeaſe ariſe from an outward Infetion, or inward indiſpo- Cure, 

fition of rhe Bloud, the Cure is much one: only this latter requireth more 
your con{ideration, to take the indication from the Cauſe, and to make Eva- 
cuation accordingly before you apply: your external Remedies. 
.. In the firlt place, a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, of Mutton, Veal, 
Pullet, Chicken, Sc. and thoſe rather boiled than roaſted. All ſharp, falr 
and ſpiced, meats are. forbidden: fo are all Eh, .Milk, and; Herbage, as being 
corrupters of the Bloud. Their drink may. be. a fnall Wine diluted with 
Water, or a well-boiled ſmall Ale, which may- atfo be medicated with Dock- 
roots, Succory, and Graſs-roots, the' tops of Agrimony, Pimpernel, Harts- 
tongue, Fumitory, Hop-buds, &c. Or, B. fol. agrimoniz, origani, weronice 
utriuſque, an. M. 1%. rad. enulz, camp. ſcorzonerg, hirundinarig, an. 5. macis, 
Cinuamom1, an. 5j. cog. in cervifig tenuis tbvj. ad dimid. 

The Evacuation ought to begin by Bleeding: and if Bloud abound; the 
Venzſetion may be repeated, after the Body. hath been: ſomewhat emptied 
by Purging. +4 

The Purgatives may-be Whey and Manna, with crew. tartar. or a Deco- 

Aion of ſome of the opening roots, with ſenza, rhabarb, &c. Bk ſummit. fumarie,

If the body be ſtrong, and the Humours contumacions, you may purge 
with paulv. diaturbith, pulv. cornachin. pil cochiz, de agarico; or with this :

Merc. dulc. ethiops mineralis, Bezorad. mineral. cereſſ. antimonii, are alſo of I 
nſe in the Cure of this Diſeaſe. If the ſeaſon of the year be proper, Barnet or Fr 
Epſom Waters may be alſo good. Amongſt the common people Brimſtone 
and Milk 1s a uſual Remedy. 

The outward Applications preſcribed in the Cure of this Diſeaſe are nu- 
merous, and may be proportioned to the quality of the perſon, vzz. as he is 
poor or rich, and the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe. 

If it affe&t but ſome one part, as the Hands, the Cure may be performed by 
Fomentations, Unguents, or Cerots : but where the whole Body is infeted, 
there I propoſe Bathing as moſt neceſſary. A Fomentation may be made of 
ſuch like; Þ rad. enulz camp. lapath. an.

Where the Diſeaſe hath overſpred the whole Body, there ( as I have faid) 
Bathing is neceſſary ; and if the ſeaſon of the year be proper, the River of 
Thames or other Rivers may ſerve : but in the colder feafons Bathing in warm 
water is efteual, the party ſitting the while on a Bag of Wheat-bran. Per- 
ſons of quality may have ſweet Powders, as thoſe of /;gn. caſra, Rhodium, 
calamus aromaticus, &c. If the Diſeaſe require it, they may have fuch Ingre- 
dients boiled in the Bath as have been preſcribed in the Fomentation above: 
they may alſo have a mixture cineram ſarment. fraxini, alum. rup. ſulphur. viv. 
rc. cap. pulverizatorum an. p. a7: It may be quilted in bags, or made into balls 
with Wheat-bran and Soap, with which tliey may rub their diſeaſed Bodies. 

In the time of the late Civil Wars our 'Souldiers in the Weſtern parts of 
the Kingdom were much annoied' with 'this Difeaſe, which being gotten 
amongſt them, they infe&ted one another.” - I commonly let them bloud which 
fell under my care, and adviſed them to drink for ther Mornings dravghrs 
Brimſtone and Milk, and to anoint themſelves with Brimſtone and Butter. 
But in warm weather frequent bathing in the Rivers was their Cure. 


Hange of Diet and manner of ltving is frequently the Caufe of the Itch. 

So a youth of about feventeen years of age, newly entertained into a 
Gentleman's ſervice, raiſed from a ſſender main Diet to a more plentiful fare, 
brake out with Itch and Scabs all over his Body. Several Ointments were 
2pplied, and after all a Quick-filver-Girdle was put on him : but the Diſeaſe 
enraged, and under the Girdle the Skin was heated and excoriated much. I 
caufed the Girdle to be thrown off, and adviſed the raw parts to be dreſſed 
with a mixture of anguent. nutrit. and populeon; then cauſed him to be ler 
bloud and purged with a DecoQion of radic. lapath. ſera, ſem. carthami, &c. 
and direted him to bath in warm water for ſome few days: by which he 
was cured. Such like youths ſo diſeaſed, in the hotter ſeafons, after Purg- 
ing and Bleeding, 1 have commended to bathing in the River of Thames, and 
thereby cured them. | 

A Girl of about twelve years of age was infetted by her Play-fellows at 
School in the Country, and brake out in mattery Scabs and Itch all over her 
Body, inſomuch as her Shift was frequently bloudy with ſcratching her ſelf. 
F let her bloud alſo, purged her often with Infuſions of Sena, Rhubarb, &'c. I 
endeavoured to contemperate the Humours by calomel. and zthiops mineralis, 
but without ſucceſs, it itching ſo intolerably, that, do what we could, ſhe 
would rub and ſcratch, ſo as it no ſooner healed in one place, bur it brake out 
in the ſame or in another. So difficulta work it 1s to extinguiſh this Dit 
eaſe where it hath been of any long continuance. The weather growing 
warmer ſhe bathed in warm water, rubbed her Body with ſome of the 
above-mentioned Bags the firſt three or four Bathings, and in about three 
weeks ſpace was freed of her Itch, and perfeAly cured thereby. The Scars 
and diſcolouring of her Skin on her Hands and Arms were removed by anoin- 
ting them with a mixture of ſacch. Saturnz with angent. roſac.

inſide of. a Shoulder of Veal. Moſt uſually they are mixed: with Humour, 
which is always Phlegmatick. They differ alſo as to-their place, ſome being 
inward, others outward. The inward belong'to the Phyſicians. Outwardly 
we find them upon the Eye-lids, oti the great Joints, and in other membra- 
naceous Parts.

to be the effect of the Eroſion: for if it be the effet of the Wound as a 
piece of fleſh being cut out, &c. it is not immediately an Ulcer, nor doth it de- 
ſerve that name properly, till by ill handling there do fall upon it corrofive . 
Humours, which cauſe a farther diminution of the ſubſtance : for till then the 
Digeſtion and Matter there produced do not alter the name, but continue the = 
appellation of a Wound; but having once loſt part of 'its natural fleſh by 
ſuch Eroſion, though preternatural'do ariſe in the room of it much more in 
quantity than whar was loſt, as Fungus, 6c. yet the hame of 2icer remains. 

To this Ulcer *many Accidents may happen, and eſpecially 'Tumours of all 
forts: but theſe are not parts of the Ulcer, being ſeparable from it; for they 
_ be taken away, and the Ulcer remain. The ſubje& of an Ulcer is chief- 
ly Fleſh, eſpecially in the larger ſenſe of the word, as it ſignifies Membranes, 
Tendons, Guts, Bladder, &c. When ant Erofion happens in a Bone, it is com-

For the Differences of Ulcers, ſome are more proper, by ſome Writers cal- Differes- 
led eſſential; others accidental. The more proper, or, as ſome- call them, ef- <* 


ſential, are taken from the form of the Ulcer and efficient Cauſe: as from rhe 
figure, magnitude, equality and Incqualiay, and Part afte&ed. From the Fi- 
ch they are ſtreight, oblique, round, or crooked. From the Magnitude; 
ſome are great, others ſmall, ſuperficial, deep, long, ſhort, broad, and narrow. 
From the Equality 'and Inequality : thoſe are equal in which the fleſh is alike 
plain ; unequal, when. it is corroded more in one place than another. From 
the Part a d; ſome Ulcers are in the Fleſh, others in the Membranes; 
or in this or that Part, internal, or external. . Differences from the Cauſes 
will be beſt underſtood by viewing the Cauſes themſelves. _— 
The accidental Differences are taken from thoſe things which are not intrin- 
ſecal to the nature or conſtitution of an Ulcer; as, to haveInflammarion, Tu- 
mour or PutrefaCtion joyned with them, as Phlegmon, Eryfipelas, Cancer, Gangr &- 
a, Calks, Varix,or Caries : Alſo from the Symptoms ;lame Ulcers oped

ation: From the quality ; Ulcers are malign, benign, contagious, or not ; re- 
beliious, or eafie ef.Cure:.

From theſe diverſities of Cauſes different forts of Excrements . flow : three

The ones a thin ſerous Humour, called Sanzes, by the Greeks chor; by 
others, Virus, from whence they are called virulent. Celſus reckoneth two ſorts 
of Sanies; the one he calleth /chor, and the other Meliceria. They are taken 
notice of by Fabricius Hildanus. The {chor is a Thin whitiſh Gleer incident to 
ill-diſpoſed Ulcers, eſpecially amongſt the Nerves and Tendons... 'The Melice- 
rza is a thick glutinous Humour of a pale colour,and it may be yellowiſh, not 
unlikegHoney, from whence it raketh its name. This alſo affects Ulcers 'of 
ill condition near and in the Joynts, where the Membranes and Tendons are 
eroded. But that which we generally 1n our common Chirurgery call Sazies _ 
15, a thin excrementitious Humour begotten from abundance of ſeroſity in

ſedat by the Excrements that come from it, and other Symptoms. The great- 
neſs and littleneſs is likewiſe diſtinguiſhable by the eye, if it be in the Superfi- 
cies. But Ulcers that are deep require farther ſearch of Probes, Sc. and, if 
inward, muſt be preſumed proportionable to the quantity of the Matter that 
floweth from them. Equality and Inequality arealſo judged by the view; fo 
Sinuoſity and Carzes by Probing.

T alſo frequently happens that Ulcers become callous, hard and livid, and 
are thereby rendred difficult of Cure. 
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Theſe Ulcers are generally annual, and through length of time contra&t ,,,c.. 


this Callofiry and hardneſs with a livid colour. The Caxſes of theſe are the 
frequent defluxion of a hot Serum, which hath been condenſed by the Air, or 
by over-cooling or drying Medicaments. | 

The Signs are evident from what hath been ſaid of them. 


The Prognoſtick of them is, that the Ulcer.cannot cure till the Callofity Progno- 
be removed: and if the Ulcer be of a round figure, that ought alſo to be ſtick, 


changed. 


In the Cure of.this Ulcer you are to conſider the hardneſs of the Lips; for Cure- 


from what cauſe'ſoever it ariſeth,that muſt be removed,or depreſt to cicatrize 
with the Ulcer; for no Ulcer skinneth well but from the edges. Therefore if the 
Lips be hard and callous in the Superficies, you ſhall endeavour by emollient 
and diſcutient Medicaments to ſoften them, and by good Compreſs and Ban- 
dage Gon them to cure firſt,by a Fomentation of. rad.& fol.alchee,lilior. mal- 
we, ſem. lini © fenugreci, flor.cham.melilot.ſambuci. By this you may allo rarefie 
the condenſed bloud, which maketh the lividity. in the.Parts about the Ulcer, 
and preventeth the generation of good Fleſh. Then you may embrocate the

and corrupt. They alſo happen through the unſeaſonable application of leni« 


ent or greaſie Medicaments, or by too powerfull Detergefits, which reſolve 
the ſound Fleſh, and ſtir up a putrefaCtive heat in the Ulcer, where the Hu- 
mours become ſo ſharp that they corrode'the Parts about : whence they are 
ſometime deſervedly called Zlcera ſerpentia & depaſcentia. : 

The preceding Cauſes are excrementitious groſs Juices abounding in the 
body from ill Diet, Air, &c. Malign Fevers are alſo the Cauſe, by tranſmit- 
ting their malignity outward. | | 

The Sign of aſordid Ulcer is a viſcous tough Excrement licking in it with 

Treat heat and pain. As the Sordes increafeth, it changeth its coloar, by rea- 
of the (uffocation of the natural heat, and the Ulcer corrupts, and the 
Matter {inks. 

If from abundance of Sordes Tranfpiration be hindred, a corruptiog of the 
Part follows, and it terminates in a corroſive or putrid Ulcer: and if that 
Putrefacion be not checked, a Gangrene and Sphacelus follows. 

In the Cure of theſe Ulcers a good Diet is to be obſerved, with a regulation 
of the Non-naturals: the viſcons Humours require to be purged,and Revulſ- 
on is to be made by Bleeding and otherways.

right Leg abont a hand's breadth onthe inſide near the Ancle,deſpairing var. of ai 


_ of Cure, ent for a Woman who had ſome credit in rhe curing ſuch Ulcers. 
She came, and feeing a fonl Ulcer with thick hard Lips, applied a Cauſtick 
to it,.l ſuppoſe Merc.ſublimat. It put the Patient to grievouspain for the ſpace 
of a day andnight,caufing great inflammation and 'Tpmour. Upon which con- 
ſideration the Woman was ſeit for again. She ſaw the effes of her Medicine; 
and would have applied fomewhat to eaſe the pain : but the Patient'sFriends 
 feeing the diſturbancein the Ulcer, anddoubting whither it might tend,reſfol- 
ved now to put her into the hands of a Chirurgeon, and ſent. for me. I 
came, and found the Leg ſwelled,and the Eſcar large covering the Ulcer, and 
taking in thecallons Lips roand.

A Manof about forty Years of age labouring under a Fever inthe Country, ;. obfer- 
it terminated in ſome Abſceſs within rhe Breaſt, and paſſed its Matter at laſt vc ofa 


into the right 4xiJa, raiſing a large Abſceſs there, which, beingleft-ro Nature, - es + 
made its way through-the-Skin; but not having Opening lufficient nor time- the Breaſt. 


ly; the Matter invaded the i»ter/titia of the” Muſcles, and ſpread it ſelf over all 
the Breaſt 'and Side, 'a4nd did not diſcharge it felf outwardly otherwiſe than as 
it overflowedz by which means the Abſceſs became very large, and the quan- 
tity of Matter had well-nigh exhauſted the Patient. It was my chance to corae ' 
into that Country, and being defired to'give him a viſit, and ſeeltg the cauſe 
of it, I preſently made a long Incifion inthe lower part of his Breaſl,and gave 
vent to the Matter; and afterwards made another Opening from the Ulcer in 
the Axilla downwards, where.the Matter was ſtreightned by a hard Ca/as. 
In other parts, where' the Matter was alſo contained, and conld not be dif- 
charged by the former Openings, I applied Cauſticks, *and'the next day di- 


vided the Eſcars, thereby giving way to the remaining Cavirties to empty 


themſelves. This being done; I left Medicaments anddirections for the dref- 
ſing them: viz- unguent. bafilicon for Digeſtion '; muntdificat. Paracelf, Merc. 
precipitat. and Vitriol ſtone for Dererſion ; unge#nt. ſarcoi2. to incarn ; and 
wnguent. tutiz & deficcativam rubr. for the cicatrizing the Ulcer. | For what- 
ever. people pretend of Cure by Injections, the way is ſlow and hazardous; 
-they often rendring theſe Ulcers more ſinuous, and being of vſe only where 
the Ulcer may not be'opened by reaſon of the confiderableneſs-of rhe place. 
Here in this caſe, after the Matter hed free vent, the Ulcer cured moſt eaſily.

If they flow immoderately, the:Patient groweth weak and faint, is ſubje&t 
to Cachexia,.

A Gentleman of about forty years of age, having laboured long under Chro- 
nick Diſeaſes, with great irregularity in Diet, Sc. during which Nature to eaſe 
her ſelf, diſcharged ſome part of the Diſeaſe in an Abſceſs io his left Inguen, 
and another in 40. This latter diſcharged a great quantity of Matter daily, 
and was exaſperated by a Diarrhea. The formerin Inguine, ( he not permitting 
it to be opened by his Chirurgeon) had made its way through the Skin in ma- 
ny little openings, and lay ulcerated under it about three inches in length, and in 
; no condition tocure.' Doctor 7erx was his Phyſician, and by: his preſcriptions 
had oppoſed the various Symptoms that threatned. the life of the Patient; but 
the Patient being ungovernable, 1 was called in, and ſeeing him much ema- 
ciated and cacheQtick, not likely to be cured till he ſhould attaina better Habit 
of body, purpoſcd to palliate theſe Ulcers a while: that in Inguine by dreſſing 
it with Pledgits of wguent. diapomp. and cerat. dialthee over it, whereby the 
Matter might be moderately diſcharged, and the Tumour mollified, and rendred 
leſs ſubject to Fluxion.

ther ſhaft having a ſharp blade in the form of a great Lancer fixed in-it,would 
at our pleaſure cut in upon the other, which was the DireQor: thus we cut 
into the Buttock from without inward, and that we might not loſe the open- 
ing we had made, we preſently paſſed a Fiſtula-needle through it with a Li- 
gature which we brought out per Anum; and having tied the ends together, 
we faſtned it on oneſide with a ſnip of Plaiſter,and dreſſed up the wound with 
a proportionable Tent armed with a Digeſtive. From that, time we dilated 
it daily towards the Buttock, to try wherher the Matter would that way dif- 
charge. The Phyſicians preſcribed vulnerary Drinks, Balſamicks ; Cordial 
Bolus's and Juleps were alſo preſcribed,Lenients to appeaſe the Zeneſmus, arid 
ſomewhat of Injeions we confidered of to caſt up in ſome little quantity to 
heal the Abſceſs which lay above the Sphinfer. After we had ſome-while con- - 
tinued that opening laſt made, and obſerved it painful, and not to empty the 
Matter,” nor divert it from flowing its wonted way, we cut it down to the 
Anus and cured it. From that time we applied our endeavours tocure the Ulcer 
within, whence (it was moſt certain) all the abundance of Matter iſſued. The 
method uſed was by detergent Injeftions, ſuch as have been propoſed in the 
Chapter of Sinuous Ulcers; but without acrimony to avoid a 7ereſmus, and in : 
ſmall quantity at a time leſt it ſhould be retained and render the Ulcer more 
Sinvous. After we had thus ſpent ſome time ſucceſsfully, and by the Phyfſici- 
ans help removed the ſeverer accidents; it was refolved (the weather grow- 
ing warmer) that the Patient ſhould remove to #e»ington, and take 
the benefit of the freſh air, and obſerve a Milk-Diet, and proſecute his Cure 
there. Whilſt the Patient was weak and- kept his Bed, and was vexed with 
Diarrhga's &c. we could. not obſerve any want he had of the retentive facul- 
ty; but being in the Country ſomewhat recovered, and walking daily abroad 
he complained that he could not retain his Excrements, they preſſing almoſt 
continually forth. We went on with our method in curing the Ulcer and accor- 
dingly it contracted daily narrower, and the diſcharge of Matter grew-leſs; - 
but as the Ulcer cicatrized, he found his Excrements did not come away, but 
with great ſtraining, and thoſe that came way, were ſmall like Earth-worms:

though I think { ſhall ſay as much as thoſe haye ſaid that have preceded me 
in this Employment, (it may be ſomething more; ) yet I muſt needs profeſs 
that what I write, will. do little more than. ſhow the weakneſs of our ability, 
when compared with his Majeſty's, who cureth more in any one year, than 
all the Chirurgeons of London have done in an age. However that this At- 
tempt may not ſeem to want precedent, give me leave to tell you, that it is 
no more than the Frevch Kings Chirurgeons have done before me, or than 
old Mr. C/ows did in Queen Elizabeth's days, and all other general Writersin 
Chirutgery have done more or lefs.

If this acid Humour be ſimple, the Diſeaſe is a - ſimple S:rama ; if joyned

Now-by a Coagulation I mean ſomething diſtin from Concretion,which 
is incident to all other Humours and Tumours, and to the ſera it ſelf upon 
many other cauſes. The whole Bloud being fibrous may admit of many con 
cretions and thicknings; but they differ from this Coagulation as much asthe 
boiling of Milk up to a thicknels, or their thickning it with © Flower,” &c. 
difiers from making a curd with Rennet. I ſhall the rather afſume this it 
ſiance of Milk becauſe of the near kindred berween it and Bloud,and alſo'for 
the nearrelemblance that many Strumous Tumours have with'rhe curd of that. 
It is very common to ſee the leſſer Glandules of the neck, which of late have _ 
obtained the name of Conglobate, to/grow large, and fill with a: white curdlo © | 
exattly like that of Milk thar it is hard to diſtinguiſh them. - When they differ | 
from this;it is from ſome other mixture in the Bloud-which makes ſome otner 
alteration'; which may be very various, whether /in the nature of the Co 
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of this or that ſort, and ſometimesſo ſharp as to approach near to the'acrimo- - 


ny of aqua fortis; in which caſes the Patient feels violent corroſions and hi- 
deous pains, the Tumour it ſelf being apt to degenerate into a Cancer, or may 


have other mixture with it to make it of a Vitriolique or Aluminous nature; 


all which Acidities though they agree in the common notion of Coagulating, 
. yet they make Coagulations very unlike each other. The difference alſo 'may 
be in the-Matter coagulated, the varieties of which being infinite are hard to 
be recited: only I muſt take notice, that from this latter Caule it is that I was 
forced to put as well the property of Diſſolution as of "Coagulation into the 


deſcription of the Diſeaſe; for rhough the Acidity be the ſame which cometh 


into a Bone with that which goeth into. the Fleſh-glanduls, &c. yet the Mat- 
ter it works upon being different, viz. Marrow,” (whoſe peculiar nature we 
do not underſtand, only find ir much different from other Juices of the bo- 
dy) it doth there, diſſolve and rot it, and with it the fibres of the Bone ir ſelf. 
Ler no man wonder at the contrary effes of the ſame Cauſe, who obſer- 
veth the different operations of Fire it ſelf upon wax and clay ; where it is vi- 
ſible that the contrariety of Accidents happens from the Matter; and not the 
Efficient.

mixed with Milk, &c. it coagulates it into a curd; if put upon an Egg, ir nor:

White we norwithſtanding obſerve to be a body much 
apter to concrete and grow thick than Milk it ſelf. The'ſimilitude will hold

Want of Exerciſe is a great cauſe of the Bloud's. growing acid. and ſlimy 
external Accidents are often the occaſional cauſe of the Xi»gs-Evil, but they

_ Air isa great help in our Cure: in the cold ones it ought to be moderately 
heating and attenvating, in the hot ones cooling; 1n neither over-much pier- 
cing, as that of Hampſted is, in which ſort of Air thereis always ſomething 
eſurine and acid; but: rather mild and gentle, as that of AXenfington, upon 
which ſuppoſition of gentleneſs, the farther removed irom the {moke of the 
City the better. I ſhall mention one Obſervation which I leave to your 
Judgement, whether it ought to be attributed to the ſmoke or Northern 
blaſts from: Zigh-gate. It was in a Patient of Dr. 7ko. Cox and mine, dif- 
eaſed and waſted even to skin and bone: we removed him to XFnights-bridge, 
where after in ſome weeks he had a little recruited his ſtrength, and was eaſed 
of his Cough, which had been very grievious to him ; we removed him (for 
more conyeniency of curing an Ulcer with caries of the cranium which he 
had ſome time laboured under) to a Lodging near Xings-Gate in FHolbourn, 
which ſtood backwards and Airy enough, the windows opening to the 
Fields.

Diſeaſes, Emulſtons, Pearl, Julep, and Opiats are allo of vie. Purging in 
this caſe, it the Body require it, ought to be with Lenitives, viz. Ele, diacafſie 
cam manna,diacatholic. dzaprun. ſyr.de pomis,. purgantis diaſcereos, ſyr.de rhab. © 
de cichoreo cam rhabarbaro : and to Children the intuſion of Rhubarb is ſuffici- 
ent, Our moſt experienced Phyſicians have generally purged theſe with 
pul. rhab with an addition of the Elef. diaſcord; or, ſucc. chermes, with Mer, 
dulcis,where they had been ſubjeR to a Dzarrhea. and in other caſes alone,or 
mixed with the milder Purgatives: for in truth whatſoever Diſeaſe it 1s com- 
plicated with, withour ſome preparation of Mercury our hopes are vain ; 
nay in ſome of the moſt deplorable cafes where the Patient hath been ex- 
tremely emaciated by reaſon of the Acidity in the ſerxm, | have proceeded 
higher to falivate them,and thereby recovered them, as you may ſee in ſome 

of the Obfervations of Ulcers with caries in the Bones. | 
The third Intention is performed by the application of Externals, 1. to 
the Tumours which we endeavour to reſolve or ſuppurate or to extirpate; 
Which latter may be performed either by manual Operation or by Eſcarotick 
or Cauſtical Medicaments; 2. to the Ulcers, which are the effte either of 
Suppuration or Extirpation. In Tumours we ſhall begin with Emolients 
and Diſcutients , though I muſt confeſs it is no cafie work to reſolve theſe 
Glands, if we conſider two things : firſt, the ſtubbornneſs of the Matter, fſe- 
condly, its being contained within a cy/#zs ; yet in foft delicate Bodies the 
milder fort of Glands, which are not too much indurated, do frequently re- 
ſolve. We ſhall therefore offer to you fuch as I have ſometimes applied with 
tolerable good ſucceſs : as Br emp/. diachyl. ireat.

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Thoſe which partake of a Phlegmon do frequently ſuppurate : the way to 
further Suppuration is by ſuch-like - Rk cepar. capit. allior. in furno coftor.

In order to the ſuppurating 
of them it is common to pinch them hard : 1 have ſeen ſome people in the 
Country thruſt a thorn into them, and thereby ſtir up Inflammation which 
ſoon diſpoſeth them to ſuppurate. You muſt endeavour a perfte& Concotti- 
on ; for if you open them while any part of the Gland is hard, it will increaſe 
and put you upon a neceſſity of eradicating it, or of leaving your Cure im- 
perfect. I could give you many inſtances of Patients that have come to me 
for Cure after ſuch Treatment. As to the way of opening them when (up. 
purated, that by Incifion makes the leaſt Scar ; but it the Sz7ruma belarge,the 
way by Cauſtick may give you more Opening, and with leſs pain affure the 
Cure : the Matter being diſcharged you may deterge with mundif. Paracelſ. 
pracipitat. and the Vitriol-ſtone, and afterwards incarn and cicatrize, as in 
crude Abſceſſes hath been ſhewed. 

But in the old and hard Strume we do ſeldom obtain a compleat Suppu- 
ration ; ſometimes during the application of the moſt ſubtil Diſcutients we 
raiſe a heat in the Skin, which afteQing the cyſtis and part of the Gland next 
under it doth cauſe an imperfet Suppuration : by the continued uſe of the 
Diſcutients it at length freets its way through in ſmall Apertures, in which 
caſe if you continue the Applications, they grow bigger and become fo many 
painful Ulcers ſpreading one into another, the body of the Gland remaining 
hard without hopes of Suppuration. Bur if you dreſs them a day z or 3 with 
a Pledgit of unguent. bafilic. you may qualifie the Heat and moderate the U!- 
ceration ; and fo by interchangeably applying the Diſcutient,or Lenient, you 
may happily waſte the whole Gland, if the Patient be treated the while by 
proper [nternals. In ſome of theſe who have come to me outof the Country 
with S:rame ulcerated about the Chops, I have ſeen the Strume thruſt forth 
in 2 fungus; lo that with my Spatula paſling under them I have thruſt them 
quite out, and healed the Ulcer in few days : in others where they are inca- 
pable of being ſo ſoon thrown out, I cut off the protuberant part, and conſu- 
med the remaining 4a/s with Eſcaroticks. 

[f the Struma be moveable, and free from remarkable Veſlels, the ſpeedieſt 
way of Cure is by cutting the Skin, and taking them out whole with their 
cy/trs : thoſe which have ſtalks and are pendent, or grow ſmall near the /ajis, 
may be tied and cut oft; of this ſort we ſee many. The laſt I was conſulted 
in was as big as the largeſt Catherine Pear and of that ſhape, growing onthe 
cutſide of the thigh of a Woman : I made a Ligature obout the 4afis ot it, and 
in compliance with the Patient left it on, and deferred the cutting it off till 
the next day; but when I came found it rotted off by force of the Ligature 
and required no Dreſſing, I cut it in pieces and found it a white Glandulous 
body. Inan infant newly born there appeared 'one upon the outſide of her 
little Finger, of the perfe& ſhape and colour of an unripe Cherry, partly red 
and partly pale, with a ſtalk proportionably long : I cut it off with a Knite, 
it bled witha full ſtream, I ſtopt it by the application of pul. Galeni cum albi- 
mine ovi ; the third day after I took off Dreſſings and ſaw it healed. About 
ten days after coming thither to make a Fontanel, 1 faw that Cherry lying 
in a Box in the window - I cut into the ſoft part and diſcharged a oy” 
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dy ſerum: the other ſide which gave the 7 colour to it wisa GlanJulous Fleſh, 

In thoſe which are fo thick in the Za/is that you cannot make Deligation 
on them, you may paſs a proportionable big Needle-under the roots of them 
- and cut them oft -under. the Needle. * 4:5 


The common way of taking out all the ſpecies of Strume, Atheromata, & The way 
Meliceris, 'by . Inciſioh, is in cutting the Skin the length of the Tumour: in Dy Inciſt- 


theſe latter you muſt make the Inciſfion more warily, leſt you divide the cy/is 
and the Matter flow forth. After you have ſeparated them round to the 42/5, it 
may be ſometimes neceſſary. to make a Ligarure upon the Veſſels before you 
cut them off: Thoſe which are of great bulk and have their 4afs proportiona- 
bly big, as Steatomara, generally called Wens, are ſometimes taken our by ma- 
king a croſs Inciſion, other-while by an oval, one taking off ſo much of the 
Skin as may be judged ſuperfluous; then ſeparate it, proceed calmly in the 
-- Work, for in theſe the Skin commonly adheres fo cloſe to the cy/#zs, that it 
will not part from it without the help of your Knife : having ſeparated it 
turn it out, and make a Ligature underneath upon the Veſſels, and cut it off; 
then bring the Lips of the Wound together with 2 or 3 ſtitches, and drels it up 
asyou ſee cauſe. Some Empiricks cut them off without more ado, ſcarce mi- 
king a Ligature on thern; but this way being-always attended with a flux of 
Bloud, others chuſe rather to paſs a Seton-needel with a ſtrong Ligature cloſe 
under the baſis, or as near it as may be, and that way make a Ligature ſtrict- 
ly about it. Somerimes we make the like Ligature without Inciſion, *and are 
| content to eat off the Tumour by ſtreightning it. Thus it falls off withour 
effuſion of Blond; but hereby there is hazard ih mortifying the ſound parts 
underneath, or of cauſing fuch diſturbance zs prolongeth the Cure : upon 
which conſideration I do propoſe in great 'Steatoma's and complicated Tu- 
mours, which are incloſed in cy/tis's, rather to cut into the cy/tzs, and with your 
hands to pull out that preternatural Body; and leave the cy/?zs behind. So ſhall 
you be ſecured from a flux of Bloud, and for the cy/zs, you need not doubt 
but by Digeſtion it will ſeparate and caſt off; the Wound will alſo heal ſmooth 
by Agglutination afrerward, if you cut off the ſuperflaovs Skin, and bring 
the remaining Lips together, as in fuch Operations is uſual. An Inſtanceof 
- this I ſhall give you amongſt the following Obſervations - *

Itisa Work requiring more time, yet itis fure; and indeed is the only way our Pa. ©: 


tients generally admit of. The very mention ofa Knife frighting them from us. 

In preparation to this Work, the Body ought to be frequently parged, and.if 
there be Plethora Veneſefion may be neceſſary : alſo during the Extirpation 
they ought to be in an Antiſtraumatical courſe of Phyſick with Alteratives,c. 
as hath been already preſcribed; otherwiſe new Glands will atife whilſt youare- 
eradicating the old ones. Upon which conſideration you are to furniſh.,yvur ſelf 
with ſuch Eſcaroticks as may penetrate deep into the Gland,atid do their work 


withleaft pain: for theſe Glands haveſmall ſprigs of a Nerve branching through 
them, which makerh them ſenſible of Pain and ſubje& to Fluxion; therefore 
t is that we endeavour to eradicate them with: Corrofives leaſt painful. Bur 
ſuch is our misfortune that all Medicaments fir for.this Work are extremely 
painful, the ſtronger Cauſticks are moſt proper to begin with upon condition 
that they be kept within their bounds: of theſe ſome are made up of Sope-lees 
boiled 'to a ſtone, bur this Medicine on ſpread-in ſpight of all our «20 |

_ In theeradicating of S!rumz, we are ſometimes neceſſitated upon an acct- 
dental eroſion of an Artery to apply the ſtrongeſt Eſcaroticks; but generally 
we qualifie them according to the Habit of Body, Age and Strength of the Pg- 
tient, and condition of the Glands, as they are hard or foft, have more or leſs 
fenſe, or are ſeated in or near an EmunQory. In my. long Pradtice in eradi- - 
cating theſe Glands, Ihave experimented all the ſeveral Eſcaroticks ;-and Cy | 
thereticks aforementioned, and know that thoſe Compoſitions: which have -

If in ſotne particular part 
there do viſibly appear Suppuration, and upon Aperture there do diſcharge 
an albugineous Matter, you may conclude the Bone under it is rotten, eſpeci- 
ally if it be hand-or foot: and the longer you delay the Opening, tlie more 
rotten the Bones wall be.

_ | Therefore in ſuch caſes make your predicion of the danger, andpive vent - 
to the Matter proportionably large (according to the reitude of the Veſſels) 
to the Bone, and proceed in the Cure as in Ulcers with carzes, being careful 
to keep the Member in a right poſition that the Joynt above it do not contraq, 
as it frequently happens in the Elbow, Knees, and Hip. It ſometimes hap- 
pens that thoſe diſeaſed creatures fall into the hands of pretenders to Chirur- 
gery; who by improper Applications raiſe great Tumours, and unadviſedly 
open them; and not knowing how to dreſs them ſuffer the Aperture to be fill'd 
up,: and over-grown with luxurious Fleſh till the Bone rot underneath. -It is 
alſo as uſual in'fome others of our Profeſſion, when conſulted in ſuch caſes, 
(although they know the Bones to lye carious underneath that Zyperſarcofis) 
to-adviſe the leaving them to nature, perſwading their Patients thar'it is the 
work of Time; and that the affiſtance by Chirurgery will but increaſe the Ma- 
lady. But be aſfured'one rotten Bone'cannot caſt of another, they may well | 
rot-in peices; but until the ZHyperſarcofis be removed, and the Bones laid bare, 

you can expect nothing but Apoſtemations one after another, and your Pa- 
tiehts atlength will die Heaick. Therefore when you ſhall be called to ſuch

Bone. So in childrens Fingers I have ſeen a Bone ſwelled in a night, and\.. 
like Tumour raiſed in the ſpongy Bones of elder perſons in few days, ax 
without much difficulty toyield again to exficcant Remedies. 

Yet it ſometimes happeneth that the interior part of the Bone is totally 
corrupted without any external Tumefaction or Pains, till the acid Humour 
maketh its way through the cortex, and eroding the Perioſteum,cauſeth a So- 
lution of continuity there ; which by acceſs of pain ſwelleth and infla- 
meth rhe external Parts,and produceth Maturation in few days. Thoſe in the 
protuberant Bones do alſo frequently raiſe Abſceſſesafter the ſame manner, and 
fometimes whilſt the exteriour Parts ſuffer under another Ulcer different 


from this : But of that hereafter. 


Somewhat of their Differences I have ſhewed you in the preceding lines, pigc- 
others may be taken from the Quality of the ſerum. In ſome there is a ſudden <nce+ 


Tumour raiſed in a night, in others it ſwelleth gradually and never corrup- 
teth externally. In others the Humour pierceth through the cortex, and rai- 
ſeth ſuddenly an Abſceſls. And theſe Difterences may be faid to ariſe ſome- 
what from the Place or Bone they aftet ; for accordingly as the interiour 
part of it is ſofter or harder, or the external cortex is ſolid or porous, ſo it fuf- 
fers Solution ſooner or later. Thoſe of the crauum for the molt part paſs their 
way through the interiour lamina, and affe& the dura mater, &c. producing 
great Pains, Convulſions, Spaſmus, Epilepfies, and they die, before the Dit- 
eaſe is diſcovered. In the great - Bones of the Knees, Ancles, Elbows,  &c. 
they paſs their Matter ſlowly, and are more generally diſeaſed with Apoſte- 
mations, externally ariſing from the protuberance of them. In the 0s ali or 
Heel-bone which is ſpungy within and full of external pores, they make their 
way through more ſuddenly, and fo accordingly they do in the Jaws, Fin- 
gers and Toes. 


The cauſe of the Sp7na ventoſal have already delivered you in ſhort to. be Signs. 


the Acid quality of the ſerum ſavgainis in the Bone. The moſt viſible Signs 
of it are a protuberance of the Bones without diſcolouring of the Skin, and 
often without Tumour or Pain. | | 

The Apoſtemations proceeding from the Spina wventoſa do molt certainly 
ſhew them, they riſing always between the Membranes and Tendons; and 
ſomewhat of FluQtuation may be felt there before the external Skin be conſi-

the Ulcer, and preſcribe ſuch Internals as may diſpoſe the Body to a better 
Habit, For theſe only are the carious Bones which we may leave ro time, it 
being in vain to attempt the Exfoliation of great Bones where the rottenneſs, 
as in a Pear, beginning at the core hath conſumed the ſubſtance of them, 
How all theſe are particularly treated by me, you may ſee in the following 
Obſervations of Ulcers with carzes.

From 
this Dreſſing I grew confident of ſuccels, the former Eicar appearing extraor- 
dinarily thick and large, as well it might, conſidering the Cauſtick, (which 
was ſuch as I would not adviſe to uſe in any caſe where there may be the leaſt 
hopes to ſave their lives without 1t.) Where the Opening is ſmall, a Finger 
may ſtop the bleeding of an Artery : but in a Fangas ſo branched,in a placeſo 
incapable of Bandage, what could havereſiſted ſuch a guſhing forth of bloud 
bur Merc. ſublimat. whoſe force is far more penetrating in ſuch Fung than a 
hot Iron?” eſpecially conſidering how the bloud would have dulled it by the 
way. The ule of the Sublimare this ſecond time cauſed a Fainting and Palpi- 
tation of her heart: in which caſe Sir Fra. Pruj. came again,and aſliſted usby 
his Preſcriptions; yet it terminated in a Ptyaliſmus. The fourth day after 
this we met all together, and took oft her Dreſſings, whereupon was ſepara- 
red a thick white Eſcar; the remaining body appearing like a glandulous 
Fleſh, ſomewhat hard, and of the bignels of a (mall Cheſnut. It bleeding no 
more, we dreſſed it with ſome of the milder Eſcaroticks, and the Excoriati- 
ons with refrigerant Epuloticks, with Emplaiſters of diachalczt. &c. we waſt- 
ed that Fungus, and allo healed the Excoriations in the ſpace of 3 weeks. 
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There was a fair opportunity of extirpating the remaining Glands: but the 


Relations ſuſpeQing perhaps that new miſchiefs might happen from ſome 
branches of the ſame Artery, we cured this Ulcer, and left the extirpation 
of the other to farther conſideration. 


A Maid aged about 3o years, of a tolerable ſtrong Conſtitution, came to 10. Obſer- 


me with a complicated Tumour lying on the left fide of her Neck, from her

Ear to the 4ſpera arterta, and ſo ſtretching over it upward to the other fide of cele. 


the Neck. It was foft, and ſeemed to be full of Matter, but without Inflam- 
mation. I made a Puncture into the body of it, and diſcharged a ſtinking 
Serum not unlike Horſe piſs. That being let our, the Tumour ſunk, and 
felt unequally hard. I dreſſed it up with a Pledgit of «ngaen?. baſilicon and 
empl. diachalcit. The next day, taking oft dreſſings, and ſeeing the Swelling 
lank, I applied 2 Cauſtick the length of two inches, abour 3 fingers breadth 
diſtant from the Ear : the Eicar | divided, and diſcharged a foul Matter, and 
afterwards dreſſed it up with Dofliitsdiprt in Merc. preci?, with Lenients over 
the Eſcar; and from that time haſtened the falling off of the Slough. Atter the 
ſeparation of it, thruſt out a different ſort of Matter, not unlike that of an 4- 
theroma and Meliceris mixt together. I paſſed in my Probe ſciſſors, and laid it 
open downward to the A4ſpera arteria, and pull'd out with my fingers ſeveral 
Pejicule, ſome containing a foul Serum, others a gritty ſubſtance. There alſo 
came away gobbets of Fleſh, with which the bafts of the Abſceſs ſeemed to be 
covered. Having thus cleanſed ir; I filld it up with Doffils dipr in Praci- 
pitate, and kept the Lips dilated; repeating this method of dreſling every 
other day, and rubbing the ſtrumous Excreſcences with ' the Vitriol-ſtone. 
The Sinus conratted narrower within; but the original of this Tumour being 
Strumous, it would not heal whilſt there remained any hollownefs, but filld 
with that fort 'of Fleſh, and raifed-a Tumour. Upon fight whereof 1 applied 
a Cauſtick upon rhe upper part towards the Ear, and divided it with a pair 
of Sciſſors, then fil'd the Sinus with Merciprecipitat. dreſſing the Lips of the 
Ulcer with Digeſtives. After the Eſcar ſeparated, I applied my endeavours to 
eradicate the ſtrumons Fleſh with the Vitriol ſtone and Precipitate, and cica- 
trized it from the Ear downwards; yet not without forme! diffcaley: the baſis 
proving falſe more than once in one part or other. Some of this ſtrumous F = 
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rifing amongſt the Veſſels, and uniting over them, made S7zus's ſo deep, thar 
F much doubted how to divide thoſe without danger of theſe Veſlels : bur 
there being no Cure to be expetted whilſt this remained, T paſſed a Ligature 
with a ſmall Probe under the Fungus and by Deligation of it, and applicaii. 
on of Przcipitate, I conſumed the Fungas, and laid the deepeſt of them opcn.; 
and afterwards by the application of Epuloticks brought a Cicatrix upon 
them. Having thus well near healed the Abſcels to the 4ſpera Arteria, F laid 
the other ſide open, and eradicated that part by the ſame method as the for- 
mer, and cicatrized it ſmooth. 

11. Obſer- One of about 14 years of age came out of the Country recommended to 

—_ Sir Alex. Fraſ. with a complicated Tumour of a great bulk on the left fide of 

cel, her Neck and Cheek, ariſing under her Ear. It had been growing many 
years, and was without Inflammation. Her Body being prepared by a purging 
Apozeme, and Antiſtrumaticks preſcribed by her Phyfician, he commended 
the extirpation of it to my care. Accordingly I met himat her Chamber. We 
deſigned the taking it out by Incifion ; and to that purpoſe, having all things 
ready, I made Inciſion into it. But the bloud trickling faſt down, we for- 
bare the Operation that time, and dreſſed it up with Aftringents. The {- 
cond day after we met again, and in taking off the Dreſſings ſaw it had nor 
bled, nor was there any Pulſation to be felt in it whereby we might ſulpe& 
any conſiderable flux of bloud. What did flow proceeded, as we ſuppoſed, 
from ſome ſmall Fungus. Upon which confideration we reſolved to eradicate 
this preternatural Tumour by Eſcaroticks; and began with the application 
of a ſtrong Cauſtick on the middle of ir, according to the length of the Tumour. 
The next day we divided the Eſcar, and filling it full of his palv. fine pari, | 
embrocated the Parts about, and dreſſed the Eſcar with anguent. hafelic. Ge. 
By the application of this Powder we penetrated into the body of the Tu- 
mour : and after ſeparation of the Sloughs, ſeeing no danger of its bleeding, 
we repeated the uſe of the pulv. fine paxi+ and having thereby diſcovered the 
Tumour to conſiſt of many ſeveral Species, viz. Strume, Atheroma, Meliceris, 
and Steatoma, we Jaid it more open by Inciſion, and with a crooked -Spatuls - 
and our fingers pull'd out ſome of them in pieces, others whole in a Cluſter, 
then fill'd it again with the faid Powder, and dreſſed the divided Lips with 
Doſlils ſpred with Digeftives. By this method we eradicated this great bo- 
dy: but in our approaching near that part of her Cheek which had bagg'd fo 
long time between her Jaws, we found it penetrated, and the Liquor ſhe took 
in her mouth diffuſing it ſelf into the Abſceſs, alſo the Matter made in the 
Abſceſs diſcharging it ſelf into the Mouth. Whether this Opening was made 
by the Teeth, or fretted by the acrimony of the Humour within, I ſhall not 
diſpute; but it contributed much to the forwarding of the Cure there : for 
by Injeftions deterfwe and drying we cleared that part of the Ulcer, and c& 
catrized it with the external part of the Cheek ſo cloſe, that her Jaws wete 
at liberty to chew her meat, which they had not been in a long time before. 
The laft difficulty was, in eradicating that part which lay in a manner round 
under the root of the Ear, threatning the very Organ. We laid it open, and 
by the milder Eſcaroticks at length eradicated the Strume there without of- 
fence to the Organ, cicatrizing it ſmooth the whole length of the Ulcer, by 
bringing the Lips together within a narrow Cicatrix, to the ſatisfaction of 
her Relations. During the Application of ſome of theſe Eſcaroticks, ſhe was 
lubjet toa Palpitatio cordis, and did ſomewhat falivate; but was there 
reheved by Sir Alex. Fraſer's Preſcriptions and reſtored to perfect health, 
which I have lately heard ſhe yet enjoyeth.

A Youth of about ten years of age was brought out of the Country to nie '- Obſer 


compaſs of a Half crown; and had diſcharged its Matter, and fill'd up again the Heas. 


I applied a Cauſtick on it, and after ſeparation of the 
Efcar conſumed the Strume with Merc. precipitat, then cicatrized it with 
unguent. & calce and the Vitriol-ltone. 


A Lady brought her only Son to Town, who was about 7 years of age, 4- O'ſer- 
of 4 ſickly weak Conſtitution, obſtructed internally with the Xzgs-Evil in his le mi 
Meſentery and Lungs. He had externally many Strumez under his Jaws, bour the 


from his left Ear down to his right Jaw. Some of them were bigger than &*P*- 


others, and ulcerated: one whereof had made its own way out; was grown 
callous, and lay protuberant in the form of an over-grown Excreſcence. I de- 
ſircd the aſliſtance of a Phyſician : but the Mother would not, yet proiniſed 
if there were a neceſlity, ſhe would at any time conſult one. I began his 
Courle of Phyſick with a Solution of ſyr. de rhab. in a Tinfure of Sena, and 
preſcribed him a medicated Ale of ſarſa, lign. lentiſc. Ching, raf. eboris, rad. 
ruſci, ſcrophal. 6c. with millepedes. I dreſſed the alcerated Glands with an- 
guent. baſilic. and Praccipitate, and after Deterſion with unguent. d;apomphol. 
ro the other Glands, which were hard and intire, Iapplied empl. dzachyl. ireat. 
as it is ſer down in the method of Cure. During which application, I purg- 
ed him again, and with a few grains of diagrid. and Merc. dalc. vomited him 
once: it worked churh{hly with him. That night I ſent him ſome of the 
anodyne Syrup to take in a draught-of Mace ale; which quieted the Ferment 
raiſed by the Phyſick. From that time I purged him with Infuſion of Rhu- 
baib in his medicated Ale once a week, giving him 7 or 8 grains of Ca/omel/. 
the night before he drank his Rhubarb: the intermitting days he took one 
of the teſtaceous Powders preſcribed in the method of Cure. The callous 
S;ruma | rubb'd down with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and after ſeparation of the 
Eſcar I deterged with the Vitriol-ſtone, and ſometime Merc. precipitate rubr.

He 
law the Patient in this thriving condition, and,'l think, preſcribed him onl1 a 
cordial Julep. The Winter approaching, . I ſupplied the Patient wich Dreſ- 
ſings and internal Remedies, ſhewing his Maid how to apply them, and di- 
reed her how to regulate the Patient. The Cure of theſe Diſeaſes is the 
work of time: for till the internal Y;/cera be free of the Strume which gene- 
rally they are ſtuft with, the external Cure of them ſignifieth little. They 
returned into the Country, and the Child enjoyed a good meaſure of health 
till about Chriſtmaſs, and then the Matter fermented again internally and ex- 
ternally, that Air diſagreeing with him : upon which account they returned 
back to London early in the Spring, and ſent for me again, and, Irthink, for 
Dr. Micklethwait. The Ckild was put into much the tame Courſe of Phyſick 
as before. I alſo digeſted the Ulcers, and proceeded as I haddone the laſt year: 
the Child accordingly recovered, and enjoyed a good health. His Maid be- 
ing grown skilltal in dreſſing him, I viſited him the ſeldomer, yet ſent my 
vYervant oftner: for, as I haveſaid, his Cure did not conſiſt in the healiog theſe 
Strume; yet they were in a good condition, and not at all painful, unleſs it 
were ſometime when I uſed the Vitriol-ſtone and Pracipitate together, which 
was ſeldom. He being well recovered, returned into the Country towards 
Autumn, and came up the Spring following indiſpoſed with a Catarrh = 
Nan LL other 
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other Diſeaſes in his Bowels; but ſoon recovered here, whereas the Northern 
Air was too ſharp for his tender Body. During the time I attended him, he 
wasas much grown and improved in his health as ever I ſaw any, and the 
Strume that were remaining were few, and much diminiſhed: the Malagma 
of Celſus- put them upon a Suppuration whenſoever it was applied; and I al. 
ways permitted the Matter to make its own way out by ſmall Eruptions: du- 
ring which I ordered them to be dreſſed with Lenients, viz. unguent. diapom- 
pholyg. tutie, or ſuch like, till the Matter was diſcharged ; after which Tappli- 
ed the Malagma again, to put the remainder upon Suppuration. This way I 
ſhewed his Maid, and by theſe interchangeable Applications they did reſolve. 
The Mother did not this laſt time conſult Dr. Mick/ethwaizt nor my lelf in 
Phyſick, but imployed ſome other ſecretly. Upon notice thereof I viſited 
them leſs, and told the Mother, that where I did not preſcribe the Phyſick, 
or was conſulted with the Phyſician, I did nor defire to be the Chirurgeon, 
the Cure depending moſt upon the internal Preſcriptions.

I began with the 
application of a Cauſtick on the Atheroma, laying it open the whole length, 
and gave vent to an albuginous and cheeſy Matter ; then dreſſed it with Le- 
nients, to haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar. I alſo laid open the Sinuous Ulcers 
in his Neck , fome by Cauſtick , others by Probe-ſciflors. Thoſe Ulcers 
which were ſordid I dreſſed with Mercur.pracipitat. rubb'd the luxurious Fleſh 
with the Vitriol-ſtone, and kept the inciſed Lips dilated with Doffils ſpred 
with Digeſtives. Whilſt I deterged thoſe ſeveral Ulcers, I endeavoured re- 
ſolution of the leſſer Stramez by the application of ſome of the Diſcutients 
propoſed in the method of Cure. During theſe proceedings in Chirurgery, 
Purgations were repeated, with the addition of Calowel. and on the inter- 
mitting days ceruſſa autimonit, &c. were preſcribed ; and thereby the Ulcers 
were diſpoſed to a healing condition.

Thoſe on the left 
OO fide were then ſwelled from the Nuke down thar ſide of the Neck and Check 
to the other (ide of the 7rachea arteria, Whilſt ſhe was in the Country, that 


Gland near the Nuke apoſtemated,and was opened by a Chirurgeon there : but 
rom 
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{rom that time it grew corroſive, and paſſed its Matter downwatd into the body 
of the Tumour amongſt the reſt of the Glands; and covld- not empty it (elf 
but as.it overflowed. Upon which account I propoſed the making it an Open- 
ing in the declining part of the Tumour : but ſhe, havirig been extreamly 
over-watched and tired with pain, took deliberation, and afrer a day or two 
ſent to me to meet at a Conſultation with one who preterids great matters in 
Chirurgery. I accordingly went: but he had been there before me, and, ac: 
cording to his cuſtom, boldly undertook the Cure, promiſing to reſolve it in 
ten days by the application of an incombuſtible Sulphur. 1 did not believe it 
poſſible to cure her without giving vent to the Matter below, bur left the Pa- 
tient at liberty to proceed with him, or any other. © He began the next day 
with the anointing it with balſ. ſulphar. Rulandii, and every day daubed more 
of his ſaid Balſam upon the Swelling, till the ten days were paſſed. During 
which applications, the Matter beihg thereby choaked in, her pain increaſing 
more and more,and ſhe being no longer able to endure thoſe applications,ſhe 
ſent for Sir Alex. Fraſer, Sir George Wakeman, and my elf. We ſaw the Tu- 
mour. exceedingly increaſed, and cruited hard over with the Balſam. T fo- 
mented it with Milk; and embrocated it with freſh Butter: bur it not yield- 
ing thereby, I applied a Cataplaſm ex fol. malvar. violar. ſem. lini, pane tri: 
tic. axung. porcina, &c. The next morning we met again, took off the Cata- 
plaſm, freed the Tumour of its cruſted Coverture, and ſaw the ſame hard, 
dry, and much inflamed. We added to the former Cataplaſm macilag. rad. 
| althee & lilior. and applied it,thereby ſuppurating it; then opened it by Cau- 
ſtick in the declining part near the 7rachea arteria, diſcharged a large quantity 
of digeſted Matter,and dreſſed it with Lenients. Whilſt the Matter plentifully 
emptied it ſelf there,the Inflammation and Tumour daily diminiſhed, and the 
Ulcer above, which had been daubed cloſe up with the half. ſulphuris, appea- 
red well inclined to heal, and cicatrized ſoon after by the applying of anguenr. 
zatiz. The accidents of Pain, ©. thus removed, the Phyſicians were again 
conſulted ; and hearing her ſtill complain of a Yertigo and great pain in her 
Head, as likewiſe of an Inflammation of her Eyes, they 'preſcribed her a 
purging Apozeme of ſena, polypod. hermodatt. turbith decofted with ſarſa; 
lign. guaiaci; ſantal. &c, She was alſo purged with Cephalick Pills. Calomel. 
| was allo preſcribed, and a decod. ſarſz, with the ſpecifick Plants, was her or- 
dinary. Drink. By theſe and ſuch like Prefcriptions ſhe was freed of thoſe 
various Diſtempers,and reſtored to a better Habit of body. The Tumour the 
while empried it felf by the depending Orifice, and ſeveral of the S!rumez 
which had been encompaſſed within that Tumour appeard again movable, 
and were afterwards totally refolved by the application of Celſas's Malagma, 
and by the Apetrtion made by the Cauſtick cured pertetly. The Stramez on 
the other ſide of her Neck, which ſeemed ſuppurated when I firſt came to 
her, did all fave one harden again, (during her Courſe of Phyfick.) That 
one lay upon her Cheek near her Ear. I opened it, and thruſt our a Cheeſy 
Matter; then dreſſed it as aboveſaid w;th Deterſives, and cured it. -The Patient 
being thus happily recovered, I ſupplied her with a Rowl of Celſus's Malagma, 
by which the remaining S:rame were reſolved or lupputared: and fince that 
I have ſeen both ſides ot her Neck freed of that Diſeaſe. Yet ſhe is ſtill ſubject 
to ſome little Indiſpoſition of body, enough to ſhew that there yet remain 
ſome ſeeds of that Diſeaſe in her Yiſcera. | 3 

A Gentlewoman aged 34 years, of a ſickly weak Conflitution, ſubject to 5: oo 
the Xings-Evil many years 0n both ſides of her Neck, ulcerating, and the Ul- $:;,mons 
cers paſſing their Matter one into another down to the Clavicles, had gone Ulcers on 


through long Courſes of Phyſick, and had permitred divers applications to be © Dag 


Nns2z made : Neck. 
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7, Obſer- 
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Lips, @c- 
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made: but they proving unſucceſsful,ſhe put her helf into the care of Sir #7. 
Pruj. and my ſelf. The Ulcers ſeemed to have riſen from ſo many diſtin 
Glands, and that after Suppuration, the Matter, growing, virulent, corroded 
under the Lips, and both rendred them Sinuous, and at length Callous; and 
conſequently not capable of Cure but by laying open. Yet I began with Di- 
oeſtives, and diſcutient and drying Fomentations. The Phyſician preſcribed 
lenient Purgatives, with the addition of Ca/ome/. once in 4 or 5 days, and on 
the intermitting days decodt. farſe with artimon. diaphoret, Theſe not anſwe- 
ring our expeQations, I proceeded in the laying open the Ulcers, and remo- 
ving the callous Lips, there being not one that would cure till that was done. 
Afterwards they digefted, incarned, and cicatrized from the edges firm and 
ſmooth, by the common method of drefling Ulcers. | 
A Citizen's Daughter, aged about 12 years, of a weak Conſtitution, had 


' been long diſeaſed with the Xirg's-Evil. She had one Strumous Swelling on 


the right ſide of her Neck cloſe above the Clavicle,from whence to the Os hu- 
meri there ſeemed to be a more than uſual fulneſs. Under that Axia lay 
an Ulcer, and another on the outſide of the fame Shoulder, and others down 
all along to the Elbow, ſome of them ſordid. By ſearch of a Probe theſe Ul- 
cers appeared to be ſo many Eruptions from the Sinuous Ulcer in the 4x/a. 
I dreſſed them with Deterſives, &c. and preſcribed a decod. ſarſe, Chine,lign. 
lentiſc. with ſome of the antiſtrumatick Plants, mzZeped. &c. with which ſhe 
took antimon. diaphoret. and once in 4 days a few grains of Calomel. cum pulv. 
rhab. in the form of a Bolus. I embrocated the Gland near the Clavicle and 
the Swelling of the Shoulder daily with wvalentia digitalis, and endeavoured 
the Deterſionof the Ulcers with mundif. Paracelf,, Prezcipitate, and the Vitriol- 
ſtone: but the Ulcer being Sinuous, (as I faid )) it would not digeſt in any 
one part. The Fluxion increaſing greatly, and ſeeming to flow from that Ul- 
cer in the Axi/la, Tlaid it open : but that not ſerving my purpoſe, Icut open 
che upper part of rhe Sinus on the outfide of the Arm near the Shoulder, ho- 
ping that way to intercept-the flux of Humour; but the Fluxion continuing, 
I began to ſuſpe& the Matter flowed from the Strumous Tumour near the 
Clavicle ; wherefore I opened it, and upon ſearch found the Matter did paſs 
from thence into the Axil/a, and to the outſide of the Arm, I diſcharged the 
Matter, and eradicated that S!ruma- after which the Fluxion diminiſhed in 
the other Ulcers. That of the Ax:/a dried up ſoon after : the other allo cured 


more eaſily, according to the method fet down in Sinuous Ulcers, and ſhe 


recovered her perfe health. 
A Woman came out of the Country with a difcaſed Child of two years old, 
She had brought many into the World, but they had been all lamentably dif- 
eaſed, and died one after another. This was broken out all over the Head, 
and _ulcerated in many places to the Pericranium. It had alſo a large white 
Tumour lying deep under the left Jaw tothe 7rachea arteria. I fomented the 
Head with a Decotion of Cephalick Herbs, cum flor. rof. rub. bacch. myrtil. 
bulaaſt. in Wine and Water, and dreſt the Ulcers accordingly as they requi- 


| red, ſome with Digeſtives, others with Deterfives, and others with Epulo- 


ticks; and to the Tumour I applied Diſcutients. During theſe Applications 
I purged the Child once in 4 or 5 days,giving it 4 or 5 grainsof Calomel. over 
night, and in the morning ſyr. de rhab. in medicated Ale of ſarſa, 1ign. len- 
tiſc. &c. and the intermitting days Bezoard. mineral. Before I put her into 
this Courſe, the Humours were fo acrimonious, thar the leaſt ſcratch with a 
pin terminated 1n a corroſive Ulcer: but after ſhe had proceeded in this me- 
thod a while, they all. healed. So that there remained only the Tumour under 
the Jaw, which ſeeming full 6f Matter,l thought reaſonable to open: but ſhe 
having 
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having privately conſulted ſome perſon; who, in conſideration of its ſituati- 
on, thinking .it dangerous, ditlwaded her from it, upon notice thereof [ 
left them. But fome weeks after, having tried other Endeavours unſucceſs- 
fully the cameo me again ; the Child being broken out for want of proſe. 
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cuting the former method of Calowe/. Qe. and allo diſeaſed with 2 Cough: 


1 began with the opening of rhe Tumour,deſigning to doit by Cauſtick : bur 
in conſideration of the Prognoſtick which had been delivered of it, I made an 
-Apertion with a Lancet, and paſſing in a Cannwla, diſcharged a ſpoonful or 
rwo of 4 purulent Matter : which confirming my Judgment of rhe Tumour, 
I ſtopt it up with a Tent, applied a Cauſtick the hole leogth of it, and the 
next day divided the Eſcar, and gave vent firſt to a purulent Matter, then to 
an albiginous Humour. I drefſed the Ulcer with Dofſils ſpred with mandif. 
Paracel/,,znd the external Eſcar with angaent. bafilic. cum ol. | lumbricor. Aﬀeer 
Deterfion the Ulcer filfd up with an Zyperſarcofis, as all Strumous Ulcersare 
apt, and ſo render -our labour vain. Theretore timely to prevent it, 1 dreſſed 
it with Merc. precipitat. and kept the Orifice dilated with Doſlils. While f 
was thus eradicating the Srruma, I repeated the former method of Phyfick, 
and healed the ſeveral Ulcerations about the Head, Face and Lips. All things 
thus:ſucceeding well, rhe Mother returned into the Country with her Child, 
unknown to:me, (:ſuppoſing it cured : ) but ſhe nor taking Specificks with 
her to-proſecute that method there, it -languifhed and died , as I was after- 
wards informed.

by Cauſtick,and dreſſed rhe Bone with Doffils preft out of ſpir. vini, ro keep 
it dry till Nature ſhould'be diſpoſed: to make 'Exfoliation of its rottenneſs. 
For in this tender Child.there was no talk of-raſping, cor was there always 
-berty'to put in-my Doffils ſo cloſe as '1 ought.to have done. During this 
work: the Child was afflited with.the Meafils, and-in-the declination of them 
-witha-Cough, :arid ſuch a diſcharge of Matter from his'Lungs, that'he grew 
thereby :Hedtick, and emaciated ro-skin and bone. The:Lips of the Ulcer on 
his Head lay lank and dry, and the Bone as it were dead withour moiſture. 
He. being thus weak, Dr. Bates was conlulted, and declining the attending it, 
as coming too-late ro him. Dr. 7 ho. Cox was perſwaded.to take care of him, 
who preſcribed: PeCtorals of various ſorts, and adviſed the removal of himto 
 #Knights-bridge, where he drank Aſſes milk. Having there ſomewhat recove- 
red, he was removed to a houſe near Xizgs-Gate, into back Lodgings looking 
into the Fields, for benefit of the Air, -and more conveniency of Dreſling the 
Ulcer on his Head. But upon the change of the Air he fo relapſed in 2 days, 
' that it was believed, if he had lain one night more there, he had died there. 
Upon which conſideration he was again removed back to XKnights-bridge, and 
there he daily recruited his ſpirits. Ashis ſtrengrh recovered, the Lips of the 
Ulcer recovered their heat, and digeſted, the Cares of the Bone caſt off, and 
the Ulcer. contracted narrower. He afterwards removed farther oft into the 
Country, to: his Parents: my Kinſmari Faqzes Wiſeman artended him, and 
finiſhed the Cure there.

After Digeſtion 
of the Wound I deſigned the raſping away that thin Shell : bat her pain cea- 
ſing, it was deferred. About the tenth day ſhe was taken with a Fever. The 
Phyſician viſiting her, I dreſſed her Head, and offered to his conſideration the 
ſetting on a Trepan. But he concluded the Fever ſcorbutical, and no way 
related to- the Ulcer z» Cranio. But the Fever increaſed, and ſhe died. The 
Phyſician being indiſpoſed with the Gout, another was fetcht, who ſaw her 
opened. At the taking of the Cranium, the interiour Lamina appeared found, 
and the Dara mater unconcerned ; nor was there any Bloud or Matter extra- 
vaſated between the Membranes or Ventricles of the Brain ; but in the 
Lungs a great Stagnation. When this Matter affeds only the interiour La- 
mina, the Patient generally dies before the Malady isdiſcovered. |

T conſidered to do it otherwiſe. ' The Teeth in that Maxilla were all ſound 
and faſt; yer I perſwaded her to the pulling out of one under theſe Ulcers. 
She ſeemed to, receive ſome advantage by it, the Ulcer miattering lels for the 
ſpace of 4 or 5 days: but both the Ulcers growing afterwards worle, and our 
hopes of Cure that way failing, Tenlarged the lower Orifice, and rubb'd off 
the over-grown callous Lips with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and proceeded 1n the de- 
terging and digeſting the Ulcers. During which Dr. Wis was conſulted : 
but upon ſuppoſition ſhe might be with Child, ſhe took little Phyſick. 'By 
diiating the inferiour Ulcer the uppermoſt cloſed up, that Matter diſcharging 
it ſelf by the Ulcer beneath, but not without much diſturbance, it threatning 
a Sinus down her Cheek. To avoid which, I cauſed an Inſtrument to be'made 
whereby I cut between her Cheek and Jaw into the Ulcer to the carious 
Bone, and gave vent to the Matter. After I had thus laid open the Sinis,and 
wiped away the bloud, I dreſſed it with a Tent dipr in ſyr. de rof. ficcis, and 
the external Ulcer on the Cheek with a Pledgir of wnguext. tautie, and by 
Compreſſion cicatrized that ſmooth and firm.

After ſome timeſecing the Bone continue firm, I dreſſed it with a _—_— 
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of mel. Agyptiac. pulv. myrrh. &c. and thereby haſtned the Extoliation of the 
Bone. That being caſt off, 1 deſigned to cicatrize the Ulcer: but perceiving 
the Eyes grow ſoar, I put a Pea into that Ulcer, and continued it a Fontanel; 
not thinking it ſafe to dry up the Ulcer behind the'Ear, though the Child had 
before one proper for Derivation. The drelling this Ulcer was never very pain- 
ful: but the Servant rhat attended the Child having accuſtomed her felt to 
put it beſide its Frowardnels by threatning to ſend for me, it ſo terrified the 
Child, that it always cried at the very fight of me; upon.which account [ 
left her in the condition I have repreſented. She was long after diſeaſed with 
ſoar Eyes from the acidity 1n her Bloud, but hath fince outwora ir. 

From a Caries in the 4/veol; Apoſtemations are frequently. made externally 
under the Jaws; which being not unlike ſtrumous Tumours, are by unex-" 
perienced people ſuppoſed to be ſuch, and ſent to us to be preſented to his 
Majeſty. Many Inſtances may be given you of this kind, it ir were neceſlary ; 
but they not being Strumous, I ſhall forbear, and preſent to you what 1s, vz. 
the protuberant Jaws. They are made hollow by an acid Humour, which 
fretteth and corrodeth the Alveol; and inner ſubſtance to the very external 
Shell; in which caſes they thruſt out with great deformity. I have made men- 
tion of this Diſeaſe under the name of Spina ventoſa, and diſtinguiſhed it from 
the Caries ariſing from an external Eroſion by thit name. When this affects 
the Jaws, the Teeth grow locſe, and Excreſcences do ariſe, which in pro- 
grels of time thruſt out the Teeth. They ſometime diſcharge their Matter 
externally. But by pulling out thoſe Teeth theſe Apoſtemations cure and the 
Jaw. having thereby vent for its Matter, the Caries will caſt oft inſenfibly by 
the force of Nature, and at length, if the Habit of body grow better diſpoſed, 
a Callus fills up the void ſpace in the Bone. But where Nature is deficient, 
we conſume the Carzes in them by deterſive and drying Medicaments, or by 
aQual Cautery: after which, it the Patient be young, he groweth out the 
Deformity. | |

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She had been dreſſed by ſome neighbouring Friend till the Inflammation cloſed 
up her Ey<-lid, and alarm'd her by the great diſcharge of a.mixr ſerous Mar- 
ter. I, obſerving the Tumour perfe&tly ſuppurated, and the Matter ſhining 
under the Cuticula ready to burſt through, open'd it by the point of a Lancer, 
without drawing one drop of blood. The Matter diſcharged, I dreſſed it with 
a Doflil dipt iz vitello ovi, with a Plaiſter of cerat. Galeni, and'Cloaths dip in 
Red Wine over all, with convenient Bandage to retain them on. The next 
day I rook off the Dreſſings, and fomented ir with eecod?. 7ol. malv. viol. beton. 
ſalvie, & flor. rof. rub, in Wine and Water, repeating the Dreſſings as before, 
and let her blood in the Arm. Ar the next day's dreſſing I found the Swel- 
ling of her Eyc-lid relaxed, and the external Inflammation mitigated, bur 
the Eye it felt inflamed. | fomenred and dreſled the Abſceſs with a Doflil 
dipt in /hr. de ro. ficcis, applying the Pledgit of anguent. 7utie over it, with a 
ſofc Compreſs thereupon ; leaving the Eye art liberty to be refreſhed by the 
Air, and to be dreſſed with Breaſt-milk, &c. as they pleaſed. To the Fore. 
head Frontlerts were applied to reſtrain and intercept the Influx. Sir Fra. Pruj, 
was her Phyſician, and preſcribed her lenient Purgatives, traumatick De. 
coCtions, &c. I alſo kept the Orifice open ſufficiently for diſcharge of the 
Matter and conveniency of -dreſſing, applying externally refrigerant and ex- 
ſiccant Medicaments, and adding a few drops of tinitura viridis to the Syrup 
in which I dipt my Doſlils. Yer notwithſtanding our endeavours, the Matter 
having made its paſſage into the Eye during the rime of Suppuration, it con- 
tinued its courſe, and flowed both ways in too great a quantity for ſome time.

'4 Obſer- A Boy about 7 or 8 years of ape, ot a very ill Habit of Body, had alfo becn 

ts ewo years diſcaled with a Fiſtula lacrymalis, and conſulred ſome of OY 
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feſſion. But they deterred him and his Parents. with the mention of the 
actual Caurery : whercupon he was pur into my hands to cure. I made In- 
ciſion into the Cavity, and pur into it a proportionable piece of Gentian-roor, 
with a Pledgit of Bafilicon over it, and a Compreſs preſſed out of ſome of the 
aforementioned diſtill'd Waters. The ſecond day after I repeated the ſame 
manner of drefling, and continued to keep ir dilated with ſome of the ſame 
Roots, During which I endeavoured to reſtrain the influx of Humours, 
and dry up thoſe aftefting the Part, according as hath been ſet down inthe 
method of Cure, and by Antiſtrumaticks diſpoſed the Humours to a healing 
condition. The Flux1on being thus removed, and the Marrer little, I lett off 
the uſe of the Genrian-root, and dreſſed the Ulcer with Doflils dipr and preſ- 
ſed out of ag. med. Cro{/ii, and after ſome days leſſened them daily. After- 
wards I left off rhe Doſlils, and cicatrized the Ulcer with Pledgits of #ngaenz:

A Girl of about 12 years of age having a Fiſtula lacrymalis of ſome, years ;. oper : | 
continuance, diſcharging a mixt crude Matter daily into the Eye, I laid it vat. of F- | 
open by Incifion, dilated and digeſted it, and endeayoured by Jnternals ro /Pulalacy: 
diſpoſe the Body to a better habir, and proſecuted the Cure by Exſiccants. 

Bur it not yielding thereto, I ſeparated the Perioſteum from the Bone, made 

Exfoliation of it, and incarned upon that, ſuppoſing I had by Compreſſion 

cicatrized the Ulcer. Bur it brake out again upon the leaving off the Ban- 

dage;z upon which I dilated it again, and by aftual Cautery conſumed the 
' Calls and Bone; after which it cured more eaſily. 

A Gentlewoman aged about 38 years had a Fiftala lacrymalis diſcharging 6. Obter- 
ics Matcer into the Eye in great quantity. I applied a ſmall Cauſftick upon 2. of F- 
chat part of it where I felt the Cavity ; and having eaten into it, I paſſed an DOD 
aQtual Cautery through it to the Bone, whereby I caurerized it, then dreſſed 
the burnt Eſcar with Lenients to haſten its Separation, and afterward dererged 
and cicatrized the Ulcer as hath been afore ſhewed. 

A young fellow, aged 28 years, was commended to me out of the City, 7. Obſer- 
having a Fiſtula lacrymalis diſcharging a great quantiry of purulenc Marter i mr 
into the Eye. He had ſuffered many years by ir, and paſſed through many 7a. > 
: hands unſucceſsfully. I laid-it open by Incifion, and dilated: it, endeavouring 
\ ſome whileto digeſt ir, and ro that purpoſe preſcribed various Internals; bur 
_ the Matter rather increaſing, I paſſed a Cannala into the Cavity, and with an 
attual Cautery pierced through that fide of the Bone of the Noſe, thereby di- 
verting the Matter, and afterwards cured the Uicer with more cafe ; the Bone 
alfo exfoliated, and fill'd up with Cal/as. | 

I could give you more Inſtances of the Cures of Fiſtule lacrymales ; but the 
manner thereof diftercth not from what hath before been ſaid; and by the aCtual 
Cautery I never failed in the Cure of rhe worſt of them. 

A Woman aged about 3o years having a Tubercle in the great Canth#s of 8. obſer- 
the right Eye of the bigneſs of a Piſtol-buller, I made Incifion of the Skin, a of 4n: 
and ſeparating it from the prerernatural body, I raiſed ir up. In taking it 992% _ 
out, the Cy/tis broke, and ſhewed ir ſelf by its Matter to be a Melicerrs. I 
| cleanſed the Wound, and cut it out bringing away the Cy/zsz then cloſed 
up the Lips of the Wound, and applied a Pledgit of aungzent. bafilic. with 
 Bandapeoverit, and cured it by Agglutination. Theſe Tubercles do frequent- 
ly yield toDiſcutientsz and ſometimes, after they have reſiſted all our Endea- 

vours, they have of themſelves reſolved. Particularly I faw it in an Enſign 
in the Low-Conntries, who was troubled with a Tubercle. of the bigneſs of a 
Pigeon's Egg, which had been of many years continuance, He — to 
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have been my Patient there, and ſome years after deſigned to haye put himſelf

_ and pulling, by that and my Forceps together, it came away about the length of 


two inches, but was attended with a flux of blood from the Noſe, Mouth and : 
Eye; which was ſtopt by the ſyringing up of Oxycrate. Ar the next dreſſing - 
of the Ulcer in the Cantbus I miſſed the Fungus, and found a great hole in the 
Bone of the Noſe. Upon fight of which I concluded the Fungas which had 
been there was the root of that 'Polypus. The Bone was much corrupted: 
but I haſtened the external Cure of the Ulcer, and return'd her into the Coun - 
try, leaving the Exfoliation of the Bone to Nature. 


Having treated accidentally of a Polypus, I thought my felf obliged to give 
you one Obſervation of an Ozexa, it being an Ulcer within the Noſe 3 and tho'

che Tongue, and diſcharged about two Blood-Porringers full of an albugi- 
nous Matterz upon which the Tumour ſunk. I then made a ſearch with a 
Probe, and perceived the Matter had not only made a deep Cavity down- 
ward, bur alſo rendred all the inner part of the Tongue hollow. I dreſſed 
the, Ablcefs with /yrup. de roſts ficcis, and applied empl. ad berniam with 2 
chird part of empl. Ceſaris externally under the Chin ; deterging it afterwards 
with a Solution of mel effgypriac. in decott. ſalvie, beton. apii, &c. then incar- 
ned and cicatrized ir.

This Pretender dreſſed the: Wound with a Tenr 
proportionable ro the former, anointed with ſome Unguent wherein was /axg. 

dracon, binding a Stupe over it. By this way of dreſſing the pain and inflam- 

mation increafing, I was ferchragain two daysafter, and then made a ſearch ; 
and feeling my Probe penetrating obliquely down deep among the Mulcles, 

within a finger's breadth of the Spine, ( as aboveſaid, ) I concluded it beſt to 

make an Opening there.

After three, or four days, the Patfenc 
came abroad, and being in pain, defired me to dreſs him. 'The Arm being 
ſwelled and inflamed, I cur the Stitches open, and gave vent tq a bloody Sa+ 
nies,after which followed a digeſtive Matter. Finding by ſearch with my Probe 
the Wound waited lictle of paſſing through, I embrocated and dreſt it up with 
a ſhort Tent armed with my common.:Digeſtive, and cndeayoured by good 
Bandage to cure fr. | But it nor yielding thereto, I paſſed, a. Seton-needle 
through, diſcharging the Matter downward, and after that Apertion was di- 
geſted, [ dilated it, and kept a Tent there a few days, during which, the up.

Cuapr. VII. 
Of Wounds of the Breaſt. 


WW 9unds of the Breaſt are penetrating, or not. If they do penetrate, 
then we are to conſider the depths whether it be only berween the 
Mediaſtinum, 1n the hollow Cavity of that, in the lower part of the Breaſt; 
or whether it penetrate into.the Cavities of the Thorax, or what the Parts are 
thac be hurt. How the Breaſt 1s circumſcribed with the Symptoms of each 
Part when hurt, you may find in the following Diſcourſe of Gun ſhot. 

The S:gns of Wounds penetrating, are diſcoyered by the proportion of 
the Searching-candle or Probe, which enters into the Cavity. You may alſo 
perceive when it penetrates the Cavities of the Thorax, by laying a Down- 
feather upon the Wound, or by holding a lighted Candle near ir, the Patient 
holding his breath che whilſt. In this caſe the Wind (or Air ) will move the 
Feather or Flame; if it do not blow away the one, and extinguiſh the other, 
The Air alſo makes a noiſe in its paſſing forth. Sometimes ir is diſcovered by 
the quantity of blood diſcharged by the Wound or Mouth, or both, with Dif- 
ficulry of breathing. 

Wounds in the hinder part of the 7horax are reckoned dangerous, by rea- 
ſon of the Nervesand Tendons 3 and it they penetrate that way, there is ano- 
ther danger from the great Vellels of blood, which are nearer ro the Weapon 
io this caſe than in thoſe Wounds which are made forward z yer all Wounds 
in the Breaſt are dangerous, by reaſon of the continual motion of the Lungs, 
and of the blood that falls down on the Diaphragma, and corrupts ir. It the 
Lungs be wounded deep amongſt the great Veſſels, though they eſcape rhe 
firſt nine days, yet they commonly terminate in a Phthifzs or Filtula. 

A Wound in the external part of the Breaſt is cured as a ſimple Wound. 
It it penetrate, you are to endeavour firſt the reſtraining rhe blood ; then that 
the extravaſated blood be diſcharged ; and that either by the Mouth, by 
ExpeCtoration, or by the Wound, or by Urine. The way by Urine Fa#r

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ab Aquapend. ſays is by a branch-of the 4zygos, which, faith he, paſſeth 
near the Diaphragma, by the Spine, to the Emulgents.' 'Thoſe that own the 
Circulation will hardly allow of his Hypothefis : however, if the matter of 
fact be true, that there is ſometimes a diſcharge by Urine, which I confefs I 
havenor yer obſerved in my own praCtice, it will be reaſonable to propoſe, 
as he doth, in this caſe, Diureticks, as deco. capill.

If the Inteſtines or 
Omentur do thruſt our, you muſt ſpeedily reduce them,leſt the former inflate, 
or the latter over cool and corrupt.Bur'if the Gur. be fo putt our thar you can- 
not” return it in, you ought to foment it with warm Water, Red wine, or 
ſome diſcutient DecoQtion ex ſummit. origan. puleg. fol. beton. ſalvie.flor.cham. 
ſem. anerhi, fenic. dulc. aniſ. &c. It by ſuch means you cannot reduce it, you 
muſt inlarge the Wound by Inciſfion, and reſtoreit ro its place. 
If the Omentum be flipr out and rainted by the:Air, make a Ligatureabovye 
the ſolid part, and cut it off ; then ſtitch up the Wound, leaving the ends of 
the Ligature hanging out of it to caſt off, Bur if it be freſh and warm, re- 
duce it with your fingers. Authors have propoſed ſeveral ways of Stitching 
theſe Wounds, which I ſhall not trouble you with; bur adviſe you ro make 
your Stirches ſo deep, thar the Peritoneum may be unired with the Fleth : for 
if you fail therein, a Zernia mult neceſſarily ſucceed. 
. If the penetrating Wound be fo ſmall that neither Omentum nor Inteſtine 
lip out, (as it frequently happens when they are inflited by Tuck or Rapi- 
er, ) you may then conſider what Symptoms there are of the internal Viſcera 
hurt : and it their be neither Inflation of the Belly, Colick, Vomiting, or 
ought extraordinary by Urin or Stool, you may conclude all well ; and be- 
ing fo, your beſt way will be to heal upthe Wound by Agglurtination : for by 
dreſſing it with Tents, you may cauſe diſturbance 3 -and by expoting ir _ 
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the external Air, Putrefaftion, Colick, &c. may enſue. Therefore I think 
it neceſſary that theſe Wounds be healed with all expedition, and thar the Pa- 
tient do keep his Bed the. while; for in fitting up, the weight of the Bowelg 
will ſtretch the Peritonzum, and make way through it.

will be a hard task; and when you have found it, what will it fignifte, butto 
increaſe the Accidents 2 Therefore it will be better to follow the merhod of the 
Ancients,to embrocate all the Region of the Belly with ol. maſtich.& lambric.to 
dreſs the Wound with Sarcoticks, and to keep ir cloſe and warm with Com- 
preſs and Bandage.

One Smith, ſometime a Tanner in;Ghe/fer, wasatterwards a Captain of a 
Company of Dragoons, which he pickt up in haſt, +to diſturb us in our Re- 
treat from the Bartel of Worceſter. ' He was wounded: by ſome of our Soul. 
diers tranſverſe the right Temporal Muſcle, and was bleedingalmolt co death, 
when I was brought to his Quarters. Iſtitched his Wound, taking the Ar- 
tery up with the Lips, and, for want of other Remedies, dreſt it with a lirtle 
Wheat-flower and the White of an egg, applying over it a Comprels preſt 
out of Vinegar with convenient Bandage. The third day after I rook off 
Dreſſings, and found the Lips near agglutinared.. I being then better provi 
ded by an Apothecary from Warring/on, ſprinkled the Lips of the Wound 
with pulv. thuris & ſayg dracen. and applied a —_ ſpread with /iniment. 
Arcei, and over it empl. diachalcit. Theſecond day after cut rhe Stirches,and 
applied Epuloticks 5 and afterwards by a Drefling or two more cured him. 1 
am ſure he was well of his Wounds before he had recruited his Spirits he loſt 
with his Blood.

In Wounds made by Contuſion where the Cranium is a little naked, you

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difficulty. In thoſe of the worſt Habit of body I have happily incarned, by 
keeping the Orifice a little _ by a ſmall Doflil preſſed out of ſpir. vinz, and 
defending the Parts about from Fluxion by Medicaments and Bandage, as 
hath been aig in ſuch caſes. Take cate that the Matter be nor ſhut in by 
your Dreſſings; for thereby the Wound may be made more hollow, and the 
Cure prolonged. To prevent which, I have been ſometimes neceſſitated to 
apply a Comprels round, leaving a' hole in the middle of it, for the diſcharge 
of Matter, whilſt rhe Parts about incarned by Compreſſion. © 
- Bur if the Wound be with fo great Contufion, that it caſts off a Slough, 
and leaves the Cranzum much naked 3 though'it benot fouled either by the Mar- 
rer or Air, yet it will-then be neceſlary co raſp it: for the Bone is naturally 
ſmooth and ſlippery, as if it were-poliſhed, and Fleſh difficultly growerh up- 
| on it. Wherefore to haſten the Cure, you ought by the authority of Gale» 
and the moſt praQtical men, to. raſp the Bone thin; till you ſee the blood ready 
co come out of it: the Bone will. thereby be the ſooner ſupplied with matert- 
als for generation of Fleſh.

- Bur if there be a Frattureof the Craninm, you ought to ſarisfie your 
ſelf whether ic be in. one or both Tables : if in both, then, whether the De- 
preſſion of the Bone be great, and what Fiſſure there is : and accordingly 
make way to relieve the Dzra mater underneath; for ir cannot be without 
great diſturbance, wiz. Inflammation, Fever, and Deliriam; from whence 
Coma, Convulfions, Palſies, and Death. enſue, if neglected. But it there be 
a Fiſſure ſo large as to diſcharge the Seroſity, you may take more deliberation 
in laying it-open, orraſping the: Bone. If it be otherwiſe, then the Trepan ought 
co beapplicd, to! give vent to the Serum, and to make way for the raiſing rhe 
depreſt Bone. But if the Bone be not much depreſt, and the Fiſſure conſiderably 


large, it is then at your choice whether you will inlarge thar Fiſſure, ,or conti- 


nue it for evacuation of the Matter, and forbear the uſe of the Trepan, not 
doubting but.a ſmall Depreſſion of the Bone will either riſe, or caſt off, by the 
benefit of nature.

ted us a time to dreſs with this-or that Medicament z v/z. to uſe Digeſtives to 
the fourth day, from that time to deterge to the ſeventh, and to incarn tothe 
fourteenth day. Bur herein you muſt make uſe of your own judgment, per 
ſiſting to cheriſh the native hear. If che Wound penetrates to the Dura mater, 
you mult conſider the force of the Weapan, and make haſte to relieve the Party 
under the Cranium.

And it may be it was the better for him: for if Dof- 
fils'had been haſtily crowded upon the Bones, ſevere Symptoms would have 
followed z whereas the Shivers lying lightly upon the Membrane, he was free, 
and being ignorantot his danger, rid a great Journey. 1 after rook-them out, 
and dreſt the Membrane with Digeſtives the ſhort time we were together.

A Cly- 
ſter was that evening adminiſtred, and an Anodyne draught diſpoſed him to 
reſt that night. The next morning I was informed he had flepr at times, but 
I found him hot, and his Pulſe quick. I opened the other Jugular Vein, and 
ſecing him bleed with a full ſtream, I permitted it to flow proportionably : 
chen having a Fomentation ready of Claret-wine wherein had been infuſed 
flor. rof. rubr. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ.. &c. | took oft Dreſſings, and ſtuped them, 
and thought to have opened one of theſe Tumours ; bur ſeeing it diminiſh- 
ing, I forbare, and embrocated his Head again cz ol. roſ. myrtill. & aceto, and 
applied the Cataplaſm as before. By theſe Applications I dried up the Hu- 
mour in a great meaſure before the ſeventh day ; then added ſome Cephalicks 
to the former Ingredients, and boiled them in Wine and Water, with which 
I cauſed his Head ro be fomented, and afterwards applied 7igo's Cerat. ad 
contuſ. During the firſt ſeven days I permitted him only Water-grewel or 
Panado, and kept his Body ſoluble by Clyſters 3 bur afterwards gave him more 
liberty, and purged him: by which method he recovered, without any mannet 
of laying open.

:. Obſer- -A Perſon of Quality, aged between thirty and forty years, by accident of 
rat. of 2 Fall out of her Coach bruiſed her Head a little above the right Temporal 
with an Muſcle. She was ſtunned with the Fall, but did not vomir. She was drefled 
Ecchymofs by ſome of her Servants with ſuch Medicaments as thoſe of her own Sex ad- 
viſed. Abour fourteen days after, being indiſpoſed, ſhe came to Town, and 
ſent for me. I ſaw a large Ecchymoſis remaining, and a Tumour of the bignels 
of a. Pheaſant's Egg: ir was tofr, and ſeemed to be full of corrupt Serum. 


There appeared no hopes of diſcuſſing ic, and yet it was not fafe ro permit it 
to 
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co lie longer ſo near the Bone. Wherefore I applied a mild Cauſtick upon it, 
and diyiding the Eſcar gave vent tothe Seram and ſome Clotsof grumous bloud ; 
then fomented ir with Wine, and dreſſed it up with a Doll Cad with a Di-

. dage. Atthe next opening I ſaw the Ulcer well digeſted, and no part of the .

But before I had-dreſſed her up, ſhe fainted, and was carried to 
Bed fick. | Theſe Faintings increaſing, her Phyſician began to ſuſpe&t ic pro- 
ceeded from the Contuſion 3 but her recovering again ſo well afterward, con- 
firmed him that they. were Vapours, and that by Purging ſhe would be re- 
lieved. She complied, and was moderately purged once in gz or 4 days,where- 
by ſhe was ſomewhat freed of theſe Fits, and I had liberty to cicatrize the Ul- 
cer. After which I made her a Fontanel in her. Leg, and ſhe-retired to her 
Houſe in the Country, where ſhe took Phylick, and recovered perte&ly well.

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I found him in his bed labouring under a great Concuſſion, He was not ca- 
pable of giving any account of his Ailment.;His Face and Noſe were much brui- 
ſed; there was alſo a Wound upon the Os cribriformzs. I cauſed the Bloud and 
Graycl to be waſht out of his Wound, and with my Knife laid it open a little 
higher up towards the Forhead. Then viewing the Bone, and ſeeing it with- 
out Fiflure, I brought the Lips cloſe rogether, and dreſs'd rhe Wound with Ag- 
glutinatives, and emp. e Solo over it and his Face; and having cauſed the 
Hair to be ſhaved off the fore part of his Head, from the Coronal Suture down 
to his Ears, and embrocated the diſeaſed Parts with o/, roſ. cum aceto, I applied 
a Cataplaſm of farin, hord. palv. flor. rof. rubr. balauſt. bacc, myrtill. decofted 
in Oxymel, then let him bloud 10 or 12 ounces. A neighbouring Phyſician 
viſited him that night, and preſcribed him what he thought neceſſary. The 
Patient lay dozing all that night, groaning frequently, and was no betrer in 
the mogning : he ſpake not willingly to any of us, nor fo as wecould under. 
ſtand what he faid. That day I took off Dreſſings, viewed and felr the 
Parts about. The left Eye was inflamed, the Lid ſwelled, and the Forhead 
bruiſed. Iwas not able ro make our any thing whereby I might take new 
Indications z and therefore dreſs'd him up again -as betore, ordering a little 
Breaſt milk to be 'dropr warm into his Eye, and renewing che Embrocation 
and Cataplaſm. That day he was let bloud again, and a Clyſter adminiſtred, 
with what elſe his Phyſician thought neceſſary. The next day he being no- 
ching better, the deceaſed Mr. Boun a Chirurgeon was conſulted, We took off 
Dreſſings, and viewed the Wound. The Bone was fair, without the leaſt im: 
preffion. Mr. B. concluded that the Wound ſhould be cured without farther 
enquiry into it ; Which accordingly was done in few days after withour Exfo- 
liation. Bliſtering of his Neck and Shoulders, and Cupping with'Scarification 
was made; alſo Fontanels behind his Ears 3 Fomentarions and Plaiſters were 
likewiſe applied to his Head: but the Relief was ſmall. Yer by theſe and fre- 
quent Purging, after a month or ſix weeks, he was ſo well as to get abroad, 
but was indiſpoſed in his Head.

The poor Gentleman was beaten off his Horſe, and lay ſtunned on the ground. 
The People fetch immediately a Barber-Chirurgeon from London. Sir T. B. 
upon notice of his Friend's wy! Foc ſent me thither ; where 1 found the-Gentle- 
man lying upon the ground, the Pcople and the Chirurgeon gazing upon him, 
I felt his Pulſe much oppreſt,the right Brow bruiſed,and inquired whether they 
had lethim bloud. The Chirurgeon replicd, he had opened a Vein in. his Arm 
bur ir would not bleed. Ireplied, We muſt make him bleed, though it be by 
flicting his Veins. Turning'his head on one fide, I faw the jugular Vein on the 
bruiſed ſideturgid, and openedit. He bled freely. After I had taken about 
twelve ounces, the Bloud ran down from his Arm, which had been opened be- 
fore and would not bleed. We bled him rill he came to life, and then he ra- 
ved and ſtruggled with us. Having ſtopt the Bleeding, we cauſed the Peo- 
ple to carry im into the Inn, and put him into a Bed. All the while they 


carried him, and were making him unready, he roared and was very & 
ru 
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ruly, eſpecially whilſt they were pulling off his Stocking from his Right Leg ; 


which inquiring more particularly inco, we found broken ſhort in the middle 


of the Thigh-bone, cloſe by a bony Wen, (of the bigneſs of a Tennis-ball) A great 
Upon ſight whereof we prepared Dreſſings, and endeavoured to ſet the Fra- bony Wer 


| ture. He oppoſed us mainly in the ſetting of ir and dreſſing It up. But 
ſome of the people holding him down in his/bed, we ſet and dreſs'd his Leg as is 
ſhewed in the Lecture of ſimple Fraftures- Bur his Hands being at liberry, 
he looſened the Bandage which we had- put on the fratured Bones in ſpighr 
of our Reſiſtance, We contented our ſelves in what we had endeayoured, and 
from that time lett his Leg to lie unſet, he not permitting ſo much as a Plaiſter 
over it. We then prepared Applications for his Head, ſhaved the hair from 
that ſide of the Temporal Muſcle, embrocated the part which ſeemed to us 
affected cum ol. roſ. & aceto, and applied a Cataplaſm of Bean-meal (which 
was ſpeedieſt to. be had) boiled up with Oxymel, &c. he permitring it pati- 
ently. Thar bound on, I left my Aſſiſtent to ſtay with him, and returned my 
ſelf to Londow. The next day Sir 7. B. ſent for Sir Charles Scarburgh, and 
carried us with him to 7ottenham, where we found the Patient raving, and by 
their report he had done ſo all night. We underſtood not one word he ſpake 
His Pulſe was low and intermitting. . Upon which conſideration VenzſeQtion 
was deferred. What was neceſſary for him to take, the Phyfician then pre- 
ſcribed. His Bruiſe was upon the Temporal Muſcle, a part not to be laid open 
upon a bare ſurmiſe; wherefore we renewed ourEmbrocations and Cataplaſms, 
and left my Aſliſtent to wait upon the Patient, Sir Charles Scarburgh making a 
Journey farther into the Country. The next day I returned, and finding 
the Patient raving as I had left him, I ſuppoſing his Diſtemper proceeded 
from an Inflammation of the Membranes of the Brain, and that by Venzſe- 
ction only he was to be relieved, I ler him bloud on the ſame Jugular as be- 
fore about 10 ounces, and ſo proceeded every day or ſecond day at leaſt, the 
Patient bearing it well, and ſceming to be relieved. ' Hts Pulle roſe upon it, 
and he {lumbered ſometimes, and took his Nouriſhment, which before he did 
not, About the ſeventeenth day I coming to Tottenham met my Afliſtent 
going to London, Who told-me thar the Patient was grown more ſenſible of his 
 tractured Thigh. I perſwaded him back, rejoicing to hear that the Gentleman 
was fo well : but coming near his Chamber, I heard him hallowing. Ir trou- 
bled me whatto do. I knew his Bleeding had much relieved him ; bur the 
People, as alfo my Afſiſtent, diſliked my fo often letting him bloud, and was 
wont abuſively ſay, Now you ſhall ſee our Maſter ler him bloud again : they 
concluding that I would be the death of the Patient. However I reſolved 
to bleed him once more, and no-more. | This I declared, with the neceſſity 
of doing it, and accordingly opened the ſame Vein again, and held a white 
Stone porringer to receive the Bloud, which flowed with a fprightly Stream, 
the Patient lying quietly the while upon his back. I pur the Porrenger into 
my- Aſſiſtent's hand, and ſeeing the bloud flow with much Vigour, I catcher 
up haſtily a Pewter porringer, purpoſing to rake a lirtle in that. (In bleed- 
ing theſe Veins in the Neck, we uſually holding the Porrenger cloſe ro their 
Neck, it ſerves us as a Bandage to intercept the Deſcent of the bloud.)

If this be well performed, we then dreſs up the Brain 
and Membranes with a Sindon of Silk or ſoft Linen of a bigneſs proportionable 
to the Wound, dipping it in a warm Digeſtive, ſuch as is proper for the woun- 
ded Membranes. For however Chirurgeons have Sropoſe rodreſs the Brain 
with one kind of Medicament, and the Membranes with another ; thar is nor 
poſſible ro be done: for if the Membranes or Mexinges ſhould be wafhe witti 
the ſame Medicament,and be offended by the Acrimony thereof, Inflammation, 
Fever and Delirium will the ſpeediler follow.

We laid the Craniam bare by a circu- 
lar Inciſion, and permitted itto bleed a whilez then cleanſed it with a Sponge 
preſt out of Vinegar, and fil'd it up with dry Lint.. After an hour or two, 
the Bleeding being ftopt, we opened the Wound again, endeavouring to ger 
outithe Buller ; but ir not yieiding thereto, we ſer on a Trepan cloſe by ir in a 
depending part, and gave vent to a quantity of blood: then paſling in a Le- 
ator We raiſed up the Buller, and pull'd out the depreſſed Bones, with which 
there came away ſome blood and a little of che Brain. This being wiped away, 
there a peared a large Wound in the Dura mater.

I could tell you of many more wounded into the Brain, but I think theſe 


. may ſerve to prove what I would demonſtrate, viz. that the Brain is of it 
ſelf_inſenſible 3 that thoſe Symptoms which accompany theſe Wounds pro- 
_ ceed from the pain which the Meninges, Dura and Pia mater ſuffer, which 
if oppreſſed by extravaſated blood, or a Depreſſion of the Scull, do quickly 
ſuffer rhe greareſt Symproms, as Vomiting, Stupor, Paralyſis, &c. much more 
if they be pricked by any Speel of a Bone, or other extraneous ſharp body. 
When the Brain it ſelf ouzeth out between them in the manner already 
mentioned, it is a mild ſoft ſubſtance and lenient to them, ſo that the Acci- 
dents appear nof till that begins to. corrupt between them, and with ir the 
Membranes themſelves putrefie ; upon which there follow Convulſions, 
Howlings, and a diſpatch of the Patient. From which very obſervation 
may be ſeen the folly of dreſſing theſe Wounds with powerful Deſiccarives, 


which, fo far as I could obſerve, did always hurt the Membranes, but never 


* either digeſt or incarn the Brain, For, according to Hippocrates, non coaleſcet, 

; bur as it pets liberty works it ſelf forth nor unlike unto Barm. Ar Sea thoſe 
wounded into the Brain die ſoon after, we having no conveniency of lodging 
them or dreſſing them fo warm as they require. In the Wars my imploymenc 
did not permit me to ſee the finiſhing of the Cures 3 and here, in my praQtice 
in and about the City, I never was called unto any ſo wounded where there 
' were any hopes of Cure; therefore muſt leave that to others to treat of, 


But by- what I have ſeen of them heretofore, rheir Cure conſiſts, as I have 


already faid, in dreſſing them as Wounds of the Dura mater, and in keeping 
the Brain within its Membranes ; without which no Incarnation can be made

Venom'in Gun-ſhot Wounds, ſome maintaining the  one-' to; be 


c- XI. Reat hath been the contention amongſt the Learned about Fire and Gun-thot 


which' in thoſe carly days, when the invention of Guns. was' novel, : ſur- 


- prized them, they looking not unlike ,poiforied and burnt Wounds. Where 


the Buller pierceth, 'it extinguiſherh the natural heat, and the Lips of clie 
Wound arelivid or blackiſh ; and if they be not dreſt rationally, they-inflame, 
and are accompanied with Tumour, and Bliſters frequently riſe about 'them, 
alſo the Matter is of a fetid ſmell. *In this condition the Wound jggommonly 
the firſt day, and ſo to the ſeventh; and, if not fuccoured, it gangrenes, and 
fo the Patient commonly dies.

The Part is at firſt dreſſing to be cleared with what diligence you can of all 
ſuch foreign bodies as have made violent intruſion into it, while the Patient 
is warm with the hear of Battel, and the Wound freſh, and very little altered 
by either Air or Accidents: Upon which conſideration lefs Pain muſt neceſſa. 
rily follow upon the Extraction. 

In the Armado Naval of Dunkirk, where the Chirurgeons were oft im- 
ployed in this kind of work, we after every Fight went together viſing one 
anothers wounded men, It was thought amongſt us a great ſhame, it any 
rhing of this work of Eg#aftion were then to be done: For after the firſt 
and ſecond day the Wound proveth tumefied, alſo the neighbouring parts are 
inflamed, and ſo changed in their temper , that they conceal from your fight 
borh the Bullet and his companions, ſo that the place they are coucht-in can 
hardly be known or, being diſcovered, you cannot without hazard of your 
Patient, or great trouble of the Part, make ExtraCtion of them. In which 
caſe it may then be reaſonable to defer that work, and by Lenients to haſten

it will require more care, for the Wound will be more painful, and ſlow in_

The Servant of a Nobleman was wounded and ſhotin the Thigh by High- 
way-men. The Bullet not having been extracted by his Country-Chirurgeon

The Bullet was drawn out by one of 
my Servants, and the Wound dreſt up with Digeſtives. But ſome days after, 
he being longs to Saint-Fohnſtor's, | found it inflamed, and very much ſwel- 
led. We dreſſed it up according to che method ſet down in this Treatiſe : 
but ir apoſtemated, and mattered very much. After ſeveral unſucceſsful Ap- 
plications, I made an Incifion by the fide of the Scapula into the Cavity, and 
pulled out the Rags that had been carryed in by the Shot: And from thattime 
- all Accidents ceaſed, and the Wound cured ſoon after, But if ſuch be handled

happen. Theſe latter take their beginning from Inflammation. | Therefore I wow 
| have elſewhere particularly treated of Inflammation an Erfrypelas, that you, mativtx 


ſeeing whart it -is, may in: its beginning prevent its increaſe. It common 
proceedeth in this caſe, either from 'a very ill Habit of body, or from the i 
handling of theſe Wounds in the beginning. IE 
The Remedy is, timely to prevent the Influx- of Humours, arid eyacuate 
that which already affeReth the Wound: The firſt way is, by Bleeding and 
Purging 3 both which are directed you in the firſt day's work. If you omir- 
ted that then, you mult perform it now. The ſecond way is, by external ap- 
plications. If Pain be the cauſe, you muſt ſuccour it by Anodynes, whictt 
may mitigate and repreſs the hear of the part 3 of which you may have your

Gangrene, The next and moſt cruel Symptom is Morrtification of the Part, which ve- 
ry often attends great Inflammations, and is ſhrewdly to be ſuſpe&ed when 
they yield not readily toDiſcutients or Suppurarives. In theſe Wounds it hap. 

ns moſt commonly through a Suffocation of the natural Heat of the part, 
by reaſon of the great concourſe of Humours, or too retrigerating and repel. 
lent Applications in the time of great Inflammations, which have i1nfeebled 
and hindred the tranfizus of Spirits into the Part. It may be perceived by the 
Glcet and change of Colour, it beginning to look livid 3 alfo by a diminution 
of the Tumour, &c. | 
When you ſce ſuch a change begin, you muſt preſently prepare to withſtand 
a Mortification by Scarification, not only until the Bloud come about the Lips 
of the Wound, but deep into it through the Eſcar to the quick, and ſuffer it 
ro bleed freely, and make the Part ſenfibly feel, that by ſuch means you may 
disburthen ir of part of what would have choak'd ir, and make way for the 
entrance of the operation of the Medicine. Then foment the part with a good 
Lixivium made of Aſhes, to which may be added Salt and Vinegar. Or you 
may boil ſcord. abfinth. centaur. and ſuch like, in the aforeſaid Lixivium. After 
you have well fomented the place,wath the Scarifications, and dreſs theWound 
with Z/Zgypriac. cum theriac. Venet. diſſolved in aceto vini, adding calcind Vi- 
triol, Sc. then apply a Cataplaſm ex farin. hord. fabar. orobi, Iupinor. decofted 
in ſome of the ſame Lixivium, with an addition of Oxymel to it, - But as to 
rhis matter I refer you to the particular Chapter of Gangrene and Sphacel;, for 
farther dirc&ions therein. The Gangrene ſtopt, haſten ſeparation of the E- 
{chars by Digeſtives, and then deterge with mandif. ex apio & Paracelſ, &c.

Theretore to prevent Sinuoſities, you are to enlarge the Orifice at firſt, and 
keep ir ſo wide open, that the Matter which is daily there ingendred may have 
| free paſſage out : which if it may not by the way the Shot went in, then you 

muſt conſider how 1n another place the Sinus may diſcharge it ſelf. This be- 
ing prudently cffe&ed, and the Matter thereby diſcharged, you ſhall then 
more eaſily perfe&t your Cure. 

Bur before you make this Apercion, you muſt conſider whether by altering 
the poſition of the Part, or by Compreſſion with Bandage, or by hollow Tents, 
the Matter may not be brought our: And to make the Cure of theſe Cavities 
the more facil, you muſt endeavour to place the Member in ſuch a figure that 
the Orifice may be depending.

In heat of Fight at Sea, among the many wounded men that were pur 2- Ons 
down into the Hold to me, one of them had his right Armextremely ſhatter- 5;;;aure 
ed about two Fingers breadth, on the outſide aboye the Elbow, by. a great made by 


Splinter. I ought to have cut off this mans Arm preſently : Bur a ſudden a Splinter 


cry that our Ship was on Fire put me in ſuch diſorder, thar I rather thought ot 
ſaving my ſelf than dreſſing my Patients. I haſtily clapr a Dreſſing upon the 

. > Wound, androwledirt up, leaving his Arm in his other Hand to ſupport it, 
and endeavoured to get up out of the Hold as others did, verily believing 
I ſhould never dreſs him nor any-of them more. But our-men bfavely quitted 
themſcives of the Fire-ſhip, by cutting the Sprit fail-Tackle oft with their 
ſhort Harchers, (which they wore during Fight ſticking in their Saſhes. ) So we 
were freed of the Fire, and by our hoiſting up the Top-fails got clear of our 
Enemy, and I returned to'my work. Bur I was at a loſs what todo won

The Fight being over, and we got into the next Port, I canfed this Ma. 
riners Bed to be fet up: (which was four pieces of Wood nailed rogether and- 
corded, and a Bears Skin laid upon it, and - faftned between two: Gung 
to the Carriages - ) upon this I ſaw him placed 3 and having ordered his Arm 
to be laid ſo thar I might the berter cometo dreſs tt, I ſent for dreftings, and 
laid them orderly upon a ſmall Pillow well ftuit and quilted in the middle. 
Upon this Pillow I firſt laid a ſoft double linen Cloth, next to rhat three 
Ligatures, then a Paſtboard wer in Vinegar, to make it more ſofr and pliant ; 
upon that I laid a double Cloth, of fuch length and breadth as might ſerve 
to encompatls the fratared Member, which I cut from each end to the middle 
into three Binders: Over the middle of this I placed a Splerium of Cloth four 
double, four fingers in breadth, and of ſuch a length as to give ſtrengthro rhe 
FraQure: Over this lay my Defenfative ſpread upon a thick Cloth, of fuch a 
breadth and length as to rake in the whole Arm. Dreſſings thus laid upon the 
Pillow, I cut off the other from his fraftured Arm, and placed the Pillow 
with theſe Dreſſings cloſe by his Side.; fo that I ſaw his Arm laid as defigned 
upon my Reſtriftive,and hisHand upon his Breaſt. Then putting my Fingers in- 
to his Wound, Ipulled out firſt a peice of a Splinter an inch thick or there- 
abouts, more or leſs 3 then Rags and Bones, greatand ſmall; 1 left not the leaſt 
Shiver. When had ſo cleared the Wound of_all the extraneous bodics and 
looſe Bones, Iwasamazed to feel what a void ſpace there was between the ends 
of the Bones. - But I proceeded, and cut off the lacerated Lips, which were of 


no uſe, and dreſt up the ends of the Bones with a couple of Doſlils dipr inſpir. 


vini. and wel roſe. warm, The reſt of the Wound Idreſt as warm with axurg. 
orgn. and Merc..qrecipitat. with ſome little ol. zerebinth. poo upon Doſlils, 
which I placed lightly within the Wound, and upon Pledagits without, with 
an empl. diachalcith. malaxt with ol. meyrtill. over all the Wound, ThenlI cm- 
brocated thefraQtured Arm cam ol, myrt. & olrvar. immatur.and a little acetum, 
bringing my reſtrictive Emplaſter, which lay under the Arm, over the whole 
Arm, from the Arm pit to the Elbow and cloſe round about, only leaving 42 
ſpace to dreſs the Wound. TY : 

This gavea ſtrength to the weak Member, and was deſigned to prevent the 
Influx from above. Juſt under this Emplaſter there lay a Splenzum, To an- 
ſwer that I applied three more, one on each ſide, and another above : Which 
tour were of ſucha ſize, that they, lying a little off from one-another, encom- 
paſſed the Arm. They were ſpread lightly with a little Cerote made of ax- 
#ngia and Wax to make them adhere where I placed them, 

Then I brought the Bandage which lay under-the Spleninar, with three 
heds at each end. The lowermoſt of. theſe took in the lower. part of che 
Arm, from” the Elbow upward, with part of the FraQture, and was faſtned 
on the exteriour part of the Arm. This preſt the Sarzes from the nearher part 
ofthe Arm to the Wound, and hindred the lapſe of Matter that way. The 
middlemoſt was made to preſs the Matter out of the Wound, and keep rhe 
Lips down. The uppermoſt ſerved to reſtrain the Influx,as I ſaid,and preſſed that 
Matcer out which was already in the Part.This Bandage was made with greac 
moderation, and fo faſtned, that it might be looſened wirhout trouble ro rhe 
Patient.

ſhew his languiſhing condition. If the lefler Inteſtines be wounded, he will be 
troubled with poraccous Vomiting, and what he eats or drinks will paſs out 
of his Wound in leſs than half an hour; and ſoit will continue'to do as lorig. 

If the great Inteſtines be wounded, the Excrements and filthy Smell 
will demonſtrateir. If the Wound be on the lefr Hypochondrium under the 
Short ribs, you may conclude the Spleen wounded; the blood which flowerh' 
forth is black ; there is alſo a Tenfion, and Difficulty of breath.

The bruiſed and ſhattered Stump ſeemed to his Chi- 
rurgeon to be gangrened, and accordingly he dreſt him with Agypriac. asa 
Gangrene: From which ſharp dreſſings the Wound gleeted, and, by reaſon

frequent twitching upwards of the Tendons and- Muſculous fleſh in the 
Stump; alſo the fleſh.in the whole Stump was of a whitiſh colour, as if it had 
been ſcalded.

I have had ſome ry of good quality come ro me ſo deformed with theſe, 
that chey have ſuſpected rhem to be Wenny 5s and where they have happened 
upon Womens Breaſts, they. have ſappoſed rhem Cancerous. In others, - 
from ill Chirurgery, the looſe Fleſh hath grown ſo high and callous, 'thar one 
of them who came inco my hands required to be burnt again in order to his 
Cure. In the Facethere is a ſpecial care to be had, as alſo in the neck and 
Breaſt of the FemaleSex. A great care muſt be had likewiſe of the Eyes, that 
they benot daubed with greazy Medicaments, and that the Lids be not dreſt 
with rwo dryingones, leſt they contratt and make a Blearedneſs. Inthe Cure 
of the Eyes you may uſe Pigeons blood, Breaſt-milk, ag. ſo/ani, plantag, o 
poma, ſem. cydon. r.troch. abl. Rhaſ. tutia, lap. calam. thus, ſarcocoll. waſhc 
or not waſhe. I haveſcen the Ears for want of care adhering to rhe Scalp, 
alſo the Fingers to one another, and in others cloſe contracted to the Palm 
with hard Cavs. In that caſe of the Ear, I divided the Callas by Inciſion, and 
applicd ſoft bits of Linen diptin ag. /permat. raxar.between che Scalp and lower 
part of it, which was rumpled up. Afterwards I rubbed the unequal Ca/us 
with the Cauſtick-ſtone; and as the Eſchars ſeparated, I cicatrized chem with 
the Vitriol-ſtone,vgen?. deficcat. rub; &c. and left the Parrin its natural ſhape. 
Where the Fingers have been all grown to one another almoſt to the middle

Wounds are Gangrera and Sphacelus. DOPE 
Gangrene is a tendency to Mortification : it invades the ſoiter Parts, as Pefial- 
the Skin, 'Fleſh, &c. and is the beginning ofa Sphacelus. E 2 yo 
Sphacelus is a perfe& Mortification, with the extintion of the native Heat 
and privation of ſenſe, not only in the Skin, Fleſh, Nerve, Artery, bur the 
'very Bones. | | 
They differ from one another, as the Mortificationis more or leſs. Diffe- 
The Cauſes of Gangrene are various, v2, whatſoever deſtroyerth the natural 59 wo 
Heat - as Interceptionof the motion of the blood by over-ſtrit Bandage in = 
Woundsand Amputations, want of timely extracting of extraneous bodics 
in Gun: ſhot, &c, from whence Pain and Fluxion do ariſe ; ſo exceſs of Cold 
in hard Winters, alſo in Old age, and the like. A Gangrene doth ariſe alſo 
in Phlegmons, | through the unſeaſonable application ot over-cold Medica- 
ments; or for want of timely Digeſtion; or by exceſs of Heat, ſuch as be- 
cometh cauſtical, as we find in Carbuncles and all Eſchars. Bur that which 
moſt of all contributes to it is rhe Degeneration of Humours in unſound Bodies : 
in ſome of which not only all great Operations, but even the application of a 
Cauſtick, cutting a Corn, or paring a Nail of a Toe to the quick, will endan- 
-ger Mortification. © Somel have ſeen (you may call them Scorbutical perſons 
if you pleaſe ) who upon the appearance only of a ſmall black Spot on the 
Foot withour Tumour, have ſuffered a very,quick unavoidable Morrification. 
But I would not have you therefore conclude every Scorbutical Spor a Gan- 
grene: for this latter lies dry in the Skin without either Inflammation or

Sphacelus is diſtinguiſhed from a Gangrene by the total . Corruption and 


Stink, it being alſo inſenſible both of Knite and Fire. It a Gangrene. proceed 
from Pain, tHe Tumour and preceding Inflammation-will ſhew ir, and the ſud. 
den ſinking of that Tumour is the beginning of the Gangrene. If the Gangrene 
be from cold, the Parr is firſt benummed, then accompanied with a pricking 
Pain, alſo a Redneſs, which by degrees turneth black, and Horror and Ri- 

our ſeizeth upon the Patient. If it befrom Interception of the Spirits by rea- 
Pn of over-ſtrit Bandage, there is neither Fluxion nor Pain, buta Flaccidity 
joyned with an Inſenſibility inthe Parr. Ifirbe from Old age, the Patient is 
lean, nature viſibly decayed, his Legs and other extremities are firſt ſeized,an 
the Part is moſt commonly without Tumour, | 
All Gangrenes are dangerous as threatning the Lite of the Patient they 
aftet. Thoſe that begin in the external Parts by reaſon of Inflammarion are 
of leaſt danger, if the Habit of body be tolerably good, and the Mortification _ 
timely treated. Thoſe that ariſe deep within the Wound from Gun-ſhot or. 
fraftured Bones are extremly hazardous, eſpecially if they be in or near 
the Joynts, though the Habir of body be good. 

- Gangrenes ariſing from Parts abounding with two much Humidity are in 

reat danger, for thereby the natural Heat is ſoon overcome : for which rea- 
j.- Gangprenes in very fat and Hydropical bodies, eſpecially in the latter, are 
rarely extinguiſhed. So alſo thoſe ariſing from an internal cauſe are ex- 
ceedingly more dangerous than thoſe that ariſe from an accidental. Yer in 
all cheſs there are ſome hopes of Cure. But 1n Sphacelus there is no remedy, 
fave only by a ſpeedy ſeparation of the ſphacelated Part : for if any ot it re- 
main, it ſoon creepeth up by the Nerves, &c.1and infefteth the whole Mem- 
ber, and is accompanied with Watching, Raving, frequent Faintings, Con- 
vulſions, Hiccough, and cold Sweats 3 which foreſhew the Patient's approa- 
ching Death in the Treatiſe of Tumours. : 

In the Cure of Gangrenes, I ſhall begin my diſcourſe of that' which ariſeth 
from Pain with Flux of: humours and Inflammation. Thefe moſt trequently 
attend great Contufions, Gun ſhot Wounds, ggc. and by ſuffocating the natiye 
Heat produce Mortification. In which caſes a cooling and ſlender Diet ought: 
to be obſerved: .che Humours abounding in the body muſt be evacuated by 
Bleeding and Purging : | Revulſion ought alſo ro be made to avert the Hu-- 


. mours from flowing to the diſeaſed Parts. For the rational performing of 
' Whichl refer-you to the Chapter of a Phlegmon in the Treatiſe of 7umonrs. 


Cordials and Epithems are alſo neceſſary, to reſiſt rhe Putrefa&ion, and 
ſtrengrhen the vitals, from what cauſe ſoever the Gangrene ariſeth. For 
your choice ot which I refer you to the Chapter of a Carbuncle, which is ano- 
ther ſort of Gangrene. Having thus provided in general, we ſhall in the next - 
place confider the Part affteed, whether it be only a Tumour, or a Wound

And'this eſpecially I do acknowledge.in 
Women, the ſoftnels'and renderneſs of whoſe Scx- being frequently attended 
with thin and ſharp /erumin the blood, renders them liable to very quick im- 
preſſions; yet in Men, and indeed in the generality of Patients, we find the 
Diſeaſe not ſo aQive as to conveigh it ſelf from one ſubje& to anorbier with- - 
out aQual coition, or ſomething very equivalent to it.

' Stove he muſt ſit incompaſled with a ſcreen (as I ſaid) by the fire fide byr not 
too near it. If in the anointing he tſe his own hands, he may fave his Chi- 
rurgeon much trouble, and dothe work better than it cane be don for him: 
Bur if other help be required, then we arm our hands with bladders or gloves, 
- and falltoit. Theold, and ſtill moſt common method adviſeth to beginat the 
Feet, and thence to ariſe to the Legs, Thighs, Hips- and ſo upwards on the Spine 
to the Neck, .taking his Hands, Arms, Shoulders. The Belly ought to be a- 
voided. And indeed much of the other trouble. in weak bodies may be ſpared; 
for in ſuch the anointing ofthe Legs and Arms, (or Thighs, it modeſty prevenr 
you not) will obtain the ſame; and is ſufficient if rhe Mercury mix once with 
the blood roſuch a degree as to cauſe a Salivation. Whatfoever the manner of 
the Unction be, the parrs firſt anointed ought to be covered before you proceed 
ro the next, asthe Legs with ſtockings, Thighs with trouzes;, &Sc. ill ar laſt his 
neck be well wrapped with a napkin tacked up to his Cap round about to his 
ears, and faſtned before ro keep his chaps warm. After this a warm Bed will 
be convenient, and a draught of Poſſer-drink in order to a breathing ſweat. 
Haviog ſo repoſed himſelf an hour or two, hemay riſe and provide for his din- 
ner, which muſt conſiſt of meat of caſie digeſtion, roaſted or boiled. To his din- 
' ner he may drink Beer or Ale with a toaſt, the reſt of the day he mult be con- 
fined to Poſſet-drink. Union may be repeated twicesa day if you ſee cauſe, 


Bur if the chaps ſwell apace you mult moderate your hand,and ir may be quire 


hold it off, leſt you bring on the Salivation roo faſt, and endanger the Patient : 
when he comes to this ſtate you muſt keep him to the uſe of Poſſer-drink and 
Broth, which ought ro be. ready in quantiry. Alſo burnt Wine; ag. 7h#riaca- 
lis, &c. muſt be ready to prevent fainting. His mouth mult be ſyringed wich 
a decott, hordei cum liquiritia, rad. althee,&c. New milk held in hismouth, or 
| Chicken broth will caſe the pain,. and digeſt the floughs that ariſe. 'A rolled 
clout ought to be placed between his reeth to keep his Chaps from clofing. He 
muſt be raiſed high in his Bed, ifhis weakneſs conſtrain him toir, and kept for- 
ward "that is Rheum may run out and not down is throat;-. but it he can riſe, 
he will ſpit betrer and more plentifully. Salivations by unions commonly 
:laſt.24 or .25 days, ſometimes to the 3o day. Fo POM. 

In che heighr of it our work is to keep up their ſtrength 3 and if through Co# 


ſtiveneſs they ſpit leſs, give them a Clyſter thar they may ſpir berrer, and attend

towards the declenfion of the Salivation, preſcribed them a decoQtion of Sarſa,

as they are ablc to cat meat, pur them into a drying dier and ſweat them,

Tchappeneth ſometimes in anointing, that their mouths are much ulcerated, 
and their Breaths ſmell ſtrong, yet their Cheeks do nor ſwell, nor they ſpit con- 
fiderably ; in which caſe forbear the anointing, and conſider the: caule of it, 
and if the Body be ſtrong and Plethorick, vomit them with 7#r4h, or inſuſ. 
croc. metallor, but if they be weak orcoſtive, adminiſter a Clyſter, and if atter. 
wards it ariſe not, diſpoſe them to ſweat with draughts of warm Poſler. Ale, or | 
bath them, for that way it will be ſometimes raiſed when by the other it will 
not. Bur it they have -faintneſs or palpitation of the Hearr, ſhortneſs of 
Breath, Feyer, &c. your beſt way will be to purge it off by ſome infuf. of 
Sena. &c. or decoft, Seng Gereonis, with the addition of yr. Ref. ſolut. fyr. de 
Spin cervina, G&c, and keepup their ſpirits the while with Cordials and good 
Broths. If their Lungs be oppreſt, let them blood, and preſcribe Lohochs ; bur 
if there be alſo a ſuppreſſion of Urine, or that they make bur little Urine and 
high coloured, purge them with Barnet or Epſom: water turned intoPoſler, and 
quicken it with ſome purging Syrup. It by theſe ways of purging the acci- 
dents remit, and the Salivation riſeth, it is well ; but if it do nor, yet there 
being a colliquation made, you may by well purging, ſtrict dier, ſwearing, &c. 
obtain your end. While you are removing the above-ſaid accidents,you muſt 
haye a ſpecial regard to the Ulcers within their mouths, for it 1s from the fixin 
ofrhe Mercury that thoſe malign Ulcers are made, which the leſsſenfible they 
areof them, themore corrupt they are. | 

Sometimes in raifing the Salivation by UnCtion it paſſeth downwards by 
Stool,”in which caſe we preſcribe Theriaca, Diafcord, L audanum opiat. Gc. 
which being given at night will not only ſtrengthen their Bowels, bur diſpoſe 
them to reſt, and incourage them to goon in the anointing. A vomit of 7ru- 
bith Minerale after the unftion hath been ſomewhile uſed}, doth frequently 
raiſe the Saltvation; and after it is once well raiſed, you may heighten or 
continue it by the application of ſome of the Emplaſters following. Bur if 
after all your endeavours to raiſe the Salivation it doth diſcharge it ſelf in a 
Diarrhza with great evacuation, you are then to defend the Inteſtines from 
the acrimony of the humours by Clyſters of Chicken broth, Milk with ol. 
Olivar. vitel. Ovor. leſt a dyſentry do follow. Suppoſitories of Deer Suer, 
or ol. Hyperici, &c. caſt up with a Syring, are proper to appeaſe the zexeſmus. 
Inwardly we preſcribe large draughts of Chicken both, decode. corn. cerui 
ſti, Milk ang Water boyled with a ſtick of Cinnamon. : 

After the Flux is ſtopr, you mult conſider the ſtrength of the Patient, and 
thequantity of the unttion which was applied, and the greatneſs of the eva- 
cuation. It it was to the extreme weakning of the Patient, do nor inſiſt long 
upon the thoughts of falivating again, bur prgceed with Sudorificks, &c.. as 
dbove-ſaid 5 not doubting of ſucceſs inthe cure. For fuch Dzarrhga's do for 
the molt part contributeas'much to the cure as if they had falivared. - _ 

There is yet another way of Salivating, and that is by the application of 
Mercurial Emplaſters about the Arms, Legs, Sc. They were firſt deſigned I 
ſuppoſe for the more tender and delicate fort of people who would not admit 
of rhe unction. There are various preſcriptions of them, whereof I ſhall 
offer 'you one, viz.

that Sheet, and both Sheer and Blankets muſt be brought over cheend of the

In the Cradles they are ſubje& ro accidents by the disjointing of the Frame 
or breaking of the Girts, &c. bur in every of theſe I have ſwear my Patients 
with much fafery, and ſo may you. 

Bathing is of great uſe in the cure of this Diſeaſe, whether it be new or old. 
In the recent ir ſerves to contemperare the great heat and acrimony of the hu- 
mours, eſpecially in the Gonorrhea. PRteY 

- In ſqualid and dry bodies where the Lzes hath been long confirmed, Barh- 
ing is neceffary to humett and rarifierhe humours, and diſpoſe them to falivate: 
They are alſo proper after the Patient hath paſſed through rhe ſtrict ' courſe of 
Salivating, Purging; Sweating, &c. The body being thereby dried and ema- 
ciated, is hereby cooled, moiſtened and reſtored to its natural temper. 

In order to the Bathing we generally let Blood and purge, if there be ple- 


| thora; but in poor emaciated dry bodies a Clyſter may ſerve, or their bodies 


may be kept ſoluble by a lenient Bolus of Caſta, Mama. Syr: Violar. &c.and 
before the Patient enter into the Bath he may drink a draught of Caudle or 
Broth, and in the Bath he may take a ſpoonful or two of Harts Horn Jelly,&c. 
The Veſſel we bath in is a Tub, wherein he may fit up to the neck. For, 
want of fuch,a Barrel may ſerve, the one end being beat our and a Stool placed 
init to fit upon. The Bath Liquor is according to the occaſionand quality of 
the Patient, ſometimes it is all Milk, othertimes Milk and Water, or only Wa. 
ter, with a Bag of wheaten Bran, which ferves the Patient as a Cuſhion,and 
makes the water milky. They are ſometimes perfumed with Lig. Cafhie, Rhod. 
ſant. citrini, Calam, aromat. Junc. odorat. flor, Roſe damaſee. &c. The Baths of 
Milkare apt to” ſour, therefore ought to be renewed daily, theother will laſt 
longer ſweet. In the time of Bathing there ought to be plenty ot hot and cold 
water to'continue the Bath of a moderate temper, neither too hot nor cold. 
Some Hoops ſhould be faſtned over the Head of the Tub, whereon a Blanker 
or Sheet as a Canopy may be caſt, in caſe the Air be cold. A Seryantor two 
ought alſo to be attending in caſe of fainting, leſt he fink into the water. 
Therefore upon his complaint raiſe him up, and caſting a ſheet abourthim pur 
him into a warm bed, where he may refreſh himſelt, and at bis leiſure ariſe and 
cloath himſelf, and dine or fup as his Appetite requireth. They may bath twice 
a.day, bur never upon a full Stomach. a, | | 
During the Cureof this Diſeaſe ic will be requiſite that the Patient keep his 
Chamber, and that it bemadetemperately warm; The taking of Phyſfick and 


| rambling abroad in the cold being extremely prejudicial to their Cure, and is 


frequently atrended with-a diarrhea, or noiſe in their Ears with deafneſs. 
There is alſo a'ſpecial care to be raken toncerning their Diez, that on thoſe 
days they purge, their Dinner be of good nouriſhment, boiled or roaſted. 


. We alſo allow 'them good Broth and Bear or Alc to raiſe their ſtrength, fo 


as they may be able to bear the evacuation which is required. Bur im the cime | 
of their ſweating we confine them to a very flender and drying Dict,only ſuf- 
ficient to ſupporttheir Spirits. A chop ofa neck of Mutton, -or two Ribs dry 
roaſted was the old ſtint. Ipermitred them to make choiſe of ſomeone ſort of

- the Native heat to thruſt forth the malignity and: waſte ſuperfluities'Butaf-. 

ter the diſeaſe is more confirtned, violent Exerciſe is hurttul exhauſting the 
Spirits too much, and rendersthem leſs able ro reſiſt the Malignity. : - + 
Sleep is allowed io the day to refreſh them, they being for the moſt part di- 
ſturbed mn the night by their pains, which are therefore called No&Surnal. : 
In the time of Salivation they muſt ſleep when it affe&s them.  Toiſleep 
alſo after Bathing and Sweating is neceſlary to refreſh them. © _ 

Venery ought to be avoided during their courſe of Phyfick,it being one main 
cauſe of the unſucceſsfulneſs of it : Yea, the very thoughts of it 'is deſtructive 
to their healthsz nay, though he believed himſelf Cured: I'would not have. 
him over-confident that way till he hath paſſed a Springor Autumn. For if 
he be married, and bed with his Wife, and afterwards relapſe, he'\may poſii- 
bly fancy that ſhe inſeQed him 3 which may not be unlikely, ifhe ed 
with her before he entred into Cure. However it was, the conſequenceof 
it may be very ill, and may cauſe a loathing in him of her Bed; when it's 
poſlible he was not well Cured, and would have relapſed with a: Gonorrhza 
or Chaxcre, though he had not touched any Woman, Spit es} 

The paſſi#s of the Mind ought to be calmed, - and the Patient: tobe well 
ſatisfied in the integrity and $kill of his Phyſician or Chirurgeon, that he 
may the more chearfully ſubmit to the Rules preſcribed in order to his Cure.

Bafilic.appiyed warm, and afterward incarned 
the bone,and cured the Ulcer in the ſpace of two moriths,not without great pain” 
ro the Patient and trouble to me; whereas I might have reſolved it, and era- 
dicated themalignity,and freed him of the Zues almoſt in halt the time, Within ' 
one half year he came to us again, not complaining of his Leg, but with Ulcers 
in both his Tonſfils. Theſe were certainly Venereal,and I concluded they would 
beſo acknowledged,and that ſhould have an caſfier work of theſe, Bur the Pa- 
tient would not be confined within doors, or admit of other phyſick than a 
decottion of ſarſa, and a few powders of antimon. diaphoret. Three quarts of 
the foreſaid diet-drink wereallowed him daily. I have ſometimes ſeen him drink 
itup ina Morning as faſt as ifit had been 7anbridg waters. I once enquiring the 
reaſon why he drank them in ſuch haſt, he replyed, he was to dine with ſome 
good Fellows, and that hedid it to make way for betrer liquor. 

Thus he governed himſelf till the Ullceration increaſed, ſo that it was great 
pain to ſwallow any drink. He complained exceedingly to me that I could nor 
at leaſt palliate thoſe Ulcers, whereas in truth I uſed my utmoſt endeavours by 
all the Medicaments I could deviſe ; but they ſpread, and were accompanied 
with ſuch defluxion, asart laſt when he ſtrove trodrink, part of it would guſh 
out of his noſtrils. Upon which conſideration the Phyſician was fetched,and 
a ſubmiſion was promifed to- his rules. The cure was begun by a Clyſter, 
bleeding and purging, with an infuſed Potion, and theday after 25 gr.of Ca- 
lomel. was given him in a ſpoonful of white bread and milk, and repeated daily 
or every other day, Clyſters or Purgarives being preſcribed between while to 
carry the matter downwards. By this method his Ulcers were diſpoſed to 
Cure, - and he finding his throat caſter had thoughts of dining abroad with his 
Friends. Upon notice whereof I got leave of the Phyfiian ro give him 14 gr. of 
7m bith mineral, whichaccordingly worked very well.] repeated it the next day 
to I6 pr. it likewiſe vomited him, and made him ſpit, and his Chaps ſwelled - 
The next day he pony that he fluxeddefired the Phyſician would preſcribe 
him Phyfick co purge it off, which was promiſed him; but a day or two atter 
che flux not riſing ſufficiently, I brought him a Bo/xs ofa mixture of #urb. min. 
with con/. borag. which increaſed the Salivation. He ſent for me, and offered 
me fifry pound to take it off; but I aſſured him there was noCanger of his Lite, - 
and encouraged him to ſubmit to itchearfully. He did fo, and falivated 18 or 
20 days as a ry as I everſaw any. The falivation declining, he was pur- 
ged with an infuſed Potion, and Diet-drink was brought him, he promiſing us 


-that he would keep his Chamber, and obſerve a ſtrict method in Dicer, Sweat- 


ing, &c. But he no ſooner found his Chaps cured, but he returned to his wont- 
edliberty : and being told that he would moſt certainly relapſe if he did not

balf a yearz and abour that time he became more cxtreamly diſeaſed ; for it. is- 
moſt certain, that Mercurial Remedies ſerve only to diſpoſe. thele humours to. 
be evacuated by decoctions of ſarſa, &c. with Sweating, How he was ar laſt 
perfeAly Cured, you may fee in ſome of the following Obſeryations. ; 
A Woman of about forty years of Age, of a ſtrong Conſtitution, having been 54. Obler- 
long diſeaſed with an Oz2»a, was at length commended by Dottar Bate to the 739" <> 
Cure of DoQor Jaſper Needham and my Self. The matter bad corrupted pare EE 
of the Septum, and other bones within her Noſe, and made its way externally 
between the ridge-bone and cartilages of the Noſtrils, and'fouled the ſaid bone 
to the very brows. The griſtles being thus ſeparated. from the, foreſaid bone; 
and having loſt that part of the Septurr, which ſhould have been their ſupporter; 
it ſunk downwards, leaving ſuch a breach, that the Injeftions which we caſt into 
her noſtrils with a ſyringe ſpurted out there. After we had thus diſcovered the 
evil quality of the Ulcer, we confidered how to proceed in the Cure; and inre- 
gard of the difficulty of the Cure, and the length of time which might be re- * * 
quired in the exfoliation of theſe bones, we reſolved without further diſpute 
to falivate her by Undtion. To which purpoſe we let her blood, and purged 
her with an z2»fuf. ſexe, &©c. during which, Errhina were prepared of a lenieng 
quality, ſuch as have been "ws. in the method of Cure, tolooſen the cruſty 
matter; and we enlarged theexternal Ulcer, along the ridge-bone; as far as-it 
was carious, in order tothe exfoliation of it. We digeſted thoſe lips, and dreſt 
the bone dry according to the method ſet down in the Treatiſe of Ulcers with 
Caties. After we had by Erthina and Lotions cleanſed the internal Ulcers of 
their filch, we chen proceeded by deterfive Injetions, as preſcribed in rhe me- 
thod of Cure, and put up a Canula in cach Noſtril made of a gooſe quill covered 
with a bit of empl. diachyl. imp. ſpread on a ſoft rag,, Theſe ſerved to bear 
up the cartilages of the Noſtrils level with rhe end of che bone (which before 
ſtood as it were, looking over them) that they mighr be ina capacity (if it.was 
poſſible) to unite. with it : While we were thus diſpoſing the Ulcers to Cure, 
we proceeded inthe anointing her Legs and Arms, and thereby railed a Saliva> 
tion, which continued upon her more than three weeks. ' During thar cime 
the Ulcers cured within her Noſe, and the cartilages ſtood firm, and even to 
unite internally with the bone without the uſe of the Canala,. but che bone 
there not being exfoliated, we continued the falivarion longer by-preſcribing . 
Mercurius dulcis, ©c. and all that while.we took care of her mouth, chat no 
inconvenience ſhould happen to her Jaws, &c. and kepr up her Spicits with 
Broths, Poſſel ale and Cordials. After we ſaw the bones exfoliating we purged 
her with an Apozeme,and preſcribed deco@. ſarſe with Sudorificks to ſwear her. 
During which the bone exfoliaced, and the Ulcers cured with: a Cicatrix-not 
unſeemly. We then concluded our Courſe of Phyſick, leaving her more health- 
ful and ſtrong than ſhe had been in many years. ,) |

ſelf into my hands for Cure. I deſigned a Salvation by Unction, to which pur. 
poſe I prepared his Body by a Clyſter, VeneſeQion and a purging Apozeme ; 
rhen cauſed him to be placed near the fire, and to anoint himſelt from the ſoals 
of his feet to his groins, and ſo the arms and ſhoulders, and having pur on bis 
ſtockings, drawers and waſtcoat he was laid in a warm bed, and with a draught 
| of warm Poſſcr ale diſpoſed to a breathing ſwear. Thus 1 proceeded daily in 
the anointing him till I had waſted two pound of UnCtion, but he had formerly 
taken fo much Mercury, that it ſcemed to be familiar ro him, upon which ac. ' 
count I proceeded in the anointing of him, .butit ran downwards one night in 
a Diarrhea.

By this Diarrhea he was freed of his pains, and 
of ſome of the Nodes. Thoſe which remained were much leſſened, and by a 
tri Diet, decod. ſarſe and fudorificks were quite reſolved, and he enjoys a

'I began/ with the letting 
him blood, and ſent hima Clyſter that Evening:-I fyringed his Noſe with dc- 
cot. hordeti, rad. althee, ' ſem: :cydon, &c. and a T had cleanſed irof its'cruſty 
Matter (with .which-ſome Bones came forth) I daily inje&ed-ſome of the Lo- 
tions preſcribed:in the method of Cure. © I bathed him five or fix times, and 
the while kept-his Body ſoluble by Gyn, or by a lenitive Ele&uary, and al- 
lowed him boiled Mutton, Veal, or Chicken for his Dinner, and a couple of new 
laid Eggs for his Supper, a ſmall Ale for his Drink. I alſo preſcribed hini 4 
grain of .Landauum, or ſome anodyne Draught ro:appeaſe his nofturnal Pains. 
After Thad done bathing him,: I cauſed: his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine, and 
Hips to be anointed daily, and ſweat him in a warm Bed with a Draught of Pof- 
fet-drink. .

Having thus 
ſomewhat recruited his Spirits, I cauſed him to be anointed Legs, Arms, Hips, 
and Shoulders, till I had raiſed a Salivation. Then I kept him to Poſſer-drink 
and Broth. Lalſfo allowed him a Pint of Ale daily, fometimes burnt Wine or 
other Cordials, by which he was enabled co falivate near a Month.

Some of his 
Nodes remained till I bathed him; bur if they had not then reſolved, yer I 
ſhould not haye doubted of his being well cured : For itdoth ſometimes happen, 
thar great Nodes dry and harden into ſuch an exofiſis, as will not yield'toany 
remedy. And indeed they being without pain, we need not to be fo ſollici- 
tous in their removal ; for beyond Sea I have ſeen ſome well cured, the Nodes 
continuing upon their Legs knotted like a Crab-tree Stick. 

9. A Woman of about 5o years of Age, of an ill habit of Body, having paſſed 
ovferr* through various courſes of Phyfick, was brought to me complaining of pain in

cian in the manner of ſalivating her. Accordingly I let her blood, then pur- 
ged her with a ſolution ot maxna and cremor tartarz in Poſſer-drink, and ba- 
ched her four or five times; then gave her alternately rwo or three Doſes of 
calomel. to try how the Flux would riſe. Bur ſhe growing impatient in the de- 
lay, fent for a Phyſician, to whom ſhe relared the ooypns of her Diſeaſe, and 
that ſhe had taken the Spitting: Pills formerly unſucceſsfully, therefore deſired 
to ſalivate by Union. Some objeCtion was made againſt ir, as doubting her 
viſcera were naught. But he: complyed, and promiſed to viſit her as occaſion 
ſhould require, I ſent hera Por of UnCtion the next day,wherewith her Legs and 
Arms were anointed, and ſhe returned to her warm Bed, and was diſpoſed to a 
breathing Sweat by a Draught of Poſſet-drink. By this method the Salivation 
was raiſed, and ſhefluxed moderately abour 2o days, during which her Pains 
remitted, the Nodes reſolved, and the recovered the uſe of her hands.

by which I emptied it of much viſcous Flegm. From that time he recovered 
hisappetite, and by good nouriſhmenrand mitigation of his Pains he recovercd 
to a tolerable meaſure of ſtrength. TI then cauſed him to be anointed, Legs, 
Arms, Hips, and Shoulders, and repeated the anointing daily till I had raifed a 
ſwelling in his Chaps. He falivated well, and was kept to warm Broath, Poſ- 
ſer-drink, and ſometime Ale and burnt Wine.

1 fyringed his Noſe 
Ulcers in wich a lenicnt Lotion, according ro my cuſtom, and afterwards preſcribed ſome 
fls, and Of the other Errhina for daily deterſion, I alſo dreficd the Tonfils with /ac 
Nodes. ſyblimati. In order to his Cure, I lethim blood, and preſcribed a Clyſter, and 

chat very night ſent him 9j. merc. precipitat. alibi, which he took ina ſpoontul 
of white Bread and Milk, and repeated the giving of it three or four nights af 
ter one another, carrying it oft by Clyſters daily. During which I allowed him 
medicated Broths, Poſſer-ale, and a Pearl:julep. After I had chus diſpoſed his 
Ulcers to digeſtion, fo as that he was in a capacity to eat Mear, I permicted him 
ro-cat ſuch as was of good nouriſhment, and' preſcribed hin' a DecoCion of 
Szrſa, Gc. with an addition of Milk to drink daily, and every other morning 
gave him a few grains of 7hertac, metallor. in 3. conſ.meliſſe, and thereby vo- 
mited him moderately, and purged him onee or twice, and continued the _= 
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of Clytters accordingly as I ſaw cauſe, and bathed him often, I ſuppoſe eight 7 
days. Thus I removed his Pains, and cured the Ulcers, and purpoſed to have : 
pur him into a ſtrict Diet, and ro have finiſhed the courſe by Sudorificks; &c. 
but ſome of the Nodes remaining, and the Patient having long before met with 
grear difficulty in his Cure, earneſtly importuned me ro falivate him by un- 
Ction, alledging it.theſure way to prevent relapſe.

A Woman of about forty fix years of Age was commended into my hands. 64. 
The hairy Scalp on the os fronris had been ſome while ulcerated, and the bone Obie. 
corrupted che compaſs of a broad Shilling. I laid it open by a circular Incifion, Gynn.. 
and dreſſed it up dry. The ſecond day after I took off rhe Dreſſings, and 
faw the Bone full of a looſe Fleſh ariſing out of the Cavities. I ſcraped the Bone, 
and dreſſed it up with unguent. Agypriac. warm, and digeſted the Lips che 
while. Having thus expofed the Bone to extoliate, I began inhe internal Cure 
by bleedingand purging, and profecured it by falivaring her with 7#»r-::1b Mize- 
ral. and in the declination of the Flax I purged her with the bitter Decoftion, 
and finiſhed the Courſe by a decod. ſarſe, drying Dier and ſweating, and in the 
while cxtoliated the cranium, and cicatrized the Ulcer. 

A young Woman came to me with an inflamed Tumor upon the Fi4ala of <4 :

covered it a Gumrra. I applyed an Emplaſter & bols to defend it from fluxion, n« reſol- 
and cauſed her to be ler blood. The next day I purged her with decod. ſene,&c. '% 
and preſcribed her an anodyne draught that night. The day after I purged 
her with extra. noſt.mag. ex calomel. and the next day ſent her 10 grains 7ar- 
bith min. in a Pill, which vomited her five or ſix times. The next day*'a Cly-. 
ſter was adminiſtred, and the fourth day after 7urbith again; and fo repeated 
the 7Turbirh wich Clyſters proportionably : and in the interval purged her 
ſometimes with the bitter Apozeme toavoid falivating.By this means T refolved 
the Gamma, and perfected the Cure by Diet and Dier-drink, Sudortficks, &c. 0s: 

A poor Fellow came to me with: a Carious Ulcer on the os fromtzs, which Com__ 
had been ofa long continuance: the Bone was white, yet corroded much, and cer, with 
filled with an Hyperſarcofis, as moſt of theſe fort of Venereal Ulcers are. He co_ 
was [et blood, and purped four or five days with the bitter decoction, and took ;;,, 
every other night Jj. calomel. After | had thus purged him, I laid' open the 
Ulcer by a' circular abſcifion, and dreffed it up dry. The ſecond day I opened 
it again, and ſcraped the Bone and looſe Fleſh off, and applyed Dofſſils pretied 
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out of che TiaQture of Vitriol, 'and dreffed up the recent Lips with the dige- 
ſtive, ex zerebinth, cum vitelo ovi. After I bad thus digeſted the Ulcer, and 
diſpoſed the Bone to exfoliation, I raiſed a Salivation by a few Doſes of Tur- 
bith minerale ; during which,his Landlady diſcovering his Diſeaſe, would nor 
permic him to lodge longer in her Houſe. Whercupon he remoyed, unknown 
to me, to a common Ale-houſe ſome diſtance off. Walking thicher in a cold 
winter day to a Lodging as cold, the Salivation check'd, and a ſhortneſs of 
Breath with frequent fainting followed, and increafing upon him, he died in 
ſpight of my Endeavours, and thoſe I conſulted. 

A Man aged forty four years, of a Plethorick Body, half a year after he had 
began to complain of a pain in the fore-parrt of his 
Head, A Tumour appearing in that part ſometime after, he conſulted a Chi- 
rurgeon, who opened it by inciſion, and dreſſed it with a Doflil of Lint, and left 
him to his Chirurgeon to cure : But in progreſs of time the Ulcer enlarging and 
the Bone growing more carious, the Patient conſulted another Chirurgeon, 
who told him it was the work of Nature, and that in time the Bone would caſt 
off, The poor Man believing what was ſaid, took care to have it dreſt according- 
ly by the ſame young Chirurgeon, till the Caries had infefted the Bone almoſt 
the whole length from the Coronal ſuture to the Brows, And then he came to 
me for Cure, and having lodged himſelf near me, I went to dreſs him, and faw 
a preat diſcharge of a ferid Matter, and the Lips of the Ulcer lying hollow over 
the rotten Bone, I cut them oft round 1o far as the Bone lay carious under 


_ them, then dreſſed up the Wound and Bone with Doffils of dry Linr, &c. Then

One of a ſtrong conſtitution having been diſeaſed ſeven Years with the va-

Bur he would nor 
acknowledge that it roſe from a Gonorrhza, or upon any Venereal account, 
. He was hypocondriack, and importuned me earneſtly to cut off both his Te- 
ſticles. Whether it was in deſpair of cheir Cure, or as a puniſhment for their 
oftence I know not 3 but he told me, it was to that purpoſe he came to me. 
I ſeeing him ſo reſolute, adviſed him to come ſuch an hour the next day, and 
I would prepare for him. He came and perſiſted in the ſame refolution to 
have them both cur off. I having made dreſſings ready, as for the work began 
with the ulcerated Teſticle, paſſing my direCtor in the /mus, bending it down- 
ward, and cut that ſinuoſiry open the whoie length, then paſſed in my Probe- 
Sciflors to the ſinus upward, and divided that, and by this opening he began 
to ſhrug, and being made ſenſible of the pain, was well contented char I ſhould 
dreſs him up, and cure the Teſticle. I complyed, and dreſſed up the Ulcer 
with doſſils dipt in precipitate, and applied between the wounded lips pu/. 
Galeni cum albumine ovi. But the blood burſt forth fo forcibly after I had 
bound it, that I was neceſſitated to drefs it again. I did fo with doſlils dipt 
in the Royal Stiptick, and from that inſtant ic bled no more.

Of the ill Conſequences of a Gonorrh#a Cured. 


N the preceeding Chapter of a Gomorrhea, I ſhewed you the accidents that 
I Diſeaſe is ſubje& to in its recency ; I ſhall now declare to you the fad con- 
ſequences thar atrend it in its ſeeming declenſton, when ir is left imperfe&tly 
Cured, and is, as ſome of choſe Blades call ir, a weeping, only a weeping nor 


worthy the keeping Chamber. 
From which nepleC& of Cure, thoſe ſeminals from whence the Goxorrhza 


iſſued are rendred more lax, and in progreſs of time the matrer fermenteth upon 


the old Leven, and becometh much more acrid and malign, diſcharging a mat- 
ter, as at firſt in the nature of a Gonorrhea, heating and corroding the Urethra, 
from whence Caruncles do frequently ariſe, and are attended with many ill 
conſequences, of which I ſhall give you a relation, and begin it with that of a 
Caruncle. | 

Caruncles are a ſort of looſe fleſh, ariſing in the Vrethra frequently in the 
time of a Goyorrhea, by reaſon of the eroſion made by thar virulent acid mat- 
ter; but if that Gonorrhea be well treated, the eroſion is Cured, and thoſe 
lictle grains of fleſh dryed up. However their growth is rhen ſo ſmall, as they 
are rarely taken notice of till the declining of the Go»orrhea, and then a ſmall 
ct with a few rags appearing in the Urine gives the firſt ſuſpicion of 
them, RO OD wi 
It this matter be not timely dried up, the Caruncles increaſe, and a difficulty 
of Urine gradually ſucceedeth, and it cometh forth forked, or in a ſmall ſtream 
dribling : bur this happens in ſome people nor till many years after the Goxor- 
rhea ; for they ariſing from a dry membranous patt do grow-ſlowly ( and do 
ſometimes waſte of themſelves, or are waſted off by the Urine ) upon which ac- 
count that trouble in piſling happening ſometime many years after a Gonerrhea, 
gives them occaſion to ſuſpe@ thar ir ariſeth from gravel: and as the Diſcaſe 
increaſeth, it is thought rhe ſtone, but by a ſearching Candle a more certain 
diſcovery is made, thoſe Caruneles being to it ſo maty rubs in the way. 

Tf at this time their Cure be negleCted, ſome drops ot Urine, or 7» coz?u the 
Seed remaining amongſt theſe Caruncles, heateth rhe part, and increaſeth their 
growth, and nor only renders them Callous, but at length rhe whole 4z5,and 
then ir is called a carnofity z which ſtraitning the paſſage ſtoppeth the virulent 
matrer in its motion, whereby it is forced back to the Seminals, in which caſe 
the Teſticles for the moſt part do ſuffer : bur if it be the veſicale ſeminales, or 
proſtates which are oppreſt, they inflame, and by adheſion to the neighbouring 
parts paſs their matter that way, ſometimes through the tunicles of the Inze/?z- 
zum refum, and then the matter is diſcharged by ſtool; or it may be, the mat- 
rer paſſeth through or near the podex,and then it 1s ſuppoſed a fiſtula in ano.and 
this way. the Urine is ſometime diſcharged: with it. Theſe are the Ulcers 
which render. f/tul2 ani ſcandalous, It the matter paſleth 7» perineo, for the 
molt part ir pertorates the Urethra, ſometimes like a Flute, and the Urine com: 
ech thereout, other times it corrupteth within, and diſchargech the purrefa- 
tion into the pelvis. 

Whilſt the Zrerhra is ſtraitned with a carnoſity, the Urine is frequently ſup- 
preſt, and then the bladder endeayouring to disburden it felt becomes ſubject 
ro

ro fluxion, and proweth ſometime carnous, and of a ſtrange preternatiral 
ihape, ſtretching our of che pe/vzs. In the opening ſuch a diſeaſed Body, I faw 
the bladder adhering cloſe to the upper part of the os pabu, and that part of 
the peritongum, In another there was trequently diſcharged a matter with the 
Urine not unlike corrupt Sced. 

One riding a Journey was hurt by the ſtumbling of his Horſe, and became fo 
indiſpoſcd, that he was brought back ro Town. - Phyſicians and Chirurgeons 
were conſulted, and iuppoſed him bruiſed internally, They let him. blood, 
and treated him accordingly, but without ſucceſs. The day atter I was fetched 
ro him, and I tound him labouring with great oppreſſion, ſhortneſs of: brearh, 
fainting, ©c. I viewed his body naked, and endeavoured to inform my ſelf of 
his bruiſe, bur there was no ſympton of any. I ſeeing he was not likely to 
recover, took my leave, and defired a Seryant of the houſe to give me notice 
of his death. He died that nighr, and I went the next morning and opened 
his Body. All the Viſcera were found, and no blood extravaſated, but within 
the pelvis I faw a great quantity of purulent matter,like that which ifſnes forth 
in a Gonorrhza. | divided the os pabis, and opened the pelvis, and ſaw near the 
Proſtates a bag broken, which I concluded ro be one of the veficalz ſeminales. 
Upon ſearch into the Vrerhra, I found he had been long diſeaſed with the re- 
liques of a Gonorrhza, viz. Caruncles and Carnoſity. X | 

The Female Sex do alfo extreamly ſuffer upon the ſame account, the corrupt 
ſeminal marrer frequently excoriating the puderdum; whence excreſcences of 
all ſorts do ariſe, and the ſharp matter dropping trom the matrix, frets and 
ulcerates the external parts of the /a#zes, &c. An inſtance of this fort you 
may ſee in ſome of the following Obſervations. | | 

The Yagina uteri is alſo ſometimes excoriated, and excreſcences irequently 
.grow there of great bigneſs, one whereot I rook oft very large of the thape of 
a Muiberry. © 

In others I have ſeen the vagina uteri much ulcerared, and diſcharging great 
quantity of fetid matter with pain and inflammation. The ale of the puden- 
dum of one were gangrened, but I removed that, -and cicatrized ſeveral of the 
Ulcers, bur one Ulcer within the Yagina corroded into the bladder, and a mor- 
tification fol{owed, and/purt an end ro her miſery. 

Another upon a ſuppreſſion of that corrupt ſeminal matter was ſeiſed with 
a dyſuria : the cauſe not being diſcovered, the Kidneys were blamed. 'The 
diſeaſe increaſing to a ſtravgarra, a ſtone in the Bladder was ſuppoſed. I was 
ferched to make a ſearch, bur fclr none. The accidents of pain, inflamma- 
tion, Sc. increafing, ſhe died. I opened her Body, and ſaw the Bladder, wagiza 
uteri, & inteſtinum reffum all gangrened : The muſculi lumbares, and thole of 
the abdomen looked as if they had been patboilked : The reſt of the viſcera were 
reaſonably ſound. 

As from a ſfuppreflion of that malign matter, apoſtemations do ariſe berween 
the interior Tunicles of the vagina uters, fo I have ſometimes met wich ſcir- 
rhous Tumours,which | have ſometimes palliated by Antevenereals,when they 
were thought Cancers. All theſe miſchiets increaſed to ſuch height through 
the ignorance in them that treated rhem. 

Thus | have given you an account of the ſevera] ſymptoms as they ariſe 
_ upon the neck of another, by which you may diſtinguiſh how they 
difter. 

The cauſe of them is alſo apparent, that they ariſe from a Gonorhea ill 
managed. 

The ſigns of Caruncles I have alſo ſhewed you are diſcoverable by a ſearch- 
ing Candle,they lying in the way give a ſtop re the Candle in its —— _ 

- Bladder. 
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Bladder. Yet let not that make you over confident that there is no Stone in the 
Bladder, for it frequently happenerh that there is alfo a Stone thercin ; there- 
fore you ought to inform your ſelf of the peculiar ſymproms ot that Diſcaſe 
before you oppoſe it. For ſo allo from that Stone a dribling of the Urine is 
common, and in caſe of pain the Urine cometh forth forked and in a- ſmall 
ſtream. But in Caruncles it comerh torth more forcibly than in thoſe of the 
Stone, and they make much Urine art a time, and arc in caſe atter they have 
urined, which doth not happen in the Stone. 

A Carnoſity hath the ſame ſigns that Caruncles have, but the Urine being 
more ſtrairned by the Carnoſity makerh the ly mproms the more ſevere, inio- 
much as there is trequently a pain in the g/azs, and in {training hard to urine, 
there accompanicth it ſometimes a prolepſus ani, which are eſpecial figns of the 
Stone in the Bladder. Burt the preceding Gonorrhea and iymptoms of the Ca- 
runcles will ſufficiently guide you in making the diſtinction. between them 
two. To diſtinguiſh the Abſcefles and Ulcers z» 4no attending this Diſcaſe 
from thoſe which ariſe from che Hemorrhoids, the Treatiſe of Fi/tulz Ani will 
inſtruct you. 

The extirpation of Caruncles is no eafie work, and if there be a Carnofiry 
zjoyned with it, the Cure is much more difficult. And fo accordingly as there 
are other ſymptoms complicated with them, ſo much more is the Dilcaſe rea- 
dered deplorable and difficult ro cure. __ 

In the Cure of this Diſeaſe the ſame method ought to be obſerved in Diet 
which hath been delivered in the cure of a Goxorrhea alſo evacuations by Le- 
nient Purgatives : At leaſt you ought to begin with ſuch to prepare the body 
as R hordei mundati 3iij. rad. graminis, polypod. querc. filicis fem. an. iv. ſco- 
lopendrii utriufque, cichorei, endivie cum toto, adiant, hepatice an.

ma. Wicrh this or ſuch like you may purge them five or ſix days, and let chem 
blood if you ſee cauſe. Emulſions and contemperating Juleps may alto be of 
uſe to mitigate the heat of Urine. Vomics are alſo of great uſe tor revulſion, 
and thoſe of 7arbith I have always obſerved to be moſt efficacious. All the An- 
revenereals preſcribed in the cure of Lues Yenerea are proper here, we being 


 indeeg often neceſlitated to falivate by Un&tion. After which drying Decocti-

After you have torn off the Caruncle, and that the fear of inflammation is 
over, you may make a ſearch, and if the Caruncle be extirpated proceed in che 
drying 1t toa Cicatrix, which may be by a ſolution of zroch. albi Rhaſe, in any 
of the forementioned diſtill'd waters, or as I ſaid with the Royal Stiprick. A 
proportionable rhick leaden Probe of a fir length and flat head rub'd with quick-

If there be carnoſity with Caruncles, your way is to dilate and ſupple ic by 
Emollienrs as aboveſaid. If a ſuppreſſion of Urine happen, a large Clyſter ſud- 
denly inje&ted up hath frequently forced the Urine out of the Bladder : bur if 
char fail, a Catheter muſt help you, or an inciſion ## Perineo through the car- 
noſity, It a flux of virulent matter:be accompanying the Stravgurza, the laſt 
remedy is Salivation. | 
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It by reaſon of the long continuance of the Diſeaſe the Z/rethra be ſo ſtrait- Abſcels. 


ned with the Carnoſity and Caruncles, that the purulent matter cannot paſs 
forth, which otcen happeneth when the Urine doth, you may well ſuſpe& an 
abſceſs will ariſe in ſome part; which if ic happen within, there is danger of 
putrefaftion. If the matter raiſeth a tumour externally, and it do ſuppurate, 
yet it common]y leaves uncurable Ulcers. Therefore you ought upon the leaſt 
ſuppreſſion of this matter to make revulſion by Antivenereals ; yea rather than 
to fail, raiſe a Salivation, and proſecute the Cure as his habit of body and great- 
neſs of the Diſeaſe requireth, And the while make way with Emollients to 
dilate the 2rethra, or give vent by inciſion in Perineo, timely to diſcharge rhe 
matter, 

The female Sex are not ſubje&t to ſuch external apoſtemarions. Thee Carun- 
cles do not cauſe ſuppreſſion, nor is the Z7rethrafo fubje&t rothem. Sometimes 
they happen by the ſcalding of the Urine, but they are of cafier cure. Yer the 
Pudendam is ſubje&t toexcreſcences ot all forts and figures. The Yagina teri 
is alſo ſubje& co Ulcers, Excoriation,Excreſcences and ſchirrous Tumours, with 
great flux of humours, the Strarguria and Inflammarion, &ec: therefore require 
your greatcare timely to refiſt them by Antivenerealss Mer. dulcis, and thoſe 
milder preparations being apt to lead che humours downwards, are not fo ctte- 
tual here as. the rougher fort which vomit. How they are farther ro be 
treated by internals; and each diſturbance removed or alleviated by external 
Medicamenrs, you may fee among the Obſervations tollowing. 


One of about 3o years of age, troubled with a weeping and dribling in : Obſer-: - 


making Urine, came to me. I ſuſpeCting Caruncles made a ſearch, and found 
two little rubs in my way, and behind the Teſticles in Perin@o met a tull ſtop, 
which the Candle would not pafs; upon which I drew it out. He had been 
purged ſufficiently by other hands. I began the Cure with emollient Injettions 
as above preſcribed and tomented. and embrocated the Perinzum, and after a 
day or two I carried half a dozen of medicated Candles and made another 
ſearch, and took a meaſure of the place where the great Caruncle lay which 
made the full ſtop, and left him that Candle with others, ſhewing him how 
ro paſs them in, and encouraged him to make uſe of them in my abſence, and

Aﬀrer three 
or four days I returned, and found the Patient had paſied over the ſtop, bur 
he had a little heared the Vrerbra by over-doing. I then left off the uſe of the 
Oyl in the Injetion, He would have injeted'Milk, bur I ſtritly forbad that 
in conſideration of the miſchief I have knownit do in curdling in the Bladder. 
After the heat was calmed, he uſed the Candles with more moderation, keep. 
ing the paſlage open he had made. - One night when he was going to bed [ 
made him a viſit and brought with me ſome medicated Candles, and having firſt 
flatred the upper end of one of them I paſſed it into the Z/rethra, and turned 
that end oyer the Glens, and with a ſoft Linen cloth oyer it bound it cloſe on. 
He flept with ic until rowards morning, then pulled ir out, and urined. In the 
morning I made a ſearch and found the paſſage open. I injefted ſome of the 
emollient lotion and paſled in one of the common ſearching Candles, and bound 
it 0n as the former,and adviſed him to keep his Bed,or at leaſt his Chamber that 
day, and in caſe of Urine to pull it out and inze&t a col/yrium of ag. plant. and 
/yr. de ref; ficeis, and to put in another Candlethe fame night armed as before. 


By this method the main Caruncle waſted, and the leſſer which lay in the way

to that was conſumed by the paſling and lying on of the fame Candles. I feel- 
ing no more rubs left off the uſe of the Candles, and ſent him an injeCtion of ag. 
plantag. rubi, equiſeti, wherein was diſſolved a tew grains of lap. medicament. 
Crollii, by which the reliques of the Excreſcences were dried up, as alſo the 
weeping, and the Patient remained cured. Thus by ſhewing the Patients 
to uſe the Candles, they themſelves have ſometimes proſecuted their Cures at 
a great diſtance from me with good ſuccels. - 

One having had many Gonorrhea's and been frequently under Cure of Ca- 
runcles came tome. Upon ſight of the Penis | faw he had an iſſuing 6f much 
matter as in a virulent Goworrhea, I made a ſearch for my own fatisfaRtion, 
and met with ſeyeral excreſcences, and a full ſtop betore I reached to the Pe- 
rin-um. The Drethra was tender and did not admit the Candle withour pain. 
I began with the letting him blood, and purged him the next morning with 
Whey, Manna and Cremor tartari, Atter which 1 bathed him four or five 
times in warm water, keeping his body ſoluble the while with Clyſters; or a 
bole of caſa ol. amygd. dul. ſyr.viel. and the like. Afrer he had done bathing 
I gave him 25 grains of mer. dud, at night, and a Clyſter the next.day, and 
repeated the mer. dal. every other day, and ſyringed him with a lotion of ag.. 
plantag. with a ſolution of #roch. a/b. Rhaſ. Bur afterwards obſerving the mer. 
dul. not to anſwer my expeCtation, it having as I perceived been no novelty 
to him, I gave him pr.
